Res., Vote #68, 3/16/06], Earlier in his Senate career, McCain voted twice to replace 
Social Security’s guaranteed benefits with income from risk-based private investments. [S. Con. Res., Vote #56, 
4/1/98; S. Con. Res., Vote #77, 4/1/98] 

“Senator McCain’s statement yesterday contradicts what he has said and done over the past decade,” said 
Edward F. Coyle, Executive Director of the Alliance for Retired Americans, adding that, “times are getting harder 
than ever for retirees, particularly when the prices of health care, gasoline, and groceries keep going up. This is 
no time to gamble away our hard-earned Social Security benefits on the roulette wheel of the stock market.”

Election year voters facing weakest protections against voting discrimination in half a century 

WASHINGTON — Wade Henderson, president and CEO of The Leadership Conference on Civil and 
Human Rights, issued the following statement in advance of the 51st anniversary of Bloody Sunday: 

"It has now been 51 years since Bloody Sunday marchers were brutalized by police for taking a stand 
against rampant voting discrimination across Alabama. Their bravery led to the passage of the Voting 
Rights Act, which became one of the most successful civil rights laws in American history. 

But since the Supreme Court gutted the VRA nearly three years ago in Shelby County v. Holder, insidious 
forms of modern day voting discrimination have desecrated the legacy of those marchers. While Congress 
has taken symbolic steps to honor Selma's foot soldiers — by visiting Alabama on Bloody Sunday's 
anniversary, and by awarding those foot soldiers with a Congressional Gold Medal -- many lawmakers 
have done nothing to restore the law for which those marchers risked their lives. We can no longer thank 
members of Congress for these commendable, but ultimately empty gestures. 

Today, the campaign to restore the VRA is releasing a video highlighting the story of how, before the 
Supreme Court gutted it, the VRA protected the rights of minority voters when the city of Calera in Shelby 
County, Alabama, manipulated voting districts in a discriminatory manner to prevent Ernest Montgomery, 
the sole African American city councilmember, from being re-elected. As Montgomery says in the 
video, without the VRA's ability to block discriminatory practices -- as is the case now -- it's 
'very doubtful that an African American or maybe some other minority in our community could 
possibly ... be elected here in Calera.' 
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The video can be viewed online here. 

The commemorations this week in Selma are a solemn remembrance of the blood, sweat, tears, and lives 
involved in securing voting rights for racial minorities in this country. The only appropriate way to celebrate 
that achievement is by working thoughtfully, and expeditiously, to pass one of the bipartisan proposals 
currently before Congress that would help breathe life back into the law. And this is particularly important 
ahead of the first presidential election in 50 years without the full protections of the VRA. 

We cannot allow obstructionists in Congress to hijack our country's progress, taking us back to a place 
where discrimination is the rule for many of our most vulnerable voters."

41 ,555 Americans died from breast cancer in 2012 per CDC 

18,478 Americans died from ovarian and cervical cancer in 2012 per CDC 


These are only annual figures. One could reasonably expand the time frame to 10 years, or dating back to the 
Bengazi attack in Sept 201 1 , or dating back to Republican’s control of the House in Nov 201 0. Any of these 
would clearly run the number of deaths over 1 million — if not several million. 


If she wants to draw it out, she can further indict House Republicans for being motivated by campaign donations 
from the tobacco industry, the extreme gun lobbyists, etc. 


I believe this challenge could be potent enough to garner a headline — and have Hillary Clinton stand up for 
Americans rather than for herself while putting Republicans much further on the defensive.

It has been reported to me the GOP has decided that to win Florida and offset losses in the So FL

Washington, DC - Congresswoman Sheila Jackson Lee, a senior member of the House Committees on 
Homeland Security and Judiciary Committee, and Ranking Member of the Judiciary Subcommittee on Crime, 
Terrorism, Homeland Security and Investigations, released the following statement today disputing the claim by 
Senator John Cornyn (R-TX) that the Attorney General should appoint a special counsel to investigate the 
controversy regarding the e-mails of former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton: 

“I strongly disagree with my colleague Senator Cornyn regarding the need for the Attorney General to appoint a 
special counsel to investigate the controversy regarding the e-mails of former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton. 
The Justice Department regulation guiding the Attorney General’s discretion clearly provides that such action is 
not to be taken in the absence of a determination by the Attorney General that a (1) criminal investigation of a 
person or matter is warranted and (2) that a conflict of interest prevents the Department of Justice from 
conducting that investigation. There is no credible basis for assuming or concluding that either of these 
conditions precedent has or can be satisfied. 

“Instead of wasting valuable time considering requests that have no basis in fact, I prefer the Attorney General to 
devote her energies and the resources of the Justice Department to protecting the right of all Americans to vote, 
working with Congress on legislation to reform our criminal justice system, and providing the assistance and 
expertise needed to keep our people safe and protect our homeland. Senators and Members of Congress would 
do well to concentrate their time and efforts to addressing the real challenges like avoiding another Republican 
government shutdown, reforming our broken immigration system, reauthorizing the Export-Import Bank, and 
making college more affordable.”

Second Estimate of GDP for the Second Quarter of 2015 


Real GDP growth in the second quarter was revised markedly upward, as consumers spent more and businesses invested more than previously 
estimated. The economy grew at a much faster pace in the second quarter than in the first, with strong personal consumption leading the 
rebound. At this time in the global economy, it is essential that we continue to do everything we can to maintain America’s domestic economic 
momentum — including avoiding a return to fiscal brinksmanship or unnecessary austerity by passing an on-time budget that reverses the 
sequester, increasing investments in infrastructure as part of a long-term transportation reauthorization, and other steps to foster long-term 
growth. 


FIVE KEY POINTS IN TODAY'S REPORT FROM THE BUREAU OF ECONOMIC ANALYSIS (BEA) 


1. Real Gross Domestic Product (GDP) rose 3.7 percent at an annual rate in the second quarter according to the BEA’s latest 
estimate, well above the first quarter’s 0.6 percent pace and the BEA’s initial second-quarter estimate of 2.3 percent growth. In 

the second quarter, the increase in GDP growth was led by a faster pace of personal consumption growth than in the first quarter and a shift from 
negative to positive net export growth. Structures investment, which declined sharply in the first quarter and was previously thought to have 
declined in the second, is now estimated to have grown. Overall, real GDP has now risen 2.7 percent over the past four quarters. Real Gross 
Domestic Output (GDO) — an alternative gauge of economic output that is potentially more accurate (though not predictably stronger or weaker) 
over the Iona term , which BEA calls “the average of GDP and Gross Domestic Income (GDI)” — rose 2.1 percent in the second quarter and has 
risen 2.5 percent over the past four quarters, indicating a similar trend for growth as GDP albeit with a different quarterly pattern.

2. The 1.4 percentage point upward revision to real second-quarter GDP was spread across many components of economic 
output. Business fixed investment accounted for a little more than a third of the overall revision, as investment in structures, equipment, and 
intellectual property were all higher than previously estimated. Indeed, business investment — weighed down by reduced oil-related investment in 
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the wake of oil price declines and previously thought to have fallen — is now estimated to have grown in the second quarter. State and local 
government purchases also accounted for 0.3 percentage point of the overall revision, as did inventory investment. Ffersonal consumption, net 
exports, and federal government spending also each saw small positive upward revisions. Notably, this was an especially broad-based revision 
without any downward revisions in major components of GDP.

3. Initial estimates of Gross Domestic Output (GDO) growth over the long term tend to predict subsequent revisions to GDP 
growth. GDO is the Council of Economic Advisers’ term for the average of GDP and Gross Domestic Income (GDI) — two measures that should 
conceptually be identical but differ due to measurement error. While not systematically stronger or weaker than GDP over time, GDO can provide 
a more accurate picture of economic output, in part because independent errors to GDP and GDI tend partially to cancel out when the two are 
added. Relatedlv. early GDO estimates appear to provide information about the extent to which GDP will eventually be revised. When GDO is 
estimated to grow faster than GDP, GDP tends to be revised up, and vice versa. The chart below shows the association between revisions to 
GDP growth incorporating all annual revisions to date (the “years later” measure) and the gap between initially estimated GDP and GDO. Of 
course — as with virtually all economic data when there are noisy statistics — it is important to focus on longer-term trends. Our analysis here is 
based on four-quarter growth rates of GDP and GDO, and we caution against focusing too much on the quarterly gap.

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4. A slowdown in business investment during the recovery has been led by oil-driven declines in structures and equipment 
spending, while intellectual property investment — including research and development — has accelerated throughout the 
recovery. Structures and equipment investment grew markedly more slowly over the first half of 201 5 than they had earlier in the recovery, 
largely reflecting reduced oil investment in the low-price environment. These components have restrained overall business investment growth. But 
at the same time, investment in intellectual property, which chiefly comprises research and development and software, has grown progressively 
faster. In fact, research and development investment has grown 7.9 percent over the past four quarters, the fastest pace since 2007 and three 
times faster than overall economic growth. The acceleration in overall IPspending has been relatively steady throughout the recovery, while 
equipment and structures investment have been volatile. Many economists view research and development as an important source of productivity 
growth.

5. Real private domestic final purchases (PDFP) — the sum of consumption and fixed investment — rose 3.3 percent at an annual 
rate in the second quarter, and is growing at a faster year-over-year pace than overall GDP. Real FDFP — which excludes the often 
noisy components like net exports, inventories, and government spending — is generally a more reliable indicator of next-quarter GDP growth 
than current GDP . While GDO aims to measure output growth more accurately in a given quarter by reducing measurement error, PDFPaims to 
measure signals of future economic growth by eliminating some of the noisy components in GDP. Over the past four quarters, PDFPgrew by 3.4 
percent, a faster rate than overall GDP growth. In analogy to the relationship between GDP and PDFP, the sum of wages and corporate profits is 
an especially important component of Gross Domestic Income (GDI), the income-side output measure that is combined with GDPto produce GDO. In 
fact, while PDFP tends to predict next-quarter GDP especially well, wages and profits tend to predict GDP over the next four quarters especially 
well — despite being more volatile than PDFP. Real wages and profits have grown 2.6 percent over the past four quarters, roughly in line with 
current trends in GDP and GDO.

John -- 

On March 7th, 1965, 600 of us lined up to walk from Selma to Montgomery, to march for voting rights. 

When we tried to cross the Edmund Pettus Bridge over the Alabama River, we were met by state troopers. They attacked us 
with tear gas, bullwhips, and nightsticks. 

It became known as Bloody Sunday, and the national outcry over the brutality that day led to the enactment, exactly 45 
years ago today, of the Voting Rights Act. 

The progress we've made since then is remarkable. 

But the expansion of voting rights for millions did not happen overnight. It was the product of a continued struggle, by 
many people, over many years. 

And just as change did not come easily then, it does not come easily now. 

Discrimination still exists in America -- its effects can be as harmful as they were decades ago. And we can always become 
a better, more just society. 

Two years ago, this movement -- led by Barack Obama -- brought millions of people into the political process for the first 
time. 

I'm told that many of you are working hard now to get as many as possible of those folks -- and others from across the 
country who are with us in these fights -- to the polls this year. 

It's an important effort, and the legacy of the fight for the Voting Rights Act is that it is not only our right to vote, and to 
help others do so -- it is our duty. 

Can I count on you to help out between now and the elections in November? 

When I was a child, I tasted the bitter fruits of racial discrimination -- and I did not like it. 

That was what spurred me to act. In those early days, we sacrificed our very selves for our rights as Americans. But we 
never gave up. 

And now barriers that kept an entire people from full participation in this country have been removed. 

No longer are people who look like me met with violence when we register to vote. 

No longer is the idea that an African American could become president just a dream. 

We live in a better world, a better country. 

But our work is not complete. We cannot wait for someone else to make change. 

We must all do it. You must do it. I must do it.

As for a phone call, good days for me are November 6, 11, 12, 13 (except 1 : 1 5-2:45), 16, 17, 19 (before 3), 20. 

I think this issue is important and likely to become more so. Seems premature to start out with policy. At a 
minimum we need to define clearly what group of non-standard workers/jobs we're talking about, and then figure 
out how many of them there are. Then questions like: how much of this comes from technology, how much from 
desire of employers to escape overtime pay, benefits, unions, how much from workers' preference for mobility, 
part-time, flexibility, how much from weak labor market generally, and so on. Uber gets all the attention, but 
temps, short-term contracts, contingent workers probably much more numerous. 

Maybe do through WCEG if the capacity is there, as prelude to later work. Maybe find a university group willing 
to take it on. Russell Sage already has a Future of Work program that might turn in this direction.

Hi Bob and Alan: On our steering committee call last week, John Podesta raised the issue of changing trends in 
the nature of work, which Bob referred to as the “casualization” of work and is sometimes called the “on- 
demand” economy, 1099 economy, Uberization, etc... We have been following these trends and are interested 
in the potential implications (e.g. on issues like the safety net, bargaining power over wages/benefits, distribution 
of wealth, consumer protections, etc...). The issue seems to be getting more popular media attention, but the 
policy landscape seems stuck in a different era. 


Herb and I spoke briefly with John yesterday about what else might be done. 


■ On the policy side, John is encouraging CAP to be more engaged, which Neera wants to do. We think CAP 
plans to start by doing one or more policy-oriented convenings, and then decide what else to do. I have spoken 
with CBPP to encourage them to reflect further on how these developments may impact the safety net policies 
they work on, both federally and in the states. For example, some of their key policy issues, such as the EITC, 
are often dependent on traditional “employment” to receive the benefits. 
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■ We’re not sure how much serious academic work is being done in this area. From the steering committee call, 
Alan noted that Alan Krueger is doing a paper on Uber and we know Heather hopes the RFP may yield some 
relevant research projects. I also plan to reach out to Rob Johnson to see if INET or its network are thinking 
about these topics. 


We’d be interested in: 

o Your thoughts on whether it would make sense to try and convene some academics on the topic, including to 
understand where there might be disagreement among them 

o Whether such a convening might be done through WCEG, or might be better done separately 

o Any other thoughts you may have for how to pursue this topic further in the academy, and whether it is a 
worthwhile pursuit 


It probably makes sense to try and have a brief call by phone, rather than do this by email. Herb and I are pretty 
flexible the rest of this week, and also the week of Nov 16-20. Would any times work for you in those windows? 
John would try and join the call, schedule permitting.

We are organizations that support the fundamental American values of civil rights and civil liberties for all. We write to strongly object to the House 
Homeland Security Committee’s plans to hold hearings on the “radicalization” of American Muslims. Our concern is that these hearings will serve to 
further promote the demonization and scapegoating of millions of American Muslims, while providing little valuable insight into the prevention of 
domestic terrorism. 

While we all take the threat of terrorism seriously, we see no productive outcome in singling out a particular community for examination in what appears 
to be little more than a political show-trial. American Muslims, like all Americans, want to keep our country safe, and to cooperate with law enforcement 
when they are aware of criminal activity. Yet many elected officials have chosen to demonize all American Muslims, denigrating their religion and 
questioning their patriotism. We fear that these hearings will only add to this toxic climate of suspicion toward American Muslims and may hinder the 
important efforts to maintain trust and mutual respect between American Muslims, law enforcement, and public officials. 

We commend your interest in exploring the roots of violent extremism, but we urge you to do so in a way that does not demonize millions of Americans 
for no reason but their faith.

ARLINGTON, VA - U.S. Senator John McCain will deliver the following remarks as prepared for delivery at the 
LIVESTRONG Summit in Columbus, OH, today at 6:45 p.m. EDT: 

Thank you, Lance, and thank you all very much. Dr. Gee, Representative Deborah Pryce, Paula Zahn, and 
other guests: it's a pleasure to be with all of you. And I appreciate the hospitality of The Ohio State University. 

We are all familiar with the story of courage and perseverance that led our host to six victories across the finish 
line in Paris. But it says even more about the man that to this day he is leading the cause of cancer research. He 
knows what it's like to get a tough prognosis. And he knows what a difference it makes to have the support and 
love of others. For many thousands of people in the fight of their lives, Lance Armstrong is making all the 
difference in the world - and I am honored to be in his company. 

You have billed this event as a Presidential Town Hall, and I sincerely hope that the next 
president is here today. My opponent, of course, is traveling in Europe, and tomorrow his tour 
takes him to France. In a scene Lance would recognize, a throng of adoring fans awaits Senator 
Obama in Paris - and that's just the American press. 

I'm here today to listen and to learn, and I look forward to your questions. But let me just offer a few thoughts 
before we begin our panel discussion. 

Thanks in part to the work of organizations like LIVESTRONG, medical researchers are making dramatic 
progress in the fight against cancer. In the lives of cancer patients, they are adding decades where once there 
were only years, and years where once there were only months. Scientists are closing in on the enemy, in all its 
forms. And one day they are going to save uncounted lives with a cure for cancer. 

In all of this, doctors and researchers are showing the medical profession at its most heroic. And in many areas, 
they are counting on a sustained national commitment to finding new treatments and cures. One essential step 
is to better coordinate the efforts of public and private research institutions. As it is, breakthroughs in the 
laboratory often take too long to reach patients in the hospital. Everyone engaged in the cause of treating and 
curing cancer is a stakeholder in the same great enterprise. And when advances are made, no policy of 
government should delay their deployment to the frontlines in the battle against cancer. 

There are many ways to hasten the delivery of lifesaving treatments, and one of the surest ways is to streamline 
the process of clinical trials. Usually, when cancer patients seek to participate in a clinical trial, they've run out of 
established options, and that trial may be their last hope. We need to do all in our power to extend that hope to 
all who need it. As a senator, I have cosponsored legislation to broaden access to clinical trials, and supported 
reforms to modernize the registry for clinical trial information. And in my administration, the FDA and the 
Department of Health and Human Services will work closely with the private sector make the expansion of 
clinical trials a priority. 

By far, the best prescription for good health is to steer clear of high-risk behaviors. The most obvious case of all 
is smoking cigarettes, which still accounts for so much avoidable suffering. Most smokers would love to quit but 
find it hard to do so. We can improve lives and reduce chronic disease through smoking cessation programs. So, 
as president, I will work with business and insurance companies in support of programs to help people quit 
smoking. 

Throughout our health care system, the great goal is to make the best care available to everyone. Underlying 
the many things that trouble our health-care system are the fundamental problems of cost and access. And 
these rising costs are by no means always accompanied by better quality in care or coverage. 

I believe the key to real reform is to restore control over our health-care system to the patients 
themselves. Under my plan, we will build on the employer-based coverage, by offering generous 
tax credits directly to individuals and families for the purchase of health insurance. The health 
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plan you choose would be as good as any that an employer could choose for you, or even better 
- by providing incentives for coverage of wellness, prevention, and other methods of avoiding the 
onset of chronic disease. These health plans would be yours, and yours to keep. 

Some worry that even after this reform many Americans with pre-existing conditions - including 
many thousands of cancer patients - could still be denied insurance. And to make sure they get 
the high-quality coverage they need, I have proposed a Guaranteed Access Plan - or GAP - that 
will combine industry, state, and federal resources to help in the purchase of coverage for those 
hardest to insure, including patients with pre-existing conditions. There would be limits on 
premiums, and lower-income Americans would get additional financial assistance. This cooperation 
among states in the purchase of insurance would also be a crucial step in ridding the market of both needless 
and costly regulations, and the dominance in the market of only a few insurance companies. We need to break 
down these barriers to competition, creativity, and excellence, with the goal of establishing a national market to 
make inn ovative policies and lowest prices available to every person in every state. 

Sometimes in our political debates, America's health-care system is criticized as if it were just one more thing to 
argue about. And the oncologists and cancer researchers with us today might grow a little discouraged at times 
listening to campaigns debate health care. But I trust you will never lose sight of the fact that you are each 
involved in one of the great vocations, doing some of the greatest work there is to be done in this world. Some of 
the cancer patients you meet are in the worst hours of their lives, filled with fear and heartache. And the 
confident presence of a doctor, or the knowledge that researchers like you are on the case, can be all they have 
to hold onto. That is a gift only you can give, and you deserve our country's gratitude. I thank you for all for your 
contributions to the work of the Lance Armstrong Foundation, and I wish you success in the even greater work 
that lies ahead.

New/Expanded Q's 


Clinton said she did not use her email to send or receive classified information, but the State Department and 
two Inspectors General said some of these emails do contain classified information. Was her statement 
inaccurate? 

No information in Clinton's emails was marked classified at the time she sent or received them. Clinton only used 
her account for unclassified email. 

When information is reviewed for public release, it is common for information previously unclassified to be 
upgraded to classified if the State Department or another agency believes its public release could cause potential 
harm to national security, law enforcement or diplomatic relations. 

After reviewing a sampling of the 55,000 pages of emails, the Inspectors General have proffered that four emails, 
which did not contain any classified markings and/or dissemination controls, should have been classified at the 
time they were sent. The State Department has said it disagrees with this assessment. 

Clinton hopes the State Department and other relevant agencies will sort out as quickly as possible which of the 
55,000 pages of emails are appropriate to release to the public. 


Is Department of Justice conducting a criminal inquiry into Clinton's email use? 

No. As the Department of Justice and Inspectors General made clear, the IG's made a security referral. This was 
not criminal in nature as misreported by some in the press. The Department of Justice is now seeking assurances 
about the storage of materials related to Clinton's email account. 


Is it true that her email server and a thumb drive were recently turned over the government. Why? 

Again, when information is reviewed for public release, it is common for information previously unclassified to 
be upgraded to classified if the State Department or another agency believes its public release could cause 
potential harm to national security, law enforcement or diplomatic relations. 

It is her hope that State and the other agencies involved in the review process will sort out as quickly as possible 
which emails are appropriate to release to the public, and that the release will be as timely and as transparent as 
possible. 

In the meantime, her team has worked with the State Department to ensure her emails are stored in a safe and 
secure manner. 

As a result, she directed her team to give her email server to the Department of Justice, as well as a thumb drive 
containing copies of her emails already provided to the State Department. We have pledged to cooperate with 
the government's security inquiry— if it decides it needs to see more, we will arrange for that to happen. 


Would this issue not have arisen if she used a state, aov email address? 

Even if Clinton's emails had been on a government email address and government device, these questions would 
be raised prior to public release. 
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While State Department's review of her 55,000 emails brought the issue to the Inspectors Generals' attentions, 
the emails that were classified prior to public release were on the unclassified .gov email system. They were not 
on the separate, closed system used by State Department for handling classified communications.

McCain says never favored a lobbyist 

By JIM KUHNHENN, Associated Press Writer 20 minutes ago 

Sen. John McCain, rising in the polls as a Republican presidential candidate, defended his integrity Thursday, 
declaring he had "never done any favors for anybody — lobbyist or special interest group." 

McCain made the remark to reporters in Detroit when questioned about a report that The New York Times was 
investigating allegations of legislative favoritism by the Arizona Republican. 

McCain acknowledged that his presidential campaign aides have had discussions with the newspaper regarding 
its inquiries. 

"I have not been in talks with The New York Times. They've been communicating with our staff and with us," 
McCain said. "I've never done any favors for anybody — lobbyist or special interest group — that's a clear, 24- 
year record." 

McCain and four other senators were accused two decades ago of trying to influence banking regulators on 
behalf of Charles Keating, a savings and loan financier later convicted of securities fraud. The Senate Ethics 
Committee said McCain had used "poor judgment" but also said his actions "were not improper" and warranted 
no penalty. 

McCain has said that episode helped him launch his drive to change campaign finance laws in an attempt to 
reduce the influence of money in politics. 

McCain was faced with the favoritism question Thursday after the online Web site, the Drudge Report, said his 
aides and advisers had been trying to dissuade the newspaper from publishing a story. 

New York Times spokeswoman Catherine J. Mathis declined to comment on the matter. 

McCain questioned the timing of the allegations and compared them to criticism and false gossip he confronted 
in 2000 when he first ran for the presidency. 

"I do find the timing of this whole issue very interesting," McCain said. "And we're not going to stand for what 
happened to us in 2000. We're getting close to the primary. These allegations are coming out at a very 
interesting time, and I have never, ever done a favor for any lobbyist or special interest group." 

McCain has retained Washington lawyer Bob Bennett to help him respond to allegations against him. 

"In 2000, during the South Carolina primary campaign, John McCain was the victim of false, vicious rumors 
about his personal life," Bennett said in a statement. "These rumors and gossip damaged his campaign and may 
have cost him the election." 

"Upon hearing that such unfair tactics might be entering the campaign arena again this year, Senator McCain, 
desiring to respond more forcefully than he did eight years ago, retained me to explore the options available," 
Bennett added. "What is being done to Senator McCain is an outrage." 
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McCain spokeswoman Jill Hazelbaker also issued a statement decrying "gutter politics." 

"It is unfortunate that rumor and gossip enter into political campaigns," she said. "John McCain has a 24-year 
record of serving this country with honor and integrity. He has never violated the public trust, never done favors 
for special interests or lobbyists, and he will not allow a smear campaign to distract from the important issues 
facing our country."

Washington, DC - "I welcome today's news that Saudi King Abdullah has pardoned 
the 'Girl of Qatif.' This young woman was raped by seven men in an unconscionable 
attack last spring. Despite being the victim of this heinous crime, the Girl of Qatif was 
sentenced to 200 lashes and six months in prison. This sentence was unjustifiable, 
and I am glad to see that it has been overturned. We cannot truly end the epidemic 
of violence against women unless we can end the silence and stigma that so often 
accompanies these crimes, and ensure that those who have experienced violent 
sexual assault are not blamed or jailed for what they have endured. I am pleased to 
note that the Saudi government has announced reforms to its legal system, and I 
encourage them to continue that process so that all Saudis - both men and women - 
have equal protection under the law." 

Senator Clinton, a longtime champion of women's rights around the world, 
previously expressed outrage at this sentence, and joined with several of her 
colleagues last week in introducing a resolution urging the Saudi government to 
overturn the sentence of the Girl of Qatif.

On Friday 30 January, Barack Obama, President of the United States, made a truly revolutionary announcement. He will 
designate US$ 215 million from the national budget in 2016 to a very important project of genetics called "precision 
medicine", commonly called "personalized medicine". 

The White House recognizes the need to support research and development of genetics, medicine of the present and the 
future. The aim is to create a database of one million volunteers who donate a sample of DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid), either 
blood or saliva, to analyze their genes (small DNA fragments located on chromosomes, and these are located into the nuclei 
of all cells of the body except red blood cells). 

With the information collected from these people, the primary objective of this project is to become closer to cure some 
diseases, the development of preventive measures, and new "personalized" medicine, primarily for the treatment of cancer, 
one of the most frequent causes of death worldwide. The analysis of these genetic profiles enable us, among many things, to 
have a greater understanding of the interaction of external factors such as lifestyles (eg., nutrition/food) and environmental 
factors and their influence on the human genome, a concept that is known as epigenetics. 

“That’s the promise of precision medicine — delivering the right treatment at the right time, every time, to the right 
person,” Obama said. 

We now know that humans are 99% similar in our genetic makeup, and only 1% of our genes make us different. But, that 
small percentage of the entire genome (20,000 to 25,000 genes) is key, since it is responsible not only for our physical 
appearances or our blood types, but how each person reacts differently when taking a medicine, when consuming a 
substance (coffee, alcohol, tobacco, marijuana) or reactions to foods, or if you have a greater predisposition to develop a 
disease or protection to have lower risk for developing a disease. 

Today, in the US, Europe and Asia, private companies analyze saliva samples to investigate genetic panels to be able to 
discover these differences. Given this very personalized and intimate information, and having feedenack from such report by 
a geneticist, people can make decisions in your life, and incorporate preventive measures such as changing eating habits or 
start checkups to have a healthier life. 

In the practice of modern medicine various genetic tests are performed to guide the diagnosis or treatment in cases of breast 
cancer, colon / rectum, lung cancer, melanoma (the most aggressive skin cancer), or leukemia (cancer in white blood cells), 
among many other applications. Therefore, although it is not so obvious, genetic is present in medicine, but it is now clear 
that the goal is to expand and stimulate an exponential growth in the care of the lives of people. 

This is not an announcement to be unnoticed: it is fundamental. It shows the future vision of how to take into account people 
as a whole, and in a personalized way in which genetic preventive measures and treatments will be for that person, and not 
as a general approach as it is done today. 

There is a paradigm shift in medicine and in the world we are living. Clearly the project "Precision medicine" is not only a 
health policy, but also a social policy, a modem and technology policy, and a demonstration that started the era of "genetic 
prevention" worldwide in which all countries have to be prepared.

Attached is a draft of a memo to BO on the G20 Meeting issue. Even though there is unanimity for the 
proposition that attendance would be ill-advised, the delicacy of our response to a possible invitation became 
even more clear in my conversations with Rubin and Volcker, as well as in a subsequent discussion with 
Josh. Rubin, for example, read Treasury's public announcement that it was reserving space for the President- 
elect's transition team as an indication of the risk of appearing uninvolved/uncooperative that may be posed -- 
with respect to the G20 meeting and more generally. 

Thus the range of options, and potential disagreement on them, may be a bit wider than we discussed in our call 
yesterday - eg, whether we should try to head off an invitation, whether it is prudent to send an advisor to the 
meeting. It seemed to me that we might usefully discuss these issues among ourselves before crafting the 
options. This draft simply lists possible options, without elaboration or discussion. 

If John and Bill think a discussion makes sense, Josh and I are both available anytime between 4:30 and 7:30 
today, and tomorrow morning. If not, I can go ahead and elaborate the options on my own, though I suspect we 
would then need a discussion on that later draft.

I have been thinking about a version of the Podesta approach. 

What if she said something along the lines of the following? 

Look, I’m focused on the final deal, and whether it will measure up. If it does, I’ll support 
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it. If it doesn’t, I won’t. 


TPA is about Senate procedure - and in any event it’s just a draft proposal making its way 
through a Senate committee. I want to focus on the substance: will TPP be a good deal, 
or not? We haven't seen the details so we can't answer that question yet. 


Let me say this about TPA. I believe that President Obama should have the negotiating 
authority to conclude a transpacific agreement that works for the American middle class 
and advances American leadership. But I don’t believe we should give an open-ended 
fast track to the next president. I hope I’m the next president, and I think I should have to 
justify fast track to the new Congress. And if a Republican is the next president, I certainly 
don’t want to give fast track to them now - heck, that's why I voted against fast track for 
President Bush.

Mike and Gary voiced concerns that immediately struck me upon seeing the press release. I have thanked them privately, but 
now it seems apt to thank them publicly. Note that neither Mike nor Gary - nor I, for that matter - are now judging whether 
or how any other individual associated with Georgetown University Law Center should regard Justice Scalia or whether or 
how any individual chooses to comment on his death, his life, and his career. The difficulty arises when an assessment and 
expression is made on behalf of "Georgetown Law". In this case the problem is most acute with the headline of the press 
release ("Georgetown Law mourns the loss of U.S. Supreme Court Justice Antonin Scalia"). The body of the release was 
comprised mostly of quotes from Bill, and he has every right to express his own mourning for loss. But the headline was 
misleading as the story did not include the views of any other member of "Georgetown Law". The problem could have been 
corrected with a more careful headline, e.g. "Georgetown Law Dean mourns..." or by including a more extensive canvass of 
people who readers might take to be part of Georgetown Law, which might have resulted in a rather different story with a 
different headline. I would not have expected Bill alone to make comments representative of the range of reaction of among 
those who make up Georgetown Law. 

Nobody wants to feel put in the position of disavowing association with somebody else's sense of loss or sadness, especially 
if the speaker is a colleague. But the headline on the press release did put many of us in that difficult position. That Gary and 
Mike decided to make that clear within the community was a great service.

I must chime in because I had the honor of knowing Justice Scalia, though we were far from close friends. For a short time, he 
was a visitor at Georgetown Law, where I first met him. Then, for a short time, he "worked" for me, teaching contracts in a bar 
review course, and later, also for a short time, he hired me as a consultant at the Administrative Conference of the United States. 

I also recruited him twice to talk to the annual black-tie banquet of the American Inns of Court, and our paths continued to cross 
in connection with the American Inns as well as at Georgetown. While we were not close, one of my cherished memories was 
two hours in a cocktail lounge in San Francisco - he saw me register at the hotel and asked if I had time — while he waited for his 
son - the talk was warm and meaningful, and he listened to me even when he disagreed. 

Of course, he was a vicious questioner on the Court. I expect that most of us watched him in action. But he was not alone. 

Going back a decade or two, I experienced the questioning of Justice Frankfurter and Black in a case in which they did not like my 
position one bit. Frankfurter particularly, and Black a little less so (and with more of a southern graciousness), were just as 
vicious in their questioning. Of course, he voted in some (many?) cases differently than I would have liked. But, let us recall, he 
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won only when he had four colleagues who went along - and he also did not always win. As far as I know, he was well liked by 
his colleagues, ever after he skewered them in dissents. His friendship with Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg is well known - and her 
graciousness yesterday should be the pattern for all of us. 

Yes, I disagreed with many of his views and votes. But that does not take away from my admiration of his mind - and of the 
many hours he spent at Georgetown (I assume elsewhere as well) speaking with students. Indeed, perhaps the latter is a 
characteristic that we all should emulate. 

Thus, I join with Mike Gottesman and Mitt Regan and the gracious words of the Dean - as well as of Justice Ginsburg.

With respect to the votes Justice Scalia cast on the Supreme Court, I'd probably agree with Mike Seidman and Gary Peller 100% of 
the time. But I don't agree with their disapproval of the Dean's statement. Justice Ginsburg has said roughly the same as the 
Dean. Whatever one thinks of his jurisprudence, Scalia was an extraordinarily significant figure who also, coincidentally, was a 
friend of our institution. As for bullying and humiliating advocates who appeared before the Court, nobody on our faculty 
experienced that anywhere close to what I did. I didn't like it as it was happening, but I never doubted his "brilliance." It would 
be a sad day if, as an institution, we were incapable of honoring important public figures upon their death simply because most 
of us disagree with the positions they took. Our public face as an institution of scholars should suggest that we're open-minded 
and receptive to all views, even if (sadly) it's not always true. 

I do think it would have been prudent (if only to fend off the criticisms Mike and Gary have surfaced) to have included a qualifier 
in the public statement that suggested Scalia's views were controversial and not shared by all in our institution, but I think it's a 
big stretch to read the statement as seemingly embracing Scalia's views. It doesn't say that, and I didn't think it inferred it, 
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either.

Dean Treanor and Colleagues: 

Like Mike Seidman, I also was put-off by the invocation of the "Georgetown Community" in the press release that Dean T reanor issued Saturday. I 
imagine many other faculty, students and staff, particularly people of color, women and sexual minorities, cringed at headline and at the 
unmitigated praise with which the press release described a jurist that many of us believe was a defender of privilege, oppression and bigotry, one 
whose intellectual positions were not brilliant but simplistic and formalistic. 

I am not suggesting that J. Scalia should have been criticized on the day of his death, nor that the "community" should not be thankful for his 
willingness to meet with our students. But he was not a legal figure to be lionized or emulated by our students. He bullied lawyers, trafficked in 
personal humiliation of advocates, and openly sided with the party of intolerance in the "culture wars" he often invoked. In my mind, he was not a 
"giant" in any good sense. 

It is tricky knowing what to say when a public figure like Scalia, or the late Robert Byrd, or other voices of intolerance, meet their death. But as an 
academic institution, I believe that we should be wary of contributing to the mystification of people because of the lofty official positions they 
achieved. I don't want to teach our students to hold someone like Scalia in reverence because he's a "Supreme Court Justice." Our proximity to 
official Washington provides an opportunity to see many public officials close-up, and to learn that there is nothing special that titles bestow-even 
a Supreme Court Justice can be a bigot, and there is no reason to be intimidated by the purported "brilliance" that others describe because, when 
you have a chance to see and hear such people close-up, the empowering effect is often, as it should be, de-mystification. (I was happy to meet 
Warren Burger as a law student for this very reason). We should never teach our students to be obsequious to those with power. 

The "Georgetown Community" could mean many things. In one sense, it is simply a legally constituted set of formal relations, and in that sense 
perhaps "the Dean," duly appointed by "the President," speaks for that "institution" of formal legal relations. 

But there is also a lived community that we inhabit, within the interstices of the formal and contractually defined roles, a community that exists in 
our relations with each other and with our co-workers and our students, a community that is constituted in our hallways and class rooms and lunch 
rooms, and in our affection for and commitment to one another, and, for many of us, a vision of how we could all be together in the law school, 
disagreeing often but always trying to be sensitive and empathic to all members of our community. 

That is the "Georgetown Community" that I feel a part of, a lived community of tolerance, affection, and care that so many have built for so long 
here. That "community" would never have claimed that our entire community mourns the loss of J. Scalia, nor contributed to his mystification 
without regard for the harm and hurt he inflicted. That community teaches critique, not deference, and empowerment, not obseqiuosness. 

Sometimes the two senses of community might merge-the formal, legal institution might be so at one with the lived community that its legitimacy to 
speak for the "community" flows organically. But that is not our situation.

Creating the climate for action: Lessons from the UN global 
goals process

It took more than four years and skillful backroom negotiation to get to this week’s victory — the ratification of the next 
global development agenda, the Global Goals for Sustainable Development, that will guide the world for the next 15 years. 
This achievement is worthy of celebration and offers hope for the next set of international negotiations that have been nearly 
20 years in the making — the upcoming climate talks in Paris. 


If the path to the global goals was pocked with small potholes, however, the road to a climate agreement is lined with deep 
craters. Addressing climate change will be even more difficult than agreeing on the 17 global goals, as climate change 
raises complicated questions: Who is responsible for action? Who pays? Underpinning these questions are charged 
debates around the right to develop versus the right to pollute. 

Yet the global goals and climate change negotiations are inextricably linked — the lives and livelihoods of those living in 
poverty are at the core of both. Failing in Paris would undermine the nascent global goals and development writ large. 
Thankfully, we’ve learned important lessons in gaining consensus around the global goals. 

Here are four learnings from the global goals that the climate change process should incorporate in the run up to the 21st 
session of the Conference of the Parties in Paris and beyond: 

1. Combine top-down with bottom-up. 

Unlike the Millennium Development Goals, which were constructed in proverbial “smoke-filled rooms” by experts and then 
put to United Nations member states to adopt, the global goals process was more bottom-up, driven by member states. 

Representatives from 70 countries made up the open working group leading to the post-2015 draft agenda and each 
brought their on-the-ground realities to the conversation and recognized that their countries would be responsible for taking 
forward their recommendations. In little more than a year they published the final draft with 17 suggested global goals. The 
final goals and targets emerged from this bottom-up process. 

On the other hand, climate change negotiations have been impeded by a mostly top-down approach. Fortunately this is 
changing as climate change negotiations move to a more hybrid framing with top-down global goals and measurement 
framework coupled with bottom-up contributions from countries. This is a welcome shift — the global goals experience has 
demonstrated that bringing in a bottom-up approach is tenable and pragmatic. But bottom-up should not become a race to 
the bottom. These bottom-up contributions need to be measurably standardized (different countries are currently putting 
forward different types of contributions) and gradually pressure must be applied on countries to ratchet up commitments 
needed to achieve the goal of limiting climate change to a 2 degree Celsius rise. How to do this? Perhaps institute a formal 
“reflect and review” mechanism every few years to encourage countries to increase the ambition of their contributions. 
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2. Balance inclusivity with deal-making. 

The global goals built on contributions from a broad array of stakeholders, with a strong emphasis on inclusivity throughout 
the negotiation process. Ultimately, it was the member states that inked the final details, but leadership by civil society 
stakeholders such as ONE , which crowd-sourced the public voice on the global goals, and the U.N. Foundation , which 
consulted civil society representatives in different regions, was a critical component. This level of inclusivity in the process 
seems to be missing from the climate change negotiations, and could bring great value. 

Inclusivity does, however, make it harder to make trade-offs, as the global goals’ many goals and targets (17 and 169, 
respectively) demonstrate. While the climate change negotiations must bring in this inclusivity to generate buy-in, the more 
complex give-and-take nature of climate negotiations requires balancing that inclusivity with opportunistic deal-making to 
arrive at an agreement. This has yielded impact in the past — for example, the now famous US-BASIC country meeting at 
COP15 in Copenhagen in 2009, where the informal negotiation between President Barack Obama and the heads of states 
of Brazil, South Africa, India, and China set the stage for the Copenhagen Accord. 

3. Have strong political champions. 

The global goals proved that public champions are crucial, especially early in the process. The U.N. secretary-general 
bolstered the profile of the Global Goals process through the inspired use of highly visible panels, such as the Global 
Sustainability Panel, and the High Level Panel on the post-2015 Development Agenda co-chaired by President Susilo 
Bambang Yudhoyono of Indonesia, President Ellen Johnson Sirleaf of Liberia, and U.K. Prime Minister David Cameron. The 
participation of influential political figures, academics, and private-sector leaders on the post-2015 panel infused fresh 
ideas, captivated public attention and concentrated political will around the need for ambitious global goals. While the panel 
was initially regarded with some suspicion by member states, it proved an invaluable pre-cursor to the open working 
group’s draft — both as a source of expertise, and to anchor the discussion at a high level of ambition. 

Recognizing that the Paris COP21 will serve as a — hopefully fruitful — starting point rather than a final resolution, there is 
still room to launch a substantive discussion on the intractable topics that will continue to remain beyond Paris, such as 
practical means of raising ambition, ensuring implementation, technology cooperation, channeling finance, harnessing 
markets, etc. How about a panel of experts appointed by the secretary-general to take the COP21 agreement forward by 
drafting a road map for 201 6-2020, within six months, for member states consideration? Member states would clearly have 
the final say, but the panel could put on the table a range of pragmatic yet ambitious proposals. 

4. Make steady progress. 

The road to agreement on the global goals was difficult, but there was steady progress with minivictories along the way. 
Climate negotiations need several such minivictories. The reality is that our choice in Paris is not between a great 
agreement and a weak agreement, but between a weak agreement and none at all. In our opinion, a weak agreement would 
be an important victory. A weak agreement — with all key stakeholders involved providing firm (even if relatively 
unambitious) commitments and agreeing on a road map, will at least provide a framework and a starting point from which to 
build upon. The review mechanism mentioned earlier can then allow the factoring in, on a regular basis, of our continually 
evolving reality, the latest advances in science and technologies, etc. 

While we celebrate the formalization of the next generation of development goals, we need to recognize the tenuous nature 
of this success. Important negotiations lie just ahead and the climate talks in Paris are too important to fail. By centering 
on sustainability, the global goals mark a giant leap forward. Paris will demonstrate whether political leaders are truly 
committed to that sustainability and able to turn the global goals’ momentum into actual progress. 

The world community has shown tremendous resolve in formalizing the next generation of development goals. Paris will the 
next litmus test.

I wanted to follow up and send you a very brief summary 
of privacy issues for kids and students which lays out the basics of where we are and what can be done. We can provide more 
detailed background whenever you and your colleagues need it. 


I. Overview of Privacy for Kids. Teens and Students & Why It Matters to America: 


Privacy is clearly a hot-button issue that elicits strong reactions from the public and key stakeholders from all 
backgrounds, regardless of demographic or party lines. We strongly believe that commercial data exploitation will continue to 
be a major public concern in 2014 and beyond. And there is demonstrable and growing concern about student data privacy 
as well. There is an immediate need, with great public support, for stronger privacy protections against corporate tracking of 
personal information, since tech giants and other companies have been routinely collecting, storing, mining, and sharing 
Internet users’ personal information for years. £1] Online tracking of children and teens is especially concerning to the 
public[2] , and as such, concrete measures to protect kids’ and teens’ privacy - online, mobile, and in school — will have 
particular traction , although they will meet opposition from some industry players like Facebook. States such as 
Massachusetts have recently proposed student privacy legislation, and California, led by Senate President pro Tem Darrell 
Steinberg, will be advancing new legislation as well. Later this month, Common Sense Media will release brand new polling 
by Joel Benenson that shows that the public overwhelmingly supports the effort to ensure that students’ personal data is 
protected]]!] , and the Obama Administration should be poised to take concrete regulatory action around this growing and 
bipartisan public concern. 


U. Current State of the Law and the Political Reality 


A. Federal Consumer Data Protection for Kids and Teens: 


The Children’s Online Privacy Protection Act (“COPPA”), enacted in 1998, requires child-directed websites, online services 
and mobile apps to obtain parental consent before collecting personal information from children under 13. It 
was significantly strengthened by the FTC in late 2012, but there are important ways that additional protections for kids 
and teens can be added by the FTC this year. This does not require Congressional action, but it will need leadership from 
Edith Ramirez and the FTC. There is also the bipartisan Markey-Barton "Do Not Track Kids" Legislation in Congress, but we 
are skeptical if Washington is capable of passing such legislation. 


B. State Protections: 

This is where the most interesting efforts are happening. In September 2013, California enacted a 
groundbreaking, new “Eraser Button” law, which requires websites and apps to permit users under 18 to remove their 
postings, and a number of other states are now considering similar "Eraser Button" bills. California legislators are now 
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considering significant new online privacy legislation for 2014. The Administration can use the the burst of state activity 
around privacy as a springboard to institute regulatory changes and also to pressure for improved industry behavior. 

C. Student Data Privacy: There are several state-based bills focused on student data privacy, and we expect a major 
new bill in CA that targets this increasingly important concern. We are also working with Arne Duncan on this issue, but the 
major action will likely occur at the state level. It will cover the commercialization of student data, tracking 
and targeting concerns, as well as data security and retention policies. We can give you a detailed analysis of student data 
privacy and key principles whenever you would like it. 


III. What POTUS/White House Can Do 


• The White House can and should take a series of administrative actions to restrict the collection of data for commercial 
purposes, especially of kids and teens. This specifics can be discussed whenever you are ready, and these administrative 
efforts can cover kids, teens and adults. They will draw bipartisan public support but you can expect some industry 
opposition. 

• The President should convene a major summit at the White House or in DC to challenge major tech companies to 
voluntarily restrict the collection of young people's consumer data for commercial purposes . . . and also to address the 
growing student data privacy concerns and make schools "commercial free" privacy zones.. 


IV. Next Steps 

The consequences of Americans’ privacy breaches - especially for kids, teens and students — are truly 
significant. With robust public support, we urge the Administration to use the executive power and bully pulpit of the White 
House to make significant progress on privacy regulation in 2014. We would be delighted to discuss

Hello Mae 

How are you?Jim and I have been discussing what our role could possibly be assisting the MOH and we have come up with an idea that 
we feel is needed and could be very successful. 

Jim has been speaking with the CDC on a regular basis and I have weekly calls from everyone in Monrovia- Daniel, nurses from 
Redemption, Dr. Idoko, even James my driver (!) so we have a pretty good handle on what the situation is and where it appears to be going. 

Jim and I both feel that our team (you, Peter, Jim and I) left a very positive "legacy" in Liberia- 1 think the MOH and Pres Sirleaf saw the value 
in our work so returning would not be perceived as a threat to their ability to rebuild the health system. Both Jim and I like to work under the 
radar with the kudos given to the MOH so I think our project would be welcomed. 

In a nutshell- 

(1 ) Bring in MD teams for 30 day periods- the stress and the ability to only wear haz suits for 2 hrs due to the heat wears down people 
very quickly and that leads to errors in judgment and clinical decision-making. We would limit each team to 30 days- fresh legs, fresh minds 
and limited exposure to protect the teams will produce positive outcomes. Mandatory inservice prior to coming would be required and we 
could have Yale or CDC develop it for the volunteers. 

(2) Develop a "par level" of supplies, equip, FOOD and WATER for patients and staff, all necessary equip required to treat these patients- 
assure that each facility has these supplies and oversee the supply chain to maintain par levels esp food- you cannot quarantine people 
and not give them food and water. We would work closely with the MOH to oversee the distribution of those supplies and assure they meet 
the determined par levels. 

(3) Although we would be working closely with the MOH and JFK we would have to have an agreement with Dr. G that we would have 
decision-making ability in the distribution of medical teams and supplies coming into the country. One of the problems that we are hearing is 
that "no one" seems to be in control of the process- that is where we would come in. If we could take on the ebola problem, they could 
focus on rebuilding the health system, getting staff back to work and treating the other patients in the country. 

(4) We would need a sponsor- Clinton Foundation would be great as the Liberians love BC and respect him and we would have a degree of 
trust from the different staffs at the hospitals and MOH. Do you know anyone there that we could contact? I would contact Betsy but not 
sure if she would be able to move quickly on this proposal. But if you think she would be good I am happy to contact her. I need your advice 
on this part. I can go to the USG but Jim and I really think CF would be the perfect fit. 

So that is just a brief idea of what we are thinking- we will be meeting next week to develop a proposal but I wanted to spin it by you first. 
You are the expert :) 

If you are in the city let me know and I can meet you any evening next week- except Thurs. Rease be honest in critiquing our idea. If you 
see other opportunities for us to help let us know.

Senate debate stalls as GOP forces reading 

As Democrats neared completion on a health care reform bill, Senate Republicans launched an offensive Wednesday to stall the debate, signaling 
their intent to use every procedural tool necessary to prevent passage before Christmas. 

Senate Republicans forced the Senate clerk to read a 767-page amendment establishing a government-financed health care system, sponsored by 
Sen. Bernie Sanders (l-Vt.) - but Sanders cut off the reading in the third hour by withdrawing his bill. 

“We want to do what can to defeat the bill,” said Sen. John Thune (R-S.D.), a member of the Senate Republican leadership. "We are going to do 
everything we can in terms of the rights we have to stop the bill from passing." 

Sanders criticized Republicans for “trying to bring the United States government to a halt." 

The GOP move appeared to be the opening shot in a Republican attempt to delay the bill past Christmas. And while Democrats were able to halt the 
reading by pulling Sanders’ amendment, they won’t be to do the same when Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid (D-Nev.) presents an amendment 
containing a compromise he hopes will win 60 votes. 

Sanders offered the amendment and asked to dispense with the reading of it, which is almost always agreed to by unanimous consent. But Sen. 
Tom Coburn (R-Okla.) objected - it takes only one senator - forcing the reading. 

Sanders called it a "bit absurd" that Coburn was objecting. And Coburn insisted he wasn't intentionally stalling the bill. "We're going to understand 
what single payer is all about and read the bill," he said. 

Coburn’s move would have prevented senators from offering, debating or voting on any other amendments. While it might seem like the reading 
would set back efforts to finish the bill by Christmas, the timetable doesn't really depend on what happens on the floor. 

It depends entirely on Reid's ability to reach a compromise on the bill that can pick up 60 votes to thwart any filibuster. 

Before forcing the reading, Coburn asked to certify that every senator has read and understands the bill. But Sen. Max Baucus (D-Mont.) said it 
would be impossible for the Senate to certify that all its members understand the bill. 
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Sanders called it a "a stalling tactic on the part of Republicans." 

"Sen. Coburn is so impressed by the Medicare-for-all, single-payer program that he apparently feels all the people of our country have to hear 
every single word for the next many, many hours about how the single payer program would be the only way to bring universal, comprehensive, 
cost-effective health care to all Americans," he said. " I really do appreciate his desire to make Americans know this. I think he may have overdone 
it a bit." 

Reid has a tight timeline if he hopes to pass the bill by Christmas. 

Under the rosiest scenario, he needs to begin taking the procedural steps by Friday to end the debate - and it would still take until Dec. 23 or 24 
until the bill reaches final passage. This scenario depends on whether Reid receives a cost analysis from the Congressional Budget Office within 
the next day, which is not guaranteed. Undecided senators have said they need to review the analysis before committing their vote. 

But as Wednesday’s event signified, Republicans do not intend to cooperate. They can also force a reading of the “manager’s amendment,” which 
will include the compromise that Reid struck in order to win 60 votes. It is likely to be a lengthy document, as well. 

Thune would not say whether Republicans planned to force more readings. 

“I do think we are aware of what those opportunities and options are for us,” he said. “And the goal here is to defeat this thing.” 

Reid told reporters that the forced reading of the bill is having a side effect: it is slowing down the Senate’s efforts to get to a Pentagon spending 
bill. He said that Sanders was prepared to take a voice vote on the amendment, and also insisted that the bill would get out of the Senate this year. 

“We’re going to finish this bill before we leave here, and everybody knows that, Democrats know it. I think the Republicans are beginning to realize 
I,” Reid said. “It’s just too bad that they are using these types of things, but I accept it, I’m not complaining, I just think it shows the American people 
how they’ve been stalling for all these months - now they’re holding up the defense bill as we’re waiting to get that from the House.”

“Magna Carta: Muse and Mentor” Exhibition at Library of Congress to Open Nov. 6 
1215 Magna Carta from England’s Lincoln Cathedral to be on Display 

Magna Carta, the great charter of rights and liberties, stands at the heart of English and American law and has influenced the 
legal systems of many other democratic nations. One of the earliest statements of limited government and a point of departure 
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for centuries of debate on individual rights, Magna Carta has become the world’s most enduring symbol of the rule of law. 

The Library of Congress will celebrate the 800th anniversary of the first issue of Magna Carta with a 10-week exhibition 
"Magna Carta: Muse and Mentor," opening Thursday, Nov. 6, and running through Monday, Jan. 19, 2015. The 
exhibition — to be located in the South Gallery, second level of the Thomas Jefferson Building, 10 First St. S.E., Washington, 
D.C. — will be free and open to the public from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday through Saturday. 

The Lincoln King John 1215 Magna Carta, on loan from the Lincoln Cathedral in England, will be the centerpiece of the 
exhibition. In addition, there will be rare materials from the Law Library of Congress and from various other divisions of the 
Library, which will tell the story of 800 years of Magna Carta’s influence on the history of political liberty. The materials will 
both illuminate the context of Magna Carta in medieval and early modem England and show how the charter came to occupy 
such an important place in British and American law. 

"Magna Carta: Muse and Mentor" also will celebrate the 75th anniversary of the Lincoln Magna Carta’s first visit to the 
Library of Congress. After a six-month exhibit in the British Pavilion at the 1939 New York World’s Fair, the document traveled 
to Washington, D.C. On Nov. 28, 1939, the British Ambassador to the United States, in an official ceremony, handed Magna 
Carta over to Librarian of Congress Archibald MacLeish for safekeeping during World War II. The Library placed the 
document on exhibition, until the U.S. entry into the war, when the Library sent Magna Carta to Fort Knox, Ky. The document 
returned to England in 1946. 

Librarian of Congress James H. Billington said, "We are honored to place on exhibition Magna Carta, one of the lasting 
treasures of human history. The principles that underlay Magna Carta are the foundation of our liberties, inspiring this 
country’s Founding Fathers in shaping the U.S. Constitution and the laws of this land. We especially welcome the return of 
the Lincoln King John 1215 Magna Carta, because the Library of Congress played an important role in its safekeeping during 
World War II." 

Law Librarian of Congress David Mao said, "Through this exhibition we will celebrate the core tradition of the rule of law. 

While aiming to detail the enduring impact of Magna Carta over 800 years, our exhibit will illuminate its influence on our legal 
traditions and political thought while examining the unfolding story of the rule of law throughout the world. We look forward 
to taking a leading role in the American commemoration of the 800th anniversary of this legal treasure." 

The Lincoln King John Magna Carta will travel first to the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston and then to the Sterling and 
Francine Clark Art Institute in Williamstown, Mass. Its final stop in America will be the Library of Congress. 

After its appearance here, Magna Carta will return to England and be placed briefly on display at the British Library, along with 
the other three surviving original 1215 issues of the document. Two are held by the British Library and one by Salisbury 
Cathedral. Of the four, the Lincoln King John Magna Carta is considered to be in the best condition. 

Magna Carta or "Great Charter" was sealed in 1215, in a grassy meadow at Runnymede, by the Thames, when barons coerced 
King John into granting a number of rights and liberties. The document is the world’s most enduring symbol of the rule of law, 
establishing the principle that no one is above the law, not even the king. 

The Library of Congress also will celebrate the 800th anniversary by curating and providing materials for a facsimile traveling 
exhibition on Magna Carta for the American Bar Association (ABA). The exhibition will open at a 2014 ABA Annual Meeting 
in Boston and travel across the United States. In June 2015, the ABA Magna Carta Facsimile Traveling Exhibit will journey to 
England. For more information on ABA’s Magna Carta commemoration, visit www.facebook.com/abamagnacarta 

The Lincoln Cathedral, officially the Cathedral Church of St. Mary of Lincoln, is located in Lincoln, England, and is the seat of 
the Bishop of Lincoln in the Church of England. The cathedral and its bishops have had a leading role in the history of 
England. In 1215 the Bishop of Lincoln, Hugh of Wells, was present at Runnymede along with Lincolnshire’s Cardinal 
Archbishop Stephen Langton. When King John agreed to the barons’ demands, copies of Magna Carta, written in Latin, were 
made and distributed to sheriffs, cathedrals, and important religious houses throughout England. Lincoln Cathedral’s Magna 
Carta is one of only four from the original distribution still in existence. The cathedral itself, highly regarded by architectural 
scholars, is one of Europe’s finest Gothic buildings. Construction started in 1072 and continued in several phases throughout 
the medieval period. 

The Law Library of Congress was established in 1832 with the mission to make its resources available to members of Congress, 
the Supreme Court, other branches of the U.S. government and the global legal community and to sustain and preserve a 
universal collection of law for future generations. With more than 5 million items in various formats, the Law Library of 
Congress contains the world’s largest collection of law books and other resources from all countries and provides online 
databases and guides to legal information worldwide through its website at www.loc.gov/law .

Good Wednesday morning. Campaigns and outside groups will flood the airwaves 
in early-voting states over the weekend, Gov. John R. Kasich “welcomes” one 
of his rivals to Ohio, and Iowa Democrats will provide an update in the horse race 
while offering a contrast with Republicans on the issue of Syrian refugees. Happy 
travels this holiday weekend. 

For residents of the four early-voting states seeking respite this holiday weekend 
from the political rantings of a charged relative, the traditional comfort of television 
might not provide much of an escape. 

Presidential campaigns and the groups supporting them have booked almost $5 
million in advertising time during Thanksgiving week in Iowa, New Hampshire, 
Nevada and South Carolina. 

Some viewers will, for example, learn about Hillarv Rodham Clinton !s 
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record on health care. Senator Bernie Sanders’s plan to fix what he calls a 
“rigged economy” — two ads that were booked last week and extend through 
football games and food comas and into the long weekend. 

Others will hear the story about Senator Marco Rubio’s father, a bartender 
who emigrated from Cuba, in the Rubio campaign’s first early state advertising, 
which is running in Iowa starting on Thanksgiving Day. 

Senator Ted Cruz of Texas and Ben Carson will also be running ads in early 
states, as will “super PACs,” including Right to Rise, the group supporting Jeb 
Bush, which is spending $1.9 million over the course of the week in the four states, 
part of a larger ad blitz. 

Further cluttering the political airwaves in the early states are the equal time shares 
given to Senator Lindsey Graham of South Carolina, Mr. Kasich, James 
Gilmore and Mike Huckabee, after their campaigns reached an agreement with 
NBC affiliates in Iowa, New Hampshire and South Carolina to show commercials 
equal to the 12 minutes and 5 seconds of screen time Donald J. Trump received 
as host of “Saturday Night Live.” 

For those early state residents seeking an escape from the campaign season this 
weekend, it appears that the safest bet is an extra heavy dose of tryptophan.

CLINTON STUMPS "WITH GUSTO" IN PUERTO RICO. ABC News (5/27, Tapper) reports on Sen. Hillary 
Clinton's campaign events in Puerto Rico over the weekend, "where she shimmied to Enrique Iglesias, swigged 
from a bottle of Presidente beer and once again proclaimed her determination to continue her longshot 
campaign." ABC notes that while Clinton, in a New York Daily News op-ed . "acknowledged, for the first time, that 
the odds of her becoming her party's presidential nominee are stacked against her," Clinton "campaigned in 
Puerto Rico with her usual gusto. She promised she would bring voting rights to the island, saying, 'I believe you 
should have a vote in picking the president too.' On Sunday, however, she seemed to back off that pledge, 
saying, 'All people are entitled to a representative form of government. And all levels of government. The people 
of Puerto Rico should have the right to determine by a majority vote the status you choose from among all the 
options."' 

In previous coverage, the AP (5/26, Barrett) reported on the Clintons meeting with families in Puerto Rico, noting 
that "It is the Clintons' long history with Puerto Rico--and Hispanic voters in general-that gives Clinton a decided 
edge in the island's presidential primary on June 1 , not to mention that her home state of New York has 
approximately 1 million Puerto Ricans." The piece notes, however, that Clinton faces long odds to defeat 
Obama. 

In previous coverage, the AP (5/26) reports that on Sunday, Clinton "spoke of her determination to not give up 
her presidential campaign. Speaking to a congregation at the Pabellon de la Victoria evangelical church, Clinton 
spoke about faith in the face of adversity. 'There isn't anything we cannot do together if we seek God's blessing 
and if we stay committed and are not deterred by the setbacks that often fall in every life,' Clinton said." 

Clinton Decries Puerto Rican Vets' Inability To Vote. In a posting on its 'From the Road' blog, CBS News 
(5/26, Suarez) reports, "During an evening Memorial Day service in old San Juan, Hillary Clinton spoke of the 
unfairness in U.S. policy toward Puerto Ricans who risk their lives in the U.S. military and have their voting rights 
stripped when they return home to the island. Clinton called the action 'an injustice and an insult.' Clinton's 
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message on a day when Americans honor those service men and women who gave their lives in combat was 
simple: every U.S. citizen should be given a right to vote. 'I believe it is long past time that we give the people of 
Puerto Rico - United States citizens all - an equal voice in the vote for the commander-in-chief who sends young 
Puerto Ricans to war.'" 

Clinton Holds "Raucous" Rally For Puerto Rican Union. CNN (5/27, Hamby) reports that Clinton's rally 
before the Servidores Publicos Unidos union in Ponce, PR, Monday was "the most raucous rally of her Puerto 
Rico campaign swing," noting that "[t]he union operates as an affiliate of the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees, which has endorsed Clinton and spent millions on her campaign's behalf. 
AFSCME President Gerald McEntee was on hand in Ponce to introduce Clinton, but he spent a good chunk of 
his speech soliciting boos for Barack Obama." Meanwhile, Clinton "delivered a speech similar to others she has 
made on the island, pledging to offer economic incentives to the island, promising to resolve the issue of Puerto 
Rico's status by the end of her first term, and reminding voters that she represents an estimated one million 
Puerto Ricans in New York." 

NBC Nightly News (5/26, story 4, 2:10, Cowan, 9.87M) reported Clinton's "three day weekend" in Puerto Rico 
"make her look pretty carefree, but weighing on her mind were her comments on Friday when she reminded an 
editorial board that Bobby Kennedy's run for the White House ended tragically in June. In a letter to the 'New 
York Daily News' on Sunday she insisted the media had taken them entirely out of context. She never intended 
to bring up something completely unthinkable and any link to Barack Obama was construed in a way that flies in 
the face of everything I stand for. The Obama campaign backed off its criticism." 

The CBS Evening News (5/26, story 5, 1 :50, Assuras, 7.66M) reported, "Puerto Ricans can't vote for president 
in November and only 55 delegates are at stake in its Democratic primary. But Senator Hillary Clinton is 
embracing the islanders as potential saviors. Clinton has spent the last two days on the island drinking in the 
atmosphere and admiration, some El Presidente beer too, campaigning for every vote in Sunday's primary. She 
seems intent on taking the fight all the way to the convention floor in August." 

CARTER CALLS FOR CLINTON TO BOW OUT AFTER FINAL PRIMARIES. The AP (5/27) reports, 
"Jimmy Carter says Hillary Clinton should give up her fight for the Democratic presidential nomination soon after 
the final round of primaries next week. ... Carter has not declared a favorite. But as a former president, he's one 
of the party's superdelegates and he predicts there will be a rush of announcements soon after the last primary 
a week from tomorrow. Carter says at that point, he thinks it will be time for Clinton to 'give it up."' 

Clinton Defends Decision To Remain In Race. In an op-ed in the New York Daily News (5/26), Sen. Hillary 
Clinton "set the record straight" that her comments about the campaign of Robert Kennedy were merely a 
comparison of the relative lengths of Democratic primary races, continuing to "more fully answer the question I 
was asked: Why do I continue to run, even in the face of calls from pundits and politicians for me to leave this 
race?" Clinton continues to cite her belief in the possibility to win, adding, "I am not unaware of the challenges or 
the odds of my securing the nomination - but this race remains extraordinarily close, and hundreds of thousands 
of people in upcoming primaries are still waiting to vote. As I have said so many times over the course of this 
primary, if Sen. Obama wins the nomination, I will support him and work my heart out for him against John 
McCain. But that has not happened yet." Clinton expresses her belief that a continued race will "help unite the 
Democratic Party" and adds that she is continuing to run "because my parents did not raise me to be a quitter," 
and for all those women in their 90s who've told me they were born before women could vote, and they want to 
live to see a woman in the White House." 

Writer Applauds Clinton's Campaign, But Says It's Time To "Move On." In a posting on The Nation's 
(5/26) "Campaign '08" blog, Katrina Vanden Heuvel refutes Bill Clinton's assertion that a media "cover up" has 
hurt Sen. Hillary Clinton's campaign, suggesting instead that she "made the mistake of running a top down 
campaign in a rules-changing year, and acceding to a sexism within her campaign that advised her not to 
apologize for her disastrous vote supporting Bush's war resolution." She continues to lament the "lost" and 
"squandered" opportunities of Clinton's campaign, and calls for Clinton to "move on," writing, "That is not to say 
that Hillary Clinton doesn't have every right to campaign through the last primaries on June 3rd. ... But when the 
polls close on June 3rd, superdelegates should move, expeditiously, to make their decision so that this 
campaign can refocus on what is at stake in this defining election. And their decision should follow the will of the 
people." 
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CLINTON SEEN AS UNLIKELY TO WIN FULL MICHIGAN, FLORIDA EMPANELMENT. The 
Washington Examiner (5/27, Ferrechio) reports that despite the fact that the Democratic Party panel that will 
meet next weekend to determine "whether to resurrect some or all of the disqualified delegates from Florida and 
Michigan" is heavily seeded with such Clinton supporters as top Terry McAuliffe, Harold Ickes, and Alexix 
Herman, "political experts say there is little chance the panel will grant Clinton's wish of seating every delegate 
from Florida and Michigan with a full vote proportional to the primary results, as Ickes said they would request. 
'Get real,' University of Virginia political science professor Larry J. Sabato said. 'There is no way that is ever 
going to happen. Ickes knows that and is just using it as a bargaining point.' Sabato and many other political 
analysts say the DNC's 30-member Rules and Bylaws Committee will likely favor a compromise solution that 
seats some of the delegates from those two states." 

The Pittsburgh Post-Gazette (5/27, Sherman) reports that the Rules Committee's meeting "could be the Clinton 
campaign's final stand, noting that in the face of Obama's "sizable lead," Clinton is "arguing that the party should 
reverse its decision and give Michigan and Florida their full slates, ...calling it a matter of justice. ... If the party 
gives Mrs. Clinton what she wants, she'd get 105 delegates from Florida and as many as 73 delegates from 
Michigan. Mr. Obama would get at least 67 from Florida and 55 from Michigan, if he receives all of the state's 
'uncommitted' votes." 

Clinton Seen As Maneuvering For Michigan Delegate Issue To Remain Unresolved. "The lead 
editorial in this morning's Detroit News (5/27), titled "Clinton in Wonderland," argues that as the DNC's Rules 
Committee takes "another stab next weekend at doing right by their voters in Michigan and Florida," Hillary 
Clinton, if she "has her way" may well leave Michigan "dangling." Clinton "has an interest in keeping the fate of 
the Michigan and Florida delegations up in the air. Without a resolution, the delegations of these two influential 
swing states will have not been accounted for in her duel with Sen. Barack Obama, and that will give her at least 
a thread of hope to hang onto." Clinton is asking "for an overwhelming majority of the delegates based on her 55 
percent vote total" as well as "most of the undecided vote, which totaled 40 percent," a claim that is "as 
illegitimate as Michigan's Jan. 15 Democratic primary itself." By "continuing the standoff between the two states 
and the national party," Clinton "can keep her campaign alive all summer and wage a floor fight at the 
convention." 

BOTH WHITE HOUSE, CLINTON CAMPAIGN CRITICAL OF NBC. The AP (5/27, Bauder) reports, "NBC 
News has managed to achieve the near-impossible this election season in getting Hillary Rodham Clinton and 
George Bush to agree on something. That something, however, is antipathy toward NBC News." The AP adds 
that "through its unusual public criticism of NBC's handling of Richard Engel's interview with the president, the 
Bush administration struck at the soft white underbelly of the news division's co-existence with the opinionated 
personalities of MSNBC." Bush counselor Ed Gillespie wrote to NBC News President Steve Capus, "I'm sure you 
don't want people to conclude that there is really no distinction between the 'news' as reported on NBC and the 
'opinion' as reported on MSNBC, despite the increasing blurring of those lines." Clinton's campaign "didn't want 
to talk publicly about NBC, but it has been unhappy about the Democratic candidate's treatment by 'Hardball' 
host Chris Matthews. That culminated in Matthews' apology in January for saying that the reason Clinton is a US 
senator and candidate for president 'is that her husband messed around."' 

CLINTON ADDS RESERVATION STOP TO MONTANA TOUR. The AP (5/27) reports that the Clinton 
campaign "says her Montana visit on Tuesday will include an appearance in Pablo on the Flathead Indian 
Reservation. Clinton is scheduled to hold a town-hall-style meeting at Pablo's Salish Kootenai College at 3:30 
p.m. She plans to be in Billings for a rally at 8 p.m. Clinton last visited Montana in April at the same time as 
Barack Obama, her rival in the race to win the Democratic nomination for president." 

The Missoulian (5/26) also reports on Clinton's scheduled event in Pablo. 

CLINTONS SEEK NATIVE AMERICAN SUPPORT IN SOUTH DAKOTA. The Rapid City Journal (5/26, 
Woster) reports, "Bill Clinton began the last full week of South Dakota's primary season on Sunday with a three- 
stop reservation blitz aimed at inspiring potentially crucial tribal voters to support his wife for president. The 
former president began the day with an appearance at the Fort Thompson Fire Department hall, speaking from 
the bed of a pickup truck to a gathering of about 250 members of the Crow Creek Sioux Tribe and non-Native 
Americans from nearby ranches and towns. Clinton then moved on to the Rosebud and Yankton Sioux 
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reservations for appearances there. The real Clinton candidate in the campaign, New York Sen. Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, will follow her husband's reservation tour with a stop at Kyle on the Pine Ridge Reservation during a 
West River trip Wednesday, as she makes her final push for support before the nation's last two primaries in 
Montana and South Dakota June 3." 

OBAMA PRAISES VETERANS IN FRONT OF FRIENDLY MEMORIAL DAY CROWD IN NEW 
MEXICO. The Washington Post (5/27, A4, Shear, Vick), in an article that fails to mention Hillary Clinton, except 
to say that she was ignored by Obama's and McCain's Memorial Day speeches, reports that "the two leading 
candidates for president made Memorial Day pilgrimages on Monday to this critical swing state, where a closely 
divided electorate may help determine the outcome of the 2008 battle for the White House." While McCain "used 
the backdrop of the state's veterans memorial in Albuquerque to pledge his fealty to the military" Obama "went to 
Las Cruces and praised the 'spirit' of America's diverse fighting corps, which he called the source of the military's 
true strength." Later, at a town-hall meeting, "Obama did not mention McCain or Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton," 
but in a speech "made clear his support for [Senator] Webb's bill and said Congress would override a 
threatened veto by President Bush." 

Later, in a post on the Washington Post 's "The Trail" blog, (5/27) correspondent Karl Vick posts that, "Sen. 
Barack Obama spoke for most of an hour about doing right by America's veterans without crossing swords with 
Sen. John McCain, in a carefully measured Memorial Day appearance that kept the focus on the former service 
members seated around him on three sides." Obama told the veterans, "I speak to you today with deep 
humility. ..My grandfather marched in Patton's Army, but I cannot know what it is to walk into battle like so many 
of you. My grandmother worked on a bomber assembly line, but I cannot know what it is for a family to sacrifice 
like so many of yours have...l am the father of two young girls, and I cannot imagine what it is to lose a child. My 
heart breaks for the families who've lost a loved one." Then Obama "edged into his critique of military and 
veterans affairs under the Bush administration," and "endorsed legislation that he said would give veterans the 
same benefits his grandfather's generation enjoyed under the Gl Bill." 

CBS News (5/27, CBS) reports on its web site that "Hillary Rodham Clinton ended a three-day campaign swing 
across Puerto Rico the same way many Americans mark Memorial Day - with family, friends and a salute to the 
sacrifices of military men and women." Clinton is "trying despite the odds against her to catch up to Barack 
Obama" and "needs something approaching a mathematical miracle." Meanwhile, "Obama marked Memorial Day 
in New Mexico, a battleground state in the general election," where he addressed a group of Veterans, and, 
alongside New Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson, "laid wreaths at a memorial to the state's fallen soldiers." The CBS 
story then returns to Puerto Rico, where one veteran criticized Clinton for waiting "until the third day of her 
campaign swing to meet with veterans," noting that "Obama's first stop during his appearance Saturday was to 
visit with veterans." 

Reporting from the Obama Campaign in its "On the Road" Political blog, CBS News (5/27, Gavrilovic) posts, 
"Despite not having served in the military himself, Barack Obama used his Memorial Day remarks to speak about 
his family's service. Obama, in supporting the new Gl Bill, said "We should make sure that today's veterans get 
the same benefit that my grandfather got when he came back from World War II. ..It was a good investment not 
only for him, but it was a good investment for the country, built our middle class. So we're going to make sure 
that that gets passed." 

OBAMA, MCCAIN OFFER CONTRASTING MESSAGES ON IRAQ. The New York Times (5/27, Zeleny, 
Falcone, 1.1 8M) reports Memorial Day "offered at least a preview into the summertime duel between" John 
McCain and Barack Obama, "who for the first time were campaigning in the same swing state on the same day." 
As McCain "spoke about the costs and sacrifices of the Iraq war at the Veterans Memorial in Albuquerque, Mr. 
Obama praised the patriotism of America's soldiers before taking voters' questions - and hearing their 
frustrations about Iraq and a host of other concerns - at an outdoor forum against the backdrop of the Organ 
Mountains here." The campaign stops "provided a window into how both men, should they become the 
nominees of their respective parties, are shaping their candidacies, employing the power of their biographies 
and honing their arguments in their appeal to voters." In a "20-minute speech, with the flags of all branches of 
the armed forces at his back, Mr. McCain made 14 references to Iraq." In "10 minutes of prepared remarks, Mr. 
Obama did not mention Iraq, only raising it when someone in the audience spoke critically of the war in a 30- 
minute question-and-answer session." 
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Fox News Special Report (5/26, Cameron) reported, "For John McCain, a presidential candidate and decorated 
Vietnam POW whose ancestors served in every American war since the revolution, Memorial Day is both political 
and deeply personal." Though "politicking is risky on a day honoring the fallen, he didn't hesitate to describe his 
dissatisfaction and differences with the Bush Administration's prosecution of the Iraq war." McCain: "As we all 
know, the American people have grown sick and tired of the war in Iraq. I understand that. Of course, I, too, 
have been made heartsick by the many mistakes made by civilian and military commanders and the terrible, 
terrible price we paid for them." McCain: "Though he didn't mention Barack Obama by name, McCain urged 
veterans and voters to reject Democrats' calls for withdrawal." 

NBC Nightly News (5/26, story 5, 2:05, O'Donnell, 9.87M) reported, "Given the holiday McCain turned down the 
volume of his campaign but still without naming Senator Obama laid out key differences. On the Iraq war McCain 
urged patience." McCain: "As long as there is a reasonable prospect for succeeding in this war then we must not 
choose to lose it." O'Donnell: "McCain suggested that he is more willing to take political risks than Obama over a 
veterans' education bill that McCain claims will discourage re-enlistment. But Obama supports the bill sponsored 
by Virginia Senator Webb." 

MCCAIN TO APPEAR WITH BUSH AT FUNDRAISER. The Wall Street Journal (5/27, Meckler, 2.06M) 
reports, "President Bush and John McCain will appear together at a fund-raiser in Phoenix T uesday, the first 
time in nearly three months that the Republican presidential candidate will be seen beside the man he hopes to 
succeed." But "with Mr. Bush's popularity at a record low, the McCain campaign has made sure that television 
footage of the two men together will be minimal. The maneuvering is the latest example of Sen. McCain's 
aggressive effort to separate himself from the White House, even as he embraces many of the policies that Mr. 
Bush has promoted throughout his presidency." The Journal adds, "Some congressional Republicans are doing 
the same, as Republicans brace for what they fear will be a brutal election year. Party leaders now talk openly 
about the badly damaged 'Republican brand,' as does Sen. McCain." 

CNN's The Situation Room (5/26, Henry) also notes that while the event "was initially planned to be open to 
cameras at the Phoenix Convention Center, it's been moved to a private residence and is now closed to the 
media. So, there will only be brief pictures of McCain and the president on an airport tarmac." 

In Break With Bush, McCain And Lieberman Co-Author Hawkish North Korea Policy Article. The 
Washington Post 's Glen Kessler, who yesterday had a front-page article about the successes of US Diplomacy 
in North Korea (5/27, Kessler) reports in the Trail blog, that "Sen. John McCain broke today with President 
Bush's new policy on North Korea, co-authoring an opinion article with Sen. Joe Lieberman (1-Conn.) in which he 
called for a return to Bush's original demand of a complete, verifiable, irreversible disarmament of North Korea's 
nuclear programs." The more hawkish position taken by McCain and Lieberman urges the US to "use the 
leverage available from the U.N. Security Council resolution passed after Pyongyang's 2006 nuclear test to 
ensure the full and complete declaration, disablement and irreversible dismantlement of its nuclear facilities, in a 
verifiable manner, which we agreed to with the other members of the six-party talks." Kessler notes that the 
"language concerning North Korea in the article ... is remarkably similar to President Bush's first-term rhetoric, 
which the White House has largely dropped in recent months." 

McCain Will Avoid Bush, Except Where Fundraising Is Concerned. Bloomberg News (5/27. Nichols, 
Chen) reports, "McCain's challenge in winning the presidency isn't unique. George H.W. Bush in 1988 and Al 
Gore in 2000 also struggled to chisel an identity separate from a two- term incumbent president of their party." 
However, "in 1988, Ronald Reagan had a 51 percent approval rating, according to Gallup surveys, and in 2000 
Bill Clinton's was 57 percent. Today, President George W. Bush's rating is 28 percent." But according to 
Republican Strategist Jim Pinkerton, "any sitting president, even one whose approval rating is in the low 30s, 
can raise money." McCain "has until the Republican nominating convention in September to establish an identity 
separate from Bush," at which point he must "execute 'his final pivot from the Bush presidency."'

Latino Vote - "Most Latino experts are highlighting a truth that we've long known — Hispanic voters are a growing and influential force in U.S. politics. That was fully 
evident on Super Tuesday, reports El Diario La Prensa (NY) today in its editorial.

Opinion. . . "Though insisting race and gender have little to do with it, many Democrats are supporting the presidential candidate who looks most like them," reports El 
Paso Times, in the Spanish language version of an AP article. "Super Tuesday polls showed clear racial and sexual divisions between backers of the two candidates 
hoping for historic firsts: Hillary Rodham Clinton, seeking to become the first female president, and Barack Obama, trying to become the first black commander in 
chief. In the end Tuesday, 53 percent of both whites and females supported Clinton, along with a 63 percent of Hispanics, which helped tip the balance for her in 
states like California, New York and New Jersey" ... "The complicated recounts of the votes in 24 states that celebrated primaries this past Tuesday have given us 
different variables on the delegates and their numbers, yet the majority of coincides that both Hillary Clinton and John McCain are ahead in the race for their 
respective nominations," reports La Opinion. . . El Diario La Prensa (NY) also reports that Sen. Clinton is ahead in the delegate count ... and Carlos Vargas Gomez writes 
an opinion piece for El Diario La Prensa (NY) where he states that the race on the Democratic side is far from being over.

Amid voter ID battle, Democrats launch PAC for 
secretary of state races

Democrats, who are locked in a battle against voter ID and a series of Republican election law changes, are launching a 
new effort to win secretary of state races in 2014. 

Leading that effort will be a new political action committee devoted to these races, called SoS (Secretary of State) for 
Democracy. The PAC is the brainchild of longtime Democratic strategist Steve Rosenthal and former AFSCME political 
director Larry Scanlon. 

Secretaries of state generally have control over the implementation of election laws. They can also approve the language 
on ballot measures, for example, and oversee recount processes. Despite these powers, secretary of state races are 
genuinely not very expensive, meaning a well-funded outside group could have significant impact for far less money 
than is required in a governor's race, for example. 

Republicans currently hold 29 of the 50 secretary of state offices, including 23 of the 39 that are chosen by voters, 
according to data from the Republican State Leadership Committee. (Three secretaries of state are chosen by state 
legislatures, and eight more are appointed. Also, a few elected lieutenant governors serve as secretaries of state.) 

Rosenthal says Democrats need to start emphasizing these races as much as Republicans have in recent years. 

“They tend to be an afterthought, but people have a lot at stake in terms of ballot access, ballot issues, and a range of 
issues that secretaries of state are deciding," Rosenthal said. 

The PAC will focus its efforts on five or six key secretary of state races in 2014 — potentially in states like Ohio, New 
Mexico, Colorado and Arizona — in an effort to regain some ground lost to Republicans in recent years. 

The PAC will do both independent expenditures -- paid media — and assemble a team of consultants in each state that is 
chosen. 

Among the potential backers of the new PAC are labor groups like SEIU and AFSCME, as well as the Democratic women's 
group Emily's List. (Secretary of state is one of the most popular elective offices for women.) 
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In addition to the policy implications, winning secretary of state races can have future political implications; secretary of 
state is a popular political stepping stone to higher office. 


This year alone, current and former secretaries of state are running in top Senate races in Georgia, Kentucky, Michigan 
and West Virginia. They are also running for governor of Arizona and Colorado.

This weekend built off of a good week of campaign meetings in DC. Below is a 
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update. Please let me know if you have any questions. 

1 . AFT-The campaign has scheduled a call tomorrow with AFT Senior Staff to 
begin mapping out the endorsement. The vote is scheduled for July 1 1th at the 
AFT Executive Board Meeting in Washington, DC. I do expect that there will be 
two scheduling requests corresponding with the endorsement: 1 . Live call in to 
the Executive Board on July 11th by HRC, thanking them for endorsement 2. 
TEACH Conference, Skype-in to the conference thanking AFT members for 
endorsement. 

Issue: AFT had previously committed that our questionnaire would not become 
public. A sentence within the cover page of the questionnaire was picked up by 
a member which states that questionnaires will become public for review. 

(Please note in 2008 all AFT questionnaires became public.) The AFT is forced 
to request that we disclose our questionnaire online. This member will not got 
away and there is concern that politically it will become a bigger problem if we do 
not disclose. I am circulating tonight the AFT questionnaire for full vetting by 
policy and research before it is passed back to the AFT. They apologized 
profusely. 

2. NEA-The campaign was present at the RA in Orlando, FL from Friday, July 3- 
6th. Highlights from attendance: 

• NEA delegates defeated a resolution the would prevent a early 
endorsement in 2016, paving the way for us to make movement toward a 
early October endorsement at their PAC board/Executive Board meeting. 

• We had 14 volunteers throughout the day on Friday, July 3rd that signed up 278 NEA member 
volunteers from across the country, handed out 200 "Educators for Hillary t-shirts" and passed out 
hundreds of lapel stickers to RA delegates attending the RA. Shout out to Adam Parkhomenko and 
Frank DiMartino for lining up our volunteers. We took down our volunteer efforts on Saturday and 
Sunday because of the tension it created between the NEA and the VT State Affiliate. I thought it was 
the right thing to do to follow their process and make sure the NEA was able to defeat the resolution 
blocking early endorsement. 

. I met with 1 5 NEA State Presidents while at the RA (NC, IL, IA, NH, NM, WV, VA, CO, UT, SD, MN, DE, 
Wl, PA, OR and Ohio Executive Dir.). Moving forward I think I can work with IL, IA, NH, NM, VA and PA as 
allies in the endorsement process. I don't believe that calls from John or Robby are immediately 
needed. The conversations I had at the RA were very instructive on the NEA process and the concerns 
that leadership and delegates are considering: 1 . Disappointment/anger with Arne Duncan and 
Obama's approach to working with them 2. They want to feel heard. Any touches in state we can do to 
include state leadership will go a long way. There was Bernie support in the Hall but the Secretary's 
video was excellent and very well received. Every State President I met with insisted that she attend 
next year's RA. I think it will be a very important event next year. 

• NEA Next Steps: Dates 1. Teletown Hall (July/August) 2. Back to School Event 3. October 2 or 3, 
Endorsement Recommendation. HRC will accept endorsement here 4. 2016 RA commitment (Staff 
follow up: They are requesting a Brooklyn policy meeting with policy team.

(1) The American Academy of Pediatrics came out with a strong policy 
statement in 201 1 that every child/teenager should be screened for substance 
abuse disorders when they visit the doctor for their annual child check up or for 
an accute care visit in which it might be suspected. HRC has a long history of 
working with AAP and supporting their efforts to do more screenings. When 
she was First Lady, she worked on the Newborn Hearing Screening to make 
sure all babies get hearing screenings, and in the last several years she has 
pushed for and supported the AAP's effort to screen young kids for symptoms 
of "toxic stress." This is not "mandatory," but it is part of prevention and 
wellness and it is about supporting the AAP in making this happen by raising 
awareness, making sure pediatricians get reimbursed for their time in doing these 
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screenings, etc. I have tried to clarify with edits to the speech, pasted below and 
attached. 

(2) On Mandy's question about mental health parity, I have added a line. 

(3) On Karen's question of whether we reached out to urban leaders, we talked 
to a number of policy experts who serve urban communities. Maya is going to 
work with political to be sure we do political outreach to leaders in next 48 
hours. 

(4) On Karen's suggestion, that she alludes to problems in her own family - 1 
have modified accordingly. 

(5) On Nick's question about specialized care, we are good with it as Kristina 
noted - but let me know if you have further concerns.

DRAFT substance abuse op-ed

I was on my first trip to New Hampshire this spring, in a Keene bakery, when a 
retired doctor spoke up. I had just announced I was running for president, and I 
had traveled to Iowa and New Hampshire to hear directly from voters about their 
concerns, their hopes, and their vision for the future. He said his biggest worry 
was the rising tide of heroin addiction in the state, the result of a wave of 
prescription drug abuse. He said hospitals were seeing more babies born 
addicted, that police officers were responding to more overdoses, that families 
were being tom apart. 

To be candid, I didn’t expect what came next. In several states, this issue crept 
up again and again - from so many people, from all walks of life, in small towns 
and big cities. 

In Iowa, from Davenport to Council Bluffs, people spoke to me about meth and 
prescription drugs, and scores of lives upended. In South Carolina, a lawyer 
spoke movingly about the holes in the community left by generations of black 
men who ended up imprisoned for non-violent drug offenses rather than getting 
the treatment they needed. 

These stories shine light on some harrowing statistics. Nearly 23 million 
Americans suffer from addiction, but in 2014, only 2.5 million were able to 
receive treatment at a specialized facility. Fifty-two million Americans over the 
age of 12 have abused prescription drugs, including one in four teenagers. In 
2014, more Americans died from overdoses than car crashes. 

Enough is enough. It’s time we recognize as a nation that we have a quiet 
epidemic on our hands. Plain and simple, drug addiction is a disease, not a moral 
failing — and we must treat it as such. 

It’s time we recognize as a nation that there are gaps in our health care system 
that allow too many sufferers to go without care — and invest substantially more 
in prevention and treatment. 
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It’s time we recognize as a nation that our state and federal prisons, where 65 
percent of inmates meet the medical criteria for substance use disorders, are no 
substitute for drug treatment — and reform our criminal justice system. 

That’s why I’m releasing a comprehensive strategy [LINK] to confront the drug 
addiction crisis head-on. My plan sets four goals: first, ensuring every American 
family has access to affordable and effective treatments; second, ensuring that 
we work with pediatricians to be sure that every child and teenager is educated 
about and screened for substance use disorders as part of their annual doctor’s 
visit, just as we do for hearing, eyesight, developmental delays and so much 
more; third, ensuring all first responders have access to naloxone, which stops 
overdoses from becoming fatal; and fourth, requiring that all health-care 
providers receive training in recognizing substance use disorders and consult a 
prescription drug monitoring program before providing opiates. 

Achieving these goals won’t be easy. It’s going to take real commitment from all 
comers — law enforcement, doctors, insurance companies, schools, and 
governments. That’s why my plan starts by increasing funding for the Substance 
Abuse Prevention and Treatment Block Grant by 25 percent, so states and 
localities have more resources to work with, and changing rules that arbitrarily 
limit how many patients can be treated with medication assisted treatment, a 
proven intervention for opiate addiction. I will also direct the federal government 
to re-evaluate Medicare and Medicaid payment practices, to remove obstacles to 
reimbursement for patients seeking help and promote greater coordination of 
care. And I will make sure that our mental health parity laws are fully enforced 
so that insurance practices are not a barrier to substance abuse treatment. 


But we can't stop there. As President, I will do everything I can to partner with 
states and communities across America to meet the four goals — treatment, 
prevention, overdose intervention, and improved prescriber practices. We’ll ask 
states to design ambitious plans for tackling these four goals using the programs 
that make most sense for their citizens’ needs and challenges. In return for 
strong plans to address the substance abuse crisis, the federal government will 
draw on a new $5 billion fund to help states meet their goals. 

Every town I’ve visited so far in this campaign has stories of families upended 
by drug addiction. But across the country, I’ve also heard about second chances. 
The young mother who overcame addictions to alcohol and heroin so her son 
would never see her with a drink or a drug in her hand. The man who served 1 1 
years in prison who is now serving others through a prison ministry. 

They all say the same thing: no matter how much time has passed, no matter 
how different their lives are today, they’re all still in recovery. It’s a 
process — one that began when a family member, a friend, a doctor, a police 
officer extended a hand to help. As one New Hampshire woman said, “We're not 
bad people trying to get good, we're sick people who deserve to get well.” 

There are 23 million Americans suffering from addiction. There are untold 
millions more. No one is untouched - we all have family and friends who are 
affected. We can’t afford to stay on the sidelines any longer— because when 
families are strong, America is strong. Through improved treatment, prevention, 
and training, we can end this quiet epidemic once and for all.

SC New Democrats Poll: Clinton Leads 
Sanders 47% to 28% 

Sanders Cuts Clinton's Lead by 17% in 30 Days 

The South Carolina New Democrats release the results of their 
survey of Democrats on the eve of the Presidential Debate 
which found Clinton leading Sanders 47% to 28% with O'Malley 
at 2% and 22% undecided. 

"This is significant lead for Clinton but Sanders is closing fast," 
said Phil Noble, President of the SC New Democrats, "If 
Shakespeare is right and 'what's past is prologue' then I'm not 
sure I'd sleep too well if I were Clinton." 

The last South Carolina poll published by Real Clear Politics 
was a Dec 17, 2015, CBS/YouGov poll that found Clinton with a 
36 point lead with Clinton at 67%, Sanders at 31%, and 
O'Malley at 2%. 

At this point about 45 days prior to the 2008 Democratic 
Presidential Primary, Clinton was 8% ahead of Obama in a 
CCN poll and the actual vote was 55-26%, a 29 point Obama 
margin. 

Among key subgroups, the results of the poll were as follows: 

• African Americans voters are expected to make up 
60% of the primary electorate: Clinton 54%, 

Sanders 18% and O'Malley 2%. 

• White voters are expected to make up 40% of the 
primary electorate: Clinton 39%, Sanders 44%, 
and O'Malley 2%. 

• Women voters are expected to make up 60% of 
the primary electorate: Clinton 48%, Sanders 32% 
and O'Malley 2%. 

• Men voters are expected to make up 40% of the 
primary electorate: Clinton 37%, Sanders 44% 
and O'Malley 3%.

Not surprisingly, Democrats least favorite Republican 
presidential candidate was Donald Trump at 58%, and their 
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second least favorite was Ted Cruz at 22%. 

SC Democrats are much more optimistic about the direction of 
the country (59% right track, 25% wrong track) than they are 
about the direction of South Carolina (21% right track, 55% 
wrong track). 

"We believe this poll gives a good snapshot of the state of the 
race in South Carolina today," said John Thevos, Research 
Director of SC New Democrats who managed the survey.

Since I may only be here for a couple weeks they can't get 
me into permanent housing yet and thus the three legal guys will share the transient "can." It is a tiny 
storage container with bunk beds in it.

I've decided to go in 
the opposite direction: I'll get one chance to make a positive contribution here so I'm going to make the 
most of it. I'm actually glad to be here as I'm surrounded by other people and I can escape my coworkers' 
constant complaining. 

I should know more about where I'll end up in a couple days (I've been saying that since I got here). 
Nonetheless, I'll keep you all posted.

NOTE; TIME IS TIGHT: the bill to change the primary needs to be introduced Tuesday to get through 
both chambers before the assembly adjourns. 

Goal: for Daley to call Speaker Madigan's COS Tim Mapes. Ideally, Daley would also have his friend 
Mike McClain call Mapes with the same message. 

Overview: 

The overall goal is to move the IL primary out of mid March, where they are currently a lifeline to a 
moderate Republican candidate after the mostly southern Super Tuesday. IL was a key early win for 
Romney in 12. 

Our preference would be for them to move all the way to May, but if they at least move to April 1 2 or 
April 19 they will have the day to themselves and presumably garner a lot of coverage. They will also 
be influencing a big northeast primary day on April 26. 

They will receive a bonus of 10% extra delegates if they move to April and 20% if they move to May. 
Mapes has said repeatedly they don't care about that. 

As we discussed, they don't really care about being helpful and feel forgotten and neglected by 
POTUS. The key point is that this is not an Obama ask, but a Hillary ask. And the Clintons won't 
forget what their friends have done for them. It would be helpful to feel out what path, if any, we have 
to get them to yes. This will probably take some pushing.

CLIMATE: Obama campaign in talks with key House lawmaker on cap and 
trade (10/17/2008)

ROANOKE, Va. — Advisers to Democratic presidential nominee Barack Obama and a top House Democrat have begun 
preliminary talks about how to write global warming legislation early next year should the Illinois senator win the White 
House, the lawmaker, Rep. Rick Boucher of Virginia, said today. 

Appearing at the Society of Environmental Journalists' conference here, Boucher predicted he could bridge differences 
between Obama's campaign platform on climate change and a proposal he released earlier this month with House Energy 
and Commerce Chairman John Dinged (D-Mich.) that would also curb U.S. heat-trapping emissions. 

"There is room for discussion and potentially agreement among us on this subject," said Boucher, the chairman of the House 
Energy and Air Quality Subcommittee. 

Boucher and Obama both back the launch of a cap-and-trade program that would reduce midcentury U.S. greenhouse gas 
emissions by about 80 percent. But they differ on how to distribute what would be hundreds of billions of dollars in emission 
allowances for about three-quarters of the U.S. economy. 

Obama favors a complete auction of the greenhouse gas pollution credits that then would use the new revenue to fund a 
significant expansion on new energy technologies and wildlife adaptation and to provide refunds to low-income communities 
that suffer from high energy costs associated with the environmental program. Boucher prefers giving away a bulk of the 
credits to companies for free, a strategy that he maintains would keep down costs to industry and the broader U.S. 
economy. 

After "some back-and-forth preliminary conversations" with Obama's energy and environmental advisers, Boucher said he 
thinks the Democratic nominee may be open to movement if elected president. 

"I think the changed circumstances in the economy since his positions were initially put forth would perhaps underpin some 
alterations in that viewpoint," Boucher said. "I'm not suggesting they're making any changes now, but they're indicating a 
broad willingness to work with us on an acceptable approach that they can endorse and we can also be very comfortable 
with." 

Boucher, a 13-term congressman, endorsed Obama's bid for president earlier this year even though a large majority of 
Democrats in his southwestern Virginia district supported New York Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton. Obama is scheduled to 
speak later this afternoon in Roanoke in his push to become the first Democratic presidential candidate to win Virginia since 
President Lyndon Baines Johnson in 1964. 

'We have no choice' 

Boucher and Dingell unveiled draft climate legislation earlier this month — the culmination of two years of hearings and 
closed-door meetings with many different comers of the policy and science debate. 

The 461 -page bill would be a starting point for negotiations early next year, and Boucher said a sluggish U.S. economy 
would not divert lawmakers' attention from climate legislation. "We have no choice," he said, citing as two motivators the 
expanded scientific evidence on global warming and U.S. EPA's duty to control greenhouse gas emissions under a 2007 
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Supreme Court precedent. 

Talcing on one of the most contentious items in the climate debate, Boucher also said he would seek the elimination of state 
and regional cap-and-trade programs in the Northeast and West once Congress sets up a federal system. That is an 
unpopular position with other powerful lawmakers engaged on the issue, including House Speaker Nancy Pelosi (D-Calif.) 
and Senate Environment and Public Works Chairwoman Barbara Boxer (D-Calif.). 

"One of the things we'll do with certainty is pre-empt any kind of state cap-and-trade regime," Boucher said, explaining that 
the regional programs are there to spark interest among lawmakers. "It is designed as much as anything to leverage Congress 
into putting controls into place. Once we do so, the need for regional or state-based cap-and-trade programs I think 
vanishes." 

Asked about the timing for action on climate change, Boucher said his House subcommittee planned to focus first on other 
bills dealing with power plant air pollution, the creation of a new $ 1 billion fund for the deployment of carbon capture-and- 
storage technologies and the protection of electric utilities against Internet hackers. Cap-and-trade legislation, he said, would 
follow. 

"It's going to be spring," Boucher said. "We'll have at least one day of legislative hearings, probably a couple, on this draft 
and then we'll set our minds toward a markup. But I can't really give you a date on which it's going to happen." 

Boucher repeatedly has said he wanted to move climate legislation with support from Republicans, but he said today that he 
won't wait for the GOP next year, considering both presidential nominees' interest in the climate issue and what he expects 
will be a larger House Democratic majority. 

"Circumstances are different," he said. "Even if the minority decides not to participate, this time we're going to move ahead." 

Boucher also said he wanted the House to take the lead on climate legislation rather than the Senate, which in the past seven 
years has held three floor votes on cap-and-trade without reaching the 60-vote threshold to overcome a filibuster. "I guess 
I'm allowed the prerogative to say this, I think we've done a better job than has the other body," Boucher said. 

Eugene Trisko, who represents the United Mine Workers and coal-fired utilities, gave his endorsement to the House-first 
scenario during the SEJ panel. "We'd prefer to see the House move first, as well," Trisko said. "The Senate has had three 
strikes so far, and its record speaks for itself."

Context matters--even in this silly season of politics when primaries produce partisan bickering, punditry 
gone amok and a social media loop that is endlessly without context. 

Recent remarks by former Secretary of State Madeleine Albright at a campaign event where she said, "Just 
remember, there's a special place in hell for women who don't help each other," has created one of those 
artificial firestorms, not even worthy of calling a tempest in a teapot. But now that it has, let's put it in 
perspective. 

First of all, those who are fortunate enough to know Madeleine Albright, of which I am proud to be one, 
know she has used this line thousands of times in her career to unstoppable applause and standing 
ovations from women in every corner of the world -and men-who need to be reminded every now and then 
that helping women is a shared global responsibility. It is an economic, political, and social imperative that 
women be included in every aspect of life. Full stop. 

Albright, a tireless crusader for involving more women in politics, served as America's ambassador to the 
United Nations in the 1990s where she quickly became the indispensable champion of human rights and 
democracy and an advocate for the empowerment of women around the world. 

She travels the planet encouraging women and girls to find their voices in parliaments and halls of power, 
through the ballot box. As she said in her role as Chair of the National Democratic Institute many times, 
"Every country deserves to have the best possible leader and that means that women have to be given a 
chance to compete. If they're never allowed to compete in the electoral process then the countries are 
really robbing themselves of a great deal of talent." 

What is important to know about Secretary Albright is that when she speaks to young women, she is 
thinking about women she has met in minefields in Angola, women caught up in ethnic tensions in Burundi, 
girls denied education in Afghanistan, women victims of human trafficking around the world. When she 
encourages women to stand up for themselves, she is thinking about women in Tunisia and Tripoli, women 
subjected to rape as a weapon of war, women denied access to microcredit, women locked in and locked 
out by civil war and terrorism. 

A final irony: most of the tweets and blogs, posts and pings on this subject come from people who have

likely never served in hard places in the world to see what it is like to be powerless. 

On behalf of women around the world, thank you, Secretary Albright, for all your journeys-- from monitoring 
elections in Nigeria, to creating entrepreneurship in the Middle East. Thank you for your non-stop activities 
on behalf of marginalized groups, women and girls. Thank you for your dedication to ensuring that 50% of 
the population-half the sky-is heard. Keep speaking out.

The Clinton Foundation — facing mounting criticism for accepting foreign funding and struggling to raise money 
for a planned June conference in Greece — has agreed to limit, but not eliminate, donations from foreign 
governments. 

It also announced plans Wednesday to suspend its overseas conferences — including the one in Athens — 
beginning in June as part of a set of reforms aimed at quieting complaints that the charitable organization’s 
fundraising activities could compromise Hillary Clinton’s independence as she runs for president.

The restrictions are sure not to satisfy all of the foundation’s critics, including those who had called for it to stop 
taking all money from foreign governments and even to return funds it accepted from them in the past. 


The foundation said in a statement Wednesday night that it planned to continue to accept donations from six 
countries “that have funded Clinton Foundation programs”: Australia, Canada, Germany, the Netherlands, 
Norway and the United Kingdom. 


Some countries that donated to the organization last year, Oman, Saudi Arabia and the United Arab Emirates, 
did not make the list of nations whose donations would be accepted while Hillary Clinton is a presidential 
candidate. 


The Clinton Foundation also announced Wednesday that it would increase the frequency of its voluntary 
disclosure of donors from annual to quarterly, beginning in July. 


“While it’s common for global charities to receive international support, it’s rare to find an organization as 
transparent as the Clinton Foundation,” foundation spokesman Craig Minassian said. 


“Our current policy already goes above and beyond what’s required by voluntarily disclosing our more than 
300,000 donors on our website for anyone to see. By implementing this new, even stronger and more 
transparent policy, the Clinton Foundation is reinforcing its commitment to accountability while protecting 
programs that are improving the lives of millions of people around the world.” 
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Hillary Clinton stepped down from the foundation’s board Sunday as she announced her presidential bid. 


The voluntary new limitations came after intense debate within the foundation, according to sources. They say 
some officials saw no problem with continuing to accept foreign funds, and that view carried the day when it 
came to a May meeting of the Clinton Global Initiative in Marrakesh, which, as POLITICO first reported, is being 
funded primarily by a donation of more than $1 million from a Moroccan government owned phosphate 
company. 


“We’re only keeping [Marrakesh] because hundreds of people are already attending and traveling there, the 
money has been spent on production and logistics,” said the official, who asked not to be named. “Greece was 
in the very early stages.” 


Sources say Bill Clinton had wanted plans to proceed for a meeting in early June in Athens, Greece, which was 
being spearheaded partly by Greek shipping magnate Gianna Angelopoulos. The former Greek parliamentarian 
and her family have donated as much as $10 million to the Clinton Foundation through their personal and 
foundation accounts. Her spokesman did not respond to requests for comment this month. 


Angelopoulos and Bill Clinton had been scheduled to speak at the Athens CGI, according to sources familiar with 
its planning. 


At an all-staff meeting of the Clinton Foundation on Monday — as Hillary Clinton was launching her campaign — 
Bill and Chelsea Clinton presented a reassuring front, suggesting that the work of CGI would go on, according to 
source familiar with the meeting 


But some at the foundation privately wonder if CGI in particular presents too much of a liability for Hillary 
Clinton’s campaign. There’s been some talk about Bill Clinton withdrawing from CGI events entirely after its 
annual meeting in September in New York, according to sources. 


Foundation officials said Wednesday night that they viewed the limits as tougher than restrictions the 
organization agreed to in 2008, before Hillary Clinton became secretary of state. That agreement called for the 
annual disclosure of donors, an end to CGI meetings abroad, limits on Bill Clinton’s fundraising, and a pledge to 
clear new or increased foreign government donations with State Department ethics officials. 


At least one such donation, a $500,000 gift from the Algerian government for earthquake relief in Haiti, was not 
presented to the State Department for clearance. 


Neither the previous ethics agreement nor the new foundation policy appear to place any restrictions on 
donations from foreign individuals or privately owned businesses overseas. 


Some critics, such as GOP presidential candidate Sen. Rand Paul of Kentucky, have noted that some of the 
money the Clinton Foundation accepted came from repressive regimes like Saudi Arabia, where women’s rights 
are sharply restricted. 
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“All of these countries appear to have a war on women, and I think it’s unconscionable,” Paul said during a visit 
to New Hampshire last month. “I don’t know how Hillary Clinton can condone that or accept that money. I think 
she should immediately send the money back.”

IOWA: CLINTON HAS HUGE CAUCUS LEAD 

Clinton voters more locked-in than the Sanders bloc 


West Long Branch, NJ- In the first Monmouth University Poll of likely Iowa Democratic caucusgoers in the 
2016 cycle, Hillary Clinton holds a commanding 41 point lead over Bernie Sanders. This is the first poll conducted 
after Clinton’s appearance before the Benghazi Committee and Joe Biden’s announcement that he would not mount 
a presidential campaign. 

Clinton currently garners the support of 65% of likely Democratic caucusgoers to 24% for Bernie Sanders. 
Martin O’Malley clocks in at 5% and Larry Lessig has 1% of the vote. Clinton enjoys a large lead over Sanders among 
both male (55% to 33%) and female (73% to 16%) voters. She also has an edge across the ideological spectrum, 
leading among voters who are very liberal (57% to 34%), somewhat liberal (68% to 22%), and moderate (69% to 
19%). 


O’Malley does best among voters who earn more than $100,000 a year (13%), but still trails Clinton (46%) and 
Sanders (34%) with this group. Among current Clinton supporters, 59% say Sanders would be their second choice 
while just 14% say it would be O’Malley. Among Sanders supporters, 68% say Clinton would be their second choice 
and 19% would pick O’Malley. 

“We now have a two-person race, but one of those competitors has just pulled very far ahead,’’ said Patrick 
Murray, director of the independent Monmouth University Polling Institute in West Long Branch, NJ. 

Four-in-ten (40%) Democratic caucusgoers say they are completely settled on the candidate they will support 
on February 1 st . For comparison, this is double the number of likely Republican caucusgoers who said the same 
(19%) in a Monmouth poll released yesterday. Another 37% of Democrats have a strong preference but are willing to 
consider other candidates, 10% have a slight preference and 13% are largely undecided. Clinton’s support appears 
to be more solid than the Sanders vote. Among Clinton voters, 49% are completely decided and 35% have a strong 
preference, with the remaining 16% looking at other candidates. Among Sanders voters, just 27% are completely 
decided and 47% have a strong preference, with 24% looking at other candidates. 

Four-in-ten Iowa Democrats would be either very unhappy (16%) or a little unhappy (25%) if their chosen 
candidate did not win. Nearly half (47%) say they would be okay if another candidate took the party’s nomination. 
There are no significant differences between Clinton and Sanders supporters on this question. 
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About 3-in-10 (31%) Democratic caucusgoers report having seen a presidential candidate in person, with 
nearly half that number having met multiple candidates. Overall, 21 % of these voters have seen Clinton in person, 
16% have seen Sanders, 8% have seen O’Malley, and 2% of these Democrats have even attended a Donald Trump 
event. 


Hillary Clinton holds a very strong 88% favorable and 8% unfavorable rating among likely caucusgoers. 

Bernie Sanders also has an extremely positive rating at 77% favorable and 11% unfavorable. Martin O’Malley also 
has positive numbers at 50% favorable and 14% unfavorable, but 36% of Iowa Democrats feel they don’t know 
enough to rate him. Larry Lessig earns a negative 9% favorable and 18% unfavorable rating, with 74% having no 
opinion. 

Iowa Democrats tend to be satisfied with the direction of their party. Nearly 8-in-10 (79%) say the national 
Democratic Party is doing a good job representing the concerns of voters like them while only 12% say it is doing a 
bad job. This is a far cry from the sentiments of Hawkeye State Republicans in yesterday’s Monmouth University Poll 
-just 32% of likely GOP caucusgoers feel their national party is doing a good job while a majority of 57% say it is 
doing a bad job. 

The Monmouth University Poll was conducted by telephone from October 22 to 25, 2015 with 400 Iowa voters 
likely to attend the Democratic presidential caucuses in February 2016. This sample has a margin of error of +4.9 
percent. The poll was conducted by the Monmouth University Polling Institute in West Long Branch, NJ.

Folks -- As you may know, I care more about this position than just about any other. My impression is that you 
haven't gotten to closure yet. In that case permit me to way in on two possibilities I hope are already in the mix: 

1. Arne Duncan. Some believe he is "not ready" for the job. I disagree. I think he has the presence and 
personality to project effective leadership. If he is partnered with someone broadly knowledgeable in education 
policy and how DC works, like Linda Darling-Hammond, I think he'd be great. I generally strongly oppose putting 
superintendents or governors in this job because they instinctively resist, or lack the imagination to drive, a 
muscular federal role in education. Republican or Democrat, they tend to think, "The feds should just send 
money and let wonderful state and district leaders like me do the wonderful things that DC will never 
understand." But I don't think Duncan would be so doctrinaire. Moreover, his close relationship to Barack would 
send a powerful signal to all constituencies that this is a priority and will remain so. 

2. Melinda Gates. As co-chair of the Gates Foundation, she has become deeply steeped in 0-16 issues over 
the past 15 years. I've seen her in action - she's compelling, deeply committed to an agenda virtually 
indistinguishable from ours. Private sector and philanthropic sector management experience. She's really 
fabulous. This struck me in a meeting 10 days ago when I saw her demonstrate spectacular leadership qualities 
in a room full of about 100 serious education reform leaders from around the nation. Much less controversial 
than a Joel Klein. Please, please check her out. I'm sure there are good video clips, for example, on YouTube.

Here is what she said in Windham on Nov. 10. It does express support for continued border security -- today. 
But I think we can use the answer we've prepped, and which you'll see soon, which says: we don't need more 
walls; we've invested a ton in this and the border is more secure than in years; it's time to focus on CIR. 

QUESTION: Hi. Hi, Secretary Clinton. I was wondering what you think about, like, securing the Mexican border 
with some of the illegal immigrants that come in. Just wondering. 

HILLARY CLINTON: Well, look, I voted numerous times when I was a senator to spend money to build a barrier 
to try to prevent illegal immigrants from coming in, and I do think you have to control your borders. But I think 
that it’s also true that we need to do more to try to, number one, deal with the people who are already here, 
many of whom have been here for decades, because it is just never going to happen that we’re going to round 
up and deport 11 or 12 million people. I don’t care how tall the wall is or how big the door is, that is never going 
to happen. (Applause.) And I think it is an unnecessarily provocative thing to say. We need to secure our 
borders; I’m for it, I voted for it, I believe in it. And we also need to deal with the families, the workers who are 
here, who have made contributions, and their children. And we - [Mexican immigration no longer is really the 
issue. The Mexican economy is doing well enough, we’ve had no net Mexican immigration in the last several 
years. We now get immigrants from Central America and Latin America, and a lot of them make a very 
dangerous trip with smugglers and traffickers to try to get into our country, and we need to do more to try to put 
some resources into those countries to try to deal with some of the conditions, particularly the violence, the drug 
dealers and the like that create that. 

And we have an example of how effective the United States can be. When my husband was President, as you 
remember, there was a war going on in Colombia by drug traffickers and insurgent rebels. It was such a violent 
war that elected officials, business leaders, academics were being kidnapped, many of them murdered, 
otherwise held for ransom. And we did something called Plan Colombia, where we helped the government 
figure out how to secure their country from drug traffickers and rebels, and it took a number of years, but now 
it’s a success story. 

So we can do more to stop the problem from where it starts. We can do more to secure our border. And we 
should do more to deal with the 11 or 12 million people who are here, get them out of the shadows because we 
will have a better economic outcome if we do that. Because what happens now is if you’re undocumented you 
will work for as little as you can be paidTand that influences the labor market and takes away jobs from 
Americans because there’s no even playing field. If we get them out of the shadows and we enforce the labor 
laws, we will see a much better labor market for Americans and we will also see much more contribution into the 
Social Security and Medicare system as well as the taxes. I mean, right now we know that undocumented 
workers pay into the Social Security system many billions of dollars, but it could be even more. 

So yeah, we have to do all of that. And to talk about just one piece of it I think is misleading and doesn’t help us 
get to where we can solve the problems that we face. (Applause.)

Washington, D.C. — Catholics United today unveiled a new 527 ad campaign encouraging Senator John McCain to embrace 
a broad pro-life agenda including support for health care and effective assistance to pregnant women, children, and families. 
The ad — which will run on cable television in heavily Catholic areas of Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Michigan - comes as 
Catholic and other religious groups are calling for a national abortion dialogue that prioritizes effective and common good 
solutions over political rhetoric. 

The thirty-second spot features a Catholic pro-life mother of three from the Midwest who states that “actions speak louder 
than words” when it comes to a pro-life record. She proceeds to cite Senator McCain’s August 2007 vote against the State 
Children’s Health Insurance Program (SCHIP) and support of the Iraq War as examples of actions inconsistent with 
authentic pro-life policy. 

“Many Americans, particularly Catholic Americans, are fed up with leaders who use the ‘pro-life’ label to score political 
points without delivering real results,” said Chris Korzen, executive director of Catholics United. “‘Pro-life’ is more than just 
a campaign slogan. It’s a broad and deep call to defend human life at all stages, and especially to implement social and 
economic assistance for women and families. These are effective policies to reduce the number of abortions that Americans 
across the political spectrum can support.” 

Even as the Republican Party abandoned proposed platfonn language last month aimed at embracing bipartisan solutions to 
the abortion tragedy, a Catholics in Alliance for the Common Good study showed a clear connection between increased 
economic supports for women, children, and families and lower abortion rates. Catholics United also released a study 
showing that allowing states to criminalize abortion - as would happen in a post-Roe v. Wade America — would have little 
effect on the abortion rate.

On ABC's This Week, McCain when pressed by George Stephanopoulos whether Obama was right about 
invading Iraq, scoffed saying, "we were greeted as liberators." This just adds to the evidence of last week that 
John McCain doesn't understand the history of what's happened in Iraq. 

So McCain now thinks that everything went as expected during the invasion that in fact American troops were 
greeted as liberators. One has to wonder if McCain's memory is really that bad. If McCain really believes that 
U.S. forces were greeted as liberators, as he and Cheney, predicted, then he clearly has no understanding of 
what actually happened in Iraq. 

In fact, during the initial phase of the war U.S. forces encountered tougher resistance than expected and the 
cheering crowds failed to materialize. Max Boot, McCain's own military adviser, said at the time that the idea we 
would be greeted as liberators"might have been wishful thinking." [Boston Globe, 3/28/03]The Philly Inquirer said 
that one top administration official "almost every assumption the plan's based on looks to be wrong." The 
administration was expecting a WWII type toppling, but instead Saddam's forces blended in with the population 
providing unexpected resistance that laid the ground work for the coming insurgency. While the battle for 
Baghdad did not materialize and the city fell quickly the result was chaos, not parades of liberation. While 
McCain was praising Bush and Rumsfeld, the Boston Globe noted on April 20, 2003 that, 

More than a week into "Phase 4" - the reconstruction of Iraq, the centerpiece of the military's effort to be seen as 
liberators and not conquerors - life in Baghdad has decidedly not returned to normal. In all levels of society, from 
those who openly embrace American military rule to fundamentalist Shi'ites who seek to replace Saddam 
Hussein with an Islamic government, people here are expressing swelling suspicion of America's motives. At 
night, the capital's residents listen to a cacophony of gunfire in total darkness, unless they have generators. 
People beg journalists for phones, because they have had none since US forces started bombing Baghdad. 
Government buildings still smolder and hospitals turn away patients, even though by the end of last week, US 
troops belatedly began guarding crucial public buildings - most of which already had been looted.

STEVE KORNACKI: and joining me now from burlington, Vermont, Jeff Weaver, the campaign manager for 
bernie sanders.

Ground Game 

Our field program is one aspect of our campaign I am most proud of. We’ve had more than 8oo people 
volunteer to help re-elect Mike this past year, and already reached out to more than 100,000 voters at 
the doors.

This is partly because unlike our opponent, 
who squandered $3 million before the primary, we used our funds wisely, conserving them for this final stretch 
when they will matter most. But it’s also because our supporters stepped up: more than 8,000 people 
have contributed to our campaign so far, and more than half of our contributions have been less than $100. 

Our Opponent Is Growing Desperate 

Since our opponent, Ro Khanna, was unable to gain traction with Democrats, who make up the majority 
of voters in our district, he has been running to the right. Going back on his pledge to reject PAC support, he 
sought the endorsement of the conservative Silicon Valley Chamber PAC - which is against raising the minimum 
wage and praised him as “right of center.” Last month, he came under fire for attempts by his highest profile 
Republican supporter, disgraced former Congressman Ernie Konnyu, to organize the Tea Party Express to do 
mailers attacking Mike. In the midst of all of this, one of his biggest donors and fundraisers, a private wealth 
manager and former Goldman Sachs employee named Ash Chopra, has created a Super PAC for the sole 
purpose of supporting Ro’s failing campaign. His billionaire and millionaire friends can now give unlimited 
amounts to attack Congressman Honda. 

Looking Forward 

It’s a sprint to the finish line now. With less than 50 days until the election there is too much at stake to slow 
our momentum. Between now and the Election Day, we’ll be ramping up our ground game and amplifying our 
message through mail and on TV. We will need your support now more than ever to make sure we succeed 
on November 4th.

A Different Road to a Fair Society 

By Paul Starr 

The sharp rise in inequality since the 1970s has created two puzzles. The first is an intellectual puzzle 
concerning the root causes of the widening gap in income and wealth, its social consequences, and its 
moral significance. The second is a practical and political puzzle, at least for those who are disturbed by 
increased inequality. What can and should be done about it? Depending on the answer to the first, the 
second may be more or less difficult. If rising inequality is primarily the result of economic changes 
brought about with new information technology, returning to a more equal distribution of income poses 
a daunting, perhaps impossible challenge. The global transformation of contemporary capitalism is not 
about to be undone. But if the causes of rising inequality lie chiefly in government policy on such 
matters as taxes, the remedy is at least clear, though certainly not easy. 

According to the received wisdom of the mid-twentieth century, the recent increase in inequality was 
not supposed to happen. In 1955 the economist Simon Kuznets proposed that income inequality rises 
during the first long phase of industrialization and then falls, a view that corresponded to the evidence at 
the time. In the United States, after earlier increases, economic inequalities declined significantly 
during the 1940s (“the great compression,” Claudia Golden and Robert Margo call it). France and other 
industrialized countries also saw reductions in inequality between 1914 and 1945. Then, for the three 
decades after World War II, wages rose in line with increased productivity, governments expanded 
social programs while maintaining progressive tax rates, and a growing majority of people achieved a 
middle-class standard of living. 

This, it seemed, was the destiny of democratic capitalism: disparities in income and wealth would 
remain, but they would be substantially smaller than in the past and they would be of diminishing moral 
significance as economic growth lifted incomes for nearly everyone. Poverty, once a mass 
phenomenon, came to be seen as a problem of minorities in both the arithmetical and ethnic senses of 
that word. To improve conditions for poor, stigmatized blacks and other minorities was to solve what 
remained of the old problem of social class. So closely was inequality identified with poverty that the 
two terms were often used as if they were interchangeable. 

That understanding of inequality has now broken down in the United States and to varying degrees in the 
other economically advanced democracies. Inequality today refers not just to the divergence of the poor 
from the middle class, but also — indeed, especially — to the outsized gains of the rich in an era when 
middle-class incomes have stagnated. In the United States, according to the economist Emanuel Saez of 
the University of California, Berkeley, the richest 10 percent increased their share of total pretax 
income from about 33 percent in the late 1970s to 50 percent by 2012. The top one percent alone now 
capture more than 20 percent of total income, double the share they received before the Reagan 
years. - 
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Meanwhile, public policy, particularly tax policy, has become less redistributive. The marginal rate on 
the top federal income tax bracket, which was 70 percent during the 1970s, has been reduced below 40 
percent. In the same period, most workers’ wages have stopped growing in line with productivity. 
Between 1973 and 2011, productivity increased 80 percent, but median hourly compensation rose only 
1 1 percent. - 

The political response to these changes has been muted despite the financial crisis and Great Recession 
of 2008-2009. The economic trends may even have intensified. After losing some ground in 2008, the 
top one percent have since seen their incomes soar, capturing, according to Saez’s estimates, 95 percent 
of all gains from economic growth between 2009 and 2012, a period when incomes for the bottom 99 
percent have hardly budged. Finance executives have reaped the biggest bonanza. According to Steven 
Kaplan and Joshua Rauh, the average pay (in 2010 dollars) for the twenty-five highest-paid hedge fund 
managers climbed from $134 million in 2002 to an astonishing $537 million in 2012. In every year 
since 2004, those twenty-five hedge fund managers alone have received more income than all of the 
chief executive officers of the Standard and Poor’s 500 companies combined — and, of course, 
those CEOs haven’t been doing badly.- But if people are angry about so much wealth going to so few, 
they are keeping quiet about it nearly everywhere. 

This passive consent to inequality is the point of departure for the French historian and political theorist 
Pierre Rosanvallon in his new book, The Society of Equals. As Rosanvallon writes, there is “a 
generalized sense that inequalities have grown ‘too large’ or even become ‘scandalous,’” but that sense 
“coexists with tacit acceptance of many specific forms of inequality and with silent resistance to any 
practical steps to correct them.” The crisis of equality therefore involves more than widening economic 
disparities: “it reflects the collapse of a whole set of old ideas of justice and injustice” and “must be 
grasped as a total social fact.” Rosanvallon would like his book to provide a comprehensive 
understanding that would help overcome the general sense of resignation and revive equality as a moral 
ideal and political project. 

In the territorial division of the Anglo-American academy, the study of the past and philosophical 
inquiry are usually kept separate. The Society of Equals, in contrast, is a work of both history and 
political philosophy: a sweeping historical analysis of equality since the American and French 
Revolutions and an effort to reconstruct the understanding of equality for a new “age of singularity” 
when “everyone wants to ‘be someone .’” 

By my count, the book is the sixth by Rosanvallon translated into English from a large body of 
scholarship primarily about the French political tradition and the history of democracy. Drawing on deep 
historical knowledge and long reflection on democracy’s difficulties, he has an uncommon gift for 
concisely identifying central tendencies, principles, and paradoxes. Whether in exploring the sources of 
egalitarianism in the eighteenth century or of widening political distrust in recent decades (as he does in 
his 2006 book Counter-Democracy ), he tries to stay close to the world that people experience. “The 
past has to be envisioned on the basis of the experience of those who participated in it,” he said in a 
2007 interview. “The historian’s role consists in giving the past back its present. 

Similarly, rather than propose a moral ideal detached from experience, Rosanvallon wants to renew the 
egalitarian tradition in line with the changed circumstances of our time. “We live today in an 
individualist age and must reformulate things accordingly,” he writes in his new book. Does he solve the 
contemporary puzzles about inequality? I don’t think so. But he analyzes them in so illuminating a way 
that anyone interested in understanding and reversing the surge in inequality should read his work. 

Rosanvallon’s history is mainly about France and the United States, with occasional reference to Britain 
and other European countries. Rather than focus on the differences among nations, he emphasizes the 
similarities, suggesting that the same waves of change have driven developments on both sides of the 
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North Atlantic. These choices enable Rosanvallon to tell a story with a simple and convincing structure 
and to cast the present crisis as a new but not unprecedented situation. 

The history of equality, as Rosanvallon conceives it, has unfolded in two great arcs since the eighteenth 
century. In each one, there first developed a social and intellectual model of equality, which was then 
undercut by changes in political economy. In the first great arc, the American and French revolutions 
introduced visions of a “society of equals,” but the advent of industrial capitalism in the nineteenth 
century exposed the limits of those ideals, leading to a crisis characterized by a series of “pathologies 
of equality.” For example, nationalist and racist movements attracted support from groups that 
previously had supported a more inclusive egalitarian ideal. 

In the second great arc, beginning around the turn of the twentieth century, European countries and the 
United States overcame the crisis through new ideas and policies, including the progressive taxation and 
redistributive social policies we identify with Roosevelt’s New Deal and Truman’s Fair Deal. Today that 
welfare-state vision of a society of equals confronts a crisis of inequality parallel to the earlier one, also 
generated in part by changes in capitalism and accompanied by some of the same pathologies — but 
requiring a new answer. 

Identifying the American and French revolutions with the aspiration to create a “society of equals” may 
seem an overstatement. The more common view is that those revolutions primarily sought to advance 
political rights, not economic or social rights, and that they fell far short of including everyone, most 
obviously American slaves. In Rosanvallon’ s telling, however, eighteenth-century egalitarianism was 
bolder than it appears to many people who judge it by today’s standards and cannot see anything radical 
in a vision of equality that left out women and nonwhites. 

Here as elsewhere, Rosanvallon grounds his analysis of political thought in political experience. At a 
time when rank and privilege were sources of power and personal domination in colonial America as 
well as prerevolutionary France, the promise of democratic equality was an electrifying departure. “The 
idea of democracy,” he suggests, “introduced a much more significant intellectual break in the concept 
of humanity than did the idea of socialism.” To be sure, socialism did not emerge as a movement until 
the nineteenth century. But the socialist aim of leveling wealth was an old dream and did not necessarily 
imply an equal share in government; what socialism demanded was “a social community of brothers 
rather than a political society of equals.” 

According to Rosanvallon, the eighteenth-century democratic understanding of equality — the 
understanding of Paine and Rousseau — aimed to eliminate hierarchies of rank, posited a basic 
“similarity” of human beings, and elevated the concept of citizenship. It sought to make men independent 
in the sense of not being subordinated. While the cause of democratic equality faltered in France under 
Napoleon and the restored monarchy, it continued to advance in the United States in the early nineteenth 
century. By the 1830s, not only Alexis de Tocqueville but many other European visitors to the United 
States were impressed by what seemed to them a remarkable “democracy of manners” in daily life in 
America. 

Nevertheless, this tradition of democratic equality was unprepared for the industrial revolution and the 
immense differences in wealth and poverty that came with it. Condorcet, Rosanvallon suggests, was 
typical of the tradition’s eighteenth-century thinkers in optimistically assuming that without laws 
perpetuating privilege, fortunes would “tend naturally toward equality.” Unable to account for the 
changes emerging under capitalism, the old egalitarianism with its vision of basic human similarity gave 
way to alternative ideologies and political movements that “perverted” the idea of democratic equality. 

For example, a degraded, conservative liberalism under leaders such as Frangois Guizot in the 1820s and 
1830s “whittled down” the vision of a common humanity to a “mere equality of rights,” venerated the 
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competitive struggle, and rationalized the poverty of workers as being due to their moral failings and 
inborn deficiencies. Beginning in the 1840s, the Communist movement veered in the opposite direction, 
blaming competition “for everything that had gone wrong.” Ultra-nationalism, colonialism, racism, and 
anti-Semitism, Rosanvallon argues, offered redefinitions of equality as membership in a homogeneous 
community. Although these “pathologies” varied from one society to another, he highlights parallel 
European and American currents. Rosanvallon’s great insight here is that even the most poisonous of 
these movements promised a kind of equality; American racism, for example, he sees as a distinctly 
democratic ideology, linking whites across class lines. 

With one more degree of nuance, this account of equality in the nineteenth century would be more 
persuasive. The same era, after all, did see the abolition of slavery, expansion of primary education and 
literacy, extension of the franchise, and substantial gains in health and longevity for large populations, 
all of which ought to count as steps toward equality in a liberal and democratic sense. When the cause of 
equality loses out in some dimensions, it may nevertheless gain in others, as we have seen in recent 
decades when equality for women and gays has advanced even as economic inequalities have increased. 

The second arc of Rosanvallon’s history consists of the rise of the redistributive state from the late 
1800s to the early 1970s and its decline since then. In recounting these long waves of change he again 
emphasizes similarities among industrial societies. The turn toward redistribution, as he describes it, 
emerged from both political and intellectual developments — the egalitarian challenge from socialists 
and a reformed liberalism — rather than changes in the economy. With militant trade unions and radical 
movements of anarchists and Communists posing a genuine threat, “many governments realized that 
reform was necessary in order to avoid revolution.” 

Rosanvallon calls this the “reformism of fear,” the principal impetus, for example, behind Bismarck’s 
adoption of social insurance. In the same era, the old conservative liberalism of such leaders as Guizot, 
with its emphasis on individual moral failings as sources of poverty, gave way to a progressive liberalism 
that emphasized social causes and conceived of inequality as arising in part from risks such as accidents, 
ill health, and unemployment. A new statistical concept of risk lay behind new policies that spread those 
risks across the wider society. 

Change followed the same course on both sides of the Atlantic as governments introduced the central 
elements of the modern welfare state: progressive taxation, social insurance, and regulations protecting 
labor. As a result of the two world wars, a reformism of national solidarity complemented the 
reformism of fear, and the three decades after World War II “essentially perpetuated and fulfilled the 
‘spirit of 1945.’” Influential writers of the era such as Karl Polanyi and John Kenneth Galbraith drew the 
conclusion that “the book had been closed on nineteenth-century capitalism and the type of society it 
created.” 

That inference, it’s now clear, was premature. In what Rosanvallon calls the “Great Reversal,” 
redistribution has been in retreat and inequality on the rise since the 1970s. Here, though, his general 
approach slants his analysis. By portraying recent changes in broad strokes as though they were 
everywhere the same, Rosanvallon suggests that rising inequality is caused primarily by a general 
transformation of contemporary capitalism (and the styles of thought that go with it) rather than from 
specific policies and institutions that vary from one country to another and are more amenable to 
political change. 

In fact, not all countries have seen the same steep growth in income inequality as a result of breakaway 
gains at the top. Working with Saez and other collaborators, Thomas Piketty of the Paris School of 
Economics has done the definitive comparative historical research on income inequality in his Capital 
in the Twenty-First Century.- From 1914 to 1945, Piketty and his colleagues show, the share of total 
income received by the top one percent declined throughout the industrialized world. The immediate 
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cause of that decline was reduced capital income (that is, dividends, interest, capital gains, and business 
income). The top one percent saw their capital shrink as a result of the “shocks” of war, depression, and 
inflation and in the postwar era many of the wealthy were unable to restore their income fully because of 
high marginal income tax rates. That analysis fits well with Rosanvallon’s general history. 

Recent decades, however, are not simply a mirror image of the earlier period. The surge in income for 
the top one percent has come mainly in English-speaking countries. From 1980 to 2007, the top one 
percent share of income increased 135 percent in the United States and United Kingdom, 105 percent in 
Australia, 76 percent in Canada, but hardly at all in continental Europe and Japan. In Capital in the 
Twenty-First Century, Piketty argues that capital income has already made a comeback in recent 
decades and that it will continue to represent an increasing share of national income as long as the rate 
of return on capital exceeds the rate of economic growth. These trends point toward a growing 
predominance of inherited wealth, a return to what Piketty calls “patrimonial capitalism.” But in the 
United States thus far the gains of the superrich have come primarily from earnings, particularly from 
increased pay for corporate executives, as Paul Krugman has emphasized in these pages. 

What explains this surge in income for top executives? The free-market position is that they are being 
paid their market value. In this view, the executives are comparable to superstars in entertainment and 
sports, and their incomes have risen because new information and communications technology has given 
greater scope to their talent, including the capacity to generate income from global markets. 

In contrast, other analysts including Piketty argue that the variations among countries in trends in 
inequality indicate that changes in society and politics may be more important. The advanced societies 
have all adopted the same new technologies, but they vary in policies, institutions, and social norms. In 
the United States and some other countries, such policies as financial deregulation and sharp cuts in tax 
rates, as well as the long-term decline in unions, have skewed incomes toward the top, whereas 
elsewhere, as in Germany, public welfare policies, stronger labor organization, and social norms hostile 
to extreme inequalities have served as a “brake” on top incomes. Contrary to the free-market view, the 
nations that have done the most to cut taxes on top earners such as the US and UK have not had more 
rapid growth than those that have kept tax rates at higher levels. In fact, according to a recent study from 
the International Monetary Fund — hardly a left-wing organization — “redistribution appears generally 
benign in its impact on growth,” except in “extreme” cases.- 

In discussing the recent trend toward inequality, Rosanvallon does not ask just where and why economic 
inequality has increased; he concentrates instead on the broad sweep of change in the late twentieth 
century. With the ebbing of revolutionary movements and the collapse of communism, “the fears that 
had once driven reform dissipated.” As the world wars receded into the past, “memory of the shared 
ordeals” faded as well. 

Rosanvallon also points to the “hollowing out” of institutions of solidarity and changes in economic life 
and popular thought that emphasize individual competence and adaptability. The story that Rosanvallon 
tells here is that as new forms of knowledge and economic relations have emerged, people have come to 
think of their situation in less collective ways. Since the 1980s, he writes, capitalism has put “a new 
emphasis on the creative abilities of individuals,” and jobs increasingly demand that workers invest their 
personalities in their work. No longer assured of being able to stay at one company, employees have to 
develop their distinctive qualities — their “brand” — so as to be able to move nimbly from one position to 
another. 

As a result of both cognitive and social change, “everyone implicitly claims the right to be considered a 
star, an expert, or an artist, that is, to see his or her ideas and judgments taken into account and 
recognized as valuable.” The demand to be treated as singular does not come just from celebrities. On 
Facebook and many other online sites millions are saying: here are my opinions, my music, my photos. 
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The yearning for distinction has become democratized. Yet amid this explosion of individuality, equality 
loses none of its importance: “The most intolerable form of inequality,” Rosanvallon writes, “is still not 
to be treated as a human being, to be rejected as worthless.” 

With this view of contemporary society in mind, Rosanvallon attempts to put equality on a foundation 
emphasizing three principles, which he terms singularity, reciprocity, and commonality. The idea of 
framing equality around the principle of singularity is provocative and appealing. Of course, even in the 
age of YouTube and Twitter, no society could possibly satisfy the desire of everyone to be a star, but in 
Rosanvallon’ s conception singularity is a basis of human connection: “The difference that defines 
singularity binds a person to others; it does not set him apart. It arouses in others curiosity, interest, and 
a desire to understand.” Singularity demands recognition and acceptance: 

Each individual seeks to stand out by virtue of the unique qualities that he or she alone possesses. 
The existence of diversity then becomes the standard of equality. 

The principles of reciprocity and commonality then add a greater sense of mutual responsibility. 

As attractive as these ideas are, it is not clear how well they work as philosophy or politics. Rosanvallon 
presents his three principles as an alternative to the theories of justice of John Rawls and Ronald 
Dworkin, and as a basis for mobilizing “against equality’s detractors.” But from a philosophical 
standpoint, Rosanvallon’s theory lacks clear criteria forjudging distributive questions; it is too vague to 
be wrong, although not too vague to be interesting. And from a political standpoint, it is hard to see how 
an ideal of singularity can be the basis of a politics of solidarity, or how singularity has much to offer in 
mobilizing against inequality. The top executives being paid astronomical sums claim singularities of 
their own. 

Rosanvallon contends that we need to reformulate egalitarianism because we live in “an individualist 
age,” but this may be a particularly European concern. What period in American history, except perhaps 
in wartime, has not been an age of individualism? American justifications for public education, Social 
Security, and other policies that promote equality have always been framed as promoting individual 
opportunity and security as well. 

In fact, the case for equality is easier to make in America today than it has been for a long time. When 
liberals were pursuing equality mainly through programs for the poor, and particularly the minority poor, 
justifying those programs was a political challenge. The traditional working-class constituency for 
egalitarian policy did not exist for minority-oriented programs in the US — and not only because of 
racism. Many of those with incomes just above the welfare levels resent paying taxes to benefit people 
only slightly worse off than they are. But today, when the gains of economic growth have gone to a small 
sliver of society at the top, equality-promoting reforms can be justified on behalf of nearly everyone. 
And if the immediate sources of rising inequalities lie primarily in public policy — for instance, tax 
breaks for the rich — rather than global capitalism, the objectives of change are clear. 

Rosanvallon is entirely right in turning to history as a source of hope as well as understanding. We can 
now see that rather than being capitalism’s final destination, the era of redistribution in the twentieth 
century was an exceptional period when war, depression, and the threat of revolutionary change led to a 
more equal spread of income and wealth. 

But the current era of rising inequality is also not history’s last stop. The extreme concentration of gains 
from economic growth in America today has not produced a stable political situation. Labor’s weakness 
is also not necessarily permanent. With declining population growth, especially in the advanced 
economies, workers may regain bargaining power. The groups with a growing share of population such 
as Hispanics and other recent immigrants are also generally disposed to support redistributive measures. 
So despite Piketty’s warning of a return to patrimonial capitalism, the balance of forces may tilt back in 
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favor of egalitarian interests. Greater economic equality is certainly not inevitable; it will require 
thought and political organization to make the most of the opportunities that history affords, and 
Rosanvallon’s Society of Equals is one of the resources to carry along on that journey.

Texas Governor Rick Perry’s indictment makes him the third potential 2016 Republican presidential candidate 
accused of abusing the power of his office, complicating the party’s search to find someone to take on Democrat 
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Hillary Clinton, if she runs. 


Perry, 64, was charged today on two felony counts by a Texas grand jury investigating his decision to cut off 
funding for the state’s Public Integrity Unit, which was examining a cancer research-funding program 
championed by the governor. 


His legal problems follow continuing investigations involving Governors Chris Christie, of New Jersey, and Scott 
Walker, of Wisconsin, and could bolster the prospects of other Republicans contemplating White House runs, 
including U.S. Senator Rand Paul of Kentucky. 


In the wide-open 2016 primary field, governors were viewed by some party backers as having an edge because 
of the low political standing of members of Congress. Now, Christie is facing multiple probes of politically- 
motivated lane closures and traffic jams in September created by his administration. Walker has seen six former 
associates or aides convicted on charges ranging from doing political work on government time to stealing public 
funds. 


Former U.S. Senator Judd Gregg, a New Hampshire Republican, said voters want a state executive to be 
president. He declined to talk about whether the investigations would hurt Perry, Christie or Walker. 


Supporting Governors 


“It’s likely that the Republican Party will nominate a governor, not somebody from the Congress,” he said. 


The indictment itself isn’t likely to affect Perry’s presidential ambitions, said Dan Schnur, director of the University 
of Southern California’s Jesse M. Unruh Institute of Politics in Los Angeles. 


“Unless he is actually convicted of something, Perry can blame Democratic game-playing, which could actually 
help him in a primary,” he said. 


Democrats Pounce 


Democrats pounced on the latest scandal. 


“Remember when Republican governors were arguing that Washington could learn from them? Let’s hope not,” 
Mo Elleithee, communications director for the Democratic National Committee, said in an e-mail. 


Investigations complicate a candidate’s messaging, said Ben LaBolt, the national press secretary for President 
Barack Obama’s 2012 re-election campaign. 


“It’s hard enough to succeed when you just have to win over the voters and the media,” said LaBolt, a co- 
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founder of the Democratic communications strategy firm The Incite Agency, which has offices in New York and 
Washington. “When you add the optical issues that come with a judge, a jury and even the suggestion of 
corruption, candidates’ chances of winning are greatly diminished.” 


Stuart Stevens, a top adviser to Republican Mitt Romney’s 2012 presidential campaign, and whose consulting 
firm worked on Christie’s re-election in 2013, said Perry could survive the indictment because of the details of 
the charges. 


“I would imagine that this is one of those cases where public opinion is going to be on Governor Perry’s side 
pretty quickly,” Stevens said. Voters will judge that Perry was “acting in the public’s best interests,” he said. 


Perry, an unsuccessful 2012 presidential candidate, tried to remove Travis County District Attorney Rosemary 
Lehmberg from her post as head of the public integrity office after she was arrested for drunk driving. When the 
Democrat refused to step down after pleading guilty and completing a brief jail sentence, Perry vetoed $7.3 
million for the unit she led. 


Valid Veto 


“The veto in question was made in accordance with the veto authority afforded to every governor under the 
Texas Constitution,” Mary Anne Wiley, Perry’s general counsel, said in a statement issued by his office. “We will 
continue to aggressively defend the governor’s lawful and constitutional action, and believe we will ultimately 
prevail.” 


David L. Botsford, Perry’s counsel, said in a statement that he is “outraged and appalled that the grand jury has 
taken this action.” 


Michael McCrum, a special prosecutor handling the case in Texas, said the grand jury indicted Perry on two 
counts, one of abuse of official capacity and one of coercion of a public servant. 


“There’s evidence to support all of the language in both counts,” he said. “I can’t speak to the evidence, but I 
can tell you that I interviewed over 40 people, I reviewed hundreds of documents, and I believe there’s evidence 
to support the charges.” 


‘Held Accountable’ 


Perry, who had hired a criminal-defense lawyer to represent him in the probe, explained his decision in the line- 
item veto he issued in June. 


“Despite the otherwise good work of the Public Integrity Unit’s employees, I cannot in good conscience support 
continued state funding for an office with statewide jurisdiction at a time when the person charged with ultimate 
responsibility of that unit has lost the public’s confidence,” he wrote. 
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Texans for Public Justice, an Austin-based group that says it fights political corruption, has said Perry may have 
intentionally cut the ethics unit’s funding in a bid to shut down a probe of the Cancer Prevention Research 
Institute of Texas, which the watchdog group calls “one of the governor’s signature corporate subsidy 
programs.” 


Craig McDonald, director of the public justice group, praised the grand jury’s decision. 


“He will have to stand trial and be held accountable for this,” he said in an interview. “It’s serious stuff.” 


Perry Rebound 


With appearances on national television and in key states, Perry has been seeking political redemption following 
a 2012 White House bid even he describes as disastrous. 


“I know first impressions matter, but second impressions do as well,” Perry said in a July 20 interview with 
Bloomberg News in Clear Lake, Iowa. “This country has been about second chances a lot more than it has been 
about first impressions.” 


Perry’s last election chances were dashed during a November 201 1 debate in suburban Detroit, when he 
couldn’t remember the name of the third government agency he had pledged to eliminate as president. He 
named two, the Commerce and Education departments, and then acknowledged he couldn’t remember the third. 
“I can’t. Sorry. Oops,” he said. 


He came in fifth in the Iowa Republican caucuses, sixth in the New Hampshire primary, and was soon packing 
for home.

Sueddeutsche Zeitung’s report adds to a rift over mass surveillance that’s left President Barack Obama and 
German Chancellor Angela Merkel at odds and led Germany in July to ask the intelligence chief at the U.S. 
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Embassy in Berlin to leave. That followed Germany’s arrest of an alleged U.S. spy. 


Secret documents taken by the suspected spy at Germany’s Federal Intelligence Service, or BND, show the 
agency listened to a call Clinton was making from a U.S. government plane, Sueddeutsche reported, citing 
people close to the German government it didn’t identify. 


Secretary of State John Kerry confronted German Foreign Minister Frank-Walter Steinmeier with the information 
as proof of German spying on the U.S., the newspaper said. White House Chief of Staff Denis McDonough also 
raised the matter with Peter Altmaier, Merkel’s chief of staff, Sueddeutsche said. 


Steffen Seibert, Merkel’s chief spokesman, declined to comment on the report when contacted by phone, citing 
the pending investigation by German prosecutors of the alleged spy, whom German authorities haven’t named. 


Larissa Marks, a spokeswoman for the BND, declined to comment. The German Foreign Ministry in Berlin didn’t 
return phone calls seeking comment. 


Accidental Eavesdropping 


German officials described the eavesdropping on Clinton, who was secretary of state from 2009 to 2013, as 
accidental, Sueddeutsche said. The documents that prosecutors seized from the alleged U.S. spy also show that 
Germany is spying on a fellow North Atlantic Treaty Organization member, though not the U.S., according to the 
report. It didn’t name the country. 


Federal prosecutors on July 2 arrested a 31 -year-old German on suspicion of spying for the U.S., sending 
relations toward the lowest point since former National Security Agency contractor Edward Snowden revealed 
extensive files on surveillance activities in the U.S. and abroad. Among the disclosures was the alleged hacking 
of Merkel’s mobile phone.

Gov. Martin O’Malley touted his achievements in Maryland during a speech Friday night in Mississippi, the first 
leg in a busy weekend of out-of-state travel for the potential 2016 White House hopeful. 


In an address to a Mississippi Democratic Party dinner in Jackson, O’Malley (D) said Maryland had continued to 
make investments during the economic recession to create jobs and build “a modern economy with a human 
purpose.” 


“We have done more to improve our children’s education, more to rebuild our infrastructure and more to make 
college opportunity affordable to all,” O’Malley said, according to a copy of his prepared remarks distributed by 
an aide. 


The governor also ticked off a series of other issues on which lawmakers had acted during his tenure, including 
legalization of same-sex marriage, new restrictions on guns and Maryland’s version of the Dream Act, which 
grants in-state college tuition rates to undocumented immigrants in certain cases. 


The speech was similar to other addresses O’Malley has given to Democratic gatherings around the country in 
recent months as he prepares for a potential 2016 presidential bid that has been largely overshadowed by 
speculation that Hillary Rodham Clinton will run. 


As he has previously, O’Malley devoted a section of his remarks to his tenure as mayor of Baltimore and argued 
that the county is going through a “cynical time of disbelief” similar to what he found in his city when he took 
office in 1999. 


On Saturday, O’Malley plans to be in Arkansas, aides said, attending a conference of the Southern Governors 
Association in Little Rock and joining a state Senate candidate at a political event. 


On Sunday, O’Malley is scheduled to return to New Hampshire, the nation’s first presidential nominating state.

Politicians have ranges of positions of varying widths that they find acceptable. Hillary Clinton, like her husband, 
has a very wide range; President Obama’s has been far narrower. 


This is reflected in their attitudes about military action in Iraq. Clinton was for it in 2002, against it by 2007. 
Obama was always against what he called a “dumb war.” 


As for President George W. Bush’s surge strategy, Clinton told Obama, in front of a dismayed Robert Gates, that 
her opposition to the surge was “political because she was facing him in the Iowa primary.” 


Obama, Gates reports, conceded that opposition to the surge — by whom? — was political. 


So perhaps it wasn’t too surprising that Clinton told the Atlantic’s Jeffrey Goldberg that “Hamas initiated this 
conflict” with Israel (a contrast with Obama’s condemnation of violence on both sides), that Iran has no “right to 
enrichment” (which Obama is conceding in negotiations). 


And that Obama’s refusal to aid Syrian rebels in 201 1 “left a big vacuum, which the jihadists have now filled.” 


Clinton’s dismissal of Obama’s foreign-policy philosophy was contemptuous. “Great nations need organizing 
principles, and ‘don’t do stupid stuff is not an organizing principle.” 


Circumstances have changed, so the once-loyal secretary of state, now contemplating her second presidential 
run, was engaging in Clintonian triangulation. She’d be less rough than Bush, less dreamy than Obama: a 
Goldilocks candidate. 


Perhaps circumstances haven’t changed so much. After Obama adviser David Axelrod tweeted that “stupid stuff” 
referred to the Iraq war, Clinton announced she was ready to hug the president again. 


There are lots of peacenik voters in Democratic primaries. You have to win the nomination before getting to the 
general election. 


Clinton’s turnaround wasn’t as surprising, however, as Obama’s. 
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The president who declared in June 201 1 that “the tide of war is receding” and that the long wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan “will come to a responsible end” has ordered hundreds of US troops back to Iraq and launched air 
strikes with no end in sight there. 


For a politician whose range of acceptable positions has previously been very narrow, this is an astonishing 
turnaround. There is only one explanation: Obama’s foreign policy is in shambles. 


Decisions he took in 201 1 have come to seem gravely mistaken. The refusal to aid Syrian rebels (which Clinton 
opposed in internal administration councils) has left the field open to the Islamic State rebels who control much 
of Syria and Northern Iraq and threaten US-friendly Iraqi Kurdistan. 


The decision to leave Iraq without a residual US troop presence (contrary to military leaders’ recommendation to 
station 10,000 there) has left the United States with little political or military leverage. 


Obama now cites Iraq’s refusal to give parliamentary approval of a status-of-forces agreement as the reason for 
total withdrawal. But he did have administrative approval, which is the basis for US status-of-forces agreements 
elsewhere. 


In a 2012 debate with Mitt Romney, Obama sang a different tune. He didn’t want a SOF agreement, Obama 
said: “What I would not have done is left 10,000 troops in Iraq that would tie us down.” 


That stand was within the narrow range of positions Obama found acceptable. Keeping troops in Iraq was not. 


It can’t be said for sure that different decisions would have produced optimal results. Aiding Syrian rebels was a 
dicey proposition at best, and there was no guarantee it would have produced an acceptable alternative to the 
Assad regime. 


Keeping a troop presence in Iraq might not have prevented the dysfunctional course of the al-Maliki government, 
either. 


But it probably would have imposed some restraint. And it would give the United States a better logistical 
position to repel the Islamic State, protect the Yazidis and guard Kurdistan than we have now — the goals 
Obama says he is now pursuing.

There Might Be A Simple Reason Why”

In recent weeks, the conventional wisdom on Hillary Clinton's seems to have shifted. Her White House bid has 
gone from being perceived as an inevitable juggernaut to decidedly shaky ground. While this might seem 
surprising, a growing number of political insiders have suggested they saw this coming for a very simple reason 
— Clinton just isn't very good at campaigning. 


Clinton's recent book tour was supposed to serve as a soft launch for a 2016 bid, but it quickly ran into a series 
of obstacles. First, Clinton made a series of gaffes about her wealth. Then, last weekend, an interview with 
Clinton made headlines for her criticisms of the Obama administration's foreign policy positions. As a result, 
Clinton's team, who declined to comment on this story, ended up on the defensive and issuing a statement 
assuring the public she and the president would end up "hugging it out." After all this, Clinton's poll numbers 
have taken a hit with a recent survey showing her slipping against her likely Republican rivals. 


Several prominent observers have explained this by suggesting speaking off-the-cuff is actually Clinton's achilles 
heel. While no one can question Clinton's vast experience, fluency with foreign policy issues, and the 
historymaking nature of her presidential aspirations, a lot of insiders clearly he has solid skills on the campaign 
trail. 


"Whatever HRC's other merits, she never been a great candidate, and seems way out of practice now," wrote 
former New York Times chief national correspondent Adam Nagourney on Twitter after Clinton's aides promised 
the hug summit between her and the president. 


National Journal Political Editor Josh Kraushaar echoed that assessment in a story on potential Democratic 
opponents for Clinton published last month. 


"Clinton brings undeniable assets to the table — she'd be the first female president, the Clinton brand is still 
strong, her fundraising is unmatched — but her recent exposure on the book tour has demonstrated her political 
limitations as well," Kraushaar wrote, adding, "She's not a particularly good campaigner; she's skilled at staying 
on message but tone-deaf to the way comments about her wealth could backfire among an economically 
anxious public." 


Writer Ana Marie Cox summed up an article on Clinton's wealth gaffes in June by describing her as a "rocky 
campaigner." Ricochet editor Jon Gabriel was even more blunt. 
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"I still predict Hillary won't be the nominee. She's an awful campaigner," Gabriel tweeted in February. 


Vox's Ezra Klein has published a pair of pieces analyzing Clinton's slipups. In June, he called Clinton "rusty" and 
said her awkward comments about her personal fortune "occasioned a rapid reassessment of whether Clinton is 
really the fearsome campaigner so many assumed." 


"Clinton's chances in 2016 are generally overhyped," Klein concluded. 


Back in June, Klein offered a ray of hope for Clinton supporters that was a rather backhanded compliment. 


"Clinton's string of highly public, vaguely embarrassing interviews speak to one of her real advantages: she can 
spend the next two years relearning how to run a national campaign," wrote Klein. 


On Tuesday, Klein published another assessment of Clinton's tortured rollout. He declared her "not inevitable" 
and argued her trouble on the campaign trail might be due to the fact her views are out of step with the public. 


"There is a pattern that has emerged in almost every recent interview Clinton has given: liberals walk away 
unnerved," Klein wrote. "She bumbled through a discussion of gay marriage with Terry Gross. She's dodged 
questions about the Keystone XL pipeline. She's had a lot of trouble discussing income inequality." 


There's a nightmare scenario for Clinton supporters lurking under the surface of these critiques of her campaign 
skills — the idea 2016 would be a repeat of 2008. Right now, as a powerful frontrunner, Clinton is in a similar 
position to the one she enjoyed heading into that race. Her slew of stumbles have raised the possibility she 
could end the race in the same position as 2008 as well — bested by an opponent who was more electrifying 
and better able to connect with the public on the campaign trail. 


MSNBC Producer John Flowers hinted at the possibility of this 2008 deja vu in June when he tweeted about 
coverage of Hillary's wealth gaffes. Flowers referenced the movie "Memento," where the protagonist suffered 
from amnesia, to express his surprise people were shocked to see Clinton struggle on the campaign trail. 


"Why do people go 'Memento' on the fact that Hillary is a terrible, miserable, never-once-very-good campaigner? 
" asked Flowers.

Fyi -- from note jakobovics wrote to me on this: 

From what I've seen generally reported, it was the option ARMs that all went bad as property values tanked b/c 
the option to choose the payment disappears once you hit an LTV of 105. In general, they were structured so 
that you had several years with the option of minimal payment, with the interest shortfall added to the loan 
balance. When values fell, however, the higher payments kicked in sooner than expected. I think for a lot of 
those borrowers, it wasn't an interest-rate adjustment generated payment shock but rather hitting the full 
payment period much sooner than anticipated. 

To the extent things are getting reported as subprime, it's probably because the media isn't distinguishing 
between non-traditional loan products and "subprimes." It's sort of just another piece of the misnomer that all 
subprimes are predatory or that all ARMs are bad.

Pete, John, Alyssa - My thoughts on the questions that Alyssa raised in her memo. Let me know if you have any thoughts/ 
questions. 

• Is there a schedule/plan being prepared for November 5th (in the event of a “win” scenario)? 

• If so, who is putting together the schedule for BO for November 5th 

• Beyond November 5th who is in charge of BO’s schedule, is there a plan/schedule being prepared? 

On these first three questions, no decisions have been made yet. In terms of what we do on November 5 and the 
rest of that week, this is something that the transition and campaign communications teams are working on right now. My 
guess is that the first few days will be filled with a combination of: phone calls to foreign leaders and congressional leaders; 
economic and national security briefings; meetings with top advisers; interviews with prospective nominees; and of course, 
some down time. If history is a guide, George H.W. Bush and Clinton both did press conferences the day after Election 
Day. There could also be announcements of nominations. None of the last four president-elects have returned to D.C. in 
the first week after Election Day. (I’ve attached some research on what previous transitions have done immediately after 
Election Day.) 

• Are there provisions for some advance and scheduling staff to be immediately switched to transition 
payroll? This provides that BO will do a staff thank-you event, victory tour and/or first trip to Washington DC. 
Should I be preparing a plan of who would be transitioned? 

I think you should prepare a staffing plan for the scheduling team of the transition. Our current draft budget 
assumes 1 0 people in scheduling and advance, but that was just a quick estimate. I’d like to get your input on how many 
staff slots we need to set aside, what functions they would perform, and whether they should be senior, mid-level, or junior 
staff. Then, I can run some numbers to fit them into the budget. Since the transition will be run out of D.C. and Chicago, it 
would also be helpful to know how you would allocate the staff between the two offices. 

My understanding is that the ultimate call of which staff actually moves to the transition is up to Jim and Pete. 

• Is there an operation in place that switches over method of payment for expenses for midnight on the 5th 
and beyond? A transition credit card? Will we need to rely on wire transfers? 

The transition will be funded with both private funds and government funds. We’re looking into getting credit cards 
so we can start paying expenses quickly. I doubt we’ll have that in place immediately on November 5, so I’ll ask our 
lawyers to see whether we can legally continue to pay expenses with campaign funds after November 4. 

• For any national advance staff traveling on the road, should we ensure we purchase their tickets to their 
homes prior to Election Day? Will there be any ability to use OFA funds past Election Day if we in fact win. 

Let me check with our lawyers on this. 

• We have a contract for our 757. Do I need to have a new contract prepared and ready to go in the event we 
win and are a new entity? 

o What aircraft does the president-elect travel on? 

Our research found that president-elects typically fly on private charters. They are legally permitted to fly on 
government planes but the transition must reimburse the expenses to the federal government. I think we should investigate 
the possibility of leasing a smaller charter plane for the 77-day transition. (John/Pete - Based on the costs of maintaining the 
757 charter, Alyssa decided not to extend the existing lease.) 

• Should the traveling staff have arrangements in place to remain in Chicago? Should they be sent to 
Washington DC? 

My sense is that the traveling staff should stay in Chicago, since that’s where BO will spend most of the transition. 
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The question, though, is how many people are on the traveling staff, what their functions are, and how many of them we 
should keep on during the transition. That would be helpful to know for budgeting purposes.

Kicking off with annoying 
complaints about coordination could give Priorities a rocky start too. And hamper ability to be aggressive 
there. ..where big dollars are at stake.

Hi Robby - our thought in the second option is that RFH, as it shuts down, would give its lists to another 
SuperPAC, and then the campaign could do a list exchange with that new SuperPAC that will continue to 
operate. This would cost the campaign nothing. 

The campaign could alternatively buy the names, but in that case you might as well buy them from RFH 
instead of transferring them elsewhere. 

We share many of your thoughts about the list and agree with your logic. In fact, there is a real question as to 
how many of these names are in fact new to HRC. RFH rented her existing 08 list several times. We suspect 
there could be substantial overlap between the lists she already has and the RFH lists. Of course, their list 
may have more updated data-addresses and other appended data. 

Re the pricing, the $.35 to $1 per thousand would be the range for paying only for updated data such as 
mailing addresses and email addresses for names she already has on her lists. So she is not buying the 
names only updated data. You are right that this would be very inexpensive. But we won't know the number of 
names in this category until a vendor does the match and analysis. 

We did not give you a price for buying the RFH lists because it will depend on how many of the names she 
already has. It will also vary depending on the type of list. For reference, the following is a breakdown of what 
the existing HRC list has been purchased and rented for. Our goal in these transactions was a different goal 
than now-the prior goal was to maximize the payments. RFH's lists would not have to be valued at these 
same rates. 


For reference only: 

COST TO BUY LIST: 

When HCFP sold names to FOH in January 2009, these are the prices that were used per name: 

$2.62 per name for Donors (online and mail) $1-$99 
$2.00 per name for Online Activist 
$1 .00 per name for Online Supporter 

The 3rd party valuation for the total sale in 2009 was approx $2.55 million for about 1 .56 million names. 
COST TO RENT LIST: 

Here are base prices FOH currently charges for list rental. There are also associated processing fees which 
are not included below. 

$200/1000 names for email donors 
$1 00/1 000 names for email activists 
$75-80/1000 names for direct mail donors 


If you wanted to go the purchase route, a vendor would have to do a match and analysis (approx $ 1 -2k), then 
we would take that and reduce the cost based on a variety of factors 

as we noted in our Options summary. This would need to be done to get a good figure for purchase. 
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We agree that emails from RFH to their lists pushing people to the campaign (and uncoordinated as you 
suggest), would be both free and likely successful. 

You probably saw the press stories last weekend about the fact that there is already a complaint filed nearly a 
year ago about RFH's rental of the Friends of Hillary list. It won't be the last.

One clarification question: In your second option in the document, is the idea that RFH would transfer the 
list to another super pac, which would in turn to sell it to the campaign? 

Big picture, I'm approaching this from the following position: does the benefit of a campaign getting the 
list outweigh the cost in dollars, compliance headaches, and scrutiny (actual FEC investigation or just 
handwringing in the press. ..especially early). Of course, there's also the question of whether the 
campaign will get most of these names itself if it's running a strong acquisition program. Does that logic 
make sense? In this regard, the best solution seems to be that RFH simply email their list multiple times 
pushing people to opt in to the campaign's list. I assume this would be both free and fully legal as long 
as it is never requested by the campaign or it's agents? 

And am I understanding your math correctly, that if they have 3.5 million names that it would likely cost in 
the neighborhood of $3,500 to purchase the entire list ($1 per 1000)? If so, that's a bargain.

Hi Cheryl - here are some options for getting the lists. A few key points: 

We can't give you a number on cost of purchase without doing a match of the two lists. This would 
require getting both lists to a vendor. Our vendor estimates the cost at $1-2,000. We believe Ready for 
could pay that cost to determine the value of its list. We will also look further into the pricing of 
appended and updated info. 

The discussions about this should probably take place between lawyers for the entities who can do so 
as an effort to make sure that there is agreement re the law. 
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There should not be a request or direction on behalf of HRC as to how R4H disposes of its list. If 
decision is made to purchase it, a request may be made for that.

I hope 2015 is starting off well for you! 

The Institute Policy for Integrity at NYU Law School, which I direct, recently released a policy brief on regulation of methane 
emissions from the oil and gas sector. Our research summarizes many of the relevant scientific and economic studies, and 
identifies potential regulatory pathways to reduce these emissions. The policy brief, authored by our Policy Director, Jayni Hein, 
is attached. Our main findings are: 

Methane is 86 times more damaging to the climate than carbon dioxide on a 20-year timeframe, and 34 times more 
powerful on a 100-year timeframe. Nearly 90 percent of projected 2018 oil and gas sector methane emissions will come 
from infrastructure that existed in 2011— sources not regulated by EPA's 2012 volatile organic compounds regulations. 

Because of the commercial value of the natural gas that can be conserved by redirecting natural gas back to productive 
use, many reduction techniques and technologies have low net cost to the energy producer and large net social 
benefits. Even without the resale value of natural gas, these measures can still be cost-benefit justified due to the social 
cost of methane emissions — the cost that an additional unit of emissions is projected to impose on society — as well as 
the health benefits of reduced smog and hazardous air pollutants, which are co-emitted with methane during oil and 
natural gas production. 

State laws and voluntary measures are inadequate to control emissions. Because methane emissions are a global 
externality, individual states will experience only a fraction of methane's harms, leading to an incentive to under- 
regulate. Without regulation, most companies will not reduce all of the methane that is cost-benefit justified according to 
the social cost of methane. 

Given the recent and projected growth of the natural gas and oil sector, federal regulation of new and existing sources is 
necessary to secure sharp reductions, and Clean Air Act Section 111 is the most promising reduction pathway. By setting 
methane emissions standards under Section 111 of the Clean Air Act, the EPA can reduce emissions at new and existing 
sources in the natural gas and oil sector by up to 48 percent. These standards would require the use of available, low- 
cost technology. They would build upon the EPA's 2012 regulations, which mainly addressed emissions from new natural 
gas wells, and not oil wells or existing sources. 

In short, we find that federal regulation pursuant to Section 111 is a commonsense solution that complements the growing 
natural gas industry while curbing potent methane pollution. We also wrote an op-ed on this topic: http://thehill.com/bloes/

Republican Candidates Risk 
Falling Into a House Divide

Good Friday morning. Representative Kevin McCarthy of 
California’s announcement that he would drop out of the race to succeed John 
A. Boehner as speaker threw the House into tumult and in fighting in which, one 
member said, “We look absolutely crazy.” But as Congress tries to make sense from 
the mess, the Republican candidates must also determine whether they should 
embrace or distance themselves from the turmoil. 

Mr. McCarthy’s sudden departure has left the presidential campaigns pondering 
the latest chaos and its implications. 

Mr. Boehner is hoping to push Representative Paul D. Ryan of Wisconsin, the 
House budget chairman and a respected figure in the Republican establishment who 
has said he would not run, to replace him. Should Mr. Boehner succeed, it could help 
bring a sense of stability to a deeply uncertain situation, though it’s unclear if Mr. 
Ryan would have more success quelling concerns of conservatives than Mr. 
McCarthy did. 
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But the speaker job, once a coveted leadership post, is one that few people seem to 
want at an unruly moment in Congress. 

A week ago, Mr. McCarthy suggested the work of the special committee 
investigating the 2012 terrorist attacks in Benghazi, Libya, had helped bring 
down Hillary Rodham Clinton’s poll numbers. Democrats seized on the remarks, 
which deeply troubled Republicans. And Mr. McCarthy was seen as insufficiently 
conservative by the Freedom Caucus. 

For the time being, the situation will help freeze the news coverage of the Republican 
presidential race for a few days, and being seen as too connected to Washington is 
unhelpful to the candidates at such an antiestablishment moment, even for 
governors who were once seen as the saviors of their party for 2016. 

Most of the outsider candidates, such as Donald J. Trump, spoke approvingly of 
Mr. McCarthy’s departure from the race. 

Jeb Bush, despite never serving in Washington, has been tagged by virtue of his 
family and his deep donor support as inextricably linked to the establishment. The 
candidate he is most closely eyeing right now, Senator Marco Rubio of Florida, 
has been laying low for much of the summer of Trump. He is trying to stay above 
Mr. Trump’s increasing criticisms, and he has been gaining a sense of momentum. 

But Mr. Rubio, who won the 2010 primary in his state as a Tea Party candidate, has 
been in Washington for almost five years. Navigating the current dysfunction could 
be a challenge.

Christie Seeks Eminent Domain to Build Protective Dunes 

Gov. Chris Christie often says that he decides how to lead New Jersey with no 
regard for political implications, as evidenced by his frequent battles with the 
teachers’ union. 

And he seems to be doing it again. 

On Wednesday, Mr. Christie filed an eminent domain action against the city of 
Margate to construct dunes to protect against storm surges and hurricane flooding. 
The move comes after months of back-and-forth over the disputed land, which 
reached a head about a week ago as Mr. Christie criticized the town in a news 
conference on Hurricane Joaquin preparations. 

“To towns like Margate, you know, you are amongst the most selfish people in the 
state of New Jersey,” Mr. Christie said. 

However, the filing may have an adverse impact on Mr. Christie’s presidential 
aspirations. Many Republicans would be opposed to any use of eminent domain, 
seeing it as government overreach. 

But Mr. Christie at least is not alone in the Republican field; Mr. Trump described 
eminent domain as “wonderful” in an interview with Fox News .

Obama to Meet With Families of Oregon Shooting Victims 
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Last week, President Obama said that thoughts and prayers were not enough in 
the wake of the massacre at Umpqua Community College and that political change 
was needed. 

But on Friday, Mr. Obama will offer only thoughts and prayers when he flies to 
Roseburg, Ore., where gun rights are popular and where many are deeply opposed to 
his politics. 

The White House has said that the president would confine his visit to a private 
meeting with the families of victims. 

No speech. No politics. Just shared grief. 

The change reflects the tension always present in the role of the president, who is 
both the nation’s chief official mourner and its most powerful politician. With each 
mass shooting he has addressed, the time between Mr. Obama’s expressions of grief 
and his political response has seemed to narrow. 

On Jan. 12, 2011, Mr. Obama spoke about the shooting of Representative 
Gabrielle Giffords, Democrat of Arizona, and 17 others four days earlier and said 
that it was time “for us to pause for a moment and make sure that we’re talking with 
each other in a way that heals, not in a way that wounds.” 

Two days after a gunman killed 12 people in a Colorado movie theater on July 20, 
2012, Mr. Obama said his “main task was to serve as a representative of the entire 
country and let them know that we are thinking about them at this moment.” 

Two days after the killing in December 2012 of 20 children and six adults at a school 
in Newtown, Conn., Mr. Obama said, “These tragedies must end, and to end them, 
we must change.” 

Just hours after the shooting in Roseburg, Mr. Obama was talking politics in 
unusually stark and terms. 

“This is a political choice that we make to allow this to happen every few months in 
America,” he said. 

That message was not well received by much of the population of Roseburg. So 
Mr. Obama will not give a speech or allow reporters to witness his meetings with 
families. 

But he has promised more gun speeches in the future. 

“Each time this happens, I am going to say that we can actually do something about 
it, but we’re going to have to change our laws,” he said last week.

This is both helpful and a little frustrating. I'm curious whether his point about Obama holds true with the 
African American voters we're going to be appealing to in the next few weeks. But the broader point seems 
well taken. I'm playing with an idea for Monday night's speech that might help modestly: 


I think she should speak directly to the thousands of grassroots voters, especially young people, who are 
bringing new energy and urgency to this race and forcing all of us to grapple with deep injustices and 
imbalances in our country (the deck is stacked, etc). She should say that she hears them, shares their 
concerns, and is glad they're reshaping our national debate. We all agree on the problem that needs to be 
solved. Now the question is how to actually do something about it. And then launch into our contrasting 
theories of change and her belief that ideas can't just sound good on paper, they have to really make a 
difference in people's lives. 


The idea here is 1) make it clear that the protest vote has been heard, giving permission to Democrats in later 
states to move on; 2) provide a pivot point to more authentically embrace a shared diagnosis; 3) disaggregate 
Bernie's voters from Bernie himself, so the former feel like they can keep shaping the party even after the 
latter rides off into the sunset. 


None of this changes the basic problem that compared to Bernie we're never going to be the "change 
candidate" and so we're either confident in our own identity or we're chasing him and offering ourselves as a 
pale imitation. I think we're on to something good with our new message that change is about pushing hard, 
getting knocked down, etc, because it puts her best attributes in service of progressive ends. But that's still 
process and incrementalism.

John, 


Let me follow-up your suggestion that I read the transcript of what Hillary is actually saying. Here, I'm focusing on the Iowa 
town hall transcript, and happy to respond to the one you are sending. For now, I am convinced you are badly positioned, 
though I now believe you can readily transition to an evolved core message. 


I told you I thought she did great, but that was stylistically, presidentially and on foreign threats. She had energy, sounded 
like somebody you could trust as president and looked good. She was the one who talked about the new diversity of the 
country and our new values. It may be enough to win Iowa. 


But I think the overall message is tone death on what is happening in the country and even more, in the Democratic primary 
electorate. As a result, she has left the change voters to Sanders. She addresses change as biography: so you are making 
the vote choice about her, rather than what is happening in the country. At least in this town hall, Sanders was the only one 
talking about change, the country and the future. 


There is a pretty easy way to transition your message, and it could drive votes to you pretty quickly. I believe it is plausible. 


What is your core message? So, consider me a focus group of one and my take away from the town hall. Knowing your core 
message is the starting point to evolving it. 


First, you are running on continuity with Obama. Hillary said, we need to "build on the progress that we've made." President 
Obama achieved great things and the great risk is "the Republicans rip away the progress and turn us backwards." "We need 
to build on it, and go further." 


Obama abandoned this message in his own re-elections, but you are on it. 


This is tone death, at best. You begin with a contested idea, even among Democrats and people who rate Obama highly. And 
it sears in the idea that you are incremental change, while conceding change to Sanders and the Republicans. That will 
make your race much harder. 


Which voters could you possibly be talking to? Fully 55 percent of the Rising American Electorate and three quarters of white 
working class women says we are on the wrong track in both WVWV and Roosevelt surveys. This is a mad starting point. 


In focus groups we just conducted for Roosevelt last week with African American millennials, participants could not have 
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been more despairing: "It's disappointing. I just think our country could do a lot better ... It's going to take a real long time to 
fix the mess. For real." They describe their experience with the economy: "sad and crappy"; "I'm very disgusted"; "I'm gong to 
say uneasy. And just disappointed."

Second, you are running on being ready for the job in very insecure times. The primaries and caucuses are a way to vet the 
candidates, and you can see H i 1 1 a ry is ready. That is what H il lary said in the town hall and what the president focused on. 


I can't tell you how many leaders I supported who want to run on experience and building on the progress, including David 
Miliband, and watched them defeated by the change candidate who get all the energy. Voters in both the primary and 
general election will be figuring out how to vote for change - and you have given Sanders a big opening. 


Third, governing is messy and not very pretty. And FI illary knows the idealism and promises of other candidates won't happen. 
Hillary knows how to make progress. "I just keep going forward ... and I'm still standing." You sound like a grown-up 
lecturing these young people on don't expect too much from all this idealism. 


And fourth, Hillary has spent a lifetime fighting for change and "going after inequality." That is who she is. "I've taken on the status 
quo time and time again."

But as we discussed, Hillary can be the candidate who can bring the change, and your discussion of biography in town halls 
allows you to make the transition. But you have to start by saying, "Look, all of us Democratic candidates share this critique 
and anger with what is happening in the country. The difference is I have a powerful personal history of fighting inequality 
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and bringing change. And here is are the bold changes I will work to bring." 


That transition takes you to what is happening in the country, it makes her bio relevant, and enables her to talk about the 
bold changes she wants to bring.

The reason Sanders is getting so much traction and energy is that he is articulating this message. Yes, his personal 
conviction is important, but what makes it work is what he is saying about the country and the ability to bring change. He is 
talking unapologetically about the excess at the top and the need to grow the middle class and America. 


I also now believe that Sanders is being helped by his use of the trade issue. 


Your running on "building on the progress" allows him a contrast that hurts you in the primary and general. 


But from the beginning, Hillary and her campaign, you affirmed in our meetings, really accepted this core economic message, 
even if Hillary took the edge off in delivery. Progressive Democrats were pretty united. That is key to my recommendation 
here. 


Hillary should say how united are Democrats on this core critique of the country and what needs to happen to change the 
rules so the country grows the middle class again. The core difference is that Hillary has a history of fighting inequality and 
bringing change. Sanders does not. That is why she is excited to talk about this bold agenda that will bring change. 


Hope this makes sense and helps.

Since you're my closest friend working directly with the president, I wanted to say that I am thrilled about the President's 
decision to begin normalizing relations with Cuba. It's a great example of real presidential leadership, and follows closely a 
series of other similar strong presidential actions. As you know well, presidents can come through terrible sixth years to finish 
strong (see, e..g. Reagan, Clinton, even to some extent, George W.) It's also consistent with the great wisdom of Mark Twain, who 
said something like: "Just do the right thing. It will gratify some people and astonish the rest."

CQ: Baucus Wants Next Congress to Tackle Health Care Overhaul From the Start 

By Drew Armstrong, CQ Staff 

In the race to stake out territory on a health care overhaul next year. Senate Finance Chairman Max Baucus is making it a 
habit to try and be first. 

The Montana Democrat said Wednesday that when the 1 1 1th Congress opens, he’ll be ready with a health care bill. “I’m 
guessing the first of the year, near the first of the year, we’ll have a bill,” Baucus said. 

Also on the agenda is a short-term reauthorization of the State Children’s Health Insurance Program (SCHIP) and tens of 
billions in funding for health information technology. 

At a news conference, Baucus said the Finance Committee is working with the Congressional Budget Office to finalize policy 
sections and score savings and costs. “We’re quite close,” Baucus said. 

“We’re in the process now of what do you need to score this provision, what do you need to score that provision?” he said. 
Saving Health IT for Stimulus Package 

One thing they won’t be scoring as part of that effort will be a large package of funds to help doctors and hospitals buy 
health information technology, such as electronic medical records. 

Baucus said he will put the money — likely grants and loans — in an economic stimulus package that Congress will likely 
take up first thing in January. 

“If I can put some of those upfront costs into the stimulus bill, I want to put them there,” Baucus said. 

“If you want to do this as part of an economic stimulus package, that would help it along,” agreed Charles E. Grassley of 
Iowa, the committee’s ranking Republican. 

Baucus would not say how big the health information technology package will be, but he did say that it would likely be less 
than $50 billion. 

Baucus also planned to do a short-term reauthorization of SCHIP. The current authorization expires at the end of March, and 
Baucus and other Democrats have talked about making a long-term expansion part of a health care overhaul. 

The short-term reauthorization would be “of sufficient duration to fold into health reform,” Baucus said. 

Grassley was in line with such a plan. “I think I would back him on that,” Grassley said. Including SCHIP in a health 
overhaul would likely help boost support for the overhaul from grass-roots organizations that helped push for an SCHIP 
expansion in the 1 10th Congress. 

House Democrats May Wait on Obama 

Such a short-term reauthorization would signal that Baucus is ready for a lengthy legislative struggle on a broader health 
overhaul bill. 

And while Senate Democrats are ready to burst out of the gates with their overhaul plans, getting them into law will be a 
more time-consuming matter. 

The House is already doing its best to restrain the Senate’s eagerness. Key House Democrats, such as Henry A. Waxman and 
Pete Stark, both of California, have said they want to wait and take their cues from President-elect Barack Obama. 

Rep. Diana DeGette, D-Colo., said Congress should pass a large expansion of SCHIP quickly, then tackle health care reform 
later in the year. 
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“I think if Max [Baucus] thinks we’re going to have universal coverage within the first couple months of [the next] 

Congress, he’s being quite optimistic,” said DeGette, a chief deputy whip for Democrats who played an important role in the 
1 10th Congress’ struggle to expand SCHIP. 

In November, Baucus released an 89-page white paper outlining his plans. Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., is expected 
to be the Senate’s other leader on the bill. 

The two have alternately been praising the other’s involvement and jockeying for primacy. While Baucus’ committee has 
jurisdiction over key programs such as Medicare and Medicaid, Kennedy is a longer-established voice on an overhaul and has 
a reputation as a dealmaker.

Congress Daily: Aerospace Industry Looks For Support In Stimulus Package 

Thursday, Dec. 11, 2008

The Aerospace Industry Association intends to maintain its contact with President-elect Obama's incoming administration in 
an effort to have some projects important to the industry included in the infrastructure improvements planned for the next 
economic stimulus package, AIA president Marion Blakey said Wednesday. 

The industry would like to see airport improvements and accelerated deployment of the next generation air traffic control 
system, among other aerospace work, Blakey said. 

Citing the important role the vibrant U.S. aerospace industry can play in helping to restore the struggling economy, Blakey 
said, "aerospace and defense must not become bill payers for other programs." 

While noting that defense and aerospace research and development funding is down in the current budget and the emergency 
supplemental for Iraq and Afghanistan are likely to decline, she said the association would urge continued investments in 
defense procurement of $120 billion to $150 billion a year. 

Addressing the association's annual year-end review and forecast luncheon, Blakey said AIA established contact with 
Obama's campaign early in the spring and developed "a very good relationship." It now will be re-engaging the new 
administration in an effort to shape the stimulus package and other policies, she said. 

Blakey said the industry was pleased that Obama mentioned increased research and development as part of the next stimulus 
in his radio address last weekend and proposed making the R&D tax credit permanent. 

But AIA members were disappointed that there was no mention of airport improvements and expansions, the "Next Gen" air 
traffic control system or the satellite-based air navigation system. 

"We need to accelerate the FAA agenda," said Blakey, who was FAA administrator before taking over as AIA president two 
years ago. 

All of those programs have been cited as ways to reduce air traffic congestion, which could improve fuel efficiency, reduce 
airline expenses and save air passengers time. 

AIA's year-end report showed another record level sales total and it predicted growth in 2009. But that positive forecast was 
based on confidence that the declining global economy would not result in substantial cancellations of the $404 billion in 
orders for commercial aircraft and that U.S. defense and space funding would remain close to current levels. 

Blakey said that with the FY09 Defense and NASA funding covered in the continuing resolution and the FY10 numbers 
probably well established by the Bush administration, those programs should be good for the next 18 months. 

Although AIA would have liked to see more NASA funding, "a stable budget is welcomed," she said. "We're at a critical time 
in space exploration," and Obama will face some critical decisions, Blakey said. 

NASA is projecting at least a five-year gap in U.S. manned space access between the planned 2010 retirement of the space 
shuttles and the earliest likely availability of the Constellation replacement system. Obama had indicated during the campaign 
he would like to see that gap reduced but has not mentioned it in his post-election statements. 

In addition to its advocacy for aerospace programs, Blakey said AIA also would be offering some recommendations on how 
to improve the defense acquisition process, which is a key goal of Defense Secretary Gates, whom Obama will keep in place 
in the upcoming administration. 

"We think there are efficiencies that can be achieved," and ways to make the budget more stable and predictable — long- 
standing goals for the defense industry, she said.

Nationally, 53 percent of black Democrats polled by Gallup over the 
past month said they held a favorable opinion of Mr. Sanders, while 82 
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percent viewed Mrs. Clinton favorably. And 31 percent of blacks said they 
did not know enough about Mr. Sanders to rate him, while only 6 percent 
said the same about Mrs. Clinton. 

Despite those numbers, Mr. Sanders said he would fight to win delegates in 
South Carolina. 

“No state is a lost cause. We have made enormous ground up in South 
Carolina,” Mr. Sanders said last week when asked whether he was giving up 
on the state. “Primaries and caucuses are not winner take all.” 

Soon after losing the Nevada caucuses on Saturday night, Mr. Sanders 
rushed onto a flight to South Carolina, a state he has visited six times since 
announcing his candidacy, and where his campaign has 200 paid staff 
members and 10 offices. 

Tad Devine, a senior campaign adviser, said he understood that Mrs. 

Clinton had an advantage in the state. But, Mr. Devine added, the Sanders 
campaign has invested heavily in advertising targeting black voters in the 
state, with $711,000 spent on television and cable advertising and 
$381,000 on black radio stations.

At the church here on Sunday, several tables of black women who said 
they were supporting Mrs. Clinton quietly continued eating as the senator 
and a surrogate, Benjamin T. Jealous, a former N.A.A.C.P. president, 
went around shaking hands. 


Bernadette L. Rogers, a 67-year-old retired social worker, said that Mr. 
Sanders seemed sincerely interested in issues facing blacks but that she 
thought Mrs. Clinton’s experience made her the better candidate. 

“I just feel like this go-round, it is her time,” Ms. Rogers said. “She has a 
good connection with the black community, and I do believe we will 
continue to support her.” 

Mr. Jealous, who introduced Mr. Sanders to the church, also failed to get 
the applause the team is accustomed to from crowds of mostly white 
voters. 


“There are people who will say to you there is a dreamer who is running for 
president,” Mr. Jealous said, “and his dreams are so big, y’all shouldn’t 
dream that big. But in our community, when they tell us not to dream, we 
say, ‘Yes, we can.’ And so I ask you, ladies gentlemen, are you ready to 
dream big?” 

“Amen,” said one woman, Karen Brooker, 46, who later said she was 
undecided. 


Mr. Jealous tried again. 

“No, no, no. Are you ready to dream big?” Mr. Jealous said. 

“Yes. Fired up,” a few more in the crowd offered. Most continued to eat 
silently.

Subject: HRC and Social Security 


For a variety of economic, social and political reasons I would suggest that HRC 
support an increase in social security benefits for recipients below a certain net 
worth threshold, and finance it by a combination of a small tax on Wall Street trades, 
and if necessary a graduated increase in the social security tax for those earning 
above a certain income. Sometime soon I will write a column suggesting this and 
wanted to give you a heads-up and suggest HRC advocate this. 

In brief: 

1. Economic and social reasons: Seniors living on fixed incomes are among the 
most hard-pressed groups in America today. Their interest bearing yields on bank 
accounts, etc. lag far behind the real cost of living increases and their Social Security 
COLA's have been lagging behind the real inflation rate for many years, leaving them 
falling further and further behind. 

I would emphasize that a majority of seniors who would benefit from a social security 
increase are women, because they live longer, and because in most cases for their 
entire working careers they were receiving unequal pay compared to men while 
they were paying into the system. 

HRC and most politicians do not appreciate the severity of this from the point of 
view of poor and middle income seniors. They do not have a real-life or intuitive 

understanding of what it is like to pay ever-rising costs of groceries, and medicine that is not covered by 
insurance, and other necessities whose prices rise while fixed incomes decline in relative terms, because they 
are either wealthy and/or live in worlds 

inhabited without much daily interaction with fixed income seniors struggling with this in their daily lives. 

An increase in social security benefits financed as I suggest would have a net 
stimulative effect to the economy and increasing economic equality and social equity. 

2. Financing: I like the idea of a small tax on Wall Street transactions which would 
raise substantial revenue without imposing material hardship on traders. Bernie 

has proposed this, to use the money for his free public college proposal. The problem 
with the free public college proposal, which I like in principle, is that it is virtually 
impossible to adequately restrain tuition costs, which needs to be done, but without 
doing this the transaction-tax-for-tuition trade would largely subsidize higher 
tuition and detracting from the benefit to students. 

By contrast, a transaction tax whose revenues went into the social security fund to 
fund an increase in social security benefits would be a straight trade that would 
support higher benefits. To address a legitimate issue, a combination of some 
means testing plus the transaction tax could enable this formula to strengthen 
long term social security financing while simultaneously financing some increase 
in benefits. We could simply take the revenue gain from the transaction tax plus 
the social security financing gain from the means test and divide the financing 
gains between one part increase benefits and the other part enhancing the stability 
of the system. 

3. Democratic politics. Right now Bernie Sanders, Elizabeth Warren and some 
other progressives support increasing benefits. I agree with them on principle and 
policy and would advise HRC to join and potentially lead this. This would rally 
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the Democratic base, divert some attention from you-know-what, and be the kind 
of initiatives Democrats should pursue for Democratic principles behind a highly 
popular Democratic government program that we should aggressively champion, 
and not defensively back away from. 

When I write this column, if HRC opposes this, I would simply agree with Bernie 
and Elizabeth supporting it and would not mention HRC either way. If HRC supports 
this I would banner and give high praise to her leadership. 

4. Democratic-Republican politics: I do not believe it is enough to merely repeat 
that we oppose Republicans who want to cut social security. That is fine as far 
as it goes, but is timid and stale and tends to ring like demagoguery and does not 
ring man bells with seniors because they have heard it before and we are merely 
arguing against a negative event that they know is unlikely in fact to happen. 

By contrast, a call for an increase in social benefits would resonate with voters 
because it would involve a specific amount for the proposed increase that all 
seniors would immediately understand, view as directly improving their lives 
in measurable ways, and serve as one motivating issue for a potential mandate 
election that would have an outstanding chance of being enacted if HRC is elected, 
especially with more Democrats elected to the House and Senate with her. 

Additionally, if an increase in benefits were financed in whole or part by a Wall 
Street transaction tax, we would draw a stark contrast with Republicans on both 
ends of the trade where Democrats have the high ground and Republicans are 
vulnerable. We support social security in ways they do not; we will finance this in 
a way that ask Wall Street to do their fair share in an age where there is great 
wealth on Wall Street and a need for economic fairness. 

This can but need not be accompanied with populist anti-Wall Street rhetoric, 
that is a political call. Res ipsa loquitur, the thing will speak for itself, they want 
to privatize social security and turn it into a new Wall Street profit center; we want 
to protect Social Security and increase benefits for poor and middle class recipients. 

5. Senior voters. Democrats have developed a growing weakness with senior 
voters that this would directly address. And again I would emphasize that a majority 
of these beneficiaries are women, who simply live longer than men, and begin with 
a baseline of having worked for wages that were unequal in most cases for their 
entire careers while they were working. 

Politics and policies are both about choices. These are the choices I would 
recommend for HRC.

In April, former Republican Sen. Arlen Specter (PA) switched his party affiliation to caucus with the Democrats 
after being targeted by right-wing activists and others within the GOP. Shortly before his departure, an anti- 
Obama tea party rally focused its attention at Specter, hate radio host Rush Limbaugh demanded that 
Specter be “ flushed ” out of the party. A campaign with the theme “ Benedict Arnold ” subsequently harassed 
Specter for voting for the stimulus. 

Now, after voting to confirm Sonia Sotomavor to the Supreme Court and expressing a willingness to build 
a compromise approach to clean energy legislation, Sen. Lindsey Graham (R-SC) appears to be the new 
target of tea party activists. At a Graham town hall in Greenville yesterday, activist Harry Kimball of “RINO HUNT” 
protested by constructing a display that depicted Graham, as well as moderates like Sen. Olympia Snowe (R-ME) 
and Sen. Susan Collins (R-ME), being flushed down a toilet: 

KIMBALL: This is for every RINO who has failed to represent us. [...] [the toilet represents] flushing them, 
flushing them. 

One attendee of the event asked the senator, “when are you going to announce that you are switching parties?” 
The question drew loud applause from the crowd. Graham defended himself, and denounced the influence of 
Rep. Ron Paul (R-TX) on the Republican party: 

GRAHAM: I’m going to grow this party, I’m not going to let it get [inaudible], I’m not going to let it be 
hijacked by Ron Paul. [...] I’m going to find people in Maine, Delaware, Illinois, other places- 

AUDIENCE: Move there! 

GRAHAM: That can win as Republicans, and I’m going to go up, and we’re going to move this party, and this 
country forward, and if you don’t like it, you can leave. 

Watch it: 

Angry attendees in the crowd interrupted Graham with cries of, “You’re a country club Republican,” 

“Sotomayor!,” and “You lie.” Outside the event, right-wing activist Julliet Kozak picketed the town hall with a sign 
decrying all “Unconstitutional Anti-Christ Socialist Federal Deficit Spending Programs.” She explained that she 
opposes what Graham is “doing in our Congress, what he’s doing to our country.” 

Graham’s fellow South Carolina senator Jim DeMint (R) was an outspoken proponent of ejecting Specter from 
the Republican Party. DeMint told a conservative blogger Specter “ cut our knees from under us .” He added 
that conservatives in the Senate need to aggressively “ go after ” Specter and other GOP moderates. 

UPDATE According to the newspaper The State , Graham repeatedly responded to those who accused him of 
being a "traitor" to " chill out One man told Graham he had "betrayed" conservatism and made a "pact with 
the devil" by working with Democrats. 
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"We're not going to be the party of angry white guys," Graham said to even more shouts. Some people walked 
out during Graham's speech after he told them, "if you don't like it, you can leave." 

UPDATE Brad Johnson rounds up the conservative bloaosphere’s reaction to Graham.

NEW PPI REPORT ARGUES ZERO-RATING CAN BOOST 
INTERNET ECOSYSTEMS IN POOR AND DEVELOPING 

COUNTRIES 



WASHINGTON — The Progressive Policy Institute (PPI) today released a 
policy report authored by Diana Carew, Zero-Rating: Kick-Starting 
Internet Ecosystems in Developing Countries . The report argues that zero- 
rating, a practice where mobile operators offer select online content for free, 
has the potential to jumpstart local Internet ecosystems in poor and 
developing countries. 

"Given the promise of early indications, it seems bad policy to squash the 
potential of zero rating in poor and developing countries trapped by low 
connectivity,” writes Carew. 

“Zero-rating may be the most viable and low-cost approach in moving to a 
high-connectivity equilibrium. It has the power to boost local content and local 
demand for online goods and services, and early indications of its 
effectiveness are promising.” 

Rather than ban zero-rating, Carew urges countries to follow a set of core 
principles to govern zero-rating programs. These principles would aid in 
jumpstarting local Internet economies, address critics’ concerns, and 
encourage public and government trust. 

Proposed Core Principles for Zero-Rating Programs 

1 . Transparency — all zero-rating offerings should ban secret agreements 
between content provider and mobile operator. 

2. Non-exclusivity — there should be no agreement that prohibits multiple 
operators from offering the same zero-rated content. This will mitigate 
fears of anti-competitive behavior. 

3. Local content — when possible, mobile operators should also zero-rate 
some basic local content, such as local government services or local 
healthcare and weather alerts. 

4. Evaluation — regular data collection and reporting from the mobile 
operators will help governments understand the effectiveness of zero- 
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rating.

Dear Hannah, attached for the President is a letter and briefing about the growing food crisis in west Africa, from the leaders of several US/ 
international NGOs. They are asking him to try to raise awareness of this crisis by mentioning it publicly whenever he has an opportunity. I would 
recommend doing so - there is upside to being helpful, or at a minimum being perceived to be helpful, and not much downside (this would incur no 
financial costs for WJC and we can make clear to these NGOs that WJC cannot "do" more on this issue beyond mentioning it in the coming days/ 
weeks, unless he chooses to do something via CGI in September). HOWEVER, I don't think he should be fundraising for Oxfam or the UN for this 
crisis. Just mentioning this crisis and the need for us all to invest more in local agriculture and systems to mitigate these kinds of crises in the 
future; and the importance of us all responding to these kinds of crises even in the context of the financial downturn, should be enough. Hope this 
helps, and I'd be happy to provide more information and discuss it further, as needed. Seems a similar letter is being sent to President Bush.

PS. He may recall that Oxfam screwed us publicly in Haiti around the earthquake anniversary. Nevertheless he can talk about this food crisis and 
the 1 8 million people in need and the importance of investing in agriculture (could even be an opportunity to mention CF agriculture work in Africa), 
without saying the word "Oxfam" or fundraising for them. I don't feel strongly either way about this, but seems odd to turn a cold shoulder to this 
kind of issue when the "ask" is relatively light.

The good news for Republican presidential candidates seeking to get a slice of Koch brothers cash is that the siblings, two of 
the world's richest individuals, seem to be in a sharing mood. 

In a Saturday interview on the Larry Kudlow Show. a nationally syndicated radio broadcast, David Koch let it slip that the 
roughly $900 million that he and his brother, Charles, plan to lavish on the 2016 presidential race could find its way into 
the hands of more than one GOP contender. 

"We are thinking of supporting several Republicans," David Koch said, adding, "If we're happy with the policies that these 
individuals are supporting, we'll finance their campaigns."

Koch said the brothers would begin writing checks to individual candidates in "the primary season, winter and next spring." 
The pledge to fund multiple Republicans is consistent with what Charles Koch told USA Today in April about the candidacies 
of Wisconsin Governor Scott Walker, former Florida governor Jeb Bush, Texas Senator Ted Cruz, Kentucky Senator Rand 
Paul, and Florida Senator Marco Rubio. He indicated all six were at the top of the list in terms of who might receive funding. 
"Those are the ones we have talked to the most and who seem to be the possible leaders," Charles Koch said. 

Cruz, Rubio and Paul all spoke at the Koch brothers' event in Palm Springs, California, in January, which was dubbed the 
"American Recovery Policy Forum." Walker has been a frequent recipient of Koch donations, and Bush also is considered 
to be still in the rumiing for Koch backing. 

"What we've told them all is that right now, we're not supporting anyone," Charles Koch said in April. "We're telling them 
that if they want our support, one way to get it is articulating a good message to help Americans get a better understanding 
and a better appreciation of how certain policies ... will benefit them and will benefit all America." 

The GOP field is still growing, and the Koch brothers seem content to let the sifting process play out before placing their 
chips on a single candidate. 

"Only if somebody really stands out from the standpoint of their message and what they would actually do to benefit 
America and has a chance a decent chance of being elected, only then would we select one over the others," Charles Koch 
told USA Today. 

Charles and David Koch have matching fortunes of $51.3 billion dollars each, according to the Bloomberg Billionaires Index, 
ranking them equal at number five in the world.

Bill Clinton: It’s time to overturn 
DOMA 


The writer is the 42nd president of the 
United States. 

Jh 1996, I signed the Defense of 
Marriage Act. Although that was only 
17 years ago, it was a very different 
time. In no state in the union was same- 
sex marriage recognized, much less 
available as a legal right, but some 
were moving in that direction. 
Washington, as a result, was swirling 
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with all manner of possible responses, 
some quite draconian. As a bipartisan 
group of former senators stated in their 
March 1 amicus brief to the Supreme 
Court, many supporters of the bill 
known as DOMA believed that its 
passage “would defuse a movement to 
enact a constitutional amendment 
banning gay marriage, which would 
have ended the debate for a 
generation or more.” It was under these 
circumstances that DOMA came to my 
desk, opposed by only 81 of the 535 
members of Congress. 

On March 27, DOMA will come 
before the Supreme Court, and the 
justices must decide whether it is 
consistent with the principles of a 
nation that honors freedom, equality 
and justice above all, and is therefore 
constitutional. As the president who 
signed the act into law, I have come to 
believe that DOMA is contrary to those 
principles and, in fact, incompatible with 
our Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines 
marriage as being between a man and 
a woman, same-sex couples who are 
legally married in nine states and the 
District of Columbia are denied the 
benefits of more than a thousand 
federal statutes and programs available 
to other married couples. Among other 
things, these couples cannot file their 
taxes jointly, take unpaid leave to care 
for a sick or injured spouse or receive 
equal family health and pension 
benefits as federal civilian employees. 
Yet they pay taxes, contribute to their 
communities and, like all couples, 
aspire to live in committed, loving 
relationships, recognized and 
respected by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included 
a statement with the admonition that 
“enactment of this legislation should 
not, despite the fierce and at times 
divisive rhetoric surrounding it, be 
understood to provide an excuse for 
discrimination.” Reading those words 
today, I know now that, even worse 
than providing an excuse for 
discrimination, the law is itself 
discriminatory. It should be overturned. 
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We are still a young country, and many 
of our landmark civil rights decisions 
are fresh enough that the voices of 
their champions still echo, even as the 
world that preceded them becomes less 
and less familiar. We have yet to 
celebrate the centennial of the 19th 
Amendment, but a society that denied 
women the vote would seem to us now 
not unusual or old-fashioned but alien. I 
believe that in 2013 DOMA and 
opposition to marriage equality are 
vestiges of just such an unfamiliar 
society. 

Americans have been at this sort of a 
crossroads often enough to recognize 
the right path. We understand that, 
while our laws may at times lag behind 
our best natures, in the end they catch 
up to our core values. One hundred 
fifty years ago, in the midst of the Civil 
War, President Abraham Lincoln 
concluded a message to Congress by 
posing the very question we face today: 
“It is not ‘Can any of us imagine better?’ 
but ‘Can we all do better ?”’ 

The answer is of course and always 
yes. In that spirit, I join with the Obama 
administration, the petitioner Edith 
Windsor, and the many other dedicated 
men and women who have engaged in 
this struggle for decades in urging the 
Supreme Court to overturn the Defense 
of Marriage Act.

As you both know, we've been in conversations with the intelligence community and they, per standard practice, are prepared to offer Obama the 
PDB on 5 NOV - should he win the election. (The same offer has been made to the McCain camp). 

After socializing this with Jim and Denis, our recommendation is that Obama take the briefing at his residence the day after the election. Worth 
noting, an alternate briefing site - the FBI field office - could be utilized as well and/or eventually the transition offices in Chicago. 

Concerning length of time, one hour would be ideal (they will walk him thru more details and mechanics for the first briefing), but a lesser amount of 
time works as well. Some combination of Podesta, Steinberg, and Lippert (possibly all) would staff Obama for the brief. McDonough is cleared for 
the brief any time he is in Chicago. Pete, we could get you cleared if you had any interest as well. 

In sum, should Obama win, we would recommend that we put this on the schedule for 5 November and reserve time for it everyday going forward, 
esp in light of the recent comments by Chairman Mullen about possible attacks/threats during transition.

In 
going through the Kerry transition documents, i found an interesting memo and accompanying spreadsheet that analyzed the 
entire Kerry campaign staff, i’ll scan the cover memo and a sample page, but the criteria that the Kerry folks used might be a 
helpful template for us. For each campaign staffer, there was the following analysis: 

Overall assessment as a staffer (ranked 1-5, with 1 being the best) 

Priority placement in the administration (ranked 1-5, with 1 being must place, 5 being don't place) 

They deliberately made sure than not more than 20% of a department's total staff could be ranked as 1, 20% as 

a 2, etc. 

Professional experience (ranked 1-5, with 1 being 15+ years of professional experience) 

Kerry service (ranked 1-5, based on the beginning of their service date with Kerry) 

Prior administration experience (yes or no) 

Transition/inaugural (yes or no, based on people who they wanted to tap immediately for participation in either activity) 

And then they totaled it up: 

Overall assessments 
l's-162 
2's - 155 
3's - 123 
4's - 27 
5's - 7 

Priority placements 
l's-125 
2's -125 
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3's - 96 
4's - 122 
5's -6 

This will all be a little more clear when I redact a sample page and scan it for your review. But just wanted to get people thinking 
about this.

She’s come a long way from her campaign message of "Pick me because I have experience." 


Clinton mentioned the five mothers by name that she recognized at CNN’s Democratic town hall on Tuesday — five African- 
American women who have lost their children to gun violence or at the hands of police. 

“They have not been broken or embittered. Instead, they have channeled their sorrow into strategy, and their mourning into a 
movement. And they are reminding us of something deep and powerful in the American spirit,” Clinton said. 

“When we stand together, there is no barrier too big to break," she said. "Tomorrow, this campaign goes national.”

John McCain recently claimed that the war in Iraq would be won in four more years. However, after making dozens of such predictions 
since the beginning of the war, McCain has lost credibility in the eyes of the public. After years of faulty logic and failed strategies, 
McCain still walks hand-in-hand with President Bush on the war in Iraq. From predicting victory in "months" to "a hundred years," 
McCain consistently moves the finish line farther and farther away in an effort to mask the fact that he has no plan to end the war in 
Iraq and no idea when the conflict will be over. 


Early 2003: The End is "Very Much in Sight." 


McCain Predicted a “Brief, Successful War In Iraq.” While speaking on the floor of the senate on the day before U.S. military 
action commenced in Iraq, McCain said, “The costs of these enterprises are not known with any degree of certainty at this time.

In 2003 McCain Said The End Was "Very Much In Sight." Senator McCain was asked "At what point will America be able to say the 
war was won?" McCain said there were oil fields to secure and "die-hards" to take care of but " it's clear that the end is very much 
in sight, and today I think Americans should be very proud of their leadership, their technology. ..There are still some foreigners, 
Syrians and others hanging around. But it won't be long. It will be a fairly short period of time, but this happens in wars. I'm 
confident that once they are confident the area is no longer a threat to the Marines and to or army troops that they'll start 
imposing discipline. In the meantime, we'll have a short period of chaos." [ABC, Good Morning America, 4/9/03, emphasis

Late 2003: A Few Months? 


McCain Said "We Would Probably Know Within The Next Few Months" If America Won Or Lost In Iraq. During an appearance on 
MSNBC's "Buchanan & Press," McCain was asked what "victory" in Iraq was. McCain said, "I think the next three to six months 
are very critical in this whole scenario because the Iraqi people don't want to go back to Saddam Hussein. They're not crazy. But 
many of them in the Sunni Triangle are losing any confidence that the United States can bring them what their ambitions are all 
about for themselves and their families. So I think we're in a very critical time. And we would probably know within the next few 
months." [MSNBC, "Buchanan & Press," 11/6/03] 


2004: Five Years? 


McCain Said "Listen, My Friend, We're Going To Have To Be There For Five or Six Years." During a February 2004 appearance on 
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MSNBC's "Hardball," McCain discussed the war in Iraq and said, "Listen, my friend, we're going to be there for five or six years. A 
little straight talk. We're going. We're going to have to be there for quite a while." [MSNBC, "Hardball," 2/25/04] 


Early-2005: One Year? 


McCain: "I Would Think That It's Going To Be Another Year To A Year And A Half." During an appearance on CBS's "The Early 
Show," McCain was asked "What is a realistic timetable" regarding the war in Iraq? McCain said, "If I had to guess, I would think 
that it's going to be at least another year to a year and a half, but, hopefully before then we could have our troops out of a lot of 
the areas where they're vulnerable to casualties."

McCain Said Americans Could Be Persuaded To Support The War For 5 to 10 Years. According to the Houston Chronicle , while at 
the opening of the Center for the Intrepid, "McCain said it was important for America to 'accomplish the mission' in Iraq, but said 
he didn't know how long that would take. He said Americans could be persuaded to support the conflict another five to 10 years 
'if we can show progress.'" [ Houston Chronicle. 1/30/07]

I know this is way, way premature, but I also know we're in the season where sometimes things come together quickly, so I wanted to go ahead 
and get my stake in the game now. 

I obviously don't know where the discussions at SEIU today went yet, but Gara and others at the table have mentioned to me that they want to put 
together a major fund (75-1 00 million is the number I heard) for the purpose of helping to pass the President's agenda, and that they would like you 
to oversee that. I think that is an enormously exciting idea, and that you overseeing it would be a huge plus. 

I have already told Valerie and Mike S that I don't want to be considered for the WH staff. What I would want to do is to work with you on this 
outside project. I like being on the outside more than on the inside, and I have good experience and believe I have good instincts for issue campaign 
work. As you remember, I ran the outside campaign against impeachment 1 0 years ago, as well as outside campaigns on some of 
the constitutional amendment battles and on the Sarbanes/Oxley bill. I've been a consultant to several more legislative battles over the years. And, 
of course, have done many issue advocacy campaigns involving advertising, phones, mail, online efforts, etc during election season. 

In the interest of full disclosure, I have 2 caveats, one political, one personal. On the political side of things is that while I have many close friends in 
Obamaland, my sense is that neither Plouffe nor Rahm is an ally. While I don't know that they would object to me, I wouldn't want you to be 
blindsided by bringing me in and then having them pissed at you for it. 

On the personal side of things, my book is coming out in Jan, and I am commited to doing some book touring and other promotional stuff in late Jan, 
Feb, and March. 

I know it may be a while before all this is resolved, but wanted to let you know right away in case things start to move.

The Crowd That Had the Party Should Pick Up the Tab 

You hear a lot these days about how there has to be “shared sacrifice” to revive the economy and get the federal deficit 
under control. 

The fact is that for the last two decades the middle class in America has already done plenty of sacrificing. Now it’s 
time for the gang who had the big economic party — and who caused the economic calamity - to pay the bill. 

The middle class and the poor should not be asked for “more sacrifice” to close the budget deficit. It can be closed 
without making the middle class and poor pick up the tab. 

And it’s time the wealthy Americans begin once again to pay their proportionate share of taxes. At least they ought to 
pay the pre-Bush-tax-cut rates of the 1990s - which, we should remember, was the most prosperous period in human 
history. 

Next time you hear some Wall Street type - or someone from an elite right wing think tank - spout off about the need to 
cut Social Security or Medicare, for instance, here are some facts that will make your blood boil: 

* The average income of senior citizens on Social Security - from all sources - is $18,000. The average Social 
Security benefit is about $14,000 per year; less for women. Not a princely sum - but critical to give many older Americans a 
decent, dignified life in retirement. Doesn’t it even occur to one of the crew from Wall Street who makes millions in 
bonuses, that it might be a little unseemly for him to recommend that people who make $ 1 8,000 a year — who have paid into 
Social Security for decades — should be asked to tighten their belts in order to reassure the “markets” that America has 
begun to get its “entitlement problem” under control. 

When we talk about “tough” decisions, let’s be sure to ask the question: “tough for whom?” 

* For a decade virtually all of the economic growth in America has gone to the top two percent of the 
population. In fact, according to a study from the respected Center on Budget Priorities: 

Two-thirds of the nation ’s total income gains from 2002 to 2007 flowed to the top 1 percent of U.S. households, and that 
top 1 percent held a larger share of income in 2007 than at any other time since 1928, according to an analysis of newly 
released IRS data by economists Thomas Piketty and Emmanuel Saez. [1] 

During those years, the Piketty-Saez data also show, the inflation-adjusted income of the top 1 percent of households 
grew more than ten times faster than the income of the bottom 90 percent of households. 

In fact, in 2006 dollars, the income of the top 1% increased from $337,100 in 1979 to $1.2 million in 2006. That trend 
has continued since. 

In fact, according to the Center on Budget, “During the last economic recovery, from 2001 to 2007, poverty actually 
increased and the median income of working-age households declined, even as income at the top of the income scale 
continued to rise.” 

Middle class real incomes declined five percent during the Bush years. 

* There is general agreement that the recklessness of the wealthiest of the wealthy - big Wall Street CEO’s 
and traders - caused the economic collapse in the fall of 2008 and cost eight million Americans their jobs. But did 

their recklessness leave them destitute? Certainly not. By the spring of 2009, many of precisely the same people who 
caused the economic cataclysm were back at the bonus trough on Wall Street taking home tens of millions from firms that 
had actually been rescued by funds from the taxpayers. And remember that the rescue of the financial sector was made 
possible by the Government that this same gang loves to hate when it comes time to hold them accountable or pay taxes — 
but adores when it’s time to come with a vault-sized tin cup to Washington.

* This same crowd made a fortune on deals that helped outsource American jobs to cheap labor markets around 
the world -- jobs that used to pay millions of middle class Americans their middle class incomes. 

* The Wall Street gang also made a fortune by pumping up the credit bubble - making loans and issuing credit 
cards to middle class families whose incomes were shrinking but who were trying to stay afloat by borrowing more 
and more. Of course since the real buying power of most middle class Americans was stagnant, all of that credit was 
necessary if big corporations were going to increase their domestic sales. That’s the problem with increasing income 
inequality. When each rich person siphons off a bigger and bigger share of the total national economic pie for himself, there 
is no growth left to increase the buying power of those upon whom they depend to be customers. They kill the goose that 
lays the golden egg. 

Credit bubbles work to ameliorate this problem for a while, but at some point the cards come tumbling down. 

* After the onset of the Great Recession, the assets and incomes of the rich certainly took a hit, but now - just 
two years later - they’re back. 

The stock market has rebounded. And recall that 81.2% of all stocks and bonds are owned by the top 10% of the 
population - and a whopping 38.3% by the top 1%. That leaves only 18.8% of stocks and bond ownership to the bottom 
90% of the population, so it should come as no surprise that the rise in the stock market has been welcome news among the 
very rich. 

The New York Times reported last spring that: “Despite calls for restraint from Washington and a chafed public, 
resurgent banks are preparing to pay out bonuses that rival those of the boom years, ” it continued. “The haul, in cash and 
stock, will run into many billions of dollars. ” 

“Industry executives acknowledge that the numbers being tossed around — six-, seven- and even eight-figure sums for 
some chief executives and top producers — will stun the many Americans still hurting from the financial collapse and ensuing 
Great Recession. ” 

“ During the first nine months of 2009, ” the Times reported, “five of the largest banks that received federal aid — 
Citigroup, Bank of America, Goldman Sachs, JPMorgan Chase and Morgan Stanley — together set aside about $90 billion 
for compensation. ” 

Wall Street bonuses for this year are expected to go up. 

* Now the CEO of the average company in the Standard and Poor’s Index makes $10.9 million. That means 
that before lunch , on the first workday of the year, he (sometimes she) has made more than the minimum wage workers in 
his company will make all year . That translates to $5,240 per hour — or about 344 times the pay of the typical American 
worker. 

* Most people would consider a salary of $100,000 per year reasonably good pay. But the average CEO makes 
that much in the first 20 hours of the work year. 

* And that’s nothing compared to some of the Kings of Wall Street. At the time the market crashed, many market 
experts questioned whether the industry could continue to charge such hefty fees. But according to the New York Times: 
“...top hedge fund managers rode the 2009 stock market rally to record gains, with the highest-paid 25 earning a collective 
$25.3 billion. ... Beating the old 2007 high by a wide margin. ... The minimum individual payout on the list was $350 million 
in 2009, a sign of how richly compensated hedge fund managers have remained despite public outrage over the pay packages 
at big banks and brokerage firms.” 

And by the way, the hedge fund managers paid a tax rate on their incomes of only 15% — far lower than the tax rate paid 
by their secretaries. 

About 70% of all capital gains go to 3.5% of the population. 

When you think about it, it’s indefensible that “ordinary income” - the income generated when you work for a living - is 
taxed at up to 35%, and “capital gains” - income generated when your stocks, bonds, or derivatives appreciate - is taxed at 
15%. 


It makes no sense at all that the marginal income of a middle manager who makes $50,000 a year is taxed at 25%, while 
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the income of a wealthy person who spends his time on the French Riviera “day trading” on the stock market is taxed at 
15%. 

* According to last Wednesday’s New York Post. “Shares of Tiffany hit an all-time high yesterday after the upscale 
jeweler reported a better-than-expected quarterly profit and gave an upbeat holiday outlook. ... Demand has been strongest 
among Tiffany's wealthiest customers, who drove "double-digit" percentage gains in sales of items priced above $500, the 
company said.” 

So next time someone tells you about how the middle class needs to tighten its belt to close the budget deficit, remind 
them of the CEO who just spent $4,000 for a blouse on Rodeo Drive in Beverly Hills. 

Or you might mention Steve Schwarzman, the tycoon who spent $5 million on his 60 l1 ' birthday party. 

Ask him to empathize with the difficulties of the Wall Street trader who takes his family on a weekend ski vacation in his 
Gulfstream V jet that runs him $5,200 per hour to operate - or just $20,400 for a quick round trip to Aspen. Elope he 
doesn’t forget to pick up a $1,830 pair of Berluti shoes when he takes a shopping break. 

And of course there are John and Cindy McCain, whose eight homes became an issue in his ill-fated Presidential race. 

What do you think? Is it fairer to provide another $700 billion in tax cuts for the rich — or should we eliminate 
unemployment compensation, as the Republicans propose? 

From the economic point of view the case is clear. According to the Department of Labor, extending unemployment 
insurance creates spending of about $5 billion per month and boosts the GDP almost twice that, by almost $10 billion a 
month. And if unemployment insurance disappears, we will lose 900,000 more jobs. According to Marc Zandi, John 
McCain’s economic adviser during the last Presidential campaign, the money spent on the tax cuts will return to the 
economy only about twenty nine cents on every dollar spent. 

But economics isn’t the only reason why we should extend unemployment and drop more tax breaks for the rich. The 
main reason is simple: more tax cuts for the rich while ending unemployment insurance is just plain wrong.

Subject: True Wisdom From West Bank Palestinians 



Editor's note: Sami Awad's statement below provides an immediate and clear answer to 
those who think that there are no Palestinians with whom Israelis could work to build the 
preconditions for peace between Israel and Palestine. 

Awad’s endorsement of Tikkun' s book Embracing Israel/Palestine (available for kindle at 
Amazon.com and in hard copy from tikkun.org/eip ) was rooted in the perspective he 
now outlines below — he shares our view that there is no possibility of peace until there is 
a fundamental transformation of consciousness and a healing of the post-traumatic 
stress disorder that afflicts many on all sides of this conflict. 

Sadly, many of the good-hearted organizations that have funded Israeli and Palestinian 
organizations and institutions that are doing good but very limited and narrowly focused 
reconciliation work have never fully grasped the need for a full-scale societal-wide 
consciousness-changing effort like that called for by Tikkun and by the Holy Land Trust 
Foundation. 

Such an effort has to operate at every level — pro-peace television, radio and print 
media, a political party that talks about love and generosity toward each side, a religious 
movement in each camp that is unequivocal in its affirmation of the humanity and needs 
of "the Other," a campaign at every level to influence mass psychology, and the building 
of peace-oriented educational institutions and yeshivot from grammar and high school to 
universities in both Israel and Palestine. The right has worked at this kind of 
consciousness changing for the past forty-seven years, while the pro-peace forces have 
developed neither the strategy nor the funding base for this kind of campaign. 

Until this happens, expect the hatred and fear that have been the key to the Right's 
success to continue to shape the way most people on each side of the conflict see "the 
Other" and thus to marginalize those who call for the nonviolence and embracing of the 
Other that our Torah calls for. Sami Awad boldly affirms his commitment to nonviolence 
even in the midst of the recent assaults by Israel. It is amazing that a Palestinian people 
so deeply hurting could produce a leader like Awad!

Entrapped in a Cycle of Hatred and the Way Out 

A Statement from Sami Awad in Bethlehem and Other Palestinians Committed to 
Nonviolence 

Fear, anger, hatred, demonizing, and dehumanization have for decades been boiling 
like hot lava in the belly of the Holy Land. This lava has been concealed and restrained 
from full eruption by a thin layer of illusions made by the political elite in both the 
Palestinian and Israeli communities. We have been told year after year that that our 
conflict is mostly a political conflict between two nation-states and that all that is needed 
is to reach a political agreement through a diplomatic mechanism referred to as a “peace 
process.” Once an agreement is reached, two independent states will be established 
and peace will prevail. 

This illusion not only concealed the underlyinq issues mentioned above but also 
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concealed the power dynamics of the conflict by presenting it as a symmetrical one. 

Even referring to it as a “peace process” (a process of peacemaking between two equal 
parties) negated the reality of what was happening on the ground. The world began to 
ignore the fact that there is a stronger power that controls everything it wants to control 
and a weaker one that is only allowed access to what is granted by the stronger. The 
world forgot that every individual who lives in the Holy Land has to adhere to laws 
issued by the State of Israel and within that there are two different sets of laws: one for 
Israeli citizens (civil laws) and one for non-Israeli Palestinians (Israeli military orders and 
regulations). The world also forgot that there is something called the “occupation” in this 
conflict, which means there is an occupier and an occupied and this practically 
translates into land confiscation; detention of individuals without trial, uneven distribution 
of water, denial of self-determination, restrictions on freedom to movement, denial of 
freedom to worship, etc. 

The political rhetoric of “peace making” remained on the surface but was limited from 
progress within Israeli society through the calculated infusion of that lava (fear, hatred, 
anger, demonizing, etc) by the establishment itself. The occupation was justified, the 
denial of human rights was neglected, and the recognition of Palestinian historic wounds 
and/or fighting for Palestinian rights became treason. Through indoctrination and public 
responses to Palestinian actions (violent or not) “security” became for the most part the 
only language spoken. Mistrust, fear, demonizing, and hatred became the mechanisms 
to lead Israeli public opinion and discourse. 

Within the Palestinian community, the political elite continued to insist on the negotiated 
process as the “only way” to attain Palestinian rights; the Palestinian public began to 
perceive this as continuous compromise by the victim to the victimizer. At the same time 
focus by most political leaders was on fighting over leadership of the Palestinian 
Authority or maintaining it rather than putting everything on line for resisting and ending 
the occupation (despite the rhetoric). The repeated failures of the peace negotiations 
made the community lose its trust and the occupation itself continued to deepen its roots 
and aggression. All this led to greater infusion of the lava (fear, hatred, mistrust, etc.) in 
Palestinian discourse. Of course we cannot ignore voices that also perpetuated hatred, 
revenge, and retaliation toward the other. 

The recent violence has once and for all shattered all illusions. The volcano has erupted 
exposing the reality that many have denied and did not want to acknowledge let alone 
confront. The reason why we have not been able to reach a “political peace agreement” 
in over two decades of negotiations and over sixty years of conflict — and may never 
reach it — is due to the continuous, systemic process of building, indoctrinating, 
manipulating and multiplying fear and hatred, as well as inciting a sense of superiority, 
racism, victimization, demonization, and dehumanization of the other. 

The sad reality is that it is far easier to motivate people by fear and hatred than by 
peace, compassion, and love. We have history (selective or not), that we can refer to 
that proves that the other is to be feared, mistrusted, hated, and even retaliated 
against — but when it comes to peace, respect, equality, etc., we have very little to show 
regarding the intentions and actions of the other. Worse, we have lots of rhetoric that 
has not only abused, but has even deformed these words and their meaning. 
Palestinians and Israelis, for the most part, have now fallen into an uncontrolled 
downward spiral of hatred towards the other. 

As the volcano erupts, it is upsetting and angering to see what is happening in this land, 
especially to our own beloved community and families in the Gaza Strip who are facing 
the brunt of it all. There is no doubt that we must all stand strong against the killing of 
any human being, despite his or her identity, wherever they live, whatever their 
affiliation, or even their past actions. 

We can easily and justifiably go into blaming, complaining and analyzing: "Who started it 
and who is responsible," but there are other options. 

First: all acts of violence and aggression must cease, as well as the 
language of incitement and hatred used by the political, religious, 
and economic elite as well as the media (locally and internationally). 
Peace, security, and freedom will never come from killing or 
terrorizing others. No matter how just a cause might be, violence 
undermines it. 

Second: Leaders (no matter what party they represent, what nation they belong 
to, and what ideology or religion they adhere to) must acknowledge their failure 
to bringing any sense of peace to the land or to its people (even their own). If 
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they were true leaders — with courage and vision — they would repent publicly, to 
their peoples and then to others for having failed all these years and decades. 

Third: Civil society organizations need to acknowledge our own entrapment in 
the “political illusions” and thus our inability to create any real change at the 
grassroots level. For years, millions of dollars have been spent in programs, 
training, and activities that have barely scratched the surface. We have 
convinced ourselves that we have been creating change by highlighting the few 
(but limited) activities that take place but have never reached (for whatever 
reason) the masses on both sides who continue to be swayed by the language 
of victimization, hatred, and fear. Grassroots organizations now need to develop 
programs to address these issues — rather than looking into “political solutions” 
only. Politicians need to follow their communities and not the other way around. 

Fourth: It is time for a nonviolent movement to emerge that transcends political 
processes and illusions: a movement of Palestinians and Israelis as communities 
addressing all aspects of injustice in this land; to work together in building a new 
vision and model for what peace, justice and equality mean in the Holy Land 
(socially, economically, environmentally, spiritually) and link it with a strategy that 
breaks down all the physical and psychological barriers that perpetuate hatred, 
anger and thus separation and violence — even if the removal of such barriers 
challenges the core political assumptions and ideological beliefs we carry and 
whose existence we think we need for our own survival. 

Finally: a core component of the movement will need to focus on working 
internally and separately within each community in order to create the space for 
healing and transformation: to address the challenges from within. Peace work 
is not what happens between two as much as what happens within one. 

This is a call to action, a call to create a new paradigm in understanding and addressing 
the challenges facing the communities of the Holy Land, from within and in relation to 
others. It is a call for a new leadership to emerge that breaks ties with old patterns, 
assumptions and expectations, and creates new and viable alternatives and models that 
bring true peace, justice, dignity, and equality to all. 

Holy Land Trust stands committed to such a vision. Even in the midst of violent atrocities 
and incitement to hatred. The peace we seek is not about political solutions and 
frameworks; it is not about compromising for the sake of agreement; it is not seeking the 
peace that neglects to address the core issues and challenges of the oppression and 
the suppression of communities based on their ethnic, religious or national background. 

It is that peace whereby all the rights of all the communities of this land are recognized 
and honored as being equal and respected despite whatever political framework is 
created.

McCain’s gaffe confusing Shia and Sunni in Iraq is perhaps his most notable foreign travel experience of the campaign 
thus far. This week, McCain attempted to trump that by sliding into the news coverage of US hostages being released in 
Colombia just after he’d left. Trouble is that for John McCain, this trip, the release of hostages and what John McCain knew, 
could cause him more trouble than his infamous trip to Iraq. Couple that with questions about how he conducted himself on 
his trip to Canada, and it looks like the guy who wants to be diplomat-in-chief may be rather. . .undiplomatic. 

Just as John McCain was wheels up from Cartagena earlier this week, three US hostages were freed by the FARC after 
years in captivity. Good news, most certainly. However, at issue now is what John McCain knew, when he knew it, and 
whether or not he should have known it at all. 

John McCain took the trip south — billed as official Congressional travel— with his two colleagues Joe Lieberman and Lindsey 
Graham. It’s been reported that prior to the trip, John McCain spoke to Colombian President Alvaro Uribe at around 4pm 
and Uribe gave him some highlights of the operation to spring the hostages. When the Senators had dinner with Uribe that 
night, they were briefed on the operation but none revealed it because they said it was “classified.” 

When McCain was asked about the operation once the hostages were freed, he revealed the fact that he’d been briefed, and 
praised the operation. 

Here’s the problem, there’s a law known as the Logan Act that reads: 

"Any citizen of the United States, wherever he may be, who, without authority of the United States, directly or indirectly 
commences or carries on any correspondence or intercourse with any foreign government or any officer or agent thereof, in 
relation to any disputes or controversies with the United States, or to defeat the measures of the United States, shall be fined 
under this title or imprisoned not more than three years, or both." 

The conversation with Uribe definitely qualifies as "correspondence or intercourse" and we have a "controversy" with the 
Colombian government because the United States has been on their back for years to get these hostages freed. To be sure, 
the trip itself was cleared by the US government, but that's different from State expressly allowing McCain to have a direct 
"classified” conversation with President Uribe about an ongoing controversy. If McCain was going to have private 
conversations with a foreign leader, the conversation itself would have to be cleared. 

John McCain’s conversation with Uribe raises some serious questions that make more investigation necessary. Namely: 

• Was John McCain's conversation with Uribe classified? 

• Did McCain have prior approval for this conversation? 

• Did McCain's staff (or that of Liebermann's or Graham's) clear the content of the conversation with Uribe through the State 
Department? 

• Once McCain knew this information, did he— in good faith — make that information known to the State Department? 

When asked about it, McCain’s aide reportedly said: 

"I don't think that there is an established protocol" for such briefings, said a McCain aide, speaking on the condition of 
anonymity. " 'Protocol' is not a word I would associate with this." 

Perhaps there isn’t protocol, but there are laws. And for someone who wants to have the top job of enforcing them, voters 
deserve to know the due diligence he did on this trip to ensure that he upheld the same laws that govern our diplomats. 

Questions are also circulating about McCain’s recent trip to Canada . It too was billed as not being political but rather 
Senatorial. Therefore, he needs to act like a senator, and not as a presidential candidate. This is because according to the 
Hatch Act. US government resources and personnel cannot be used in support of political purposes. As the principal on 
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the trip, McCain would have to adhere to these rules, and save the conversation about his campaign for his own plane, at his 
own events, and not those done on the taxpayer dime. However, in his remarks while in Canada, McCain repeatedly referred 
to his presidential campaign including in the trip’s headline speech. 

Diplomatic work by senators — be they running for President or not — is important. That said, it’s also important that 
Senators set aside their own political interests while doing these trips, and pursue the facts tax payers have paid for them to 
go find. At very least, John McCain needs to be transparent about the steps taken by his staff to ensure that he’s following 
both the spirit and the letter of the law when it comes to these trips. 

UPDATE: At writing, the general welcoming the hostages back to the United States and briefing on their care in a live press 
conference reveals that he found out yesterday from officials in Colombia about this operation. So. ..did John McCain know 
before the US government?

The publication of an invitation that Koch Industries sent to top conservatives for a private strategy session in January lifted the 
curtain, however slightly, on the deep-pocketed funders betting on the Republican Party's re-emergence. 

Among the list of invitees were think-tank types, private equity titans, energy conglomerates, and media personalities — all 
partaking in a forum "to counter the most severe threats facing our free society and outline a vision of how we can foster a 
renewal of American free enterprise and prosperity." 

But exactly how deep are their pockets? The good-government group Campaign Money Watch ran the names of < http:// 
thinkprogress.org/2010/10/20/beck-koch-chamber-meeting/> those who attended Koch Industries' most recent gathering in June 
2010 and found that they have contributed at least $35 million to federal candidates, parties, and political committees over the 
past 20 years. 

Coming from a pool of roughly 210 attendees, the total is still a remarkable figure (only 36 on the list had no record of donating). 
That said, more than $15 million of the $35 million came from just ten attendees. Not all of the money went to Republicans. The 
Koch brothers, for instance, have given a small portion of their political donations to Democrats. But a vast majority was 
directed at the GOP. And in releasing its finding, Campaign Money Watch makes the assertion — not illogically — that Koch 
Industries and its guests are likely aiding some of the anonymous ad campaigns that are dominating the current electoral cycle. 

"If you want to know the secret donors behind the corporate front groups flooding our elections this year, look no further," said 
David Donnelly, director of Campaign Money Watch. "They may try to skulk around the shadows during this election season, but 
they are far from unknown to Republican candidates and party committees."

The Post database includes publicly reported donors to Bill Clinton’s 1 974 congressional campaign, his 1 992 and 1 996 presidential 
campaigns and nominating conventions, the Democratic National Committee while he was running for the White House, a 1 998 legal 
defense fund, Hillary Clinton’s 2000 and 2006 Senate runs, her 2008 and 2016 presidential campaigns and the three super PACs set up to 
support her current White House bid. The database does not included donors who gave $200 or less, whose names are not required to 
be disclosed.

Demonstators Assaulted in Tel Aviv After Protesting the Gazan War 

Editor's note: this is a communication we got from Tel Aviv last Friday evening. 

It happened after the demonstration -the biggest in Tel Aviv against the war yet, estimates of over 
6,000 demonstrators- had mostly dispersed. The now-familiar group of right-wing demonstrators 
had worked themselves up into a frenzy throughout the speeches by left-wing Knesset Members 
and bereaved parents and chants to end the war, end the siege, end the occupation, end the 
violence. They were screaming: “Traitors!” “Death to Arabs and Leftists!” “You all get fucked in 
the ass!” The usual. The two demonstrations had been tightly cordoned off by the police, though.

A large number of us were walking away, in a cluster, for safety’s sake, and then suddenly, 
there’s yelling, screaming, pushing. I don’t know how it started, but I do know that I looked over 
to see the rightists begin hitting people on the heads with their flag poles, blue and white flags 
crashing down. I rush over to try to calm things, speaking in an easy tone, making eye contact, 
and it seems to work with a few of the guys, who hesitate as they look at me. And then: 

Ffffsssst. 

And my eyes are burning. 

I blink rapidly. Could this be tear gas? No. My throat feels clear. But my eyes are stinging and 
fuzzy. I ask a bearded man next to me, also blinking and tearing up, what happened, and he 
says: “Pepper spray.” I don’t know if it was the right-wingers or undercover police. Next thing I do 
know is that I look up to see another demonstrator hit over the head with a aluminum crutch- 
and then blood starts pouring out, and everything seems more serious and scary. 
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Some activists -a few who I recognized as anarchists experienced at dealing with violence- ask 
everyone to stay together, and we walk away quickly, as a group. After a block or 
two, Kobi asks me to take a few others off to the left, so five of us branch off, and the rest of the 
group begins to disperse in different directions. We walk, alternating between shocked laughter 
and silence, my eyes still fuzzy but the pain dulling. A group of about six guys- a few wearing 
kippahs, all seeming to be Mizrahi/Jews of Middle Eastern descent (a devastating element of 
these clashes is the race breakdown, with many of the leftists being Ashkenazi/white, and many 
of the rightists being Mizrahi. My friend, Daria , who is leftist and Mizrahi said that at another 
demo, she wore a shirt with some phrase about being Moroccan, and folks on both sides of the 
barrier seemed terribly confused) saw us, recognized something or someone, and started yelling 
“You all get fucked in the ass!” “Fuck you all!” “We should kill you, traitors.” We kept our eyes 
down, did not respond, and they walked onwards. 

Then we got a drink -because we needed to process and because most of Tel Aviv seemed to be 
bopping along as usual, drinking, chatting, flags flupping, et cetera- and then went home. 

And the demonstration? 

The demonstration was good, considering. It was big, it was somber, it took itself seriously. The 
crowd was by far the biggest since the beginning of this recent violence, and it looked like people 
were trickling in all night. Here were a few of my tweet-observations: 
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And that is all for tonight. Facebook and twitter report of more demonstrators injured, which is 
horrible but also really not the story, just the subplot. Gaza. All of the people there. I can’t 
imagine. I am wired and alert with sadness; it is 1 :00 in the morning. Please, enough. 


HUMANIZE PALESTINE

The holiday at the end of Ramada brings mixed feelings and we could sense 
this here in Bethlehem on the faces of our Muslim neighbors, friends and 
colleagues. They tell us of their sadness at the massacres of whole 
families but they also tell proudly of resistance, persistence, resilience, 
self help and help to other. It is still a month of blessings. I was at the 
bank of Palestine on Saturday and saw lines of people sending money to 
colleagues and friends in Gaza. We had cloth and food drives. Convoys 
bringing medical aid are finally being allowed to enter even as 150 bodies 
were pulled from under the rubble in one neighborhood alone. Israeli 
soldiers speak to Haaretz of large scale destruction of civilian 
neighborhoods in Gaza and surprise and fear at the resistance fighters. 

Most people understand that Gaza is a big crowded prison that is being 
subjected to a most ruthless occupation that destroyed its economy and 
means of livelihood. Yet, some Zionists want to convince people that 
somehow resistance should not come from within this population! But there 
are no winners in the latest conflict started by Israel even though both 
resistance forces and Israel claim victory. Israel can claim victory by 
destroying so many neighborhoods, killing nearly a thousand civilians (very 
few resistance fighters). This they hope will teach a lesson not to resist.

But 
then the Egyptian army took over and within just a few days, the new regime 
destroyed the tunnel economy between Gaza and the Sinai Peninsula, which 
was crucial for Hamas.

Regulatory Rollback Is Wrong for Financial Markets 

Complaints about illiquidity are prompting talk about reforms that are simplistic 
and even dangerous.

For months everyone in financial markets has been talking about liquidity. Some say regulation has killed it, and the answer is to roll 
back financial reform. The reality is not so simple, and that prescription is dangerous. The marketplace is rapidly evolving. We must 
address future challenges without rekindling crises of the past. 


Are our financial markets liquid? Primary markets — where companies issue securities to start, operate and grow — are functioning 
exceptionally well. Through six years of economic expansion, companies have raised record amounts of capital. By some measures, 
many secondary markets are also operating well.

However, market participants report difficulty in executing large orders across various asset classes. And there are concerns over 
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whether the growing ownership of corporate bonds by mutual funds could overwhelm market capacity if there were a sudden wave 
of redemptions. Moreover, the “flash rally” last Oct. 15 in U.S. Treasurys, our deepest and most liquid market, saw yields drop 
dramatically and snap back within minutes, with no clear catalyst. 

At the Treasury Department, we have been undertaking a comprehensive review of market structure and liquidity, consulting with a 
wide array of policy makers, market participants and academics. While we may come to the issue with different perspectives, we 
share a goal of well- functioning markets that promote stable economic growth. And everyone agrees that the marketplace is 
undergoing fundamental changes that need to be closely monitored and better understood. 

First, we are emerging from a period of historically low interest rates and low volatility. As conditions normalize, an increase in 
volatility should be expected. Price movements, even significant ones, in response to changes in economic and policy outlooks are 
not necessarily a result of illiquidity. 

Second, this cyclical change is taking place against a backdrop of longer-term shifts in market structure and the types of 
intermediaries who match buyers and sellers. Both the playing field and the players have changed. Markets increasingly operate on 
electronic platforms, and nontraditional intermediaries, such as high-frequency traders, are playing a far greater role and driving 
markets toward smaller trade sizes. 

These technology-driven trends stretch back to the 1990s, starting in equities and then spreading to futures, foreign exchange, and 
other markets. For example, high-frequency trading now accounts for a majority of volume on the primary venues for trading 
Treasury securities. Meanwhile, many of the banks and broker dealers who sustained large trading losses in the crisis are scaling 
back, with some exiting certain markets altogether. 

Third, these traditional players are reinventing their business models for many reasons, including shareholder demands, risk 
appetite, competitive pressures and the effects of technology, as well as the new rules of the road. Much-needed financial reform has 
reduced leverage in the system and forced traditional intennediaries to rely on more stable funding. Critics of regulation often cite the 
lower level of securities held in inventory today by the largest financial institutions as evidence that reforms have damaged market 
liquidity. Before reform, the argument goes, these stockpiles served as shock absorbers, cushioning investors from losses. 

But that is doubtful. While research on the topic is ongoing, a study by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York examined 
institution-by-institution adjustments in dealer inventories during the 2013 “taper tantrum” in response to Fed discussions of 
monetary policy and found that these adjustments were unrelated to regulatory constraints. Moreover, precrisis liquidity, built on 
excessive leverage and unstable funding, turned out to be available in good times but not in bad. During the crisis, those inventories 
did little to prevent financial markets or the broader economy from freezing up. 

Our efforts to reform the financial sector have made the system far safer and more resilient. Flowever, we cannot become complacent 
about potential sources of future stress. Our work to create a healthier financial system must continue and reflect the realities of the 
evolving marketplace. To this end, we are releasing an interagency report on the events of last October that highlights the evolution 
in the structure of the market for Treasury securities and will allow us to have a more substantive, and less speculative, discussion of 
a complex set of events and issues. 

It is neither possible nor prudent to return to practices that were prevalent prior to the crisis. Our focus, in both the private and 
public sectors, should be on adapting to the dynamics of the new marketplace, not on returning to a past whose rules can’t 
reasonably apply to us now. We must not forget that only a financial system strong enough to withstand a major financial shock is 
capable of promoting sustainable economic growth.

It is obvious to many Americans who believe strongly in our Constitutional values that the Republican attempt to use the 
“New York Mosque” as an electoral issue is a direct assault on the constitutional protection for freedom of religion — one of 
the most fundamental principles that lie at the foundation of our country. 

It is also obvious that this is yet one more in a string of attempts by mainstream Republican leaders to win elections by 
dividing Americans against each other. The attack on Democrats who support the right of Muslim Americans to build a 
place of worship two blocks from Ground Zero in New York lies squarely in the tradition of the Republican “southern 
strategy” that fanned the fires of racial resentment and scapegoated black “welfare queens.” And of course it’s hot on the 
heels of Republican attempts to whip up fear of gay Americans and their right to marry, or depicting Latino Americans as 
encouraging pregnant Hispanic mothers to sneak across the border in order to “drop anchor babies” to guarantee American 
citizenship. 

Present-era Republicans have completely abandoned the principles of Abraham Lincoln and the founders of their Party. 
They live instead in the shadow of Strom Thurmond and Jim DeMint. 

But what is not so obvious is that every time a Republican “leader” attacks the notion that a Muslim Mosque should be 
built two blocks from ground zero, they are endangering Americans’ national security. 

Perhaps they haven’t noticed that America is still involved — at one level or the other - in two ground wars in Muslim 
countries that General Petraeus has correctly defined as battles for the hearts and minds of their Muslim citizens. Perhaps 
they forget the long struggle to prevent young Muslim men and women from becoming suicide bombers and fundamentalist 
extremists that endanger our country. 

Every time one of them attacks mainstream Islam in the United States by saying that it would defile “sacred ground” for 
Muslims to build a house of worship near Ground Zero, they legitimate the claims of Osama Bin Laden to young 
impressionable Muslims across the world. 

What do they think Muslims around the world hear when they say it would “defile sacred ground” for them to worship 
within two blocks of a sacred American site? They hear contempt and disrespect. 

Former Republican Speaker Newt Gingrich said, “you know, Nazi’s don't have the right to put up a sign next to the 
Holocaust Museum in Washington.... There's no reason for us to accept a mosque next to the World Trade Center." 

One big difference: all Muslims did not attack the United States that September day. A small group of radical Muslim 
terrorists attacked the United States.

And it doesn’t matter that this is a fabricated issue. There is already a Mosque four blocks from Ground Zero. Does it 
defile sacred ground more to have a new one two blocks from Ground Zero? How absurd. 

It doesn’t even matter that over the long haul the Republican strategy of insulting and writing off an ever-growing list of 
minorities will eventually consign the Party to electoral irrelevancy. After a while, once you’ve written off enough minorities, 
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The bottom line is this: the Republicans who want to use this issue - and fear of Muslims in general - in order to get 
votes are betraying America’s national interest for their personal short-term political gain. Let me put it as delicately as I can: 
they are pond scum. 

If there were not already enough reasons for everyone to go vote in November, we cannot allow the Republican attempts 
to sow fear and divide America to be successful.

As the fight to remove the Confederate flag from the state House grounds in South Carolina heats up, 
politicians are weighing in on the debate. 

Republican Sen. Lindsey Graham defended displaying the flag, while former presidential candidate Mitt 
Romney called for its removal. Carly Fiorina called it a “symbol of racial hatred,” but stopped short of 
saying it should be removed.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS: 

SECTION 1. (a) The official state flag shall be a rectangle of red on 

which is placed a large white diamond bordered by a wide band of blue on which 
are twenty-five (25) white stars. Across the diamond shall be the word 
"ARKANSAS" and four (4) blue stars, one (1) above and three (3) below the word 
"ARKANSAS". The star above the word "ARKANSAS’ shall be below the upper 
corner of the diamond. The three (3) stars below the word "ARKANSAS" shall be 
placed so that one (1) star shall be above the lower corner of the diamond, 
and two (2) stars shall be placed symmetrically, parallel above and to the 
right and left of the star in the lower corner of the diamond. 

(b) The three (3) stars so placed are designed to represent the three 
(3) nations, France, Spain and the United States, which have successively 
exercised dominion over Arkansas. They also indicate that it was the third 
state carved out of the Louisiana Purchase. Of these three (3) stars, the 
twin stars parallel with each other typify that Arkansas and Michigan are twin 
states, having been admitted to the Union together on June 15, 1836. The 
twenty-five (25) white stars on the band a^ii-the

When the Confederate flag issue arose in the 2000 election, Matt Drudge reported that then-President 
Bill Clinton’s spokesman Joe Lockhart was asked about the issue. Lockhart told reporters, “I’ve just 
never heard any discussion or any objections that the president has raised. 

In 2000, Drudge reported Vice President and Democratic nominee Al Gore as accusing then-Texas 
Gov. George W. Bush of refusing to take a stand on the Confederate flag issue, which then was flying 
over the capital dome in South Carolina.

The Gore campaign over the weekend repeatedly refused to comment on the vice president’s silence 
when it comes to the flag flying over the Arkansas State House! 

“The vice president will not be commenting on the Arkansas flag,” a campaign rep told the DRUDGE

When a Clinton 'Ally' Isn't an Ally At All 

February 18, 2015 There are Clinton "insiders" and Clinton "allies." Clinton "loyalists" and Clinton 
"confidantes." People "familiar with Clinton's thinking" or "in Clinton's orbit." 

No doubt, Washington is filled with Democrats who have worked for, advised, donated money to, or 
rubbed elbows with Hillary or Bill Clinton over the duo's three decades in politics. But as the former 
secretary of State prepares a 2016 campaign, these "allies" are posing a problem for Clinton's real 
team. 

Ever eager to voice opinions on everything from the timeline of Clinton's announcement to her 2016 
message to how her "hipster black- rimmed glasses" fit with the optics of a Brooklyn-based operation, 
self-labeled advisors are going rogue. And by freelancing, they're taking the Clinton story out of 
Clinton's hands, even as she tries to build a team that's more leak-proof and less willing to air dirty 
laundry than in 2008. 
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"There are three parties to this equation: we're one, the source is two, and the media is three. And 
arguably we have the least amount of influence on any of this," said longtime Clinton aide Philippe 
Reines. He conceded, though, that there's no real way for her team to control it: "We just have to sit 
back. We just have to grin and bear it." 

The issue is singularly frustrating for people who work and have worked in Clinton's press operation 
and dealt with the issue first-hand— enough so that several of whom, like Reines, were willing to give 
rare on-the-record interviews for this story.

"This is a constant problem," said Howard Wolfson, who served as Clinton's communications 
director in 2008. "There is an enormous number of people who have had, or claim to have had, an 
association with the Clintons over the years— and many of them claim to have some degree of 
knowledge of her plans or activities that they don't in fact have." 

Unlike on the Republican side, where a crowded field makes candidates and their staffs happy to dish 
to reporters about big hires, early-state plans, and behind-the-scenes machinations, movements to 
and within Clinton's growing operation are closely held. Indeed, Republicans have used a running 
tally of the "no comment" responses from the Clinton camp to paint the former senator and first lady 
as out-of-touch— "OFF THE RECORD: no comment," read the headline on one recent Clinton-related 
release from the Republican National Committee. 

So with Clinton's staff keeping public comments to a minimum, the quasi-"insiders" largely have the 
floor to themselves. 

Certainly, former staffers eagerly offering up their own takes or speculation isn't unique to Clinton, 
but for her it's magnified by the amount of time she and her husband have spent in the public eye. 
There are decades' worth of former staffers to contend with: there are the Arkansas people, the 
Clinton White House advisers, New York Senate staffers, 2008 campaign aides, Clinton Foundation 
associates, and State Department aides, among others. 

Asked how the campaign could get a handle on all the anonymous outside chatter, Reines placed 
much of the blame back on the media for being willing to grant anonymity to sources who don't know 
what they're talking about. Unless the unnamed "advisers" stop talking to reporters, or reporters 
stop quoting them, Reines added, there's no way to get the issue under control. 

"What gets lost is there are no consequences for [the source or the media] when they're wrong— there 
just aren't," he said. "If you were to go back and look at the last three, four, five, six months of 
coverage about Secretary Clinton, you're going to see certain reporters who cover her closely whose 
accuracy rate is less than 50/50." 

Any reporter covering the Clinton beat knows it's tough to navigate the sphere known as 

Clintonworld. A source who offers up good information for one story might be totally wrong on 

another, and most Democrats are understandably squeamish about talking on the record about 

anything Clinton-related because nearly all of them are hoping for jobs with her. (More than a dozen 

people contacted for this piece said they were happy to discuss it— but only on background.)

The thing is, a Clinton "ally" could be anyone: a top donor or former staffer in the know, sure, but 
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also a Democratic strategist on the outside who is just sharing an opinion, wants to feel important, or 
is hoping to settle a score. What's more, it's far harder for the campaign to chastise someone for 
saying things they shouldn't— or stop telling that person privileged information— if they're quoted 
anonymously and you don't know for sure who said what. 

"Any time someone actually says their name and publishes a quote, it's easy for the campaign to call 
them up and say, 'Please don't do that anymore,"' said Michael Trujillo, who served as a senior staffer 
for Clinton's 2008 campaign in California, Texas and North Carolina. But with anonymous quotes, 
you don't know where they're coming from. 

(Reines warned it's not difficult to figure out: "It's not like you read something and say, 'Oh my gosh, 
that could have been 97 people.' You tend to know. Not too percent of the time, but ... I think 
sources would probably shrivel up if they knew that when these things happen, there's usually a four- 
minute conversation about, 'Oh, that was probably X ... I think people would be mortified. I don't 
think they realize how much that happens.") 

Mike McCurry, Bill Clinton's White House press secretary in the 1990s, also pegged the problem not 
to the campaign but to reporters who "hyperventilate" about 2016. "I love Mrs. Clinton and hope she 
decides what is best for her. But anyone that would quote me 'on background' would be misleading 
their audience because I have no real idea what they are thinking," he wrote via email. "I believe 75% 
(conservatively) of what I read about the political strategy inside the Clinton camp is from people 
who want to be in the 'inside circle' but probably aren't." 

The dynamic in 2008 is just a preview of what the chattering "allies" will be like this time around. 
Trujillo said more than once he and his team were stunned at news reports about Clinton's plans in 
each of those states— which often had sources who were in direct contradiction with what was 
actually happening inside the campaign. 

"To read that in the paper and know it was the complete opposite ... it's never helpful, it's never asked 
for," said Trujillo, now a Los Angeles-based senior adviser for Ready for Hillary. "You're not being 
helpful by pontificating on what she is or isn't going to do." 

So what's the eventual Clinton campaign to do? No one reached for this story had a good answer. 
Some suggested the outside "allies" would be given less status once it's clear who's actually involved 
in the campaign and who isn't. Others said John Podesta, the expected campaign chairman, might be 
able to instill order among the older generations of Clinton loyalists, many of whom he's worked with 
in the past. 

Ben LaBolt, the press secretary for the Obama 2012 campaign, said the eventual Clinton campaign 
needs to make it very clear to reporters who's actually on the campaign and in the know— and who 
isn't. 

"Campaigns should bend over backwards to limit the number of people that speak officially for the 
campaign and to make sure the media understands exactly who serves on that team," he wrote in an 
email. "Otherwise, you're forced to apologize for, correct or condemn statements by people who 
don't actually have anything to do with the campaign." 

But sometimes, Wolfson said, the 2008 staff took a step back and just laughed about who some 
anonymous sources could have been. "In the '08 campaign, we used to laugh and say, 'Okay, that was 
the shoe-shine guy.' 'That was the guy who ran the sandwich shop down the street,"' he said. "There 
was, in my experience, a very elastic and loose definition of who constitutes a 'Clinton loyalist,' 
'Clinton insider,' 'Clinton confidante.'" 

The reporting and speculation about her intentions and campaign plans, Reines said, often baffle 
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even Clinton herself: "When you're talking to the person whose life is being written about and they're 
like, 'Where do they get this stuff?' It's really sobering."

Following up on your letter to me I have been working with the staff at the Clinton Centre in Enniskillen 
to advance their Kosovo/Northern Ireland program. The program has the potential to provide both 
therapy and research on the subject of post traumatic stress in youth populations of post-conflict 
areas. The Kosovo youth have been to the Clinton Centre for psychological and skill training and to 
interact with their counterparts in Northern Ireland. I spoke with the Director of the Post Traumatic 
Stress division of the American Psychiatric Association and they are interested in holding their annual 
meeting at the Clinton Centre and doing some research there. 

The Centre has submitted a Commitment to the Clinton Global Initiative. Being part of CGI would 
provide a network for the Clinton Centre and an opportunity to cooperate with other CGI programs 
that overlap with the Kosovo work.

We would like to raise money for the current programs and 
also establish an endowment to sustain the program in perpetuity. 

We are seeking your approval to raise money in support of the Clinton Centre. We will put 
safeguards in place to guarantee the highest ethical standards. I will form a Committee of those who 
worked on the Irish issue with you, people such as Tom Quinn, Niall O'Dowd, Mary Beth Cahill, Brian 
O'Dwyer, Jim Lyons and others. We will submit all funding requests to the Clinton Foundation for 
approval before application. Both the International Fund for Ireland and the American Ireland Fund 
have offered to do the accounting for the Friends of the Clinton Centre and they would submit 
quarterly reports to the Clinton Foundation on the status of the programs and the financial 
accounting.

Six weeks after it began, Hillary Clinton’s “Hard Choices” tour rolls on, stopping this week in California for discussions hosted by Facebook and 
Twitter. But the book is hardly selling like gangbusters - and it’s been outsold for three weeks in a row by Ed Klein’s “Blood Feud: The Clintons v. 
the Obamas.” 


Mr. Klein remains one place ahead of Mrs. Clinton on the New York Times hardcover nonfiction bestseller list and 85 spots up on Amazon’s sales 
rankings. 


Mrs. Clinton’s sales numbers have dropped dramatically each week it has been on sale. From a first-week total of 86,000 copies sold, “Hard 
Choices” moved only 1 0,000 copies in the week ending last Sunday, according to Nielsen BookScan, which tracks book sales for 85% of the U.S. 
print market. 


At the same time, Mr. Klein’s sales have held steady. He sold 1 7,000 copies the first week his book was available, 20,000 each of the next two 
weeks and 17,000 in the week ending Sunday. 


Mrs. Clinton’s defenders are already touchy about her book sales number. Correct the Record, which formed last year to defend Mrs. Clinton 
against Republican attacks, earlier this month sent reporters a 1 2-point memo detailing the book’s successes. It noted her first-week sales topped 
Sarah Palin’s 2010 book “America By Heart.” 


And to be sure, Mrs. Clinton has still sold more than twice as many copies of “Hard Choices” than Mr. Klein has of his book. He’s not likely to catch 
up. 


Both Mrs. Clinton and Mr. Klein have new competition starting this week. Daniel Halper’s new book, “Clinton Inc.: The Audacious Rebuilding 
Rebuilding of a Political Machine,” is rated above both of them on Amazon’s bestseller list as of Wednesday afternoon. 


Mr. Halper’s book charts in at No. 23 on the Amazon list. Mr. Klein’s book is No. 39. Mrs. Clinton’s is at No. 124. 


Warren vs. Geithner 


The Clinton-Klein matchup isn’t the only book battle worth watching this summer. Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D., Mass.) and then-Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner were internal enemies in the first-term Obama administration. Both released memoirs within two weeks of each other this spring. 


Overall Ms. Warren’s sales of “A Fighting Chance” have outpaced Mr. Geithner’s of “Stress Test” by 29,000 copies, according to Nielsen, but 
neither has sold much since the first three weeks their books were available. Mr. Geithner hasn’t sold 1 ,000 books in a week for a month. Ms. 
Warren sold only 300 books the week ending June 29.

Earlier this summer, Sotomayor surprised the former secretary of state during a book signing Clinton held at a Costco in Northern Virginia. The 
Supreme Court justice and Clinton shared a few words and held each others hand while they chatted. 


Castro, who served three terms as mayor of San Antonio, Texas, was recently confirmed as the secretary of housing and urban development. He 
is widely considered a rising star in the Democratic Party and some even say a potential vice presidential candidate in 2016 - the same year polling 
shows Clinton as the overwhelming frontrunner for the party's presidential nomination. 


Dream Big is a summer academic program run through the museum that uses art to inspire 120 second and third graders from a number of different 
Bronx neighborhoods. 


Sotomayor, who was raised in the Bronx and jokingly says she prefers to be referred to as “Sonia from the Bronx,” has been involved since the 
start of the program five years ago and invited Clinton and Castro to attend Friday's final presentation, according to Carla Precht executive director 
of the Bronx Children's Museum. 


“She has been at our Dream Big event every year for five years,” Ffecht said. “For the kids, this is their dream big celebration day." 


During the event, Precht said that students will display what they had learned and perform for Sotomayor, Clinton and the other dignitaries. Precht 
said that Sotomayor and Clinton would deliver short remarks that will be geared towards the children.

Former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton stopped by an Oakland hospital Wednesday morning to help announce a new campaign to educate low- 
income children from birth, organizers said. 


The “Talking is Teaching: Talk, Read, Sing” campaign kicked off at UCSF Benioff Children’s Hospital Oakland Wednesdaymoming with Clinton and 
representatives of the Bay Area Council, Children’s Hospital and Kaiser Permanente. 


The Bill, Hillary and Chelsea Clinton Foundation is supporting the campaign, intended to close the “word gap,” an apparent difference of 30 million 
more words that children from high-income families hear before they are four years old compared to low-income families, officials from the Too 
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Small to Fail initiative said. 


Too Small to Fail created the Talking is Teaching program with the help of a $3.5 million donation from Marc Benioff, a technology CEO and 
philanthropist, and his wife Lynne. 


The campaign includes messages in Children’s Flospital’s lobby, waiting rooms and exam rooms reminding parents to talk, read and sing to their 
children. 


The hospital will also distribute literature like a Talking is Teaching toolkit produced by Sesame Street and a Text4Baby mobile service for pregnant 
mothers that will remind them about early brain development. 


They will also distribute items from a new clothing line for babies and toddlers developed by the company Oaklandish. 
A broader campaign will include radio and TV advertisements, billboards and bus shelter ads. 


Kaiser Permanente will also distribute materials to all new parents of children born at its Oakland hospital and all children during well-baby visits. 


Too Small to Fail said a survey conducted of low-income parents, grandparents and caregivers of low-income children in Oakland indicated 43 
percent of them told a story to their child daily, 49 percent sang to their child daily, and 42 percent played a non-electronic game and 52 percent 
read a book each day. 


Talking, singing and reading to very young children can have a huge impact on their developing minds, which will reach 80 percent of their capacity 
by the time they are three years old, according to the organization.

Hillary Clinton spoke to a friendly crowd at Oakland’s Benioff Children’s Hospital on Wednesday about her new campaign (no, not that one) to get 
parents to spend more time talking, singing and reading to their young children. 


“Brain research is showing us how important the first years of life are,” Clinton said, “and how much a simple activity can help build brains.” 


Oakland will be the second city - the first was Tulsa, Oklahoma - to receive a concentrated dose of messaging about the importance of verbally 
engaging infants and toddlers. As part of the “Talking is Teaching: Talk Read Sing” campaign, residents can expect a multimedia campaign featuring 
television commercials, a radio spot, billboards and bus station ads. Local retailer Oaklandish will also be launching a new clothing line for babies 
that includes onesies that read, “Let’s talk about hands and feet,” and baby blankets proclaiming, “Let’s talk about bedtime.” For every item 
purchased, Oaklandish will donate one item to a family in need. 


A targeted campaign to reach new parents will launch at the Benioff Children’s Hospital and through Kaiser Permanante. Benioff and Kaiser 
Permanente will distribute the onesies and other materials informing parents about the importance of talking to their children regularly. New parents 
will also have the opportunity to sign up for a free mobile health service called Text4baby that will send them prompts and information about how to 
enhance their child’s vocabulary development. The children’s hospital campaign is set to last for three years and will be funded largely by a $3.5 
million gift from Lynne and Marc Benioff. The Kaiser campaign is working with the Clinton Global Initiative to provide materials. 
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Studies have found a gap of 30 million words between the vocabularies of 4-year-old children growing up in low-income homes and those 
growing up in homes headed by professional, college-educated parents. Clinton pointed out that though gaps are found among families with 
different income levels, that doesn’t have to be true. Talking and singing to children is free and something all parents can engage in, she said. 


However, research has found that many parents from lower-income backgrounds doubt their ability to help their children do well in school, which 
could lead to lower engagement among parents. Starting school with fewer words sets kids at an immediate disadvantage that can continue 
throughout their public school careers, according to researchers. 


“The word gap leads to the achievement gap,” Clinton said. “We want parents and caregivers to feel that starting today, they can help (their 
children).” 


A host of local agencies, including the Bay Area Council and Next Generation, a nonprofit focused on early childhood education and climate 
change, will be involved in supporting the new campaign. The Oakland campaign is part of a larger initiative called Too Small to Fail, which is 
spearheaded by Clinton and funded by The Clinton Foundation.

Fox News is using anonymously-sourced claims from anti-Clinton authors to inject the rumor that Bill Clinton has a mistress into the media, claims 
which the network has apparently made no effort to confirm. 


Weekly Standard online editor Daniel Halper pushed the rumor in his new book, Clinton Inc.: The Audacious Rebuilding of a Political Machine based 
solely on anonymous sources, who he claimed told him the former president was engaging in "reckless" behavior with a mistress. On July 21 , The 
New York Fbst gossip section Page Six reported that conservative author Ronald Kessler will make similar claims in his forthcoming The First 
Family Detail: Secret Service Agents Reveal the Hidden Lives of The Presidents, apparently also based on anonymous sources. 


While the rest of the media has largely ignored the anonymously-sourced gossip, Fox has been using interviews with Halper to promote these 
claims. Fox apparently has not attempted to confirm the gossip before promoting it on the network's airwaves. 


Fox host Megyn Kelly asked Halper about Kessler's report - which she noted was "unconfirmed" -- during a July 21 interview promoting Halper's 
book: 


KELLY: On the mistress front there was a report from Breitbart - it's actually from a new Ron Kessler book - saying that Bill Clinton allegedly had 
some affair partner who they call the energizer bunny with whom he is still seeing, unconfirmed. You know, these ladies, whatever. Did you 
interview any of these? 


HALPER: I interviewed some. And I can tell you aides told me that they had to advise Bill Clinton in the 2008 election not to bring his mistress on the 
campaign trail. So he is still engaging in reckless behavior. 


As Media Matters has noted, Kelly's reputation allows her to provide a "veneer of legitimacy" that other Fox hosts cannot offer. 


Fox & Friends co-host Elisabeth Hasselbeck also asked Halper during a July 22 interview how the "talk that there is still a mistress in play here" 
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could affect a potential Hillary Clinton presidential run: 


HASSELBECK: There has been some talk that there is still a mistress in play here. If that were to be the case, how would that affect Hillary's run in 
2016? 


HALPER: I'm sure it is and I'm sure there are more stories and more scandals to emerge. I try to cover as many - you know, you have to make - 
when you cover the Clintons, you have to make hard choices about which scandals and which mistresses to cover. So I have made mine in the 
book. 


Fox and the right-wing media have been largely alone in promoting Halper's book. In fact, the Weekly Standard writer complains in a July 22 Politico 
Magazine piece that his reporting has been "all but ignored by the mainstream media" and attributes this to media fears of retribution from the 
Clintons. That conspiracy drew mockery from reporters, with BuzzFeed's Ben Smith tweeting, "Oh stop complaining and break some news" and 
The Hill's Niall Stanage commenting that the Politico piece was likely a "calculated part of his book's promotion." 


It's no wonder that Halper is being met with derision outside of the right-wing bubble. His book is a combination of old news and questionable 
anecdotes from sources speaking anonymously "out of fear of retribution or attack from ruthless Clinton aides," according to the author. 


For example, Halper promotes a confusing, poorly-sourced, anonymous account to accuse former Resident Clinton of attempting to rape an 
unnamed woman in the 1 970s. The claim from a "friend" of the woman, who apparently related the story to advisers to Monica Lewinsky in the 
1 990s, who later passed the story to Halper, who published it without attempting to verify any part of it. In another instance, Halper baselessly 
posits that Clinton's serious December 2012 injury may have been the result of hitting her head after falling down drunk. Invoking a "rumor" from 
"bloggers and websites" that Clinton drinks heavily, Halper points to "one well-known Clinton hater" for the claim the injury was the result of 
drinking - again, citing no names. 


Similarly, reviewers of Kessler's previous books have criticized the former chief Washington correspondent for the right-wing website Newsmax 
for peddling trashy gossip. His writing has been described as "speculation-filled," relying on "gossip, innuendo and secondary sources," and "filled 
with ... Page Six tidbits" (the last coming from his own publisher). Kessler has accused Hillary Clinton of "pathological lying" and pushed the 
conspiracy theory that she drove Vince Foster to suicide. 


Quinnipiac University: “Obama In Slump. But Clinton Scores In Florida. Quinnipiac University Poll Finds: Rubio Narrows GOP Gap 
As Jeb Bush Sags”

Even though President Barack Obama remains stuck in a swamp in Florida, former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton dominates the 2016 presidential 
landscape, sweeping the Democratic field and topping former Gov. Jeb Bush and other possible Republican contenders by margins of 7 to 21 
percentage points, according to a Quinnipiac University poll released today. 


Gov. Bush gets 21 percent in a Republican presidential primary in Florida, followed by Sen. Marco Rubio with 18 percent, U.S. Sen. Ted Cruz of 
Texas with 1 0 percent, U.S. Sen. Rand Paul of Kentucky with 8 percent, former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee with 7 percent and New Jersey 
Gov. Christopher Christie with 6 percent. No other candidate tops 5 percent and 1 3 percent of Republicans remain undecided. 


This compares with results of a May 1 survey by the independent Quinnipiac (KWIN-uh- pe-ack) University, showing Bush leading the Republican 
pack with 27 percent, followed by Fhul with 14 percent and Rubio with 1 1 percent. 


Secretary Clinton takes 67 percent of Democratic presidential primary voters, compared to 64 percent May 1 , followed by Vice President Joseph 
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Biden and U.S. Sen. Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts with 8 percent each. Another 1 1 percent are undecided. 


"Former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton may be taking some criticism recently in the news media and among some liberal Democratic precincts, 
but nothing has changed among average voters in Florida where she remains queen of the political prom," said Peter A. Brown, assistant director 
of the Quinnipiac University Poll. 


"Two-thirds of Democrats say she is their candidate for 2016 and none of the others even makes it into double digits. Sunshine Staters are on top 
when Florida Republicans are asked their top 2016 choice, but former Gov. Jeb Bush slips a little and U.S. Sen. Marco Rubio just about caught up 
with him." 


Florida voters back Clinton over Bush 49 - 42 percent in the 2016 White House race. The Democrat tops other Republicans by wider margins: 

53 - 39 percent over Rubio; 

53 - 37 percent over Paul; 

54 - 33 percent over Christie; 

51 - 38 percent over U.S. Rep. Paul Ryan of Wisconsin. 

Independent voters back Clinton over Bush by a narrow 45 - 41 percent. Against other Republicans, her lead among independent voters is 16 to 20 
percentage points. 

Clinton's lead among women runs from 56 - 36 percent over Bush to 61 - 28 percent over Christie. 

Florida voters give Clinton a 58 - 38 percent favorability rating, compared to 48 - 37 percent for Bush, 43 - 35 percent for Rubio, 32 - 28 percent for 
Paul, 35 - 36 percent for Christie and 33 - 30 percent for Ryan. 


"Secretary Clinton leads the Republicans against whom she is matched by double digits with the exception of former Gov. Bush who trails her by 7 
points," Brown said. "Inside the Beltway they may be talking about Mrs. Clinton's potential weaknesses should she run in 2016. But at this point in 
Florida, the nation's largest presidential swing state, her assets overwhelm any vulnerabilities." President Obama's Approval 


Florida voters give President Obama a negative 44 - 52 percent job approval rating, compared to a negative 46 - 50 percent May 1 . Negative ratings 
are 7-92 percent among Republicans and 40 - 54 percent among independent voters, while Democrats approve 84-13 percent. Men give a 
negative 38 - 59 percent rating, compared to women's slightly positive 49 - 46 percent. 


Voters approve 49 - 37 percent of the job Rubio is doing and give U.S. Sen. Bill Nelson a 45 - 32 percent score. 


From July 17-21, Quinnipiac University surveyed 1 ,251 registered voters with a margin of error of +/- 2.8 percentage points. The survey includes 
451 Republicans and 457 Democrats, each with a margin of error of +/- 4.6 percentage points.

[Subtitle] Together, the Clintons have become two of the most impressive fundraisers in American history. Use the interactive graphic to see the 
many ways their supporters' money has been collected over the years. 
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There are great American political fundraisers. And then there are Hillary and Bill Clinton, the first couple of American political fundraising. Few in 
American history have collected and benefited from so much money in so many ways over such a long period of time. Since they arrived on the 
national political scene 32 years ago, the Clintons have attracted at least $1 .4 billion in contributions, according to a review of public records by 
TIME and the Center for Responsive Politics. 


That sum helps illustrate Hillary Clinton’s enormous advantage should she decide to run for President in 2016. Much of the money, raised through 
two Senate and three Presidential campaigns, was gathered together in small checks by an extensive network of donors and fundraisers. Other 
donations came in the form of six-figure “soft money” donations from wealthy individuals during Bill Clinton’s presidency. A third category includes 
money the couple has raised for the Clinton Foundation, the family’s global non-profit, through speaking engagements for Bill Clinton, and through 
outside political spending that benefitted the Clinton efforts. 


The records also show a select group of top donors who have given in multiple ways to the Clintons over the years. Many of these same donors, 
including people like S. Daniel Abraham, founder of diet supplement company Slim Fast, and Susie Tompkins Buell, founding of the clothing company 
Espirit, have formed personal friendships with the Clintons, even as they have continued to pursue public policy campaigns around issues like U.S. 
relations with Israel and the Keystone XL pipeline. 


Through the years, the Clintons have adjusted over time to the changing rules that govern political contributions. Craig Smith, a longtime adviser to 
the Clintons who is now helping to organize the Ready for Hillary PAC, estimates that a Hillary 2016 candidacy could cost as much as $1 .7 billion, 
including the money raised and spent on her behalf by outside groups. That would make the effort about 1 50% more expensive than the 2012 
Obama effort, an increase in line with historical norms. 


The data for this analysis is drawn from three broad categories. 


Campaign contributions: Direct giving to Hillary and Bill Clinton’s campaigns for the Senate and the Residency going back to 1 992, as reported to 
the Federal Election Commission. It includes both individual contributions and money from other PACs given to either the leadership committees or 
joint fundraising committees of the Clintons. These figures also include “soft money” contributions to the Democratic National Committee during Bill 
Clinton’s 1 992 campaign and his presidency. Those donations were later eliminated by the 2002 campaign finance reform law. 


Non-political contributions: Speaking fees collected by Bill Clinton up to 2008, and contributions to the Bill, Hillary, and Chelsea Clinton Foundation. 
Figures for Bill Clinton’s speaking fees are based on filings from Hillary Clinton’s tenure in the Senate. The foundation has only released a list of 
donors grouped by the contribution ranges, so in all cases the interactive assumes that each donor gave the smallest amount possible in that 
category. The range of contribution, from all foundation donors, as reported by the foundation, could go as high as $1 .3 billion. 


Outside spending: Independent expenditures on behalf of the Clintons, as well as contributions to Ready for Hillary PAC, an independent super 
PAC created to support Clinton in 2016, which she has told friends she grateful to have organized on her behalf. 


Forbes: “Hillary Clinton Wants Millennials To Know She's Running For President”

Hillary Clinton is making the media rounds promoting her book, “Hard Choices,” with interviews on ABC, NBC, CBS, FOX and NPR, where she has 
discussed topics ranging from Benghazi to Monica Lewinsky. But the question everyone wants the answer to: is Clinton running for president? 


In her interviews with Diane Sawyer on ABC and Jane Pauley on CBS, Clinton ambled around the question, saying, “I have a lot to think about” and 
with her first grandchild coming in the fall, she wants to “give herself time,” to enjoy life as it comes and make a decision at the end of the year. 
She told Pauley she has not made a pros and cons list yet for running. 
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Of course she has made no declarations, but her most recent interview on “The Daily Show” is her most suggestive. 


Stewart was prepared with a career aptitude test, “This can you help you decide if you even want this job”: 


Do you want to work outside the home, or do you prefer a home office? “I kind of prefer a home office.” 


Do you have a favorite shape of that home office? Do you want it to have corners? Or do you not want it to have corners? “The world is such a 
complicated place, the fewer corners the better.” 


“So it sounds like, if I may,” Mr. Stewart said, “that you’ve declared already.” Cue cheers from the audience. 


Unlike other interviews, Clinton did nothing to deter speculation that she is preparing to run, if not already running for president in 2016. 


Stewart asked about the constant media scrutiny, and in particular the “We were dead broke” comment Clinton made about their financial 
circumstances after the presidency. She conceded that it was an “in artful use of words,” then segwayed into income inequality, and her concern 
for young people and the lack of opportunity. 


Stewart quipped, “You know what was kind of awesome, and what says to me that you’re running for president? How easily you went from that 
to income inequality in America.” 


Clinton laughed, then continued, “Six million young people between 16 and 24 are neither in school nor at work, they have given up, I think people 
don’t feel it. I think we have to change our economic and our political system so that we can make it a reality again. I think that’s the big business 
ahead of us.” 


It seems odd that Clinton’s most newsworthy interview would be with a fake news program, but “The Daily Show” leads in the coveted 1 8-49 age 
demographic, easily beating late night competitors “The Tonight Show,” “The Late Show With David Letterman” and second place Comedy Central 
cohort, “The Colbert Report.” 


In the last two elections, analysts found that millennials (ages 1 8 through 33) were a significant factor in President Obama’s election in 2008 and 
reelection in 2012. One could argue that Obama beat Clinton for the nomination in 2008 because his campaign targeted young people, a 
demographic politicians normally do not address because of low voter turn out. In the 201 2 election, millennials made up 1 9% of voters. 


Clinton’s suggestive “Daily Show” interview was no accident, she gave a wink and a nod to one of the most important election demographics, 
saying that their concerns are her concerns, and that addressing those struggles is, “the big business ahead of us." 


Clinton wants millennials to be the first to get excited about her candidacy, because the demographic wins elections. Without making a declaration, 
Clinton found a way to tell young people, “I’m running for president.” 


Now the question is, will she get the millennial vote? Let me know your predictions in the comments.

One of the legacies of Barack Obama's presidency is a certain indifference to the messy, time-sucking work of courting Congress. Mr. Obama 
knows he needs allies on Capitol Hill. Yet there’s a limit to the personal investment he’ll make persuading lawmakers to get behind the bills he wants 
passed. 


One golf outing with GOP House Speaker John Boehner. OK. A second one? We’re still waiting for that to happen. 


It seems a truism that time spent getting to know one’s adversaries pays off in politics - a people business if there ever was one. But the White 
House isn’t so convinced that’s the case. A popular view in White House circles is that the Republican opposition in Congress is so off-the-charts 
obstructionist that no amount of personal charm or persuasion coming from the Democratic president would change much of anything. So, if that’s 
the case, why not play golf with your pals? 


One who seems to disagree is a fellow Democrat and Obama administration alumnus who could become the 45th president: Hillary Clinton. What 
she says is that presidents can never give up coaxing lawmakers from the other side, citing her husband’s efforts as an example. The late 1 990s 
were a pretty partisan time. The GOP-controlled House impeached Bill Clinton, after all. And yet . . . “Bill never stopped reaching out to them,” she 
said last month in Colorado. 


One former White House aide doesn’t buy Mrs. Clinton’s argument. He says the Clinton White House failed to pass a health-care overhaul in the 
early 1 990s - something Mr. Obama achieved in his first term with Democratic majorities in both houses. 


“That’s fine for her to say. And they had experience trying to work with them [Republicans] and going through impeachment and not getting health 
care done. 


“I look at (Mr. Obama’s) record and he wrung every bit of legislative achievement out that was possible - when he was in an environment to do it. 
He hasn’t given up. But he’s in an impossible situation . . .” 


Presidential races often hinge on big, marquee issues: taxes and spending; war and peace. Those will be front-and-center in 201 6. But Mrs. 
Clinton is signaling that if she does run, she may offer as a selling point her willingness to persevere with Congress in ways Mr. Obama was 
reluctant to do. 


She invokes the Steven Spielberg movie “Lincoln” as an example of how a president must embrace the sausage-making aspect of the job to 
achieve worthy goals: In Lincoln’s case, passage of the 1 3th Amendment. 


“If you’re going to get something done, you have to persuade ...” she said at the Colorado event. 


“Lincoln” ended happily, with Mr. Lincoln’s arm-twisting culminating in the passage of the amendment ending slavery. 


Could anything like that happen these days? The former White House aide offers up Camp David as an example. What would happen if Mr. Obama 
packed Mr. Boehner and all the other GOPleaders in a helicopter and flew them to Camp David for a marathon bargaining session aimed at 
resolving differences over immigration, health care and job creation? 


It’s the stuff of movies, isn’t it? Maybe not. 


“That would likely be the worst thing for the Republican leadership in the House and Senate with their caucus,” the former aide said. ”lf they came 
out with an agreement, a lot of their caucus would be suspicious that they had gotten snookered and charmed by the president. 
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“So I know that it would make for a good movie, but it doesn’t get legislation.’’ 


National Journal: “What's the Point of the Draft Elizabeth Warren Movement?”

[Subtitle:] The liberal favorite is already building a booming political machine, while the brand-new Ready for Warren group starts from 
scratch — without her approval. 


The reason Ready for Hillary exists, and the reason numerous people who are connected to Hillary Clinton have endorsed it, is simple: The super 
PAC is building a sellable list of supporters of the former secretary of State, who doesn't have a formal political operation to do preliminary work for 
a 2016 presidential campaign. 


That raises the question: Why is Ready for Warren, the new group launched with much fanfare to persuade Sen. Elizabeth Warren of 
Massachusetts to run for president, even necessary, when Warren already has a well-financed political operation under her direct control? 


Draft groups have been around as long as politics, but the ones popping up in the super PAC era have the ability to raise big bucks while 
appropriating their favored candidates' name. (Asked about the group named after her, Warren told ABC, "I do not support this.") And while it will 
take time to judge Ready for Warren's efforts, draft groups are not guaranteed to help the candidates they support, even as they often help the 
strategists and vendors working for them. 


"Our main goal is to show her she has the support and there's a lot of momentum around it," Ready for Warren campaign manager Erica Sagrans 
said. "People do want her to run ... we feel our job is to capture that and organize it." 


The thing is, Warren herself already has the tools to capture and organize supporters. Nearly 1 million people follow her on Facebook. Warren has 
an active website where people can sign up for email updates or donate money, even though she isn't up for reelection. And the money — each 
donation from a supporter whose name and other data are meticulously tracked — continues to flood in: The Warren campaign raised about 
$300,000 in the second quarter of 2014, while her leadership PAC, another fundraising tool, had its best quarter ever, bringing in $600,000. 


Put together, Warren's committees raised more than a touted Democratic Senate candidate (West Virginia's Natalie Tennant) running this year, a 
testament to the excitement Warren provokes among the Democratic grassroots. 


Ready for Warren would channel resources elsewhere, which Sagrans says is necessary at this point. "Our goal is to push her to run," Sagrans 
said. "Giving money to her is not explicit about" that goal. 


What Ready for Warren and other draft groups can do is openly talk about a presidential run and get people thinking about it while Warren herself 
repeats, "I am not running for president" endlessly. 


"Her political machinery is not urging herself to run for president," Sagrans continued. "... We're more explicit about her running for president as 
opposed to just fortifying or building her base. We want to do that, but we want to do it in a way that talks about her as a potential candidate." 


The fact is, though, the initial beneficiaries of a draft group are not candidates; they're the people the draft group is paying. If Hillary Clinton runs for 
president, her campaign will likely be able to buy or lease the supporter list generated by Ready for Hillary's millions in spending for a fraction of the 
production cost. But if Clinton doesn't, the $8 million-plus that Ready for Hillary has already raised — using Clinton's name and the hopes associated 
with it — will simply have gone to the group's vendors and staff. 
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The National Draft Ben Carson for President Committee, which seeks to persuade the conservative physician to run in 2016, has directed about 90 
percent of its spending back into fundraising for itself. That means a lot of the money raised by several direct-mail firms working for the PAC goes 
right back to them, to send more mail. The group has raised $7.2 million since last summer. 


Whatever the costs of the Carson PAC's buildup efforts, campaign director Vernon Robinson says it's all going toward a valuable resource: a 
mobilized, itemized organization of Carson followers that the doctor, who doesn't have his own political committee, doesn't have. "Building the 
organization, collecting petitions, and also building our house list: that's the three objectives," Robinson said. "Direct mail, online fundraising, major- 
donor fundraising achieves those objectives. So if you're achieving your three objectives, you're doing what you're supposed to be doing." 


"If this was a scam," Robinson continued, "I'd be in Southern Texas or Southern Florida or Southern California in January, not Iowa." Robinson 
spent 37 days in the Hawkeye State drumming up support for Carson in December and January. 


MSNBC: “Joe Biden makes his pitch to black voters”

Overshadowed by Hillary Clinton at almost every turn, Vice President Joe Biden appears to be trying to create a path to relevancy in the early 
positioning for 2016 Democratic presidential primary that runs through black voters. 


Biden riled up the crowd Wednesday at the NAACP convention in Las Vegas, promoting his deep ties to "the community" and his long support for 
civil rights. He’s scheduled to speak Thursday at The National Urban League’s meeting in Ohio. 


Biden has also been re-establishing connections with Democrats in South Carolina, an early primary state where the large African-American 
community can sway the Democratic vote. Even after joining the White House, Biden has made regular visits to the Palmetto State, headlining state 
party fundraisers, giving commencement addresses and even vacationing. 


“Many of us believe he’s a very viable candidate, and especially in South Carolina,” said Dick Harpootlian, the former state Democratic Party 
chairman, who played golf with the vice president on his most recent visit. Biden has maintained connections with African-American activists and 
leaders in the state, Harpootlian told msnbc, and knows many of them personally. 


At the NAACP conference, Biden opened his remarks by crediting the civil rights organization with his first electoral victory to the Senate in 1 972. 


“I got elected because of the NAACP," he said, adding, “they didn’t check my credentials at the door, so I’ll tell you them to you now: I am a lifelong 
member of the NAACP.” 


Biden went on to explain his long history of supporting civil rights, going ail the way back to his upbringing in Delaware, when he said he was “the 
only Caucasian boy on the East side of Wilmington for a long time.” 


“Look folks, where I come from, in Delaware, everything is about the neighborhood,” he added, name-checking various leaders in the room with 
whom he has worked. 


“One of the first people to take me under his wing was Louis Redding,” Biden said, referring to the first African-American admitted to the bar in 
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Delaware, who would go on to argue major civil rights cases, including Brown v. Board of Education. 


Biden went on to lay out the long sweep of history on voting rights, saying that after decades of increasing bipartisan support for expanding the 
franchise since the Voting Rights Act of 1 965, progress has recently reversed itself. 


“I thought we had finally won, I really did. It’s what got me involved in the first place, and I thought finally,” he said, pounding his fist on the podium 
for emphasis. “But those days appear to be over. This is not your father’s Republican Party. We are in a hailstorm of new attempts by states and 
localities to limit ballot access.” 


Biden has been one of the administration’s more vocal surrogates to the African-American community and on the issue of voting rights. That got 
him in trouble during the 2012 presidential campaign, when he told a black audience that Republicans wanted to unshackle Wail Street and “put y’all 
back in chains.” 


While much has been made of Clinton’s vulnerability on the ideological left, political scientist Tom Schaller and Slate columnist Jamelle Bouie have 
pointed out that losing the black vote by a huge margin in 2008 may have been more consequential for Clinton than losing liberals. 


More than anywhere else, this potential vulnerability could play out in South Carolina, where Clinton barely campaigned in 2008, expecting to lose 
badly. Clinton will likely be very strong in New Hampshire, given both her and her husband’s history in the Granite State. But she could be weaker 
in Iowa and South Carolina, perhaps enticing someone like Biden into the race. 


Last year, Biden headlined the South Carolina Democratic Party’s annual fundraising dinner, bringing in more money than any dinner in the previous 
15 years, said Harpootlian, who famously sparred with Bill Clinton in 2008. 


But the Clintons themselves have deep ties in the African-American community, which they’ve worked to repair since Hillary Clinton’s last run. Even 
President Obama joked during the White House Correspondents Dinner that Clinton had the nomination all but sewn up, brewing resentment in 
Biden. 


Despite all that, Biden has repeatedly dropped hints about 2016, and he has said publicly that he’s considering a run. He told ABC’s “The View” that 
he’s “uniquely qualified” to be president and drew a subtle contrast with Clinton by highlighting his modest wealth. 


“I don’t take a back seat to anyone when it comes to fighting some of the toughest progressive battles the country has seen,” Biden told liberal 
activists last week at the Netroots Nation conference in Detroit. He also spoke last week at Generation Progress, a conference of young 
progressives in Washington, D.C. hosted by the Center for American Progress. 


“How old would you be if you didn’t know how old you were?” the 7 1 -year-old Biden rhetorically asked the NAACP crowd, paraphrasing the late 
baseball great Satchel Paige. “Folks, I’m 42 years old, and I’m ready to go.”

Making the case that he is the most tested candidate in the 
field, Walker said he believes voters will come back from Donald Trump to the proven solutions he 
offers because "they want someone who is for something, not just against something and not just about 
personal attacks." On the topic of Wednesday night's upcoming debate, Walker told Kelly he is going to 
be more aggressive and passionate on the debate stage than he was last time around, according to 
ABC's JORDYN PHELPS.

Member Sherrod Brown meant he had successfully advocated for in the transportation bill now headed for the 
president's desk, the Senator's inventory of provisions and lightly edited remarks are below.

Export-Import Bank Renewal 

“The Export-Import Bank is one of the best tools we have to help businesses of all sizes in Ohio and across our 
country grow, create jobs, and compete in the global economy. Renewing the Ex-lm Bank will ensure that 
American businesses aren’t put at a disadvantage to our foreign competitors." 

Buy America Provisions 

Brown pushed for a provision that would increase the amount of American-made steel and other components 
that will go into buses and subway cars. The bill requires transit rolling stock (buses and rail cars) to include 70 
percent domestic content, such as steel, by 2020, up from 60 percent under current law. 

Regulatory Relief for Community Banks and Credit Unions 

The transportation bill "provides the kind of targeted relief for community banks and credit unions that Democrats 
and Republicans agree is long overdue. It will help America’s smallest financial institutions be more efficient, cut 
some of their administrative costs, and still protect consumers.” 

Key provisions: 

• Boosting the number of small banks that could be eligible for Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation 
examinations on an 18-month cycle, instead of an annual cycle. 

• Eliminating the requirement that financial institutions send annual privacy notices to their customers, if their 
privacy policy hasn't changed. 

• Allowing privately insured credit unions to be eligible for membership in the Federal Home Loan Bank (FHLB) 
system and receive FHLB funding.

The holiday season ends December 16, apparently. On that day, almost all now agree, the seven-year 
national zero-interest rate season will end. It is as baked in as the sun in the morning -- barring calamity in 
the November jobs report, of course. 

All year long Senate Banking Chair Shelby has insisted his Dodd-Frank deregulation bill is just community 
bank relief and a few stocking stuffers. Now that we are in the stretch run to Christmas, is anyone buying 
it? More below.

If four moderate Senate Banking Democrats meet repeatedly to discuss which provisions in the Chair's bill 
they can sign onto and pass but neither the Chair nor the Ranking Member is involved in the discussions, 
does the bill exist and if so, will it pass? 

Answer: yes and no. In a sleight of hand move, veteran Banking Chair Shelby has steered his bill away 
from his Committee, which can only reach the floor from there if it is modified. He's also senior on 
Approps. and that's where it's hiding. In July, Shelby succeeded in attaching his original bill to an 
appropriations proposal approved in a partisan committee vote. 

Though the current discussions are happening as Congress gears up to pass legislation before December 
1 1 that would fund the government and avert a shutdown, Democratic leaders have steadfastly opposed 
policy riders in spending measures, particularly if they walk back regulations in the 201 0 Dodd-Frank 
regulatory law. 

House and Senate Republicans first proposed enabling regulators including the FSOC to pick which 
regional banks would be subject to the so-called enhanced prudential standards, replacing a fixed $50 
billion asset trigger in place today. Senate Banking Democrats have pushed back on including FSOC in 
the process, and some appear more amenable to raising the threshold to a higher number, according to 
sources following the issue, who said $250 billion is a possibility. 

“The best I can say right now is that all of that is in play,” Sen. Crapo said yesterday. He confirmed 
discussion of a tiering approach -- giving regional banks below $500 billion an opportunity to escape the 
tougher rules. 

Fed Chair Janet Yellen told a House panel last month she would only support a "very modest increase" in 
the $50 billion asset trigger. Treasury Secretary Jack Lew has said "even $150 billion, $200 billion 
institutions are large" and that "we have to be careful not to get into a conversation where we start rolling 
back some of the core protections that have made our system safer and sounder.” 

Sen. Tester was central in the group of Committee Democrats and occasional Republicans who kept talks 
going after a partisan vote on Shelby's original proposal in May. But said he was not pushing for changes 
to the way the FSOC designates nonbanks as "systemically important," as proposed by Shelby in his bill. 

Where do things stand today? 

Tester: "The deal is far from complete. At this point in time, I don't know that it's going to happen." 

Sen. Donnelly, another member of the group: "I remain optimistic, but it is clear to me that this package is 
not ready for inclusion in the omnibus spending bill." 
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Ranking Member Sherrod Brown: Democrats are "not negotiating any of the stuff Shelby really wants." 
Shelby has tried to include his bill in an upcoming government funding agreement, but Brown knows the 
battle has moved forums. Still, he says he is "confident" that Senate Appropriations ranking member 
Barbara Mikulski will "hold the line on Wall Street overreach." 

In fact, Brown implied he'd outfoxed the Chair, saying "big parts" of what he was advocating for in a 
package to help community banks in May was tucked in a transportation bill headed for the president's 
desk in the coming days.

The House will vote later today on a $253 billion, five-year reauthorization of the Highway Trust 
Fund, which expires tomorrow. The bill provides $205 billion in highway spending and $48 billion in 
transit projects over the next five years and is the first long-term highway bill in ten years. The bill 
also reopens the shuttered Export-Import Bank until 2019. 

The Senate is expected to follow suit quickly. Said the White House: "We would actually view this 
legislation as a step in the right direction, but only a first step because we believe that there are more 
infrastructure projects that are worthy of funding that would create jobs in the short-term and lay a 
long-term foundation for our ongoing economic strength over the long-term." Obama proposed 
a six-year, $478 billion highway bill earlier this year. 

The Fixing America’s Surface Transportation Act, or the FAST Act formally reauthorizes the collection 
of the unindexed 1 8.4 cents per gallon gas tax that is used to pay for transportation projects and 
includes $70 billion in pay-fors to close a $16 billion deficit in annual transportation funding that has 
developed as U.S. cars have become more fuel-efficient. 

The federal government typically spends about $50 billion per year on transportation projects; the 
gas tax only brings in $34 billion annually. Spending from the Fund has outpaced dwindling gas tax 
receipts for several years, resulting in the average annual shortfall of about $16 billion. Congress 
has been struggling for years to come up with ways to pay for a long-term transportation funding 
extension without raising taxes 

In a surprise, the Fed gets dinged for a chunk of the rest of the check this time. The two biggest 
offsets: 1) capping the Fed's surplus account at $10 billion and sweep the rest to Treasury, and; 2) 
reducing the dividend rate for capital that banks with more than $10 billion of assets in the Federal 
Reserve system. 

Several conferees said they begrudgingly swallowed many of the pay-fors, including a plan to dig into 
the Federal Reserve's pockets and a separate idea to funnel revenue from a customs fee levied on 
airline and cruise passengers to the Fund. House Ways and Means Chair Kevin Brady said he 
opposed using revenue from the customs fees but ultimately signed off the conference report. 

The offsets also include changes to passport rules for applicants delinquent on taxes. 

Other mechanisms include contracting out some tax collection services to private companies — over 
the objection of unions that represent federal IRS workers. These and the other major offsets are 
detailed below. 

• FRB Dividend — effective January 1, the dividend paid to big banks will drop from 6 percent to the 
latest high yield on 10-year Treasurys (currently around 2.15 percent, higher than the originally 
proposed 1 .5 percent ), but no higher than 6 . That is, banks would retain the lesser percent of the 
6 percent and the 10-year Treasury rate. Banks with assets under $10 billion would be exempted 
from the rate cut; the $10 billion cutoff would be indexed to inflation. 

Fed Chair Janet Yellen opposed the provision but not vociferously and the House in its own bill had 
replaced the provision with a permanent liquidation of a surplus fund the Fed keeps as a cushion 
against losses. 

The conferees did agree to shield banks with less than $10 billion in assets from the dividend 
reduction. Banks above the asset threshold would likely receive a smaller dividend linked to the yield 
of a 10-year Treasury note. 
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Originally adopted in the Senate as a cut in the dividend to 1 .5 percent this summer but removed by 
the House, it is back in this modified version in the final deal. But the Treasury yield is rarely below 2 
percent and could rise when the Fed raises interest rates so losses to banks will be marginal 
compared to the 6 to 1 .5 percent cut first floated in July. 

v Rainy Day Fund -- A trim off a reserve fund held by the Fed capping the Fed's surplus account at 
$10 billion and transferring the rest to the Treasury to finance the Fund. Conferees agreed to let the 
central bank keep up to $10 billion in its surplus fund and send the rest to the Treasury. That fund 
today is around $29 billion. The Fed has argued that the budget maneuver threatens its 
independence. Congress has tapped the Fund in the past but not to this extent. 

v SPR Sales - Sale of 66 million barrels of crude oil from the Strategic Petroleum Reserve and tax 
compliance measures. Sales of 16 million in FY23, 25 mil in FY24, and 25 mil. in FY25. 

• GSE Fees - Extension of GSE guarantee fees from October 1 , 2021 to October 1 , 2025. 

• Automatic Extension - Repeal of the 314 month automatic extension for filing returns of employee 
benefit plans, Form 5500. 

• Debt Collection — Authorization for the IRS to hire private debt collectors and to revoke passports 
of those with more than $50,000 of seriously delinquent debt. Efforts to use private collection 
agencies to collect federal taxes were scuttled twice in the past 20 years -- both times revenue fell. 

• Indexation — Inflation adjustment of certain customs fees. 

With this latest bill, Congress once again looks the other way on the issue, meaning lawmakers will be 
back to square one on the funding shortfall in just a few years. 

The conference expanded a suite of regulatory changes that went beyond some that the House 
passed in its draft of the highway bill. The changes target a range of issues from a key CFPB rule to 
legal barriers getting in the way of derivatives reporting. 

It would extend legal protections to lenders on mortgages with ballooning payments made in rural or 
underserved areas even if the lender does not predominately operate there. This would expand the 
amount of loans that would be considered "qualified mortgages" and thus meet the CFPB's ability-to- 
repay requirements that went into effect last year. The bill would also force the CFPB to accept 
petition requests to designate certain areas as rural or underserved that the bureau hasn't 
designated already -- one of the community banking sector’s top priorities. 

By the way, there is a coda on the Zadroga bill here. Sen. Boxer, confirming that the Zadroga 
provisions for 9/1 1 first responders were ultimately not included called it "really a big disappointment 
that that didn't get added at the end. I think we should have done it, but you know what? It's a 
negotiation. I didn't get everything I wanted." 

All but three Democratic conferees signed the report. Sen. Schumer didn't because the Zadroga bill 
was left out. Sens. Sherrod Brown and Ron Wyden didn't agree to the deal either for unrelated 
reasons.

Hi again -- hope everyone got a little downtime and home time during the Thanksgiving break. 

Congress is back in now for the home stretch to year-end adjournment, for which no target date 
has been set. The first deadline it faces is passing a long-term infrastructure bill after approving 
yet another short-term funding patch before leaving for Thanksgiving. That patch expires this 
Friday, December 4. 

Signs are good that conferees will approve a three-year package - that would make it the first 
transportation funding legislation to pass that lasts longer than two years since 2005. Ex-lm 
reauthorization is still in the mix. More on this in the coming days. 

Signs are indicating less certainty regarding the outcome yet of the negotiators on staff who 
worked nearly round the clock in a basement conference room over break on the FY 2016 
budget. The reason rests with the many riders already attached -- Shelby 2.0, in toto, among 
them -- and others under consideration. A brief overview of the GOP's highest priority and the 
most policy-significant riders currently under discussion follows.

The budget deal that was John Boehner's swan song last month increased the overall 
discretionary spending level by $33 billion for fiscal 201 6. But it did not specify how that money 
should be spent or what additional policy riders might be included in a year-end omnibus 
spending bill needed by December 1 1 to keep the government open. 

Looming over the negotiations is memory -- rueful to Dodd-Frank advocates -- of last year's 
iteration of this process when Congress approved the last-minute provision requiring the riskier 
derivatives trades made by bank holding companies to be conducted outside the units that hold 
deposits and enjoy the benefits of deposit insurance. 

The focus this year: 
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CFPB -- Chief among the perennial riders geared toward hemming in the CFPB are ones to put 
the bureau under a five-member commission chosen by party leaders, instead of a single 
director; block the CFPB’s efforts to combat discriminatory auto loans; and curtail the use of 
forced-arbitration clauses with class-action bans. This year, Democrats are likely to remain 
united and successful in opposition to other areas of the law that Republicans want to change, 
in particular the CFPB. 

Community Banks/SIFIs - Republicans are expected to focus on aspects of it that moderate 
Democrats have said they are open to changing, such as easing rules for community 
banks. There may well also be sufficient bipartisan support for raising the SIFI threshold at 
which institutions face a more stringent set of Federal Reserve regulations because of their 
size. This increased scrutiny now applies to banks with $50 billion or more in assets. The 
Shelby 2.0 cutoff is $500 billion. 

Fiduciary Rule - Another high priority rider for the financial community: preventing or delaying 
new conflict-of-interest provisions for investment advisers who manage retirement funds. 

EITC & CTC/Tax Extenders -- Negotiators are also working on a bipartisan compromise to 
make a series of provisions in Obama’s original stimulus program permanent that expire in 
2017. These have expanded the earned-income tax credit that helps Americans with low 
incomes and created a child tax credit that has the same effect. In exchange for locking in 
these credits, Democrats would agree to make permanent the research and development tax 
credit and other business tax breaks that Congress typically extends anyway. 

Campaign Finance -- Mitch McConnell has a pet rider, a provision being discussed that would 
eliminate caps on the amount of cash that parties may spend in coordination with their 
candidates. 

Non-Profits - Another GOP-backed effort seeks to block the IRS and the SEC from enacting 
additional regulations and disclosure requirements on politically active nonprofit groups. 

Per Kevin McCarthy today, no votes on riders relating to Planned Parenthood funding. But 
what about the myriad others - on my clean air standards, accepting Syrian refugees or a 
perennial issue such as health care -- any of which would instantly invite a veto and send us 
back to square one.

The terms of engagement for year-end changes to Dodd-Frank are being gamed out in 
various quarters around the Hill, with the CR's December 1 1 expiration now less than a 
month away. Last year, the spending bill came at a price -- and that was before the GOP 
took the Senate. 

For the first time since its passage in 2010, a significant amendment to Dodd-Frank (DFA) 
was enacted last year when the Section 716 swaps "push-out" provision was repealed. It 
was accomplished in an 1 1th-hour deal to get the must-pass "Cromnibus" over the finish 
line at year end. The deal enraged Sen. Warren and 21 of 54 Democrats voted against 
the bill even though its approval came less than three hours before a midnight deadline 
that threatened a federal shutdown. 

And gone was the requirement that some derivatives trades made by bank holding 
companies be conducted outside the units that hold deposits and enjoy the benefits of 
deposit insurance. 

Within weeks, Warren torpedoed an administration nomination to a key Treasury post 
overseeing Dodd-Frank. Though the nominee's views were not dissimilar from Warren's, 
he had spent the bulk of his years at Lazard, a blue chip Wall Street firm (and, possibly 
worse, French). No one has been nominated to the post since. 

House Financial Services has reported bills weakening, limiting, underfunding, or 
repealing various parts of DFA frequently this session, passing ten more similar measures 
in a marathon mark-up last week. But none of these has a chance of being picked up in 
the Senate, let alone of enactment on a standalone basis while Obama is President. 

In the Senate, the most comprehensive set of legislative limits to DFA yet to clear a major 
Committee, written by Senate Banking Chair Richard Shelby, cleared the panel on a 12-10 
party-line vote in May. The bill has eight major titles and provisions ranging from 
increasing the SIFI designation threshold to changing the method of selecting the NY Fed 
President to requiring exams for community banks every 18 months instead of annually.

A party line 12-10 vote in committee isn't enough to get such a sweeping bill to the floor 
and Shelby knows it. Reformers and industry have both taken a close interest in the 
congressional struggle to refund the government with eyes on December 1 1 . The 
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appropriations rider strategy has worked before. Shelby has now publicly stated that 
the appropriations process, with the implied threat of a government shutdown, offers the 
“best shot” of getting it enacted. Riders under discussion cover a range of issues 
including the Fiduciary Rule, the legal basis for nonprofit groups to challenge 
discriminatory housing and mortgage-lending practices, and CFPB governance. 

Seeking to put a tag on the price Democrats paid in last year's CR sweepstakes, Sen. 
Warren and Rep. Elijah Cummings of Maryland, ranking Democrat on the House 
Overnight and Government Reform Committee published a letter this week from FDIC 
estimating that the 15 banks currently registered as swap dealers along with their 
subsidiaries hold up to $9.7 trillion of the types of derivatives that would have been 
pushed out under Section 716 (totaling 4.4 percent of all outstanding derivatives contract 
holdings at federally insured banks, comprised of $6.1 trillion in credit derivatives, $1 
trillion in commodity derivatives and $2.6 trillion in equities derivatives, per the FDIC letter). 

But in the quieter corners of the Capitol, with GOP majorities in both ends, a group of 
moderate Democrats is negotiating with Republicans, risking the wrath of Warren and 
maybe the Democratic base. The group includes Sens. Donnelly, and Heitkamp, 
coordinated by Tester, occasionally Warner. Donnelly said work is happening "every 
day." Sherrod Brown: "everybody's talking to everybody." 

Shelby is trying to find the price that the CR can bear, in terms of heft and scope of viable 
changes to Dodd-Frank. 

Sen. Moran: "That's been the discussion really from the beginning: How expansive can 
this be, and beyond community banks what more can be accomplished? The parameters 
have been narrowed, but, still, finding that sweet spot is in discussion." 


Treasury Secretary Lew on Tuesday: "We are open to discussions about things that are 
truly technical but we are very much opposed to anything that would undermine any of the 
core architecture of Dodd-Frank. The line between the two is sometimes hard to define." 

If it is only regulatory relief for community banks, it's like a win-win, most Democrats would 
agree. If it's a tenfold increase in the SI FI trigger, harder to say If it's closer to the scope 
and scale of Shelby's bill, a stormy December is in the forecast.

Dear friends and colleagues, 

Good morning! Let me apologize in advance for a lengthy e-mail. If you don't have time to read the whole 
thing, I've bolded the important points. 

• Our advertisement began running on National Catholic Reporter and Commonweal yesterday. 
Right now, when you click the advertisement, the link takes you to MoveOn's 60 Day to Stop A War Take 
Action website . From there, you are able to dial into your Member of Congress and request them to support 
the Iran Deal. 

At some point today, that link will change to our own website, which will list all the groups' names, simple 
talking points, and give people a chance to dial in three elected officials (their one US Representatives and 
two Senators). While the MoveOn site is very effective, ours will ensure that people calling into the offices 
identify as a person of faith, which is important in both our narrative creation (Catholics support the deal) 
and coalition building (the God Squad takes action). 

We will have a good data metric in the next few days about how the advertisement is doing. 
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• The letters to both Senators Cardin and Mikulski have been e-mailed, faxed, and snail mailed to 
the appropriate parties. This morning, I will make follow up calls to the state chief of staffs and 
schedulers. I imagine we'll know early next week if they plan on meeting with our groups' representatives. If 
it appears that isn't the case, I'm developing a grass-tops digital strategy and local media strategy to 
encourage them to change their minds. This will hopefully only boost the great work and meetings made 
possible by the work of Bob, Marie D, Marie L, Ben, and others. 

• On that note, I have phone calls early next week with senior advocacy staffers for the 
Archdiocese of Baltimore, Archdiocese of Washington (which includes territory in Maryland), 
and the Maryland Catholic Conference. 

While I think there should be many goals for these meetings, I think the top-line goal is pretty clear: we 
need Archbishop William Lori and Cardinal Donald Wuerl to make direct appeals to Senators Cardin and 
Mikulski on this issue. While I don't have any advance knowledge, I have a sense from the conversations 
setting up the meetings that there might be willingness for that to happen. 

• I will be sending an additional e-mail to our C4 community on Tuesday to asking them to contact 
their Members of Congress. This was remarkably successful last week. Based on the digital metrics, we 
can safely assume thousands of our Catholic brothers and sisters are taking action on this issue. My 
colleagues will be working with our allies to scan the local newspapers this upcoming week to see if people 
are communicating faith values in supporting the deal to letters to the editors in newspapers across the 
nation. My initial sense is that they are. That would be something to be proud of for our group. 

• I'll be taking some time off on both today and Monday to rejuvenate myself as my colleagues and 
I continue our grueling preparation for Pope Francis's apostolic trip to the US. As you can 

imagine, Iran is just a portion of the work we're doing in preparation for the Holy Father's trip. 

From Friday afternoon until Monday morning (the traditional weekend), I'll be on retreat and won't be 
accessible by phone or e-mail. However, you can reach me today and Monday through my colleagues 
(CC'd here) who know how to get a hold of me. 

• Thank you for being patient with me as I attempt to navigate the unified, but--at times— diverse 
hopes and expectations of the group. I will continue to try to balance the goals and needs of the group 
with the pressure to move the ball forward with the clock winding down in the fourth quarter of this important 
effort. I spoke to the White House yesterday and they assure us the media's moniker calling us "God 
Squad" isn't just sweet nothings, but actually a fair assessment of the substantial difference we're making in 
this conversation. 

Thank you again for all your hard work and continued support. And if you get a chance, please pray for me 
and my colleagues as we enter into some needed rest this weekend!

Apple has updated its breakdown of employee demographics, first reported in August of last year. And 
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while the needle hasn’t budged much — at least percentage-wise — the company says it has hired more 
diverse candidates in the past 12 months than in any other year. 

According to head of human resources Denise Young Smith, more than 1 1 ,000 women have been hired 
worldwide in the last year, a 65% increase from the year before (for some more perspective, the company 
employs over 1 1 0,000 people worldwide). In United States, 2,200 black employees and 2,700 Hispanic 
employees were hired in the same time frame, representing increases of 50% and 66%, respectively. And 
in the first six months of this year, nearly 50% of Apple’s U.S. hires were women, black, Hispanic or Native 
American. 

“We feel good about what’s been accomplished in the last 12 months,” Young Smith said in a phone 
interview with Fortune. “Clearly this is a start, but we know that with the investments that we’re making and 
the work we’re doing we’ll show much more progress over time.” 

CEO Tim Cook also offered a message on the company’s website Thursday afternoon, saying that Apple 
realizes there is a lot more work to be done. According to Cook’s statement: “Some people will read this 
page and see our progress. Others will recognize how much farther we have to go. We see both.” 

Like many other large Silicon Valley players, Apple’s gender and racial breakdown is still far from reflecting 
our society. Under increasing pressure, these companies have pledged to not only disclose the 
demographic breakdown of their employee base, but to put money into programs that aim to increase the 
pipeline of women and minorities in tech and to make changes to their hiring practices. Last year, Cook 
said he is as committed to “being as innovative in advancing diversity as we are in developing products.” 
He has also said that the definition of diversity should go beyond race and gender and include age and 
sexual orientation, among other characteristics. (Last year CEO Cook became the first openly gay leader 
of a Fortune 500 company.) 

“It is the leader and leaders of a company that really sets the tone and articulates the commitment [to 
increasing diversity],” says Young Smith. 

Earlier this year Apple announced it would invest more than $50 million in diversity efforts, partnering with 
the likes of the Thurgood Marshall College Fund. This week the company unveiled another partnership 
with Code2040, which runs a fellowship program for black and Hispanic entrepreneurs.

Today, the LA Times reports that the individual who may have been responsible for the 2001 anthrax attacks 
that killed five people and sickened 17 others apparently committed suicide . As Atrios recalls, shortly after 9/ 
1 1 , conservatives were pinning the blame for the anthrax attacks on Iraq , laying the groundwork for a 
subsequent invasion. John McCain was part of this fearmongering effort. 

On October 18, 2001, McCain appeared on the Late Show with David Letterman. When asked how the war in 
Afghanistan was progressing, McCain volunteered that the invasion of Iraq would be the “second phase” of the 
War on Terror. He preyed on the public’s fear at the time by claiming that the anthrax “may have come from 
Iraq”: 


LETTERMAN: How are things going in Afghanistan now? 

MCCAIN: I think we’re doing fine .... I think we’ll do fine. The second phase is Iraq. If I could just 
make one, very quickly. The second phase is Iraq. There is some indication, and I don’t have the 
conclusions, but some of this anthrax may — and I emphasize may — have come from Iraq. 

LETTERMAN: Oh is that right? 

MCCAIN: If that should be the case, that’s when some tough decisions will have to be made. 

Watch it: 

In the interview McCain tastelessly joked, in reference to the House adjourning until the Capitol could be cleared 
of the anthrax threat, that Congress members should “bring out their dead!” Less than a week later, two US 
Postal Service employees working in a facility that sorted mail destined for the Capitol would be dead 

McCain opened the interview by asking Letterman, “What is Osama bin Laden going to be for Halloween?” 
“Dead!” McCain said, delivering the punchline to his joke. Nearly seven Holloweens later, Osama bin Laden 
remains alive and free. 

Later in the interview, McCain explained his counterterrorism approach: “The more serious these people 
[terrorists] think we are and believe we are - and we are serious - then I think they might, you know, go back to 
selling camels or whatever enterprise that they might want to engage in.” 

Concluding the interview, McCain warned once again that Iraq was next. “The crunch time will be if - and 
emphasize if- we have to go after Iraq, and then that coalition could be strained,” he said. “But nothing 
succeeds like success. ... World power politics is very interesting. People are very friendly when they know 
you’re the most powerful kid on the block.”

Hope you are recovering well and feeling better. I keep you and Hallie in my thoughts and prayers daily. I am hoping that I can 
get a yes or no from you on how to move forward re: below 2 questions. 

John - if you have any guidance otherwise please advise. This is an update from our last conversation. Unfortunately question 1 
cannot await your return from China. 

Question 1 

This building has approx 23k rentable square feet available on floor 2 but as John knows, they need to know today if we are 
serious about taking all 25k b/c they have a serious offer for part of the floor. This is the only available space in the building. 
After meeting and receiving guidance from Huma last night that HRC is not prepared to commit to a big footprint within CF water 
street and is unsure whether she will need anything but a possible small footprint of office space at Water Street, I recommend 
the following: 

a. We let Goldman move forward with their serious tenant to take approximately 8000 rentable square feet on 2 b/c without 
a big footprint for HRC we cannot use the entire floor. 

b. We ask Goldman to give us first rights to consider the remaining approximately 15000 rentable square feet on 2 while we 
discuss our expansion needs (including but not limited to a possible small footprint for HRC). I will put together a memo 
that outlines what I believe to be our growth needs + a possible small footprint for HRC that Huma and I discussed to help 
inform this decision. 

Can I proceed as recommended above? 

Question 2 

CVC, BC, HRC and others have expressed the desire to move our Harlem personnel (10 total and all employed by CESC) to Water 
Street now. I have David Beale exploring the options of fitting them in with the 18 th floor at Water street including related costs 
and possible displacement of CF related but separately incorporated entities in the following order: AHG, CHAI, CGSGI. I expect 
to get his proposal sometime next week. Some considerations before we decide: 

a. Do we want to move these personnel from Harlem? Keep in mind that we risk exposure because it will mean GSA is 
paying for an empty 8600 square feet until August 2014, our first out option. We have landlords who aren't happy we 
moved most of our operations out of their building and wouldn't mind leaking an empty floor to the press. 

b. If we are okay with taking the exposure risk, do we envision the auditors coming back and recommending (and BC 
accepting) that CESC should not operate within CF space even with a sub-lease agreement? 

c. The advantages of course are obvious - better business continuity, management, etc. 

Should I proceed with exploring moving our Harlem personnel to Water Street within next few months?

I 
understand why — you want to get elected.” McCain issued this challenge in his defense: 

I’ve been through this litany before, where I say, “ok, what specific area have I quote changed?” 
Nobody can name it. ... I am the same person and I have the same principles. 

McCain argued that on issues — “whether it be spending, whether it be climate change, whether it be the 
conduct of the war in Iraq, whether it be torture of prisoners” — he is “the same guy.” Watch it: 


ThinkProgress has gladly taken up the McCain challenge. We’ve compiled a document that lists the policy 

areas on which McCain has changed his position. 

The flip-flop document notes that McCain has changed his position even on the four areas he cited — 
spending, climate change, the war in Iraq, and torture of prisoners: 

SPENDING: The McCain campaign has said that it will balance the budget by the end of McCain’s first time. 
But chief economic adviser Douglas Holtz-Eakin said McCain would balance the budget by the end of his 

second term. 

CLIMATE CHANGE: In 1999, McCain opposed lifting the ban on offshore drilling, saying that it was just the 
“special interests in Washington” that advocated it. In 2008, McCain announced that “there are areas off 
our coasts that should be open to exploration and exploitation.” 

IRAQ CONDUCT: He said in 2004 that Donald Rumsfeld was doing “a fine job” and was “an honorable 
man.” But by 2008, McCain was arguing that he was “the only one that said Rumsfeld had to go.” 

TORTURE: In 2005, McCain pushed President Bush to sign a bill that would prohibit “cruel, inhuman or 
degrading treatment or punishment” of anyone in U.S. government custody. But in 2008, McCain voted 
against the Intelligence Authorization Bill, which requires the intelligence community to abide by the same 
standards as articulated in the Army Field Manual and bans waterboarding.

<COT>“Where did Hillary go?” the President asked, looking around. He was in the middle of a short 
speech about democracy in Burma, standing on the porch of Aung San Suu Kyi’s house in Rangoon. 
“Where is she?” 

<TX>It was November 2012, and we were on our final trip together as President and Secretary of State. 

I waved from off to the side and caught his eye. “There she is,” he said. As he thanked me, I thought about 
how far we had come from that day more than four years earlier in Dianne Feinstein’s living room. Like 
our entire last trip together, it was a moment of bittersweet nostalgia, of satisfaction in what we had 
accomplished, delight in the partners we had become, and sadness that it would soon be over. 

Just two weeks earlier the President had won reelection. Unlike in 2008, this time I hadn’t been able to 
campaign for him. By law and tradition, Secretaries of State stay out of domestic politics. The 
Democratic National Convention in Charlotte, North Carolina, was the first I had missed since 1976. In 
2008, the convention in Denver had offered me a chance to endorse President Obama and help unify 
Democrats after the long primary campaign. But during the 2012 convention I was half a world away, 
representing our country on a diplomatic mission to Asia. 
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On the night my husband addressed the convention and formally nominated the President, I was across 
the Pacific in tiny Timor-Leste. After a day of diplomacy, I stole away for a few private moments in the 
residence of our Ambassador. There was no CNN and only limited internet bandwidth, but Philippe 
Reines had managed to connect to his TiVo back in Washington, so we could watch a delayed recording 
of Bill’s just-completed speech on the Ambassador’s home computer. I sat down to watch while the rest 
of my team crowded behind me. 

I had to smile when I saw him take the stage in front of the enthusiastic crowd. It had been sixteen years 
since Bill’s last campaign, but he still loved the excitement of a great political moment. Like a country 
lawyer laying out the facts for a jury, he explained how deeply damaged our economy and global standing 
had been in 2009 and how the Obama Administration had begun turning things around. At the end of his 
speech he addressed the question of American decline and renewal. “For more than two hundred years, 
through every crisis, we’ve always come back,” he said. “People have predicted our demise ever since 
George Washington was criticized for being a mediocre surveyor with a bad set of wooden false teeth. 
And so far, every single person that’s bet against America has lost money because we always come back. 
We come through every fire a little stronger and a little better.” After Bill finished, President Obama 
unexpectedly appeared onstage to thank him. As the two Presidents embraced, the crowd went wild. 
Watching from some ten thousand miles away, I was full of pride for the former President I married, the 
current President I served, and the country we all loved. 

A few months later we said our good-byes. I had lunch with President Obama in his private dining room 
off the Oval Office. Over fish tacos we discussed a twenty-page memo I had prepared with 
recommendations for his second term, both building on what we had started and new initiatives. On the 
way out we paused in the Oval Office. Tearing up, I hugged the President and told him again how much 
our work and friendship meant to me. And that I’d be on call if he ever needed me. 

On February 1, 2013, my final day in Foggy Bottom, I sat down at the desk in the small cherry-paneled 
inner office for the last time and wrote John Kerry a letter. I left it in the same place I had found Condi’s 
note to me four years before that. Then I signed my letter of resignation to the President. For the first 
time in twenty years, after serving as First Lady, Senator, and Secretary of State, I no longer had any role 
in government. 
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My final act was to go down to the lobby — where I had been greeted on my first day back in 2009 — to 
say good-bye to the men and women of the State Department and USAID. Thanking them seemed 
inadequate for all their dedicated service, but I did my best. Once again I saw the marble walls with the 
etched names of the colleagues we had lost, those who had fallen serving our country. I said a quiet 
prayer for them and their families. Filling the large lobby were so many people I had come to love and 
respect. I was glad they would continue serving the United States with intelligence, persistence, and 
courage. I knew I would always be grateful to have had the chance to lead such a team and to represent 
America around the world. I had learned anew the goodness of our people and the greatness of our 
nation, and I would face the future with a full and open heart.

<TXF>I wrote this book over the course of 2013 and early 2014, mostly from a cozy, sun-drenched 
third-floor study in our home in Chappaqua, New York. There’s a thick carpet and a comfortable chair, 
and I can look out through the windows into the treetops. I finally had time to read, catch up on sleep, go 
on long walks with my husband and our dogs, see more of my family, and think about the future. 

<TX>In early 2014, Bill and I got some wonderful news that we’d been eagerly waiting to hear: we were 
going to be grandparents. We were both beyond happy for Chelsea and Marc and unabashedly giddy at 
the prospect. It was hard to think of anything else, even with a book to finish. My mind kept returning to 
this miracle waiting to happen. Chelsea and Marc decided not to find out the sex of the baby or settle on 
a name in advance, so we were left to imagine just who this newest member of our family would turn out 
to be. As the summer slipped away, I drove Chelsea crazy by checking in practically every hour. “How 
are you feeling? Any news from the doctor? When’s it going to happen?!” 

Thirty-four years before, when I was pregnant with Chelsea, Bill and I had no idea what to expect, despite 
the Lamaze classes we took together. I remember how frazzled he was when it was finally time to go to 
the hospital. Lamaze recommended bringing a small plastic bag of ice to suck on during labor. Bill 
ended up bringing enough to fill a thirty-nine-gallon garbage bag. It was quite a sight. By comparison, 
Chelsea and Marc were much more organized and prepared. The way they stayed calm and always 
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supported each other was no surprise to anyone who knew them, but it still made me proud. They were 
going to be terrific parents. 

Finally, in September, it was time. As soon as we heard Marc and Chelsea were on the way to the 
hospital, Bill and I left our home in Chappaqua (without any ice!) and rushed to Lenox Hill Hospital in 
New York City. After meeting and thanking the medical team who would take care of Chelsea and the 
new baby, we settled into waiting. 

At 7:03 p.m. on September 26, 2014, Charlotte Clinton Mezvinsky made her grand entrance. Chelsea 
emerged, exhausted but glowing. I have to admit, I was glowing quite a bit myself. Bill and I followed 
the proud parents back into their room. All our pent-up nervous energy burst out in laughter and excited 
whoops, more like a couple of kids than the newly-minted grandparents we had suddenly become. After 
a while, Bill and I stepped out into the hallway to let them rest. We sat quietly, holding hands, trying to 
process the rush of emotions. I looked over and saw a tear in Bill’s eye. 

Over the days and weeks that followed, Bill and I spent as much time as we could visiting and helping. I 
wanted to be as much help to Chelsea and Marc as our own parents had been to us. My mom and dad 
were always on call to drive from Chicago to Little Rock to babysit whenever we had to travel on 
official state business or just needed an extra pair of hands. Bill’s mother, Virginia, whom Chelsea 
called Ginger, was a constant source of wisdom and laughter as we tried to navigate the unfamiliar 
waters of parenthood. 

In many ways, taking care of a baby has gotten a lot more complicated since we did it more than three 
decades ago. But some things never change. As I watch Bill carry Charlotte around our house, stopping 
at nearly every book on the shelf to explain the plot and how much she will enjoy reading it one day, I 
can’t help but remember how he used to walk Chelsea around the Arkansas Governor’s Mansion, singing 
and rocking until she fell asleep. When Bill and I get down on our hands and knees to play on the floor 
with Charlotte, I find myself thinking back to how amazed I was when my own father did the same with 
Chelsea. I had never seen anything like that before! At the time, I couldn’t believe how that gruff and 
imposing man just melted in the palm of his granddaughter. Now I know exactly how he felt. 
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When Chelsea was bom, I was full of nerves — despite all the books I had read and my work at Yale’s 
Child Study Center, I was unprepared for the sheer wonder and responsibility of parenthood. I prayed 
that I would be a good enough mother, and I quickly came to feel that having a child is like letting “your 
heart go walking around outside your body,” as the writer Elizabeth Stone put it. It was magical and 
terrifying all at the same time. As a new grandmother, however, there is nothing but joy. It’s probably 
the world’s best job. You get all the happiness of doting on a tiny child as she begins exploring the 
world, but without the responsibilities or anxieties of being a parent. I love every minute of it. 

When Chelsea was little, Bill and I read to her nonstop. Pediatricians now advise parents to start 
engaging verbally from the day babies are born because it does so much to develop their brains and 
cognition. In our house, Goodnight Moon was a particular favorite. I also tried to sing lullabies and old 
favorites, despite the fact that carrying a tune has never been one of my strengths. That lasted until 
Chelsea was about eighteen months old, when she reached up one tiny finger during the middle of my 
rendition of “Moon River,” touched my lips and said, “No sing, Mommy, no sing.” All these years later, 
I’ve mostly learned my lesson. But occasionally, I still sneak in a song or two, and Charlotte has yet to 
complain.

<TXF>I was delighted to find that Charlotte’s birth seemed to strike a chord with a lot of Americans. 
Chelsea and I received letters and gifts from moms and grandmothers across the country — stuffed 
animals, tiny sweaters, hand-knitted socks and hats, even some baby-sized sports jerseys from various 
teams. One gift we treasured was Charlotte ’s Web, the classic children’s book by E.B. White. As I’ve 
recently rediscovered, it’s a wonderful read. At one point, when the wise family doctor is asked what he 
makes of the mysterious messages in the spider web, he observes, “When the words appeared, everyone 
said they were a miracle. But nobody pointed out that the web itself is a miracle.” That’s how I’ve come 
to think about Charlotte (our Charlotte, not the spider). Every day with a new child is a miracle. Her 
smallest gestures sweep me off my feet. And while I am completely convinced that Charlotte is far and 
away the most beautiful, smart, and accomplished infant anywhere, I also understand that the true miracle 
here is universal. That’s why so many other grandmothers have reached out to me. They all feel the 
same way I do. They’re just as proud of their little ones and they have just as many dreams for their 
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futures. 

<TX>I have always believed that every child should have the chance to live up to his or her God-given 
potential. That principle has animated my entire career, from my earliest days as a young attorney with 
the Children’s Defense Fund straight through to my service in the Senate and as Secretary of State. Now 
that I’m a grandmother, I believe it even more passionately. Unfortunately, too few of the children born 
in the United States and around the world today will grow up with the same opportunities as Charlotte. 
You shouldn’t have to be the granddaughter of a President or a Secretary of State to receive excellent 
health care, education, enrichment, and all the support and advantages that will one day lead to a good job 
and a successful life. That’s what we want for all our kids. And this isn’t just idealism. It’s a recipe for 
broadly-shared prosperity and a healthy democracy. The notion of equal opportunity has been at the 
heart of the American experiment since the very beginning. It’s part of what made the United States 
exceptional and it attracted generations of immigrants determined to work hard and provide their 
families with that same chance at success. I’m more convinced than ever that our future in the twenty- 
first century depends on our ability to ensure that a child born in the hills of Appalachia or the 
Mississippi Delta or the Rio Grande Valley grows up with the same shot at success that Charlotte will. 

Becoming a grandmother has made me think deeply about the responsibility we all share as stewards of 
the world we inherit and will one day pass on. Rather than make me want to slow down, it has spurred 
me to speed up. As Margaret Mead said, children keep our imaginations fresh and our hearts young, and 
they drive us to work for a better future. I’ve also returned again and again to this question of 
universality — how much we all have in common even if the circumstances of our lives may be different. 
As you’ve seen throughout this book, one of the defining themes of my time as Secretary of State was 
our increasing global interdependence. Despite all the division and discord in the world, which 
sometimes can seem overwhelming, the basic fact of the twenty-first century is that we’re more 
connected than ever. If the United States continues to lead the world in the years ahead, as I believe it 
can and must, it will be because we have learned how to define the terms of our interdependence to 
promote more cooperation and shared prosperity and less conflict and inequality. As we’ve seen since 
the first edition of this book was published in June 2014, the negative side of interdependence remains 
potent — whether it was the spread of virulent new strands of extremism in the Middle East or old-style 
nationalism in Europe or a deadly epidemic in Africa. Our job is to build up the positive side. The 
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United States and the other great democracies have to redouble our efforts to empower moderates and 
marginalize extremists everywhere, and to stand firmly and united in pursuit of a more just, free, and 
peaceful world. That’s the world I want for Charlotte and for all our kids. 

Among all the gifts and cards that arrived not long after Charlotte did was a package from a woman who 
had watched her eighty-three-year-old mother stitch together beautiful quilts for many years and wanted 
to give it a shot. “This is my first and only attempt to sew a memory quilt for anyone,” she explained. 
Inside I found a red, white, and black patchwork that included panels with inspiring inscriptions and 
famous photos of Chelsea through the years. I held it up to the light and had to smile at the familiar 
images. A “memory quilt” was a good name for it. It was hard to believe that the baby girl I was holding 
in one photo could be the same poised and lovely woman being married in another. Yet there she was. I 
wondered for a moment what a quilt of my own life would look like. There were so many people who 
had taught me so much. And now I had one more. In just a few months, Charlotte had already helped me 
see the world in new ways. There was so much more to do. So many more panels waiting to be filled 
in. I folded up the quilt and got back to work.

WASFIINGTON, D.C. -- Americans are six percentage points more likely than they were four years ago to favor 
allowing openly gay men and lesbian women to serve in the military, 69% to 63%. While liberals and Democrats 
remain the most supportive, the biggest increase in support has been among conservatives and weekly 
churchgoers -- up 12 and 11 percentage points, respectively.

The finding that majorities of weekly churchgoers (60%), conservatives (58%), and Republicans (58%) now 
favor what essentially equates to repealing the "Don't Ask, Don't Tell" policy implemented under President 
Clinton in 1993 is noteworthy for several reasons. First, the data show that these traditionally conservative 
groups are shifting on this issue, supporting it to a far greater extent than they support legalized gav 
marriage . Second, it suggests the political playing field may be softer on this issue, and President Barack Obama 
will be well-positioned to forge ahead with his campaign promise to end the military ban on openly gay service 
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members with some support from more conservative segments of the population. To date, it is estimated that 
more than 12,500 servicemen and servicewomen have been discharged under the policy, including more than 
200 since Obama took office. 

Overall, the groups most in favor of allowing openly gay service members to serve in the military continue to be 
liberals (86%) and Democrats (82%), followed by Americans 18 to 29 (78%) -- whose support registered a nine- 
point jump in support from 2004. 

While men (64%) and Americans 65 and older (60%) have levels of support more in line with right-leaning 
groups than with left-leaning groups on this issue, they join virtually all other demographic segments of the 
population in registering an increase in support since 2004.

The only exception to the trend in favor of openly gay service members is seen among those with a high school 
education or less, who showed 57% support in both surveys. 

Bottom Line 

Gallup Poll data from 2009 reveal that majority support among Americans for repealing "Don't Ask, Don't Tell" 
has only strengthened in recent years. Repealing the policy is a promise Obama made on the campaign trail and 
is one that gay rights groups have recently been more vocal in urging him to fulfill. While the administration to 
date has not taken action on the issue, the Gallup Poll data indicate that the public-opinion environment favors 
such a move. 

In particular, the more conservative segments of the population who could be expected to be most resistant to 
such a policy change have shifted in favor of repealing the existing ban, to the extent that majority support now 
spans all segments of the population. At the same time, it is important to note that the Gallup Poll data do not 
break out the attitudes of current members of the military or provide a read on the views of current military 
leadership, whose reactions may be a major factor in the Obama administration's decisions on a change in 
policy. 

As the Obama administration weighs the political and military consequences of a policy change on this issue, it 
can do so knowing Americans are for the most part strongly in favor of change toward allowing gay men and 
lesbian women to serve openly alongside their fellow service members.

Wasserman-Schultz Says Women "Repulsed" By GOP

WASHINGTON (CBS4) - As the House version of the health care bill was making its way through parliamentary 
procedures on Saturday, a strange scene unfolded between a group of female Democratic members and some 
GOP members. Representative Tom Price (R-Ga.) repeatedly shouted "I object!" as the female Democratic 
members offered items for unanimous consent. This cause a contentious few minutes and angered Democratic 
members, including Representative Debbie Wasserman-Schultz. 

The Florida Democrat gave a statement saying, "This is a party (GOP) that doesn't respect women, a party that 
doesn't believe women are equal to men. I don't think they attract women to their party. I think they repulse 
women." She later said on a Monday conference call that the GOP's tactics on Saturday amounted giving women 
"back of the hand treatment," according to the Huffington Post. 

The repeated objections from Republicans on Saturday came as members of the Democratic Women's Caucus 
tried to offer into the record ways how the health care reform bill would help women. "We already had a clear 
sense that Republicans were opposed to our efforts to advance women's health. Now we know they're opposed 
to letting women voice their opinions on health care as well," Wasserman-Schultz said. 

When asked about the statement on MSNBC on Monday that Republicans repulse women, Wasserman-Schultz 
said . "We have a caucus in the House that is literally made up of 17 Republican women. I mean, they are literally 
virtually 90 percent male, 100 percent out of touch with the issues that matter to women." 

Wasserman-Schultz continued, "The overwhelming majority of Republicans voted against the equal pay act, the 
Lily Ledbetter Act, which was the first bill President Obama signed into law when he became President. It's very 
clear that the Republican's attitude towards women in this country is one of indifference. It's a talk to the hand 
type of approach and I think that's why they don't get very many women when it comes to elections, in terms of 
voters and they don't really have a lot of women interested in running with their party label." 

It's not likely that the rhetoric between Republicans and Democrats will be toned down on the final health care bill 
that is sent to the President anytime soon. The final version of the bill that ultimately passed the House included 
a contentious provision called the Stupak Amendment that would impose limits on elective abortions by 
prohibiting public and private insurers involved in the new health care exchange from covering the procedure. 

Tuesday morning, Senator Barbara Boxer announced she had the support of enough members in the Senate to 
kill the Stupak Amendment from the Senate version of the bill. The question will then become can a compromised 
bill be put together in committee that can win enough support from conservative and liberal Democrats that can 
win final approval and be sent to the President.

Rep. Mary Jo Kilroy (D-OH) On Saturday, several Republican went wild and shouted down members of 
the Democratic Women’s Caucus on the House floor. As each woman stepped up to the microphone to give a 
brief statement about how the House health care legislation would benefit women, Republicans — led by Rep. 
Tom Price (GA) — repeatedly talked over them, screamed, and shouted screeds like “I object, I object, I object, I 
object, I object.” 

Yesterday, ThinkProgress interviewed Rep. Mary Jo Kilroy (OH), one of the Democratic women who faced this 
treatment. Kilroy said unequivocally that the GOP’s actions were “sexist” and it would be “nice” if they apologized. 
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She pointed to recent GOP comments about House Speaker Nancy Pelosi (D-CA) — that it’s time to “ put her in 
her place ” — and said that’s exactly what Price and the other Republicans were doing on Saturday: 

KILROY: [T]hree male members of Congress got up and started shouting down — trying to shout down the 
Democratic women. I thought it was loud, I thought it was rude, I thought it was disrespectful, and I 
thought it was sexist. [...] 

Well, when you engage in loud, rude, and boorish behavior, my mother would have said they should 
apologize. I don’t expect an apology, but that would be nice to have that. But you know, you’re seeing 
this sexist behavior going on. 

You heard recently comments — from the Republican side of the aisle, some of my Republican colleagues 
over there — saying Speaker Pelosi should be put in her place, and I think that’s what they thought they 
were doing with the Democratic women. And it’s simply outrageous to me to have women being 
treated like that on the floor of the House. 

Listen here: 

Yesterday on a Center for American Progress Action Fund conference call, Rep. Debbie Wasserman-Schultz 
said that Republicans have been essentially giving a “ back-of-the-hand treatment to women ,” pointing out that 
on Friday, Rep. Pete Sessions (R-TX) “actually compared women to smokers and suggested women, like 
smokers, have to pay more for insurance just by the accident of our ability to get pregnant.” 

Transcript: 

KILROY: It wasn’t just me they were shouting down; it was every Democratic woman that got up to speak, to 
ask for unanimous consent to extend and revise the remarks in support of the Democratic health care bill. 

And each woman was giving a very short, one-sentence statement about why it was important for women — 
all the different aspects of the bill, why it was important for the women. 

Apparently that message was too hard for Republican members of Congress to take because three male 
members of Congress got up and started shouting down — trying to shout down the Democratic women. I 
thought it was loud, I thought it was rude, I thought it was disrespectful, and I thought it was sexist. 

TP: Why do you think they’re doing that? What were they so afraid of, that you were saying? 

KILROY: Apparently since there’s a lack of a viable alternative coming from the other side of the aisle, they 
wanted to delay the Democratic bill from being voted on. They were engaged in a stalling tactic. But in 
particular, they were wanting to change the dialogue from how this bill helps women to a discussion on 
Republican tactics and parliamentary procedure and how long there is for debate and various points of order, 
or just shouting, “I object! I object! I object! I object!” to drown out the message that this bill — House bill 3962 
— substantially will benefit the women of this country. 

And instead of a celebratory moment by all of this who were lined up to speak — as women, to women, about 
why this bill would help them, but not give a long speech, just give a one-sentence statement as is permitted 
under House rules and then ask permission to revise and extend your remarks — to turn that into a 
contentious moment. So instead of talking about health care for women, we’re talking about the Republican 
tactics. 

TP: So, did any of them come up to you afterward and apologize? Or do you think any of them should 
apologize? 

KILROY: Well, when you engage in loud, rude, and boorish behavior, my mother would have said they should 
apologize. I don’t expect an apology, but that would be nice to have that. But you know, you’re seeing this 
sexist behavior going on. 

You heard recently comments — from the Republican side of the aisle, some of my Republican colleagues 
over there — saying Speaker Pelosi should be put in her place, and I think that’s what they thought they were 
doing with the Democratic women. And it’s simply outrageous to me to have women being treated like that on 
the floor of the House. And the rules clearly say we can get up, give a simple sentence about why we’re 
supporting the bill, and ask to revise and extend. They were simply shouting that down.

The Hill: The Clinton Foundation does life-chanaina work worldwide

Over the weekend, the Clinton Global Initiative, an initiative of the Bill, Hillary and Chelsea Clinton Foundation, held its annual meeting — a gathering 
of leaders in business and government, global leaders and individuals who come together to address some of the greatest challenges faced by 
communities and to build a better future for people the world over. 


The foundation’s annual meeting, however, received little attention from the media — instead, news outlets and national political reporters pursued 
stories about Bill Clinton preparing to hit the campaign trail and a right-wing conspiracy to undercut Hillary Clinton’s presidential bid. This is 
characteristic of the coverage the Clinton Foundation has received in recent months. Some in the media and in political circles, for example, have 
questioned why the Clinton Foundation would accept foreign donations. The illogical conclusion, to which many have subscribed, is that foreign 
governments were somehow buying influence while Hillary Clinton was in the State Department, which is simply not true. The logical, simple truth is 
that because this public charity operates around the world, it makes sense that its donors come from around the world. And, partnering with people 
and organizations around the world gets life-changing results. 


In fairness to the media, when a public charity bears the name of a former president and a current presidential candidate, it must guard against 
potential conflicts of interest and act transparently, but that’s exactly what the Clinton Foundation does. What often goes unreported in the news is 
how the Clinton Foundation voluntarily discloses its donors, shares financial documents, and posts all tax forms publicly via its website. And, when 
Secretary Clinton was at the State Department, the Clinton Foundation put in place clear accountability measures to ensure there were no conflicts 
of interest by foreign donors. Moving forward, the Foundation has put in place even stricter policies, only allowing a select list of foreign countries 
that previously supported the Foundation to continue giving during the 2016 campaign. 


The numbers and figures that often go unreported put the life-changing work of the Clinton Foundation in a context that matters. Today, for 
example, almost 10 million people in more than 70 countries have access to life-saving medicines through the Clinton Health Access 
Initiative(CHAI). In the U.S. 17 million children in more than 29,000 schools now have healthier food and more physical activity options. And through 
the Clinton Global Initiative, partners have made nearly 3,200 Commitments to Action that have improved the lives of over 430 million people in more 
than 1 80 countries. 


Because of its commitment to put resources to work, the impact of the Clinton Foundation extends far beyond lifesaving HIV treatments. In Ethiopia 
alone, where I lived for three years and started the Foundation’s country program, the Clinton Health Access Initiative has worked to prevent 
mother-to-child transmission to prevent new HIV infections and offer treatment for children. Today in Ethiopia, Clinton Foundation staff continue to 
work closely with the Ministry of Health on initiatives including a maternal and child health program to reduce mortality at birth, and the CHAI 
Vaccines program that prevents more than 50,000 deaths among children each year in partnering countries. 


Despite the efficacy of the Clinton Foundation, some have questioned why people give time and resources to support this work. They imply there 
must be an ulterior motive behind charitable giving and that it’s somehow unthinkable to support charitable work in underserved communities. How 
cynical must we be, to see positive change in places like Ethiopia, but question the motives of those who give to support it?

A Conservative Answer to MoveOn 

Political Advocacy Group Formed by Former Bush Aides Plans a Broad Agenda

When a group of former White House aides formed a political advocacy group called Freedom's Watch last 
summer, its initial wave of ads featured battered Iraq war veterans pleading for support for President Bush 's 
"surge" of troops. 

Last month, the theme changed dramatically as the same group splashed dark, grainy images of illegal 
immigrants across television screens in northern Ohio , attacking a Democratic candidate's position on the 
divisive domestic issue. 

Freedom's Watch has loudly announced that there will be no limits to what it might do. From its $15 million 
summer ad campaign defending the Iraq strategy to its six-figure effort in the House special election in Ohio, the 
group has put Democrats on notice that its agenda will go far beyond the conservative principles of its largest 
financial backers. 

"We're a permanent political operation here in town. We're not going to be Johnny One Note," said Joe Eule, 
executive director of the expanding group, a nonprofit organization that many are describing as the 
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MoveOn.org of the right. 

The current Freedom's Watch staff of about 20 will be more than doubled in the coming months. In December, 
the group lured Ed Patru, the message chief for House Republicans, away from Capitol Hill to run its 
aggressive communications arm. 

The group's offices, above the posh Caucus Room restaurant downtown, are being outfitted with a modern 
studio so the staff can send ads to TV and radio stations across the country on a moment's notice. 

And Freedom's Watch will have money -- a lot of money. While initial reports suggested a budget of $200 million, 
people who have talked to the group in recent weeks say the figure is closer to $250 million, more than double 
the amount spent by the largest independent liberal groups in the 2004 election cycle. 

"I'm happy to have any help I can get on the battlefield," said Rep. Tom Cole (R-Okla.), chairman of the 
National Republican Congressional Committee , which has badly trailed its counterpart, the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee , in fundraising. 

Independent groups have been a staple of American politics since election laws five years ago prohibited 
national parties from raising unlimited amounts of money from wealthy individuals, unions and corporations. In 
the last presidential campaign, the liberal groups America Votes and Media Fund spent about $100 million 
apiece on a get-out-the-vote effort and a TV attack campaign, respectively. 

On the right, Swift Boat Veterans for Truth spent $22 million attacking the military credentials of the Democratic 
presidential nominee, Sen. John F. Kerry (Mass.). In 2005 and 2006, the conservative Progress for America 
spent tens of millions of dollars supporting the Supreme Court nominations of Chief Justice John G. Roberts 
Jr. and Justice Samuel A. Alito Jr. 

Federal laws prevent independent groups from directly advocating or opposing specific candidates, so most of 
these groups tend to disappear as quickly as they arrive, folding when the election or the debate they are trying 
to influence concludes. MoveOn.org is an important exception. Founded a decade ago to urge Congress to 
censure President Bill Clinton for his affair with Monica S. Lewinsky and "move on," the group grew into a 
leading liberal voice. 

Enter Freedom's Watch. 

"There is a sense among those contributing to Freedom's Watch that MoveOn powerfully filled a void in the left, 
that rallied support in the left, that raised money from the left, that mobilized the left," said Ari Fleischer, a former 
Bush press secretary and a Freedom's Watch founder. The other organizers are Bradley A. Blakeman, another 
former Bush White House official, and Mel Sembler, a Florida strip-mall magnate who served as Bush's 
ambassador to Italy 

Wes Boyd, who co-founded MoveOn.org with his wife in their home in Berkeley , Calif. , said the two groups 
are fundamentally different because his liberal organization was set up outside the influence of Democratic 
Party operatives and is funded primarily by small-dollar donors around the country. 

Freedom's Watch, on the other hand, is "doing attack ads by Beltway operatives, financed by billionaires, at the 
request of the White House," Boyd said by e-mail. "MoveOn helps millions of real people get engaged and be 
heard and is solely funded by these same people." 

For much of the debate over campaign finance legislation earlier this decade, Republicans argued that 
Congress should rein in independent political groups, known as 527 organizations because of the part of the tax 
code that governs them. Because those groups leaned primarily Democratic, the Democrats resisted. 

"Now they're reaping what they sowed," Cole said. 

Many 527s have faced tight scrutiny from the Federal Election Commission , so some operatives -- including 
the Freedom's Watch founders -- have decided to open political groups under a different section of the tax code 
that has received little attention from regulators, according to legal experts. 

The organization was conceived at a Florida meeting of the Republican Jewish Coalition last spring with the 
initial aim of defending Bush's policies in Iraq and Iran . But like its inspiration and antagonist, it has moved on. 
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The aggressively negative anti-illegal-immigration ads that ran during the Ohio special election race strayed far 
from Middle East policy, but the ad campaign -- like the group itself -- was bankrolled largely by Sheldon G. 
Adelson, a Las Vegas casino executive who last year pledged an unprecedented $200 million to Jewish and 
Israeli causes. 

Adelson personally wrote an $80,000 check to Freedom's Watch on Dec. 7, according to Federal Election 
Commission documents, just four days before the election that gave Republican Robert Latta the House seat 
representing the district around Bowling Green . Behind a blood-red foreground, the group's ad showed 
Latinos hurrying under fences and being frisked by police as a narrator accused Democratic candidate Robin 
Weirauch and "liberals in Congress" of supporting free health care for illegal immigrants. 

Fleischer said the turn toward the immigration issue should not have been a surprise. 

"To us it wasn't a broadening" of the mission, he said. "We said prosperity through free enterprise and domestic 
issues were going to be on the agenda. But something had to come first, and what came first was the 'surge' 
and the president's policies in Iraq." 

Fleischer cautioned that the scope of the group's involvement in the 2008 elections has not been decided. But 
the roughly $100,000 ad campaign in Ohio is a good indication. 

After Latta won, the DCCC chairman, Rep. Chris Van Hollen (Md.), issued a memo warning fellow Democrats 
about the new independent group gunning for them. Van Hollen's campaign committee has $31 million, 
compared with $2.3 million for the Republicans' committee, but he is deeply concerned that independent groups 
on the right are now engaged in congressional races while liberal groups are focused on the presidential race. 

When it comes to political money, "there's a whole other universe out there," Van Hollen said he told Democrats. 
"Don't get lulled into a false sense of security." 

Democrats are particularly concerned about the impact these groups can have against vulnerable incumbents 
from rural districts, where TV advertising is less expensive. "Those are congressional districts where a little bit of 
money can go a long way," Van Hollen said. 

As an appetizer, Freedom's Watch took out full-page ads last fall in the local newspapers of seven freshman 
House Democrats from rural districts, targeting their antiwar votes and linking them to Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
(D-Calif.). 

Many in Freedom Watch's donor base -- including Adelson, the chairman and chief executive of the Las 
Vegas Sands Corp. . and Sembler, the strip-mall magnate from St. Petersburg , Fla. -- have always been 
strong supporters of Israel . The group's initial ad blitz in defense of Bush's troop buildup in Iraq came naturally 
out of those interests. 

To start, Freedom's Watch is raking in huge donations from a few donors, a model that the NRCC and other 
federally sanctioned campaign groups cannot follow, because donation sizes are limited by law. And like 
MoveOn, Freedom's Watch intends to augment that approach with a grass-roots fundraising model that 
energizes a base of supporters as it brings in money. 

"If you're going to be a permanent organization that has real impact on public policy, you have to have significant 
financial supporters and you have to broaden your base," Fleischer said. "We are going to try to do both."

Cheryl, 

I wanted to give you immediate reaction to the polling and research materials you sent yesterday. 


At a high-level, I believe the plan that Robby has outlined is robust and appropriate to an ongoing polling 
approach. Additionally, I believe it can have utility from a brand positioning and tracking perspective. I 
see the quantitative polling piece as an ongoing tracker that will allow us to understand results on key 
imagery metrics that will inform ongoing work. 

That said, there are particular aspects I have questions around. 

1. While I believe in the mix of online and telephone surveying, I question how representative the home 
phone population are to our necessary target reach. Additionally, we should think hard about polling 
calls to mobile phones, not sure how socially acceptable that is. As a point of reference, Coke's 
continuous tracking survey fielded 365 days a year is all handled online. As a point of input I have asked 
a friend at AT&T for home phone penetration and attrition numbers so we can better consider. 

2. I think the ongoing online discussion boards are a great idea. I have this in place and use it often with 
a firm called Communispace — I had mentioned this when we spoke. I'd be interested in understanding 
the recommended firm for this and having a dialog around the methodology. 

3. For the qualitative groups, I would really like to engage/lead these, the methodology, the desired 
outcomes, the firm that would lead, etc. These will be material to brand positioning and there's a great 
opportunity to not duplicate efforts. 

4. I'd also seek involvement in the engagement of an analytics firm. The materials indicate Blue Labs. I'm 
familiar with Bluefin Labs which is an exceptional analytics firm. Not sure if this is the same. More 
broadly, among our analytics deliverables we should be able to tie the movement in key attributes/ 
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imagery to likelihood to vote. This is a key need of the analytics model which can then be tracked 
continuously through the polling. 

5. I recognize that sub groupings will follow this initial push out. That said, understanding multicultural 
voters -- unacculturated, acculturated and bi-cultural Hispanics, African Americans and multicultural 
Millennials as a starting point ~ will be important. Also other clusters are certain to materialize -- women/ 
Moms, community activists, youth/millennial, etc. We will want this understanding post exploratory to truly 
inform actions/content once a campaign is underway. 

6. The media consultant at GMMB appears to be an earned media expert (vs paid). Would want to 
confirm this. I am familiar with GMMB with my work with the American Beverage Association, they've 
done a good job there. On paid media I would want to leverage a general market media firm. 

7. On the handful of mentions RE branding and design (website, etc) I agree with the input -- eg 
branding's role. That said we'll want to lift the role of branding to overarch all decisions and outputs 
under the moniker of Everything Communicates. So being on-brand will be critical and a starting point for 
everything we do and execute. 

8. On the production of any materials logo/mark, exploratory or announcement videos, website 
development and all associated content, I would want to lead these aspects. I believe the exploratory 
materials will be judged as the equivalent of announcement materials. They must set the tone, create 
momentum, be shareworthy... I could keep going. They're really important. $45k for videos is a bit tight in 
my mind, but again, we can be creative on this. 

9. A final thought on research and measurement. As a basis we need to be asking all of these questions 
against "the ideal leader" and then in reference to our candidate. The qualitative learning on the ideal 
candidate and our candidate starting point informs the ongoing imagery that the polling would track 
which informs our messaging and content adjustments in realtime. 

10. Ok, I lied, now a real final thought. One area of exploratory research we need is to understand the 
role and importance of a movement. Change was a movement and BO became the leader of that 
movement. On our discovery we need to probe for this in terms of what the ideal candidate represents 
and the learnings around voters mood, desires, actions wanted, etc. and then spend time thinking about 
the packaging of the position and whether it can/should be a movement. Movements are important and 
welcomed by Millennials particularly. There is something for us to truly understand and potentially 
leverage in a big way, IF the data supports. This also helps to deflect the negativity toward her versus 
the movement. It's an interesting strategy but again has to be authentically true of her/her agenda. 

I really look forward to engaging directly with Robby. I believe we are complementary in talent set and 
can create a win/win approach (and outcome) together. I like/support his thinking in these documents. 

I owe you email 2 on the communication/cadence for me here that I know will inform the timing of my 
meeting with Robby. 

Working on that shortly.

The Employment Situation in April

The economy added 223,000 jobs in April as the unemployment rate fell to 5.4 percent — the lowest since May 2008 — and the participation rate 
ticked up. This report largely reflects the ongoing recovery, but jobs in April were likely also boosted by a temporary bounce-back from winter 
weather. Notwithstanding the substantial progress our economy has made, it is critical to continue the overall momentum and further strengthen 
wage growth. That is why the President is pursuing policies including opening new markets for U.S. goods and services through expanded 
trade , increasing investments in infrastructure . providing relief from the sequester . and raising the minimum wage . 


FIVE KEY POINTS ON THE LABOR MARKET IN APRIL 201 5 

1. The private sector has added 12.3 million jobs over 62 straight months of job growth, extending the longest streak on 
record. Today we learned that private-sector employment rose by 21 3,000 in April. Our businesses and the economy as a whole created more 
than 200,000 jobs in thirteen of the past fourteen months — the first time that has happened since 1 995. After taking into account the downward 
revision for the March jobs number, our economy has added 3.0 million new jobs over the past twelve months, nearly the fastest pace in more than 
a decade.

2. Employment growth tends to lag GDP growth by approximately one quarter. Quarterly employment growth and quarterly GDP growth 
exhibit a positive correlation over most time horizons, but the relationship is closest when job growth is compared GDP growth from one quarter 
earlier. The correlation coefficient of contemporaneous GDP growth and employment growth since 1 990 is 0.60, but it rises to 0.68 when the one- 
quarter lag is introduced. This relationship suggests that businesses tend to hire more following periods of strong output growth, but with a lag of 
only a few months. Conversely, reductions to GDP growth can result in delayed reductions in employment growth.

3. Last week’s Employment Cost Index (ECI) report from the Bureau of Labor Statistics showed that continued slow growth in 
hourly employer health benefit costs has persisted into 2015. The ECI measures a wide range of categories of worker compensation, 
including wages and salaries as well as benefits. In recent years, growth in hourly health benefit costs has been unusually slow, consistent with 
the very slow growth seen across a wide variety of measures of health care costs in part due to the Affordable Care Act . These most recent 
data show that slow growth in employer health benefit costs persisted through early 2015. Indeed, the data show that hourly wages and salaries 
at private-sector employers rose at a faster pace than hourly benefit health costs over the 1 2 months ending in March 201 5 — the first time that has 
happened since 1 998. The first-quarter data from the ECI have historically been a good predictor of trends in other closely-watched measures of 
health care costs in employer coverage, including the Kaiser Family Foundation’s annual survey of employer premiums.

4. In recognition of Older Americans Month, we observe that labor force participation for workers age 55 years or above has 
risen in recent decades, holding steady since the financial crisis. Although labor force participation across most age groups has declined 
meaningfully since the crisis, participation among older Americans has been much more robust. The labor force participation rate among those 55 
and older has risen around 10 percentage points over the past three decades, and is now equal to participation rates in the 1 960s. Although 
current levels match those last seen fifty years ago, the reasons that older workers are participating likely differ today. Rising education levels, 
labor force participation of women, and changes in Social Security have been identified as the most important factors boosting participation for 
older Americans. Improvements in health care, improvements in job quality, and increases in life expectancy also likely play a role. Although the 
three-decade change in participation has been stronger in this age bracket than in any other, the aging population is still reducing aggregate 
participation because older workers’ overall level of participation is much lower than that of younger workers.

5. April job growth in many industries was in line with recent trends, with some evidence of bounce-back from weather-related 
job losses in March. April was an especially strong month for construction (+45,000), following a loss in March (-9,000). Health care and social 
assistance (+56,000) was also particularly strong in April. April was a weaker than usual month in mining and logging (-1 5,000) and wholesale 
trade (-5,000). In fact, April was the fourth consecutive month of declining mining and logging employment, likely reflecting cutbacks in oil 
production. Across the 1 7 industries shown below, the correlation between the most recent one-month percent change and the average percent 
change over the last twelve months rose to 0.85 from 0.51 last month, well above the average correlation over the past two years.

She 
wins 73% of Democratic primary voters. In general election matchups, she leads five major Republican candidates (Bush, Cruz, Paul, 
Rubio, Walker) by an average margin of 44 points.

Fact: Sixty-three percent of Americans (including 68% of Independents) oppose defunding Planned Parenthood. [Hart Research, July 23- 
26] 


Out of touch with LGBT Americans: All of the major Republican candidates supported an Indiana law that allows businesses to discriminate 
against LGBT citizens. And none of them believe that everyone should be able to marry who they love - here again, the American people disagree 
with them. 


Fact: Fifty-four percent said it was wrong for businesses to refuse services to LGBT Americans, while 28 percent said they should have 
that right. [Reuters, April 2015] 

Fact: Fifty-four percent of Americans support legal same-sex marriage. [Pew July 14-20] 


Out of touch with Millennials: Millennial are strong supporters of all the issues discussed above, so it’s not surprising that Hillary holds such 
a commanding lead with them - according to three of the most recent national polls: 


Fact: Hillary holds a lead of 63-36 (+27) over Bush among 18-34 year-olds. [CNN July 22-25] 


Fact: Hillary holds a 56-24 (+32) lead over Bush among 18-29 year olds (Marist July 22-28). This is a wider margin than President 
Obama’s margin of victory in 2012 among 18-29 year olds, which according to exit polls was +23.

understanding of the impact that legal decisions have on the lives of everyday Americans, rather than focusing solely on the 
nominee’s experience and qualifications. A 61 percent majority of Democrats feel this way, as do 60 percent of Republicans. 

> Similarly, the most appealing description of a potential nominee tested in this survey is someone who will “be fair so that 

individuals and families get an impartial hearing and not give preferential treatment to powerful individuals and big 
corporations.”

Huffington Post: Talk. Read and Sing to Kids to Close the Word Gap

With a boost from Hillary Clinton last weekend in San Diego, the American Academy of Pediatricians launched 
the next phase of its campaign to help close the "word gap" between children in high- and low-income families. 


The Academy has embraced the work of Too Small to Fail -- a joint initiative from the Bill, Hillary & Chelsea 
Clinton Foundation and Next Generation, a nonprofit that focuses on the threat of diminished prospects for 
children and families -- which is an effort to prepare America's youngest children for success. Too Small to Fail's 
campaign, Talking Is Teaching: Talk, Read, Sing, gives parents tools to help close the word gap. 


We know that children's brains develop at a dramatic pace during their earliest years. In fact, 80 percent of brain 
development happens by the age of 3. But research has revealed that, by age 4, children in high-income 
families have heard about 30 million more words than children in lower-income families. Hearing fewer words 
translates directly to learning fewer words, and, by age 3, children in higher-income families have double the 
vocabulary of those living in lower-income families. This disadvantage -- called the word gap -- sets the stage for 
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future disparities in education and even job earnings. 


Through our campaign, we are encouraging pediatricians to talk to parents about talking, reading, and singing 
more often to their young children. This increased engagement helps build strong and healthy parent-child 
relationships, foster early language skills, and close the word gap. 


One would expect the AAP and its members to be deeply involved in support of early childhood development, but 
this issue has broad appeal. Earlier this week in San Francisco, Hillary Clinton addressed Dreamforce, the 
annual user and developer conference hosted by Salesforce.com, and some of the 135,000 attendees helped 
assemble tote bags full of materials for distribution to local parents. 


Next month we will launch a pilot program in Oakland, California, through which pediatricians will explain the 
importance of early brain development and give parents and caregivers the totes assembled at Dreamforce full 
of helpful materials to take home and use. The bags will include baby clothing and blankets with age-appropriate 
prompts for talking, reading, and singing. For example, when a parent is changing an infant's diaper, wording on 
the baby's onesie will remind him or her to "talk about hands and feet." The bag also will include a family 
resource guide and a CD created by Sesame Street, a book donated by Scholastic, and information on how to 
receive regular text reminders from Text4baby about the importance of talking, reading, and singing to young 
children. Also, when parents arrive at Children's Hospital Oakland, they will see creative and family-friendly signs 
in the lobby, waiting room, and exam room reminding them to talk, read, and sing to their children. 


Our children deserve the best chance we can give them to succeed. Research tells us it's simple: Every word 
counts. In the coming weeks, we will begin helping Oakland's parents -- and ultimately others around the country 
-- to realize their power to make a difference in their children's lives.

The Democratic Party's two most powerful women shared a stage in San Francisco Monday, and for 
Republicans, it was a glimpse of how tough 201 6 could be. 


Hillary Clinton and former House Speaker Nancy Pelosi haven't always been the closest of political friends, but 
this was the second time in a month they'd teamed up to raise money for Democrats. Clinton and Pelosi also 
have an eye on the upcoming presidential campaign, when a bigger turnout among women could boost the 
party's prospects of winning the White House and gaining ground in the House. The joint appearance was a 
show of the party's consolidation behind Clinton's expected White House bid. "She has lifted our efforts to a 
whole new level - and added new luster to our campaign for the House," Pelosi said of Clinton in an emailed 
statement. 
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At the San Francisco luncheon fundraiser with women, Pelosi said "the best action we can take" to grow the 
economy "is to unleash the power of women." Clinton told the group that they "can elect Republicans who keep 
blocking paycheck fairness or vote for Democrats who will fight for American families." 


The emerging Democratic gender strategy, which Pelosi dubbed #girlpower in a recent tweet, provides a striking 
contrast to Republican field. 


The Clinton-Pelosi alliance was only recently forged; in 2008, Pelosi tacitly backed Barack Obama over Clinton in 
the 2008 presidential primary. Now, the party's two most prominent women are united as Clinton needs Pelosi's 
Democrats to act as surrogates, fundraisers and heat shields in 2016, and Pelosi's blessing sends a loud 
message to fellow liberals in the ranks of donors and activists to fall in line behind Clinton. Both are hanging their 
fates in part on the Democratic Party's ability to continue exploiting its advantage with women voters two years 
from now as President Barack Obama's poor ratings have hampered Democratic candidates in the current 
election cycle. 


From Pelosi's perspective, a Clinton victory in 2016 would preserve the legacy of her House, which was 
instrumental in passing banking reforms and Obamacare. It also would keep the Democrats on offense on policy 
issues, even if it might fall short of providing long enough coattails to return Pelosi to the speaker's office. Pelosi 
told Bloomberg News last month that Democrats have been able to successfully appeal to independents on the 
basis of advocating for women, an assertion that is backed up by the gender gap in recent elections. "In these 
persuadables, equal pay for equal work goes through the roof, goes through the roof," Pelosi said of Democrats' 
edge over Republicans. "It is something the public believes. They believe that they’re against equal pay for 
equal work." 


Unintended Benefit 


Republicans see an unintended benefit for the pairing — a chance to link both women to President Barack 
Obama. "Not even this Hail Mary can help Democrats beat back the American people's disgust with the Clinton- 
Pelosi-Obama policies that are weakening us abroad and endangering us at home," National Republican 
Congressional Committee spokeswoman Andrea Bozek said. 


Clinton and Pelosi traveled a long road to find their common ground. 


The ill will between them grew so toxic in 2008 that aides conspired to prevent them from running into each other 
at party headquarters in Washington, afraid of an icy encounter. Pelosi, then the House speaker, remained 
technically neutral during that primary, strengthening Obama by denying Clinton the support of the nation's top 
female elected leader. One of his tactical victories in that contest was getting high-profile women, including 
Missouri Senator Claire McCaskill, Arizona Governor Janet Napolitano and Kansas Governor Kathleen Sebelius, 
to endorse him or, like Pelosi, stay on the sidelines. 


More damaging to Clinton, Pelosi said in an ABC News interview that party-leading "super-delegates" should 
vote for the victor among "pledged" delegates — a position Obama had secured by that time — at the 
Democratic convention. Some donors to both women let Pelosi know that they were displeased with her handling 
of the situation, issuing an implicit threat to withhold future funding for Pelosi's House Democrats by noting how 
much they had given to the Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee in the past. 


Donor Scolding 
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"As Democrats, we have been heartened by the overwhelming response that our fellow Democrats have shown 
for our party’s candidates during this primary season," the donors wrote in a March 2008 letter. "Each caucus 
and each primary has seen a record turnout of voters. But this dynamic primary season is not at an end. Several 
states and millions of Democratic voters have not yet had a chance to cast their votes. We respect those voters 
and believe that they, like the voters in the states that have already participated, have a right to be heard. None 
of us should make declarative statements that diminish the importance of their voices and their votes. We are 
writing to say we believe your remarks on ABC News This Week on March 16th did just that." 


With Clinton's appearance at her second DCCC fundraiser this month — at Pelosi's request, in Pelosi's backyard 
and with Pelosi donors in attendance — the tension between the two camps appears to have evaporated. Pelosi 
began encouraging Clinton to run the month after the 2012 election, telling NBC's Andrea Mitchell "I hope she 
goes." 


As Tim Miller, the executive director of the Republican super-PAC America Rising, notes, Clinton stands to gain 
from pitching in at a time when the party is scrambling to contain expected Republican gains in the House. 
"Clearly, House Democrats are in for a long night in November as they are moving their money towards seats 
once thought to be safe," Miller said of Clinton's appearance at the fundraiser. "So, it's both needed and allows 
Secretary Clinton to be a good soldier for a losing cause." 


Pelosi's office played down past tension, as a spokesman for the minority leader said she and Clinton have 
never had anything but a great relationship. Though Pelosi's call for super-delegates to follow the will of 
Democratic Party voters in 2008 was delivered on national television at an inopportune time for Clinton, it was a 
position Pelosi had held on the process of selecting a nominee for many years. Clinton spokesman Nick Merrill 
praised Pelosi as a "strong leader" and "tireless advocate for Democrats and Democratic values. Clinton, he 
said, is "thrilled to join forces with her to help Democrats in the midterms." 


DCCC Chairman Steve Israel, the immediate beneficiary of the Pelosi-Clinton fundraiser and an ally to both 
women over the years, said the Clinton-Pelosi tandem is helpful for party. "There are few people in this world 
who have done more for the Democratic Party than Nancy Pelosi and Hillary Clinton," the New York congressman 
said. "These two barrier-shattering women are united in their goal of electing a Congress that will fight for the 
middle class instead of stacking the deck for special interests."

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Hillary Rodham Clinton urged Democratic voters not to be complacent about the 
November midterm elections, saying Monday that working women and their families will lose out on a better 
future if Republicans gain control of both houses of Congress. 


The former secretary of state made the remarks during a sold-out women’s luncheon in San Francisco that 
raised $1.4 million for the Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee. 
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The fundraiser was hosted by House Democratic leader and former speaker Nancy Pelosi, who joked that she 
was ready to give up her own title as the highest-ranking woman in U.S. politics to elect a female Democrat as 
president “and soon,” a crowd-pleasing reference to the possibility of Clinton running for president in 2016. 


“If Hillary Clinton, mother and grandmother, decides to run for president she will win, and like I have said before 
she will be one of the best-prepared leaders to preside in the Oval Office,” Pelosi said in her introduction to 
Clinton’s speech. “That she happens to be a woman is a bonus and a wonderful, wonderful thing.” 


After acknowledging several congressional Democrats in the room who are running for re-election, Clinton told 
her overwhelmingly female audience that only Democrats have fought and would continue fighting to raise the 
minimum wage and for paid family leave, affordable child care and other policies that primarily benefit low-income 
and middle-class women. 


“It is not easy serving and every year it seems to get more challenging, but these candidates and many more 
across the country have a plan to jump-start the middle class and once more make it work for everyone,” she 
said. “These elections in two weeks and one day come down to a simple question: who is on your side?” 


Clinton reminded the audience of the state the nation’s economy was in when President Barack Obama took 
office and Pelosi presided over the House and accused the Republican Party of trying to rewrite history by 
blaming Democrats for the slow recovery. 


“It’s truly regrettable that despite all the great work Nancy did and President Obama, given what was inherited 
when the president came into office that we are having to work so hard to elect and re-elect Democrats. It’s as 
though the other side wants to pass an air of amnesia over America,” she said. 


Tickets for the luncheon ranged in price from $500 per person to $32,400 per couple and included a 
performance by singer-songwriter Carole King, who led the audience in singing her 1967 song,” (You Make Me 
Feel Like) A Natural Woman.” 


Clinton was scheduled to appear on Monday night at a $32,400-per-person fundraiser in Los Angeles benefiting 
the Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee. 


The event is hosted by several prominent players in the entertainment industry, including Dreamworks Animation 
CEO Jeffrey Katzenberg, who backed Obama in the 2008 president election, and director Steven Spielberg, who 
endorsed Clinton six years ago. 


TIME: Super PAC Backed by Nancy Pelosi Concedes Likely Democratic Defeat In 2014

better results. 


The Nancy Pelosi-backed super PAC campaigning for House Democrats has thrown in the towel on the party’s 
chances to retake the House majority this year, telling donors in a email fundraising note that it needs their help 
for 2016. 


“I don’t think I will shock anyone by saying that it is an uphill climb to win a majority in the House this year,” the 
email, titled “Long-term planning,” from House Majority PAC states. “But that doesn’t mean we can’t lay the 
groundwork for 2016 now.” 


Acknowledging that retaking the majority was always a long shot at best for House Democrats is one thing, but 
saying it publicly just two weeks before polls close is another. Pelosi is barred by law from dictating messages to 
the super PAC, though it has a history of following her public comments. She has appeared at events for the 
group, which is run by her former aides and focused on her goal of retaking House control. 


At a press conference earlier this month, Pelosi said, “I think we’ll do okay,” when asked about the upcoming 
election, before shifting focus to 2016. “You know what, their days are numbered,” she said of Republicans. “I 
know that in two years there will be a Democratic Congress and a Democratic president.” 


At an event Monday in San Francisco with Hillary Clinton, Pelosi again focused on 2016, without predicting the 
outcome of the current election cycle. “I am frequently introduced as the highest-ranking woman in political office 
in our country,” Pelosi said. “I’d like to give up that title and elect a Democratic woman for President of the United 
States. And soon.” 


Last week Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee Chair Steve Israel said the party is up for a “tough 
and unpredictable” election night, saying there are 32 races within six points — enough to tip the balance. But in 
recent weeks the party has had to refocus on shoring up its incumbents, not targeting potentially vulnerable 
Republicans. 


The House Majority PPAC email was sent in the name of former DNC Chair and Vermont Gov. Howard Dean. It 
says the party must keep fighting this year to maintain any hope of retaking the majority for the next Democratic 
president — a thinly-veiled hint to potential White House hopeful Hillary Clinton. 


“Important legislative actions like raising the minimum wage and immigration reform are virtually dead,” the email 
continued. “Instead House Republicans would prefer to waste their time trying to dismantle Obamacare. That is 
exactly the fate our next Democratic president’s agenda will suffer in 2016 if we don’t regain the majority.” 


“If we want to have a chance at 2016, we have to hold the line in the House now,” the email concludes. 


In a follow-up email to donors Tuesday morning, House Majority PAC Executive Director doubled-down. “Did you 
see Governor Dean’s message, friend? He’s right. 2014 isn’t about winning the majority — it’s about laying the 
groundwork for electing a Democratic majority in 2016 to get our next Democratic president’s back.”

Elizabeth Warren may be a populist, but her supporters include the elite. 

That’s the takeaway from a new ABC News/Washington Post poll of the emerging Democratic presidential field, 
which suggests that supporters of the Massachusetts senator skew whiter, wealthier, more educated, and more 
male. 


Warren’s populist message has electrified activists and donors who want her to take on Hillary Clinton in 2016, 
even though the senator insists she’s not interested. So while Warren is unlikely to run, the data nonetheless 
offer a useful snapshot of the Democratic Party’s self-described “Warren Wing,” which has become an important 
force in progressive politics. 


The poll, released Sunday, shows that 1 1 % of registered Democrats overall say they’d vote for Warren if the 
election were today. That’s just behind Vice President Joe Biden, at 1 3% — still miles away from Clinton’s 64% — 
and pretty typical of most polls. 


More interesting is the demographic breakdown. Warren outperforms among liberals, but she also does 
dramatically better with wealthier Democrats, those with college degrees, whites, and men. 


The results are stark. Among those making more than $50,000 a year, 16% say they would support Warren if 
the Democratic primary were held today. Just 6% of those who make less than $50,000 say the same. 


On racial lines, 1 6% of whites say they’d vote for Warren, compared to just 4% of nonwhites. Meanwhile, Warren 
captures 20% of college graduates, and just 5% of those who lack a degree. And she gets 14% of men, versus 
7% of women. 


Despite concerns that Clinton’s wealth might alienate her from working class voters, the former secretary of 
state’s support is actually 4 percentage points stronger among lower-income Democrats. She also does slightly 
better among nonwhites, those without college degrees, and especially women. 


Biden’s numbers follow a similar pattern as Clinton’s. 


And it’s not just this poll. In fact, the pattern is consistent across every one of the handful of surveys conducted 
in the past few months for which demographic breakdowns where available. A McClatchy-Marist poll from late 
September found that while Clinton’s support varied only a percentage point or two across these key 
demographic lines, Warren’s fluctuated more dramatically. That survey showed the senator receiving support 
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from 1 5% of college graduates, compared to just 3% of those without degrees. She got 1 0% of respondents who 
make more than $50,000 a year, but only 5% who make less than that amount said the same. 


The difference on gender was smaller than in the new poll, though men were more likely to support Warren than 
women by 3 percentage points. No breakdown on race was available. 


In July, a CNN poll told a similar story. In that survey, Warren whites were four times more likely to support 
Warren than non-whites, 6% to 14%. She also got double the support from people making more than $50,000 a 
year (15%) as those who made less than the threshold (7%). And a larger portion of people who attended 
college (13%) supported her than those who did not (7%). The poll indicated that 12% of men said they would 
support Warren, compared to 9% of women. 


Again, Clinton’s levels hardly budged depending income or education level, and neither did Biden’s. Just two 
percentage points separated her share of support from higher and lower income respondents, and education 
level made no difference in her share at all. 


A separate ABC News/Washington Post poll from June again confirmed the pattern: 10% of those who make 
more than $50,000 supported Warren, compared to 5% under the threshold. And 11% of college graduates 
supported the senator compared 5% without a degree. And slightly more non-whites than whites lent their 
support. In that poll, however, women were more likely to support to Warren than men. 


There are few important caveats to the data, which is coming in more than a year head of the Iowa Caucuses. 
Most importantly, all early polls tend to be skewed by name recognition. Candidates who are not yell known do 
poorly while famous ones do better, even if that doesn’t reflect the underlying level of support they may one day 
receive. It’s possible, for instance, that whiter, wealthier, and better educated Democrats are simply more likely to 
know who Warren is, since they’re might be more likely to consume political news. Clinton and Biden, meanwhile, 
are so universally known that that new consumption bias wouldn’t matter. 


But the numbers do makes some intuitive sense. While Warren’s message is populist, her issues — banking 
regulation, campaign finance reform, structural economic inequality — are extremely complex, abstract subjects. 
It’s helpful to have a college degree to understand them. She’s successfully given these issues an emotional 
resonance for all voters who feel they’re not getting a fair shake, but it’s conceivable that educated people (who 
also tend to be whiter and wealthier) are just more likely to get fired up by Glass Steagall. 


As for women, it’s possible Clinton sucks up all the enthusiasm. 


If the numbers hold, however, it also suggests a potential ceiling on Warren’s support — an ironic turn for a 
populist agenda.

And, more recently, after Mrs. Clinton left the State Department, it was Mr. de la Renta who told her she needed 
a haircut. Bangs, he suggested, would frame her face nicely. The new haircut attracted much attention at the 
January inauguration of Mayor Bill de Blasio of New York.

Gardner, winning men by as much as 20 percentage points in recent polling, has led Udall by between 2 and 6 
percentage points overall in a half-dozen polls taken this month, according to data kept by the website 
RealClearPolitics.com. Udall has consistently been the favorite among women, though by a much smaller margin 
than Gardner's edge with men. The arrival of Clinton and first lady Michelle Obama, who plans to visit Denver 
and Fort Collins later this week, speaks to Udall's need for strong turnout among women in the final two weeks of 
the election. 


Facing defeat, it's easy to see why Udall chose to stay in his home state rather than attending a Palo Alto fund- 
raising event hosted by heavyweight environmental donors and activists such as Guy Saperstein, Graham 
Chisholm and Nicole Lederer. 
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Gore, a champion for many on the host committee, may have been an easy get for the Udall Campaign: Udall's 
wife, Maggie Fox, once worked as the president and CEO of Gore's Climate Reality Project. Fox will "provide an 
update on the race" after "working on the campaign in the trenches," Sturman wrote. 


MSNBC: Bill Clinton returns to Kentucky to campaign for Grimes

National Democrats may have abandoned Alison Lundergan Grimes in her fight to unseat Kentucky Senator 
Mitch McConnell next month, but Bill Clinton isn’t giving up hope: The former president is returning to the 
state Tuesday to campaign for Grimes for a third time since she won the Democratic primary. 


After spending more than $2 million for Grimes in Kentucky, the Democratic Senatorial Campaign Committee 
(DSCC) last week chose to leave the candidate on her own as public surveys showed her trailing her Republican 
competitor. The decision signaled that national Democrats don’t think Grimes can defeat McConnell in next 
month’s midterm elections. 


But the lead in the polls has changed hands several times. McConnell beat Grimes by eight points in a poll last 
month, after weeks of results that showed an essentially deadlocked race. A Grimes internal poll from last week, 
however, revealed the Democrat outpacing the incumbent by two points. 


Clinton’s efforts to stump for the Democratic hopeful reveal his continued support. He made his first appearance 
on her behalf in February, ahead of the state primary that Grimes later won by 37 percentage points. In August, 
Clinton visited the state again to address a crowd of supporters. And just last week, former Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton joined her husband in Louisville, where she warned voters that they will regret taking a victory for 
granted. 


Unlike President Barack Obama, whose approval ratings in Kentucky continuously hover near 30%, the former 
commander-in-chief remains popular among residents in the mostly conservative state. Thousands of residents 
flocked to hear him speak during his past two appearances in the Bluegrass State. And both Clintons carried 
Kentucky in their respective presidential campaigns. 


Clinton also made his 2014 campaign advertisement debut in Grimes’ recently televised spot. Grimes, who has 
attempted to portray herself as an independent, has used her association with the Clintons to distance herself 
from Obama as McConnell continues to try to tie her to the president. Grimes recently came under fire for 
refusing to share with an editorial board whether or not she voted for Obama in the last presidential election, 
despite serving as a delegate to the 2012 Democratic National Convention. 


Grimes is currently the Kentucky secretary of state and the youngest woman to fill that role in the country. 
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The Senate race remains extremely tight, just two weeks ahead of the Nov. 4 election in arguably the country’s 
most closely-watched competition this election cycle. With control of the Senate in jeopardy, the DSCC recently 
bought ads in Georgia and South Dakota, two conservative states where Democrats are competitive but trailing 
in most polls.

Subject: 1-395 Construction Notes -- Who lived here before us? 


Dear colleagues, 

As the rhythms of our academic year wind down, we at the Law Center will take the time to recognize and celebrate 
all of our students’ accomplishments. Graduation brings excitement and anticipation. It gives us one last chance to recognize 
our students’ hard work and achievements and to wish them well as they take the knowledge and values we hope to instill 
into the next phase of their lives. It also signals the start of a little respite before we begin to prepare for another academic 
year. 

The BBC construction team will not experience that respite since their work will continue unabated; and as you can 
see as you walk down 2 nd Street, it continues at a dazzling pace. If they stopped for a moment, however, they too would see 
much to celebrate. Excavation is reaching deep into the earth, and soon it will reach the highway surface. Much of the 
128,000 feet of timber that makes up the lagging boards are set in place. Concrete barriers down on the highway are 
crumbling with great speed under the power of hoe rams, and the retaining walls that define the highway’s 2 nd Street exit 
ramp are nearly demolished. What has amazed me most is how we were able to integrate our academic rhythms with the 
architectural and engineering rhythms of this massive and extraordinary construction project. Despite the enormity of the 
project, our lives have been, for the most part, minimally disrupted. There was almost no noise filtering into the classrooms 
during final examinations. When the sounds did erupt a little louder than we had hoped, BBC shut down the operation so that 
the students would not lose focus or concentration as they completed their tests. So as I send my shout out to our graduates 
as they begin their legal careers, I am also sending one to BBC and PGP Partners for making my life as Law Center liaison to 
the project a little easier than I had expected. 

You may have missed it but Mayor Bowser, Congresswoman Norton, and other city officials joined with the 
developers to 



formally break ground for the project this past Tuesday. It may seem strange to break ground now given all of the work we 
have witnessed; but what we have been watching are only the preparations for the actual construction of the deck and the 
buildings that will stand upon it. If you want to view a new video that shows the completed project, you can access it at

But before we move into the future, I thought I would end the school year by finishing the story I began in my last 
Construction Note about the people who lived here before we arrived. By 1923, this area was completely developed. Small 
factories, hotels, apartment buildings, and flat-front houses stood side by side in this multicultural working-class 
neighborhood. Looking at the neighborhood now, one can hardly believe that this was a thriving residential area, teeming 
with small businesses. Vaccaro’s Italian Delicatessen and Bakery was located at 3rd Street and Massachusetts Avenue, NW, 
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and survived there until it moved in the 1970s. It served some of the best cannoli in the city. (I know that since I ate them 
myself when I attended Georgetown when it was still located at 506 E Street, NW.) Each morning, trucks laden with bread 
left the Holmes Bakery with their morning deliveries. The Holmes Bakery was owned by relatives of retired Law Center 
Professor Jack Murphy. Holmes stood about where the new Sport and Fitness Center stands. During the excavation of our 
site, we found remnants of the old Madison Alley that connected 1st and 2nd Streets, NW, and which provided the exit route 
for the Holmes drivers. Viareggio’s Grocery Store stood at 3rd and I Streets, NW. My wife’s relatives once ran a grocery 
store on 1st and E Streets, NW, just south of the Law Center campus. Until recently, one of the few

remaining examples of the area’s residential architecture stood on E Street between 1st and 2nd Streets, NW — a vacant and 
a silent reminder of the laughing children and struggling families who lived here in another time. Our daycare center 
playground now occupies that land, bringing back joyous shouts and laughter for us to treasure as we go about our daily 
business. A few other such houses still stand north of Massachusetts Avenue but all of them will soon be gone as the now 
fashionable and hip NOMA neighborhood continues to develop.

Life, however, was not always rosy. The East End and the former neighborhood just to the north, sometimes called 
Northwest 1, were populated mostly by working-class African Americans and European immigrants. The people of this 
neighborhood were a melange of nationalities, with the Irish, English, German, Swedes, Italians, and Eastern European Jews 
mixing relatively peacefully with African Americans — at least until the 1950s. Although wealthy and prominent people like 
Stephen Douglas, Ulysses Grant, and William Tecumseh Sherman once lived near 2nd and I Streets, NW, the area never 
became fashionable. As the grip of segregation tightened in Washington after 1870, the few wealthy citizens in our 
neighborhood moved farther into the northwest sections of the city. The people who remained often struggled economically 
and socially, with help coming primarily from the area churches. 
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Residential neighborhoods north of Massachusetts Avenue deteriorated in the era between 1890 and 1950. Referring 
to that era and that neighborhood, local newspapers described a “half-century of decay and neglect” producing “slums, 
crime, and degradation.” They called the neighborhood a “menace - the veritable sink of iniquity.” The area around Holy 
Rosary parish avoided much of this desolation until after World War II, but the Northwest 1 neighborhood across 
Massachusetts Avenue suffered greatly throughout the era. Racism and the depressions of the late 1870s, the early 1890s, 
and the 1930s exacerbated the misery of the people living there. Moreover, restrictive real estate covenants forced the 
increasing number of African Americans coming to the area from the South to live in already overcrowded and substandard 
housing. Although new employment opportunities were created during World Wars I and II, African Americans usually had 
access only to the lower-paying positions. As those jobs were filled, the new residents streaming in from the South had few 
options. 


The infamous 2nd police district, stretching from Massachusetts Avenue to Florida Avenue and from Union Station 
to 14th Street, NW, was a neighborhood of “rotting hovels, rusted tin fences, and littered yards.” Called the “Sinful Second” 
or the “Wickedest Precinct,” it housed the worst slums in Washington, D.C. Flats and tenements were built “side by side 
and back to back.” It was an area where “sunlight was a stranger.” As late as 1950, one-half of the houses were dilapidated, 
without plumbing, and without adequate heat or light. People in the area often lived six to a room. Housing codes were 
seldom enforced, either out of pity for the residents who had nowhere else to go or because graft lined the pockets of the 
enforcers. Social services, then as now, were under-funded and poorly staffed. Every other child in the area was considered 
illegitimate under the laws of that day, and the tuberculosis and alcoholism rates were the highest in the city.

Thirty courts or alleys, with names like Logan, Marion, or Clothesline, infamous for one vice or another, laced the 
neighborhood. Crime was rampant. One could buy “with ease a shot of dope, a numbers play, a woman, a jug of Sneaky 
Pete on ice, and all the stolen merchandise you wanted. Make a wrong remark and you [could] get your throat cut for free.” 
Although the precinct’s 1953 crime rate of nineteen murders, 269 robberies and 714 house breakings seems low today, it 
was a scandal for that era. The police call box at 6 14 and N Streets, NW, was the busiest box in the city. 

The reasons for this slide within this otherwise thriving international city were as common then as they are today. 
Budget strangulation by a Congress unwilling to appropriate an adequate federal payment, the lack of meaningM home rule, 
and the pervasiveness of racism in an essentially Southern city virtually guaranteed the result. Moreover, the post-World War 
II boom spurred on by the GI Bill and housing policies that benefited whites more than African Americans resulted in the 
flight of middle class white families from the city to the suburbs. Even after attorney Ralph Urciolo, a Holy Rosary 
parishioner, teamed with legendary African-American lawyer Charles Houston to attack restrictive housing covenants in the 
D.C. courts, city planners were still looking for ways to keep neighborhoods segregated. Urciolo and Houston eventually 
prevailed when the Supreme Court declared restrictive covenants unconstitutional in Shelley v. Kraemer, a case with which 
theirs was joined for Court consideration. 334 U.S. 1 (1948). Nonetheless, their victory had little immediate effect on 
segregation in the city. The federal committees that ruled Washington, D.C., were often led by Congressmen from Southern 
states who found little political advantage in ameliorating the causes of poverty, especially since the urban poverty in 
Washington affected citizens who did not look like the voters in the Congressmen’s hometowns. By the mid-1950s, the 
combination of these policies and practices had devastated Northwest 1 and the devastation began to spill over into the East 
End. 


Calls for urban renewal to relieve the plight of those living in poverty began in the late 1940s and came to fruition in 
the late 1950s and early 1960s. Plans were made to build new parks, improve commercial areas, and close the dangerous 
streets and alleys. North Capitol Street was to become a “dignified and beautiful” approach to the Capitol. But the early plans 
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issued by Ulysses S. Grant III, grandson of the hero of the Civil War, also reinforced the practice of segregated housing. 
The first D.C. urban renewal site was the old Southwest neighborhood, a small enclave of mostly black and some poor 
white residents living between the Potomac and Anacostia Rivers and Independence Avenue. The plan called for the 
complete destruction of the neighborhood and the permanent relocation of its residents to the other side of the Anacostia 
River. By the time the bulldozers were through, there was nothing left of the old neighborhood. Parts of that neighborhood, 
between the Nationals ballpark to the Maine Avenue Wharf, is again undergoing a renewal.

The total devastation of Southwest produced calls for something different in the Northwest Urban Renewal District. 
The original plan for the 2nd precinct called for razing all 16,000 houses and relocating the 60,000 people who lived there. 
Neighborhood outcries produced new plans, intense debates, and more new plans and challenges. The City issued “raze or 
repair” orders against many dwellings hoping to force some resolution of the issue. Ultimately, most of the early urban 
renewal plans were abandoned. During the past forty years, housing policies changed and new residents moved into the area. 
Today, homes in the 2nd precinct’s Shaw and Logan Circle neighborhoods, once called “rotting hovels,” now sell for more 
than a million dollars. 

The final plan for Northwest 1, an area within the larger Northwest Urban Renewal tract bounded by Union Station 
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to the east and 1-395 to the west, and Massachusetts Avenue to the south and M Street to the north, called for the demolition 
of 1,01 1 homes and the displacement of over 7,000 people. Although some houses were rehabilitated, most were torn down. 
The few residents who remained could walk out their front door to a view of the Capitol that was unimpeded by other 
buildings. 

Many buildings on the land Georgetown currently owns were also torn down. At one time the City planned to build 
a thirty-one-unit mobile home park on our McDonough Hall site, but I can find no evidence that the plan was carried out. 
Sometime later, a similar park for 225 units was planned along New Jersey Avenue between Prince and L Streets. Again, it is 
unclear whether the plan was carried out. 

Some hope actually emerged out of all this human and architectural desolation. Officials from Mt. Airy Baptist 
Church, Bible Way Church, and the Prince Hall Masons formed nonprofit organizations that built Sibley Plaza and Tyler 
House, two mid-rise apartment buildings on North Capitol Street for low- and moderate-income families. The Golden Rule 
Apartments soon followed. A group of Catholics from Gonzaga High School and St. Aloysius Church formed a nonprofit 
group to build a low- and moderate-income housing community called Sursum Corda, Latin for "lift up your hearts.” Built 
between 1967 and 1969, the townhouses and apartments featured air conditioning, garbage disposals, and washers and 
dryers. The concept for these houses and apartments grew out of the socially progressive ideas of the 1960s and 1970s that 
demanded affordable, quality housing for poor residents who had been displaced by urban renewal. A group of nuns moved 
into the neighborhood to provide spiritual and temporal assistance to the residents. At the time, an editorial in the 



Washington Post lauded the architects for building “a compact little village.” 

But the hope generated by these projects soon turned to bitterness. Urban renewal stalled, and white flight produced 
an even more segregated city. Instead of model communities, urban renewal had produced total devastation in the Southwest 
Urban Renewal area and “a low-income segregated ghetto without adequate schools, shopping, or community facilities” in 
Northwest 1. Sursum Corda continued to suffer from the debilitating effects of the well-intentioned but misguided and 
poorly planned efforts of the 1950s and 1960s. The last of the many nuns who once lived at Sursum Corda moved out when 
their home became a target for crime. Open air drug markets operated twenty-four hours a day. Today, however, developers 
are competing to buy the land, offering large sums of money, to the current owners. 

The Italians of Holy Rosary Parish began to move to the suburbs, although they remained active in their church. The 
hotels near Union Station had long lost their glory as airplanes replaced trains as the major form of transportation. By 1965, 
the hotels had deteriorated into dingy waystations. Urban renewal, once thought of as a cure for the city’s poverty, had 
instead created an urban ghost town in the East End. 

Between 1950 and 1970, the communities in our section of the East End were all swept away. Ill-managed urban 
renewal and a planned inner-city highway system had nearly destroyed L’Enfant’s dreams. It would take the foresight of 
Dean Paul Dean and his colleagues at Georgetown to begin the long, but now successful, rejuvenation of our neighborhood. 
When the Law Center began purchasing land in 1965, the area had become a wasteland. Few vestiges of a once-thriving 
neighborhood remained. No buildings stood on the McDonough Hall site. The Salvation Army, a Fish Fry carryout, and a 
few other small commercial buildings stood south of F Street where the Gewirz Residence Hall now stands, and a few 
townhouses remained on the Williams Library site. Most residences were vacant. To the west, land was being cleared for 
the Center Leg Freeway. You may want to go back to the June 11, 2014, 1-395 Construction Note to review how that 
highway got built, http://www.law.georgetown.edu/campus-services/facilities/construction-info/index.cfm 

In 1971, Georgetown Law Center completed McDonough Hall and became the pioneer that brought life back to the 
area. By 2004, we had developed seven acres of land and erected five buildings and an additional east wing to McDonough 
Hall. We assumed developers would follow us but none came for many years. Slowly however, the area developed. First 
came the hotels, spurred on by a renovation of Union Station. Then, new office spaces were built to house those companies 
and associations that did business with the Federal government. Abe Pollin developed the Verizon Center which spurred the 
development of apartment buildings along Massachusetts Avenue between Gallery Place and the Law Center and created the 
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NOMA neighborhood. By 2004, the once-desolate East End was beginning to bustle with new life. Condominiums and 
apartment buildings brought new residents while shops, restaurants, and theaters re-establish the area as a commercial 
engine of the city. Nonetheless, Georgetown’s campus, facing outward to the commercial nature of the area but inward to 
our academic mission, was the jewel of our East End neighborhood. 

Soon we will have a new jewel to join what we began; but much remains to be done on the Capitol Crossing project. 
When you return in the Fall you will see a much different site. Much of the utility work on the west side of the highway 
along Massachusetts Avenue will have been completed. BBC will be installing caissons in the south block on the east 
shoulder of the site and in the highway median of the north block to support the deck. A slurry wall will be rising along the 
west shoulder of the north block for the same purpose. Excavation for the new exit ramp will be completed and the retaining 
walls of the old exit ramp will almost all be demolished. Stay tuned, because all those stories will be told here another time. 

As the academic year ends, I want to express my thanks for your cooperation and patience during this project. I am 
sure that some of you, especially Gewirz residents, have endured some inconvenience this year. I still have nightmares about 
water shutoffs! As I said when utility excavations began, Capitol Crossing is not a Georgetown project; but our concern for 
your safety and your welfare remains paramount and we will remain vigilant as the project continues. Fortunately, BBC 
Construction and PGP Developers have proved to be good partners. Our neighborhood will be more exciting once the 
project is completed, but all great things come with hard work and sacrifice. Thanks again for your patience and 
understanding.

Obama Lead Tight Over McCain

Illinois Senator Barack Obama enters the General Election with a tight lead, 43% to 38%, over Arizona 
Senator John McCain . according to a new TIME Magazine poll of registered voters. The poll shows 
Obama gaining only a slight bounce from Hillary Clinton's departure from the campaign early this month. 

When undecided voters leaning towards Obama and McCain are accounted for, the race narrows to a mere 4 
percentage points, barely above the poll's 3.5% margin of error. Thirty percent of those who remain undecided 
said they lean towards McCain, 20% said they were leaning toward Obama with 46% citing no preference. 
Overall, 28% said they could still change their minds in the four months left before the November election. 

After five months of bruising primaries, Obama's lead now is narrower than the one he held over McCain in 
TIME'S poll this past February: 48% to 41%, including leaners. The bright spot for Obama is with Latino voters, a 
group he overwhelmingly lost to Clinton in the primaries, but now leads 51% to 34% over McCain. Among 
Catholics, another group Obama struggled with in Democratic primaries, McCain leads Obama 57% to 43%. 

The two split Independents, a target demographic for both campaigns, with 44% supporting Obama and 43% 
McCain's. Obama overwhelmingly won the likability contest with 58% of respondents saying he's more likeable to 
McCain's 23%. Obama also led McCain among women 45% to 39%. 

McCain, a highly decorated Vietnam veteran, edged out Obama on national security issues. When asked who 
"would best protect the U.S. against terrorism," 53% of respondents chose McCain to just 33% for Obama. And 
nearly half, 48% to Obama's 38%, trusted McCain to handle the war in Iraq, though 57% said they believed the 
U.S. was wrong to invade Iraq and 56% said they would like to see the troops brought home within the next two 
years. 

The poll, conducted at the end of the second week of Obama's economic tour, found that 44% of people 
preferred Obama be entrusted with the the economy to McCain's 37%, and 46% said Obama would do a better 
job at tackling special interest groups compared to 31% for McCain. More than two-thirds, or 68%, felt the 
economy was getting worse with 27% believing it is holding steady. Only 4% said the economy is improving. 

Obama led McCain among all age groups, most notably among young voters 18-34 where he leads 53% to 
McCain's 42%. McCain, though, led Obama in all income brackets save the poorest, though the two effectively 
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split the rich, 47% for McCain to Obama's 46%. Obama won the support of those making less than $35,000 a 
year by a margin of 32 percentage points. 

Despite all the drama over Obama's church and his former pastor's inflammatory remarks, 40% said they felt he 
was more comfortable talking about his religious beliefs versus 34% for McCain. And in evidence that McCain 
has some work to do shoring up social conservative voters, when asked which of the candidates "is closest to 
your views on so-called values issues, such as abortion and gay marriage," McCain edged out Obama by just a 
single percentage point 40% to 39%, even though 51% of respondents opposed gay marriage. 

The poll of 805 registered voters surveyed June 19-25 was conducted by ABT SRBI for TIME Magazine.

Report: American Legislative Exchange Council (ALEC) Exerts 
Unprecedented Influence Over Florida 

New report exposes right-wing corporate front group as ALEC secretly plots agenda at 

national meetings in Salt Lake City 

TALLAHASSEE- Progress Florida, Florida Watch Action, People for the American Way Foundation, Common Cause and ALEC Exposed released 
a new report detailing the influence the corporate front group ALEC has over Florida’s policy makers. The report, entitled ALEC in Florida, 
documents the growing footprint that ALEC has in Florida, including its unprecedented access to elected officials and the drafting of ‘model’ 
legislation which compliant lawmakers then push into law. The release of the report coincided with ALEC’s 39 th annual meeting being held in Salt 
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Lake City. 

Among the report’s key findings: 

• ALEC has a strong and growing presence in Florida. Out of Florida’s 160 state legislators, 60 have had ties with ALEC since 2010. Florida 
lawmakers’ attendance at ALEC’s 201 1 annual conference held in New Orleans was “one of the strongest delegations in years.” 

• ALEC model bills introduced across the country have devastating impacts upon public education, consumer protections, environmental 
protections, workers’ rights, equitable healthcare systems, just tax policy, and voting rights. 

• ALEC’s corporate-funded scholarship fund contained, as of January 1 , 201 1 , $46,467. This fund is used to sponsor ALEC members to 
attend ALEC conferences, and is also spent - as documented in the report - to wine and dine ALEC Florida members alongside corporate 
lobbyists. Corporations’ expenditures for the fund can be written off as 501 (c)(3) charitable donations on their tax returns. 

• ALEC provides Florida members with “issue alerts,” “talking points,” and “press release templates” expressing support or opposition to state 
legislation, despite its claims that “ALEC does not lobby in any state.” The organization also tracks the status of its model bills in legislatures 
and bills it does not like, and sends its employees to testify in support of its bills in state houses across the country. ALEC model legislation 
has been introduced in Florida’s legislature, at times word for word, with devastating results. Last year, ALEC member Rep. Rachel Burgin 
(R-56) made an embarrassing and revealing mistake when she introduced FIM 685 - she forgot to remove ALEC’s insignia on the bill, leaving 
the ALEC’s footprint fully intact. 

• After Florida lawmakers passed the NRA-sponsored Stand Your Ground law in 2005, ALEC took it and ran with it. The dangerous law was 
made notorious in Florida by the 2012 shooting death of Trayvon Martin. Today, due to the influence of ALEC and the gun lobby, Stand Your 
Ground laws are on the books in 32 states. 

• In response to ALEC’s extreme agenda, 26 for-profit corporations - including Wal-Mart, McDonalds, and Kraft - four non-profit groups and 
over 50 lawmakers have dropped ALEC in recent months. This report concludes that Florida-based corporations and Florida ALBS members 
should do the same. 

“ALEC and its members have supported and pushed some of Florida’s most devastating legislation,” said Damien Filer, Progress Florida political 
director. “Despite claims to the contrary, ALEC’s agenda is not based upon ideology, but rather upon pecuniary rewards for its corporate funders.” 

“The resulting ALEC “model bills” that have been adopted by ALEC “task forces” have been introduced in Florida by ALEC representatives and 
have amended Florida statutes for the worse, harming everyday citizens in the process,” concluded Filer.

30 Companies Have Left the American Legislative Exchange Council, 

Announcement Comes During Group's Annual Meeting in Utah; Civil Rights 
Organization Now Calls on Online Retailer eBay to Drop ALEC Walgreens

ColorOfChange Executive Director Rashad Robinson announced the campaign victories today at a press conference in Salt Lake City 
organized by Alliance for a Better Utah. The media event was timed to ALEC's annual meeting, which is in progress there. Robinson also 
announced that ColorOfChange and allied organizations have begun asking members to call the online shopping and auction site eBay and urge 
the company to terminate its relationship with ALEC. eBay competitor Amazon made the announcement that it had dropped ALEC during the 
company's shareholder meeting in May. 


ColorOfChange and CREDO Action members began calling Walgreens' corporate offices last week to express concern about the company's 
relationship with ALEC. On T uesday, Debbie Garza, Walgreens' divisional vice president of government relations, told ColorOfChange that 
Walgreens will not renew its membership. Garza emailed ColorOfChange the following statement: 


Walgreens will not be renewing its membership in the American Legislative Exchange Council (“ALEC”) where we have participated on ALEC’s 
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Health and Human Services Task Force. Walgreens will continue to be an active presence on critical health care and pharmacy issues facing 
the country and looks forward to continuing to work across the political spectrum in the public policy arena.

"The 
ColorOfChange community applauds these companies' willingness to end their relationships with this right-wing policy group that has worked to 
suppress the Black vote." 


"CREDO Action members believe strongly in the rights of all eligible voters to cast a ballot that counts," said Becky Bond, Political Director of 
CREDO Action. "That's why nearly 600 CREDO members who are also Walgreens customers hit the phones to tell the company that it is 
unacceptable to support voter suppression. We applaud Walgreens for doing the right thing for its customers and our country." 


Walgreens and General Motors are the 29th and 30th corporations to announce that they have dropped ALEC. The companies join CVS 
Caremark, Best Buy, MillerCoors, John Deere, Hewlett-Packard, Dell, Johnson & Johnson, Wal-Mart, Amazon, Procter & Gamble, Yum! 

Brands, McDonald's, Wendy's, Mars Inc., Coca-Cola, PepsiCo, Kraft Foods, Intuit, Blue Cross Blue Shield Association, Reed Elsevier (owner of 
LexisNexis and publisher of science and health information), Kaplan, Scantron, Medtronic, American Traffic Solutions, Arizona Public Service, 
Express Scripts/Medco, EnergySolutions, and Connections Education. 


"ColorOfChange commends those corporations that have done the right thing and withdrawn their funding from ALEC, which continues to 
defend its push to enact discriminatory voter ID laws across the nation," Robinson said. "More and more companies are getting the message 
that they cannot in good conscience market products to our communities while handing over customers' dollars to an organization that 
suppresses the rights and endangers the safety of people of color." 


ColorOfChange has worked in collaboration with the Center for Media and Democracy (CMD), which launched ALECexposed.org last summer 
to highlight the corporations and politicians that vote on ALEC "model" bills. CMD has also documented ALEC's role in pushing controversial 
Stand Your Ground and discriminatory voter ID laws. Other allied organizations include Common Cause, ProgressNow, People For the 
American Way, SumOfUs.org and the Progressive Change Campaign Committee.

Here's how I'll restore integrity to the Attorney General's Office 

By Josh Shapiro 

Pennsylvania's next Attorney General will face many specific challenges but a pressing one we face today is a crisis of 
confidence in our government and doubts about the administration of justice. 

From "Bonusgate" to "Kids For Cash" and now to "Porngate" we can't help but question if we'll ever have the fairness 
and integrity we deserve in Pennsylvania government. 

I've heard this doubt from seniors in Pittsburgh, mothers in North Philadelphia, and students in State College. 

I've heard it from an entrepreneur in Warren County and faith leaders in Harrisburg, and the worst part is that with each 
new scandal our outrage is muted by a cynicism that says, "Well, what can you expect?" 

It's this moment, when we lose faith in our Commonwealth, that the status quo festers, good people are denied their 
rights and we are collectively held back. 

It's a fair question, but we must answer it together by demanding our public officials repair this breach of trust now. 

That's why, after listening to people all across our Commonwealth, I'm proposing a new Integrity Agenda for 
Pennsylvania. 

There are two components--the reforms we must fight for to put Pennsylvania on the right track, and the changes we will 
make immediately in the Attorney General's office. 

First, for too long legislators and state employees have been able to take gifts worth hundreds of dollars without ever 
disclosing them to the public. 
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Gov. Tom Wolf was right when his first action upon taking office was to sign an executive order banning gifts for his 
employees. 

Let's pass a real gift ban across state and local government. In 2014, state lawmakers and other high-ranking officials 
reported taking more than $160,000 in gifts. 

And, with our lax reporting requirements we know that thousands more went unreported. 

Even if none of those gifts were intended to influence the public officials who took them, it appears suspect and we must 
put a stop to it. 

Second, we need to strengthen the Ethics Commission by giving it full, dedicated, and independent funding so it has the 
resources to effectively root out unethical behavior by public officials. 

Currently, the Commission's budget is at the whim of the legislature and it is underfunded. 

Just over a year ago 40 percent of the staff positions were unfilled. How are we supposed to have faith in the system 
when we're fighting corruption at half strength? 

Third, the public needs to be able to follow the money. We must require instant, online campaign finance reporting so 
that voters know who's backing a particular candidate, and we must increase transparency across the board. 

Let's open the door and give the public access to information, including how state officials spend your tax dollars for their 
expenses. 

Fourth, when a public official breaks the law, we will hold them accountable. We need stronger anti-corruption laws, 
which is why I am proposing tougher punishments and longer sentences for public corruption. 

Our criminal penalties for corruption are weaker than many other states, and it's time we update our laws to make those 
who abuse the people's trust pay for their crimes. 

While we fight for these necessary reforms to repair our democracy, as Attorney General I'll lead by example and 
implement major changes on Day 1 . 

Here's what I'll do: 

We will ban gifts in the Office of Attorney General. We will post all expenses online for every Pennsylvanian to see, like I 
do as chairman of the Montgomery County Commissioners. 

We will enforce a new Ethics Code for everyone in the office. We will professionalize the office's human resources and 
establish a new Chief Diversity Officer to ensure that the Office of Attorney General looks like the public it is sworn to 
represent. 

As Attorney General I will create the "Casey Commission," named after the late Gov. Robert P. Casey, who famously 
told his staff it was forbidden to have someone else buy them a cup of coffee. 

This Commission will be made up of reformers, ethics experts, engaged citizens, lawyers, and academics. 

It will write a "Code of Conduct" for all elected officials and issue regular reports on integrity and transparency in our 
Commonwealth and recommendations for how to improve our laws. 

We can't reform a "culture of corruption" without clear rules and mandatory training. 

We should demand this from all public employees, and I will require everyone in the Attorney General's office, from 
lawyers and investigators to senior staff, to undergo rigorous ethics training. 

We will also make this training available for all state and local government officials, including county prosecutors and 
local law enforcement. 

The adoption of this Integrity Agenda will help change the culture that has gripped our government at every level in

“Our democratic process was meant to protect the people not profit margins and today’s decision makes the 
need for an effective system for public funding, effective disclosure regulations, and other reforms of federal 
elections all the more pressing. 

“We look forward to working with concerned individuals, officials and groups to remedy to the greatest degree 
possible the unfortunate consequences of this Supreme Court decision, through legislation and other 
appropriate means.”

> As a general matter, the White House is preparing a number 

> of documents for transition. Prior to the election, they will tell us which 

> documents have been created (to prevent duplication of effort on our end) 

> and in some cases, make the documents available for review at the White 

> House (though some portions may be redacted). They said the limitations are 

> necessary to avoid triggering requirements to make the information available 
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> more broadly. After the election, they will freely share information with 

> the President-elect and his team. They also told us there have been some 

> congressional inquiries pertaining to the Transition (for example, Waxman's 

> Oversight Committee).

> Anticipating the information that will be available to us 

> (including budget - see below), we can make requests and should think about 

> our list. However, it's important to keep in mind that our requests will be 

> conveyed to the McCain campaign and vice versa.

> One issue for Chris Lu to consider and take steps to 

> address: helping the Transition Board get a handle on the implications the 

> Intelligence Act of 2004 has on our work.

> Information was provided on a range of National Security 

> issues:

> ■ Arrangements are being made for briefings after the convention and 

> more expansive briefings after the election. John requested additional 

> intelligence clearances for Jim and Susan as the process already accounts 

> for Denis and Mark. This remains an open issue. 

> 

> ■ For briefing purposes, NSC is preparing (1) a "world tour," (2) 

> scenario-based information (specific hot spots) and (3) operational plans 

> 

> ■ Homeland security exercises are being prepared to share with our 

> team during the transition period 

> 

> ■ John and Bolten discussed the point of contact for homeland 

> security information - it will come from ODNI or NCTC, not Homeland 

> Security. 

> 

> General Policy and Budget 

> 

> Information shared on general policy and budget issues: 

> 

> • The policy functions are preparing chronologies, timelines, 90 day 

> critical paths and other key information (e.g., information about relevant 

> Executive Orders). 

> 

> ■ Immediately after the election, an Administration team, including 

> senior leaders, will be prepared to meet with and brief our budget team. 

> The Administration will prepare a skeletal current services plus specific 

> needs budget. 

> 

> Personnel 

> 

> Information discussed regarding personnel: 

> 

> ■ Within 15 days of the Convention, OPM will provide a list of 

> Presidential appointments and openings (consistent w / the 2004 Intelligence 

> Act). Briefing books are being prepared with organizational charts and 

> descriptions of the agencies and functions within the agencies 

>

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> 

> ■ With Bolten and Gottesman, as well as the team that included Joie 

> Gregor from Personnel, we discussed the technology issues. Joie feels 

> strongly that the current system is in bad shape and needs to be replaced. 

> John raised our desire to build/use a system that's compatible with the 

> White House system or could be "gifted" to the White House. Ideas that 

> emerged from the conversation included: both campaigns working with GSA to 

> develop a system that could be deployed and the government could pay for on 

> November 5th (avoiding expenditures on our end) or designing a system that 

> could be gifted to the White House after inauguration. Mike Farren of the 

> Counsel's office is looking into various options

> ■ The White House is very focused on working with us, the McCain 

> campaign and the Senate to reach an agreement on an expedited confirmation 

> process. Their goal: 100 confirmations by the end of February. To achieve

> work, including all DoD career and contractor clearances. Bolten also

> We were told the following:

> • The clearance process will allow us to connect directly with the 

> FBI and our teams should be able to go into the agencies immediately after 

> the election. We asked when names had to go to the FBI to ensure this 

> timetable, and we were told the White House is discussing that with the FBI 

> now. As we're able to base our requests on "need" and requests will be 

> coming from both campaigns, the FBI is concerned about the number of names 

> they'll be asked to clear.

(3) Jeanne did confirm that their overall strategy is to quickly pivot to Congress and point fingers that we want a "fix" 
and Rs want to "repeal" - they've tested it and it works well. They recognize that any administrative fix is going to land 
them right back in court. 

(4) If we win, they also think it is an opportunity for us to really educate the public about the benefits of the ACA and 
hope we'll help to do that

Subject: Clarification of procedure for billing of hotel rooms to trustees during board weekends in Galesburg 


Trustees and Trustees Emeriti, 

I'm writing to ask your help to clear up some confusion about the billing of hotel rooms while we are in Galesburg for board 
meetings. 

As you know, the college routinely makes hotel reservations for us, and then we pay for the room when we check out. Denise and 
now Peggy have been working with the hotels to make sure that each trustee is asked for her/his method of payment when we 
check in, rather than having the room billed to the college (which would automatically happen since the college made the 
reservation at its special rate). Despite their efforts, in the recent past year many hotel rooms have been billed to the college. 

For instance, after the October board meeting, the college received a bill for $4,996.00 for hotel rooms. Over the past three years, 
the college has been billed over $26,000 for hotel rooms for trustees during board weekends. 

Here's what we can do to ensure that system works the way it's designed to: Peggy will make the reservations that we request 
(we, of course, are free to make our own, if we wish). Then we can do the following: 

1. Upon checking in, tell the clerk we will be paying for the hotel, and it is not to be billed to the college. 

2. When checking out, confirm that the charge for the hotel is not billed to the college. 

As you know, our hotel charges as well as other travel expenses for board meetings are deductible expenses on our federal 
returns (and for some of us on our state returns). Every January, Peggy will send us a letter, verifying the dates that we attended 
board meetings for Knox College, and this letter, along with the receipts that we keep for expenses, can be used to document the 
deduction. 

If you have any questions, let me know. And thanks for your help in sorting this out.

Subject: July IA Poll Results 

Team HRC: 

The race in Iowa remains relatively stable for HRC, and while Sanders' vote share is up from the last poll he still trails by 26 points (56% HRC / 30% 
Sanders / 4% O'Malley / 8% undecided). The gains for Sanders have come mainly from the undecided, which has dropped from 13% to 8% after 
spiking temporarily in the last poll. HRC's hard vote share (without leaners) has been steady at 54% in the last three polls. 

While our lead has dropped from 32 points in the last poll (57% HRC / 25% Sanders) to 26 points in the current poll (56% HRC / 30% Sanders), 
there are a few important things to note. First, is that the sample in this poll is slightly younger, and slightly more liberal than in previous polls. This 
is because we're gradually moving to a sample that more closely matches Elan's new model of the electorate. The fact that we've held our vote 
share steady even with a model of the electorate that is better for Sanders is good news for us. And if we had weighted the data the same as last 
time we'd be up 58% to 28%, which is very similar to where things stood in June. 

HRC's popularity remains extremely strong in Iowa (88% total favorable / 53% very favorable). That's the highest favorable rating we've 
measured for her since February. So even though Sanders and O'Malley are raising their profiles, it's hard for them to get traction. Sanders has 
increased his favorable rating from 64% to 78% since the last poll, and his very favorable rating is up from 36% to 45%. The big growth in 
Sanders' popularity suggests that his expansion isn't just because we've got a younger, more liberal sample. But with his name identification now at 
85%, it's going to be hard for Sanders to maintain his pace of growth. Meanwhile, O'Malley has raised his favorable rating from 33% to 42%, but is 
still having trouble keeping up with Sanders. 

Despite the small amount of movement we've been seeing post-messaging in recent polls, there's a surprisingly big universe still open to HRC — 

18% of voters aren't with us now but say there's a "fair chance" they'll vote for Clinton. 

The economy and effectiveness are our biggest strengths against Sanders. HRC's biggest advantages over Sanders are on "understands how to 
keep the economy moving and create jobs" (HRC +31), "strong leader" (HRC +46), "can win a GE vs. a Republican" (HRC+58), and "someone you 
can count on to get things done" (HRC +39). 

In contrast, Sanders does better on populism and honesty. He leads on "in touch with the lives of everyday Americans (BS +21), "will hold Wall 
Street accountable" (BS +21), and "is honest" (BS +14). Encouragingly, the candidates are relatively close on "will fight for people like you" (BS 
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+7). 

While concerns about HRC are relatively diffuse, the knock on Sanders is clear: he can't win. A majority (55%) say their top concern is that 
Sanders will lose the general election to a Republican, followed by 14% who say they worry that he will never be able to get the things done that 
he promises. 

We don't get much movement in the vote after the informed graphs, confirming what we saw in the last poll. We add just one point after the HRC 
graphs, taking a 27-point lead which drops to a 20-point lead after the Sanders graph with HRC still ahead 54% to 34%. 

After the policy proposals HRC bumps up to a 59% to 29% lead. While the policy proposals don’t do much to move the needle on "will fight for 
people like you" or "in touch with the lives of everyday Americans," the 59% vote share we get after the policy proposals isn't that far from the low 
60s ceiling we estimated for HRC in Iowa. 

We got good intensity out of a lot of the positive messages, and will need to look at the tabs to know more about how they do with our targets. A 
few top-testing items worth noting are the tax contrast with Republicans (62% top score), healthcare costs (59%), Planned Parenthood (57%), 
and getting money out of politics (63%). The items we split generally performed well whether or not we pushed off against Republicans. 

The top contrast with the Republicans is economic — 45% say what bothers them most is that Republicans support more tax cuts for the wealthy / 
big corporations. The next biggest concerns are climate change denial (29%), education cuts (27%), and Medicare / SS cuts (26%). These aren't 
all separate issues of course — we would probably frame education and Medicare/SS cuts in the context of priorities, pushing off against tax cuts 
for the wealthy and corporations.

In a word: organizing. Field organizing, commonly referred to as "the ground game," is the most overlooked 
aspect of political campaigns. But in the age of Citizens United, on-the-ground organizing is the biggest advantage 
Democrats have. 

President Obama's ground game left John McCain and Mitt Romney in the dust. And now, we're seeing 
presidential candidates like Bernie Sanders and Hillary Clinton pour resources into building massive field operations 
of their own.

It would've been helpful if we had a real debate over whether the budget cuts are worse for the country than the 
risk, but not the certainty, of a small increase in interest rates on debt. We all know that the federal government 
would not have actually defaulted. There just might have been an increase in interest rates that Treasury had to 
pay. However given the excess of liquidity in the global economy, the fact that Treasury bonds are over-sold 
every week and that interest rates for the last four weeks have been at, respectively, 0.0%, 0.02%, 0.005% and 
0.055%, investors and the markets never really thought we were going to default. So, failure to raise the debt 
ceiling through legislative mandate would probably not have been catastrophic. Failure to sell bonds at auction 
might have been catastrophe but the auctions were never cancelled. 

The "threat of economic catastrophe" is the siren song of shock doctrine hijacking of policy. It is what we were 
warned of in the lead-up to the bailouts in 2008 but since then we've learned that the bailouts were gamed to 
pay investors at 100 cents on the dollar rather than making them eat some of their losses. It is the scare tactics 
used to argue for cuts to Social Security--a program healthier than any other part of the federal government. 

And it is the same scare tactic used to stop tax increases on the rich. 

As long as we repeat the "threat of catastrophe" message we will remain hostages in the austerity debates.

Debt Ceiling Deal Is Flawed, But US Default Worse 


WASHINGTON — Members of Congress will vote soon on a debt ceiling agreement that will reduce the deficit and avoid a 
national default — a default that would have a devastating effect on millions of Americans, especially children, seniors and 
working families. The bipartisan agreement was made Sunday night between the White House and Congressional leaders 
and is set to raise the federal government’s debt ceiling while cutting deficits by at least $2. 1 trillion over the next ten 
years. 


Dennis Van Roekel, president of the National Education Association, issued the following statement in response 
to the deal: 


“For the last several weeks, everyday Americans watched a reckless game of political brinksmanship that threatened the 
stability of the United States economy. What finally emerged is a flawed, yet bi-partisan agreement that will allow us to do 
what should never have been subject to a debate in the first place: pay our bills. In doing so, lawmakers have protected 
the senior widow barely scraping by and dependent upon her Social Security check and working parents barely able to 
make ends meet at minimum wage jobs and reliant upon the food stamps they desperately need to ensure their children are 
fed. These are not rhetorical debates. They are the real, life-and-death consequences if policy makers fail to come 
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together and act in the best interests of the nation. 


“Flawed as it may be, we understand that failure to raise the debt ceiling and the resulting default would have been 
catastrophic. We are pleased that this agreement funds Pell Grants for two years and temporarily protects Medicaid - the 
sole source of healthcare for one-third of the nation’s children— Social Security, and Medicare. That being said, we have 
very real concerns as the Bipartisan, Bicameral Congressional Committee takes up its work in the fall. 


“We urge the lawmakers serving on this Committee not to be shortsighted. Cuts to education, Medicaid, and financial aid 
are irresponsible and short-sighted; they ignore the well-documented return on investments in education in the form of a 
more educated workforce earning higher wages and feeding that money back into the economy. 


“The fact that the subject of tax fairness has been punted to a bipartisan committee, rather than addressing it now is 
especially hard to stomach. It’s abundantly clear that some lawmakers are committed to maintaining the fundamental 
economic imbalance that puts the interests of Wall Street over Main Street. That notion is unconscionable to our 3.2 
million members and the American people. The fact that the top one percent of earners in America makes one quarter of all 
the income is not lost on the middle class. The fact that some corporations made billions in profits yet paid no taxes at all 
last year is beyond offensive. It’s offensive to the cafeteria workers, librarians and teachers who got pink slips as state 
budgets dried up and it’s offensive to the students they served who will soon be piling in to overcrowded classrooms, 
riding longer bus routes to school and will find narrowed curriculums when the school bell rings in a few weeks. 


“What working families need most from lawmakers and business alike are stable jobs, quality, affordable healthcare, and a 
world class system of public education from preK to graduate school. 


“The 3.2 million members of the National Education Association will vigorously fight to ensure that the Bipartisan, 
Bicameral Congressional Committee and the ensuing economic debate address our concerns. Our greatness as a nation in 
the long term and our recovery in the short term depend upon the same thing: honoring those who have educated, 
protected, and built the nation's economic strength. Those people are found on Main Street in every community in every 
state in this land.”

On a broad level, Clinton Foundation would manage the political relationship (Grenada, Maldives, Samoa, etc), 
and do the early-stage development work - the initial business planning, walking govt and the local utility through 
the economics and financing, advising through the RFP and policy process, etc. 

GE would provide the technical perspective: resource assessment, grid modelling, system design and 
integration, advanced renewable and smart grid technology, etc. Especially for the first few flagship islands, GE 
would be willing to devote significant R&D and engineering resources from GE Energy, from their Ecomagination 
program and from their R&D labs. 

The goal is to create one or more "100% sustainable" island roadmaps, and then move directly towards 
implementation. Almost have them be technology laboratories, to prove that isolated islands can be moved off 
diesel, and that it can be done technically, at a lower cost of electricity and an equal power quality. 

GE would be able to bring low-cost finance, including several hundred million from EXIM and from OPIC. We 
have also discussed creating a project development fund, financed via GE Capital, that would be used to seed 
island projects. This would be in addition to low-cost capital from the World Bank, IFC and private banks. 

There are then a number of business models we could discuss - the Clinton Foundation could recoup its costs 
directly once the RFP for individual projects goes out, or stepping it up into an equity stake in the projects in 
partnership with government. 

GE is also fine with us working with others - Siemens, for example - as part of a wider islands initiative.

Hillary Clinton: The Cuba Embargo Needs To Go, Once And For All 


In Miami today, Hillary Clinton forcefully expressed her support for normalization of U.S. relations with Cuba 
and formally called on Congress to lift the Cuba embargo. Hillary emphasized that she believes we need to increase 
American influence in Cuba, not reduce it — a strong contrast with Republican candidates who are stuck in the 
past, trying to return to the same failed Cold War-era isolationism that has only strengthened the Castro regime. 


To those Republicans, her message was clear: “They have it backwards: Engagement is not a gift to the Castros - 
it’s a threat to the Castros. An American embassy in Havana isn’t a concession - it’s a beacon. Lifting the embargo 
doesn’t set back the advance of freedom - it advances freedom where it is most desperately needed.” 


A full transcript of the remarks is included below: 


“Thank you. Thank you very much. Thank you. I want to thank Dr. Frank Mora, director of the Kimberly Latin 
American and Caribbean Center and a professor here at FIU, and before that served with distinction at the 
Department of Defense. I want to recognize former Congressman Joe Garcia. Thank you Joe for being here - a 
long time friend and an exemplary educator. The President of Miami-Dade College, Eduardo Padron and the 
President of FIU, Mark Rosenberg - I thank you all for being here. And for me it’s a delight to be here at Florida 
International University. You can feel the energy here. It’s a place where people of all backgrounds and walks of 
life work hard, do their part, and get ahead. That’s the promise of America that has drawn generations of 
immigrants to our shores, and it’s a reality right here at FIU. 


“Today, as Frank said, I want to talk with you about a subject that has stirred passionate debate in this city and 
beyond for decades, but is now entering a crucial new phase. America’s approach to Cuba is at a crossroads, and 
the upcoming presidential election will determine whether we chart a new path forward or turn back to the old 
ways of the past. We must decide between engagement and embargo, between embracing fresh thinking and 
returning to Cold War deadlock. And the choices we make will have lasting consequences not just for more than li 
million Cubans, but also for American leadership across our hemisphere and around the world. 
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“I know that for many in this room and throughout the Cuban-American community, this debate is not an 
intellectual exercise - it is deeply personal. 


“I teared up as Frank was talking about his mother— not able to mourn with her family, say goodbye to her 
brother. I’m so privileged to have a sister-in-law who is Cuban-American, who came to this country, like so many 
others as a child and has chartered her way with a spirit of determination and success. 


“I think about all those who were sent as children to live with strangers during the Peter Pan airlift, for families 
who arrived here during the Mariel boatlift with only the clothes on their backs, for sons and daughters who could 
not bury their parents back home, for all who have suffered and waited and longed for change to come to the land, 
“where palm trees grow.” And, yes, for a rising generation eager to build a new and better future. 


“Many of you have your own stories and memories that shape your feelings about the way forward. Like Miriam 
Leiva, one of the founders of the Ladies in White, who is with us today - brave Cuban women who have defied the 
Castro regime and demanded dignity and reform. We are honored to have her here today and I’d like to ask her, 
please raise your hand. Thank you. 


“I wish every Cuban back in Cuba could spend a day walking around Miami and see what you have built here, how 
you have turned this city into a dynamic global city. How you have succeeded as entrepreneurs and civic leaders. 
It would not take them long to start demanding similar opportunities and achieving similar success back in Cuba. 


“I understand the skepticism in this community about any policy of engagement toward Cuba. As many of you 
know, I’ve been skeptical too. But you’ve been promised progress for fifty years. And we can’t wait any longer for 
a failed policy to bear fruit. We have to seize this moment. We have to now support change on an island where it is 
desperately needed. 


“I did not come to this position lightly. I well remember what happened to previous attempts at engagement. In 
the 1990s, Castro responded to quiet diplomacy by shooting down the unarmed Brothers to the Rescue plane out 
of the sky. And with their deaths in mind, I supported the Helms-Burton Act to tighten the embargo. 


“Twenty years later, the regime’s human rights abuses continue: imprisoning dissidents, cracking down on free 
expression and the Internet, beating and harassing the courageous Ladies in White, refusing a credible 
investigation into the death of Oswaldo Paya. Anyone who thinks we can trust this regime hasn’t learned the 
lessons of history. 


“But as Secretary of State, it became clear to me that our policy of isolating Cuba was strengthening the Castros’ 
grip on power rather than weakening it - and harming our broader efforts to restore American leadership across 
the hemisphere. The Castros were able to blame all of the island’s woes on the U.S. embargo, distracting from the 
regime’s failures and delaying their day of reckoning with the Cuban people. We were unintentionally helping the 
regime keep Cuba a closed and controlled society rather than working to open it up to positive outside influences 
the way we did so effectively with the old Soviet bloc and elsewhere. 


“So in 2009, we tried something new. The Obama administration made it easier for Cuban Americans to visit and 
send money to family on the island. No one expected miracles, but it was a first step toward exposing the Cuban 
people to new ideas, values, and perspectives. 


“I remember seeing a CNN report that summer about a Cuban father living and working in the United States who 
hadn’t seen his baby boy back home for a year-and-a-half because of travel restrictions. Our reforms made it 
possible for that father and son finally to reunite. It was just one story, just one family, but it felt like the start of 
something important. 
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“In 2011, we further loosened restrictions on cash remittances sent back to Cuba and we opened the way for more 
Americans - clergy, students and teachers, community leaders - to visit and engage directly with the Cuban 
people. They brought with them new hope and support for struggling families, aspiring entrepreneurs, and brave 
civil society activists. Small businesses started opening. Cell phones proliferated. Slowly, Cubans were getting a 
taste of a different future. 


“I then became convinced that building stronger ties between Cubans and Americans could be the best way to 
promote political and economic change on the island. So by the end of my term as Secretary, I recommended to 
the President that we end the failed embargo and double down on a strategy of engagement that would strip the 
Castro regime of its excuses and force it to grapple with the demands and aspirations of the Cuban people. Instead 
of keeping change out, as it has for decades, the regime would have to figure out how to adapt to a rapidly 
transforming society. 


“What’s more, it would open exciting new business opportunities for American companies, farmers, and 
entrepreneurs - especially for the Cuban-American community. That’s my definition of a win-win. 


“Now I know some critics of this approach point to other countries that remain authoritarian despite decades of 
diplomatic and economic engagement. And yes it’s true that political change will not come quickly or easily to 
Cuba. But look around the world at many of the countries that have made the transition from autocracy to 
democracy - from Eastern Europe to East Asia to Latin America. Engagement is not a silver bullet, but again and 
again we see that it is more likely to hasten change, not hold it back. 


“The future for Cuba is not foreordained. But there is good reason to believe that once it gets going, this dynamic 
will be especially powerful on an island just 90 miles from the largest economy in the world. Just 90 miles away 
from one and a half million Cuban-Americans whose success provides a compelling advertisement for the benefits 
of democracy and an open society. 


“So I have supported President Obama and Secretary Kerry as they’ve advanced this strategy. They’ve taken 
historic steps forward - re-establishing diplomatic relations, reopening our embassy in Havana, expanding 
opportunities further for travel and commerce, calling on Congress to finally drop the embargo. 


“That last step about the embargo is crucial, because without dropping it, this progress could falter. 


“We have arrived at a decisive moment. The Cuban people have waited long enough for progress to come. Even 
many Republicans on Capitol Hill are starting to recognize the urgency of moving forward. It’s time for their 
leaders to either get on board or get out of the way. The Cuba embargo needs to go, once and for all. We should 
replace it with a smarter approach that empowers Cuban businesses, Cuban civil society, and the Cuban-American 
community to spur progress and keep pressure on the regime. 


“Today I am calling on Speaker Boehner and Senator McConnell to step up and answer the pleas of the Cuban 
people. By large majorities, they want a closer relationship with America. 


“They want to buy our goods, read our books, surf our web, and learn from our people. They want to bring their 
country into the 21st century. That is the road toward democracy and dignity and we should walk it together. 


“We can’t go back to a failed policy that limits Cuban-Americans’ ability to travel and support family and friends. 
We can’t block American businesses that could help free enterprise take root in Cuban soil - or stop American 
religious groups and academics and activists from establishing contacts and partnerships on the ground. 
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“If we go backward, no one will benefit more than the hardliners in Havana. In fact, there may be no stronger 
argument for engagement than the fact that Cuba’s hardliners are so opposed to it. They don’t want strong 
connections with the United States. They don’t want Cuban-Americans traveling to the island. They don’t want 
American students and clergy and NGO activists interacting with the Cuban people. That is the last thing they 
want. So that’s precisely why we need to do it. 


“Unfortunately, most of the Republican candidates for President would play right into the hard-liners’ hands. 
They would reverse the progress we have made and cut the Cuban people off from direct contact with the Cuban- 
American community and the free-market capitalism and democracy that you embody. That would be a strategic 
error for the United States and a tragedy for the millions of Cubans who yearn for closer ties. 


“They have it backwards: Engagement is not a gift to the Castros - it’s a threat to the Castros. An American 
embassy in Havana isn’t a concession - it’s a beacon. Lifting the embargo doesn’t set back the advance of freedom 
- it advances freedom where it is most desperately needed. 


“Fundamentally, most Republican candidates still view Cuba - and Latin America more broadly - through an 
outdated Cold War lens. Instead of opportunities to be seized, they see only threats to be feared. They refuse to 
learn the lessons of the past or pay attention to what’s worked and what hasn’t. For them, ideology trumps 
evidence. And so they remain incapable of moving us forward. 


“As President, I would increase American influence in Cuba, rather than reduce it. I would work with Congress to 
lift the embargo and I would also pursue additional steps. 


“First, we should help more Americans go to Cuba. If Congress won’t act to do this, I would use executive 
authority to make it easier for more Americans to visit the island to support private business and engage with the 
Cuban people. 


“Second, I would use our new presence and connections to more effectively support human rights and civil 
society in Cuba. I believe that as our influence expands among the Cuban people, our diplomacy can help carve 
out political space on the island in a way we never could before. 


“We will follow the lead of Pope Francis, who will carry a powerful message of empowerment when he visits Cuba 
in September. I would direct U.S. diplomats to make it a priority to build relationships with more Cubans, 
especially those starting businesses and pushing boundaries. Advocates for women’s rights and workers’ rights. 
Environmental activists. Artists. Bloggers. The more relationships we build, the better. 


“We should be under no illusions that the regime will end its repressive ways any time soon, as its continued use of 
short-term detentions demonstrates. So we have to redouble our efforts to stand up for the rights of reformers 
and political prisoners, including maintaining sanctions on specific human-rights violators. We should maintain 
restrictions on the flow of arms to the regime - and work to restrict access to the tools of repression while 
expanding access to tools of dissent and free expression. 


“We should make it clear, as I did as Secretary of State, that the “freedom to connect” is a basic human right, and 
therefore do more to extend that freedom to more and more Cubans - particularly young people. 


“Third, and this is directly related, we should focus on expanding communications and commercial links to and 
among the Cuban people. Just five percent of Cubans have access to the open Internet today. We want more 
American companies pursuing joint ventures to build networks that will open the free flow of information - and 
empower everyday Cubans to make their voices heard. We want Cubans to have access to more phones, more 
computers, more satellite televisions. We want more American airplanes and ferries and cargo ships arriving 
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every day. I’m told that Airbnb is already getting started. Companies like Google and Twitter are exploring 
opportunities as well. 


“It will be essential that American and international companies entering the Cuban market act responsibly, hold 
themselves to high standards, use their influence to push for reforms. I would convene and connect U.S. business 
leaders from many fields to advance this strategy, and I will look to the Cuban-American community to continue 
leading the way. No one is better positioned to bring expertise, resources, and vision to this effort - and no one 
understands better how transformative this can be. 


“We will also keep pressing for a just settlement on expropriated property. And we will let Raul explain to his 
people why he wants to prevent American investment in bicycle repair shops, in restaurants, in barbershops, and 
Internet cafes. Let him try to put up barriers to American technology and innovation that his people crave. 


“Finally, we need to use our leadership across the Americas to mobilize more support for Cubans and their 
aspirations. Just as the United States needed a new approach to Cuba, the region does as well. 


“Latin American countries and leaders have run out of excuses for not standing up for the fundamental freedoms 
of the Cuban people. No more brushing things under the mg. No more apologizing. It is time for them to step up. 
Not insignificantly, new regional cooperation on Cuba will also open other opportunities for the United States 
across Latin America. 


“For years, our unpopular policy towards Cuba held back our influence and leadership. Frankly, it was an 
albatross around our necks. We were isolated in our opposition to opening up the island. Summit meetings were 
consumed by the same old debates. Regional spoilers like Venezuela took advantage of the disagreements to 
advance their own agendas and undermine the United States. Now we have the chance for a fresh start in the 
Americas. 


“Strategically, this is a big deal. Too often, we look east, we look west, but we don’t look south. And no region in 
the world is more important to our long-term prosperity and security than Latin America. And no region in the 
world is better positioned to emerge as a new force for global peace and progress. 


“Many Republicans seem to think of Latin America still as a land of crime and coups rather than a place where free 
markets and free people are thriving. They’ve got it wrong. Latin America is now home to vibrant democracies, 
expanding middle classes, abundant energy supplies, and a combined GDP of more than $4 trillion. 


“Our economies, communities, and even our families are deeply entwined. And I see our increasing 
interdependence as a comparative advantage to be embraced. The United States needs to build on what I call the 
“power of proximity.” It’s not just geography - it’s common values, common culture, common heritage. It’s 
shared interests that could power a new era of partnership and prosperity. Closer ties across Latin America will 
help our economy at home and strengthen our hand around the world, especially in the Asia-Pacific. There is 
enormous potential for cooperation on clean energy and combatting climate change. 


“And much work to be done together to take on the persistent challenges in our hemisphere, from crime to drugs 
to poverty, and to stand in defense of our shared values against regimes like that in Venezuela. So the United 
States needs to lead in the Latin America. And if we don’t, make no mistake, others will. China is eager to extend its 
influence. Strong, principled American leadership is the only answer. That was my approach as Secretary of State 
and will be my priority as President. 


“Now it is often said that every election is about the future. But this time, I feel it even more powerfully. 
Americans have worked so hard to climb out of the hole we found ourselves in with the worst financial crisis since 
the Great Depression in 2008. Families took second jobs and second shifts. They found a way to make it work. 
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And now, thankfully, our economy is growing again. 


“Slowly but surely we also repaired America’s tarnished reputation. We strengthened old alliances and started new 
partnerships. We got back to the time-tested values that made our country a beacon of hope and opportunity and 
freedom for the entire world. We learned to lead in new ways for a complex and changing age. And America is 
safer and stronger as a result. 


“We cannot afford to let out-of-touch, out-of-date partisan ideas and candidates rip away all the progress we’ve 
made. We can’t go back to cowboy diplomacy and reckless war-mongering. We can’t go back to a go-it-alone 
foreign policy that views American boots on the ground as a first choice rather than as a last resort. We have paid 
too high a price in lives, power, and prestige to make those same mistakes again. Instead we need a foreign policy 
for the future with creative, confident leadership that harnesses all of America’s strength, smarts, and values. I 
believe the future holds far more opportunities than threats if we shape global events rather than reacting to them 
and being shaped by them. That is what I will do as President, starting right here in our own hemisphere. 


“I’m running to build an America for tomorrow, not yesterday. For the struggling, the striving, and the successful. 
For the young entrepreneur in Little Havana who dreams of expanding to Old Havana. For the grandmother who 
never lost hope of seeing freedom come to the homeland she left so long ago. For the families who are separated. 
For all those who have built new lives in a new land. I’m running for everyone who’s ever been knocked down, but 
refused to be knocked out. I am running for you and I want to work with you to be your partner to build the kind 
of future that will once again not only make Cuban-Americas successful here in our country, but give Cubans in 
Cuba the same chance to live up to their own potential.

Madame Secretary, John, 

I did some further thinking about what roles would make sense for Jen and Kristina. Interestingly, I think Huma is 
a determing factor in deciding how to proceed. Here's why: 

I think it makes a lot of sense to have Jen be a Deputy who oversees Communications, Research, and 
Scheduling. Those three functions are highly complementary and integrated. In this scenario, I would have 
three people report to Jen: a Communications Director (Kristina), a Research Director and the Scheduling 
Director. This structure has a number of advantages: it potentially allows us to recruit a stronger Research 
Director, since researchers will like being on par with the Communications Director. It will also help to tightly 
integrate the schedule with the communications strategy, which is really good. It also provides me with a partner 
at the top of the organization to help handle incoming, which I like. 

On the other hand, if we have Huma in the Vice Chair role we discussed-which I think would be really good, too- 
-I would have the Scheduling Director report to her instead of Jen. In this scenario, I would have Jen be the 
Communications Director and Kristina be her deputy, since I don't think it makes sense to have a Deputy who 
only oversees only Communications and Research--at that point, you're just adding a layer. As 
Communications Director, Jen could focus on coordination with digital, strategic direction of reserach, oversight 
of surrogates and allied groups, participation in the senior strategy team, and guidance on the overall plan. 
Kristina could focus on detailed planning and implementation with the press secretaries, as well as your media 
training. I think it's easy to have a clear division of labor which plays to their respective strengths and 
experience. 

Either structure could suceed. The big quesiton in my view is whether Huma will be in headquarters enough to 
actively manage staff (including the Scheduling Dir) or whether she will be out on the road so much that 
management is unrealistic. As we discussed, I'm comfortable with Huma being out on the road a lot early in the 
Vice Chair role to help train the new staff and make sure you have systems that fully support you, but we'd need 
to be working towards having her in HQ more. Perhaps having Kiki on the road would help make this possible? 
We should probably discuss this more on the phone-let me know if you'd like to do that. 

On other fronts, I have some interesting COO candidate interviews early this week. Stay tuned!

Filmmakers for Hillary 


Hillary Clinton has lived her life in the public eye for more than 25 years. People have gotten to know her 
through the lens of the media or the narratives of her political opponents. But not enough people know who 
Hillary is, or where she came from — and we need to change that. 


In order to win the Democratic Party nomination and ultimately be elected president, Hillary needs to reach 
people who may be disillusioned or disinterested in politics, and connect with them on an emotional level. 


We want to enlist talented filmmakers to help tell the untold story, make policy compelling, capture a moment on 
the campaign trail, and help people get to know our candidate’s background and beliefs. 


Getting started 

The digital team will work across the campaign to compile a list of topics, which we will frame as short creative 
prompts, encompassing a range of topics from personal to policy. A few sample prompts could include: 
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• Instead of taking a prestigious job after graduating from Yale Law, Hillary chose to work for the 
Children’s Defense Fund. She’s dedicated her life and career to fighting for children and families. To 
understand where that drive comes from, you need to understand the story of her mother, Dorothy. 

• Forty million Americans have student loans. Together, they owe more than a trillion dollars. Imagine 
what we could accomplish as a country if Americans weren’t held back by their education debt. 

• Hillary was surprised early on in the campaign trail to hear from people in Iowa and New Hampshire 
who wanted to talk about substance use disorders and addiction. It’s come up over and over again, with 
people from all walks of life asking Hillary to help solve this epidemic and end the shame and stigma 
surrounding it. This isn’t an issue that’s driving the polls or popular opinion — d but it has become a topic 
close to Hillary’s heart because of the stories she has heard across the country. 


Once we have identified key topics it would be beneficial to help amplify, we will compile a diverse list of 
filmmakers who are likely to be supportive of Hillary’s campaign and who we think may have a connection with 
any of these topics. If there is a particular subject area or story we believe would be compelling to an individual 
filmmaker, we will pitch that topic to them. If not, we will provide a list of 8-10 possible prompts to get them 
started 


Once a filmmaker has chosen a topic, they will pitch that topic to the campaign. We will approve the topic and 
concept or try to guide them in another direction. We will then offer them further background or connect them 
with a subject matter expert on the campaign if desired. They will cast their film, spend time working on it (using 
us as a resource when helpful) and return with a final cut. Given that many of these people are likely working on 
other projects simultaneously, we should allow at least a couple months for them to turn around a finished 
product. 


Approvals 

From talking with other organizations who have run similar programs, it’s clear that the best way to create 
powerful and effective film is to allow filmmakers to use their own artistic discretion. While we can and should be 
involved in shaping content and messaging when possible, stylistic edits from the campaign should be minimal or 
avoided altogether. Filmmakers will have final artistic say over their product, but the campaign will be able to 
decide whether or not to share that final product publicly. 


Outstanding questions to finalize before launch 

• Identify who will be the liaison to filmmakers 

• Are members of the research, policy, and political teams willing to make themselves available (in a 
limited capacity) to support these filmmakers? 

• Will every film and filmmaker need to be vetted? 


Promotion 

We will work with the filmmakers and their teams to help promote their films, and the series, to press and on 
social media. We will publish the short films through a TBD campaign digital platform (though could also provide 
as an exclusive to press). 
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For the launch of this series, we would attempt to drum up some fanfare and would like to consider hosting a 
premiere (either as an actual event, or online). 


Timeline 

We would like to launch this as soon as we are able, coordinating with the communications team to get the most 
out of an off-week or call additional attention to a particular topic or event. We would leave this as an open- 
ended project that could run throughout the duration of the campaign as a way to engage filmmakers, highlight 
important aspects of our narrative, and engage diverse audiences around key moments.

The President's address marks a major turning point in a nearly decade-long conflict. He announced his plan to start 
withdrawing our troops from Afghanistan next month, fulfilling a promise he made a year and a half ago to begin the 
drawdown this summer. 

To put it simply: when this president took office, there were 180,000 troops in Iraq and Afghanistan. Now, the combat 
mission in Iraq has ended, Afghanistan will be fully responsible for its own security by 2014, and there will be fewer than 
100,000 American troops in the two countries by the end of this year. 

As President Obama decisively concludes two long-running wars, he is refocusing our foreign policy to more effectively 
address the threats we face and strengthen America's leadership in the world as we do. 

I'm writing to you because this transformation has already begun to reshape the policy debate -- foreign and domestic -- 
in the 2012 election. As the President said last night: "It is time to focus on nation building here at home." 

The outcome of this debate will have consequences for all of us, so it's important that you understand the policy and help 
inform the conversation.

FULL REMARKS BY THE PRESIDENT ON THE WAY FORWARD IN AFGHANISTAN 

June 22, 2011 
8:01 P.M. EDT 

THE PRESIDENT : Good evening. Nearly 10 years ago, America suffered the worst attack on our shores since Pearl Harbor. 
This mass murder was planned by Osama bin Laden and his al Qaeda network in Afghanistan, and signaled a new threat 
to our security -- one in which the targets were no longer soldiers on a battlefield, but innocent men, women and children 
going about their daily lives. 

In the days that followed, our nation was united as we struck at al Qaeda and routed the Taliban in Afghanistan. Then, our 
focus shifted. A second war was launched in Iraq, and we spent enormous blood and treasure to support a new government 
there. By the time I took office, the war in Afghanistan had entered its seventh year. But al Qaeda's leaders had escaped 
into Pakistan and were plotting new attacks, while the Taliban had regrouped and gone on the offensive. Without a new 
strategy and decisive action, our military commanders warned that we could face a resurgent al Qaeda and a Taliban taking 
over large parts of Afghanistan. 

For this reason, in one of the most difficult decisions that I've made as President, I ordered an additional 30,000 American 
troops into Afghanistan. When I announced this surge at West Point, we set clear objectives: to refocus on al Qaeda, to 
reverse the Taliban's momentum, and train Afghan security forces to defend their own country. I also made it clear that our 
commitment would not be open-ended, and that we would begin to draw down our forces this July. 
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Tonight, I can tell you that we are fulfilling that commitment. Thanks to our extraordinary men and women in uniform, our 
civilian personnel, and our many coalition partners, we are meeting our goals. As a result, starting next month, we will be 
able to remove 10,000 of our troops from Afghanistan by the end of this year, and we will bring home a total of 33,000 
troops by next summer, fully recovering the surge I announced at West Point. After this initial reduction, our troops will 
continue coming home at a steady pace as Afghan security forces move into the lead. Our mission will change from combat 
to support. By 2014, this process of transition will be complete, and the Afghan people will be responsible for their own 
security. 

We're starting this drawdown from a position of strength. Al Qaeda is under more pressure than at any time since 9/11. 
Together with the Pakistanis, we have taken out more than half of al Qaeda's leadership. And thanks to our intelligence 
professionals and Special Forces, we killed Osama bin Laden, the only leader that al Qaeda had ever known. This was a 
victory for all who have served since 9/11. One soldier summed it up well. "The message," he said, "is we don't forget. You 
will be held accountable, no matter how long it takes." 

The information that we recovered from bin Laden's compound shows al Qaeda under enormous strain. Bin Laden 
expressed concern that al Qaeda had been unable to effectively replace senior terrorists that had been killed, and that al 
Qaeda has failed in its effort to portray America as a nation at war with Islam -- thereby draining more widespread support. 
Al Qaeda remains dangerous, and we must be vigilant against attacks. But we have put al Qaeda on a path to defeat, and 
we will not relent until the job is done. 

In Afghanistan, we've inflicted serious losses on the Taliban and taken a number of its strongholds. Along with our surge, 
our allies also increased their commitments, which helped stabilize more of the country. Afghan security forces have grown 
by over 100,000 troops, and in some provinces and municipalities we've already begun to transition responsibility for 
security to the Afghan people. In the face of violence and intimidation, Afghans are fighting and dying for their country, 
establishing local police forces, opening markets and schools, creating new opportunities for women and girls, and trying to 
turn the page on decades of war. 

Of course, huge challenges remain. This is the beginning -- but not the end -- of our effort to wind down this war. We'll 
have to do the hard work of keeping the gains that we've made, while we draw down our forces and transition responsibility 
for security to the Afghan government. And next May, in Chicago, we will host a summit with our NATO allies and partners 
to shape the next phase of this transition. 

We do know that peace cannot come to a land that has known so much war without a political settlement. So as we 
strengthen the Afghan government and security forces, America will join initiatives that reconcile the Afghan people, 
including the Taliban. Our position on these talks is clear: They must be led by the Afghan government, and those who 
want to be a part of a peaceful Afghanistan must break from al Qaeda, abandon violence, and abide by the Afghan 
constitution. But, in part because of our military effort, we have reason to believe that progress can be made. 

The goal that we seek is achievable, and can be expressed simply: No safe haven from which al Qaeda or its affiliates can 
launch attacks against our homeland or our allies. We won't try to make Afghanistan a perfect place. We will not police its 
streets or patrol its mountains indefinitely. That is the responsibility of the Afghan government, which must step up its 
ability to protect its people, and move from an economy shaped by war to one that can sustain a lasting peace. What we 
can do, and will do, is build a partnership with the Afghan people that endures -- one that ensures that we will be able to 
continue targeting terrorists and supporting a sovereign Afghan government. 

Of course, our efforts must also address terrorist safe havens in Pakistan. No country is more endangered by the presence 
of violent extremists, which is why we will continue to press Pakistan to expand its participation in securing a more peaceful 
future for this war-torn region. We'll work with the Pakistani government to root out the cancer of violent extremism, and we 
will insist that it keeps its commitments. For there should be no doubt that so long as I am President, the United States will 
never tolerate a safe haven for those who aim to kill us. They cannot elude us, nor escape the justice they deserve. 

My fellow Americans, this has been a difficult decade for our country. We've learned anew the profound cost of war -- a cost 
that's been paid by the nearly 4,500 Americans who have given their lives in Iraq, and the over 1,500 who have done so in 
Afghanistan -- men and women who will not live to enjoy the freedom that they defended. Thousands more have been 
wounded. Some have lost limbs on the battlefield, and others still battle the demons that have followed them home. 

Yet tonight, we take comfort in knowing that the tide of war is receding. Fewer of our sons and daughters are serving in 
harm's way. We've ended our combat mission in Iraq, with 100,000 American troops already out of that country. And even 
as there will be dark days ahead in Afghanistan, the light of a secure peace can be seen in the distance. These long wars 
will come to a responsible end. 

As they do, we must learn their lessons. Already this decade of war has caused many to question the nature of America's 
engagement around the world. Some would have America retreat from our responsibility as an anchor of global security, 
and embrace an isolation that ignores the very real threats that we face. Others would have America over-extended, 
confronting every evil that can be found abroad. 

We must chart a more centered course. Like generations before, we must embrace America's singular role in the course of 
human events. But we must be as pragmatic as we are passionate; as strategic as we are resolute. When threatened, we 
must respond with force -- but when that force can be targeted, we need not deploy large armies overseas. When innocents 
are being slaughtered and global security endangered, we don't have to choose between standing idly by or acting on our 
own. Instead, we must rally international action, which we're doing in Libya, where we do not have a single soldier on the 
ground, but are supporting allies in protecting the Libyan people and giving them the chance to determine their own 
destiny. 

In all that we do, we must remember that what sets America apart is not solely our power -- it is the principles upon which 
our union was founded. We're a nation that brings our enemies to justice while adhering to the rule of law, and respecting 
the rights of all our citizens. We protect our own freedom and prosperity by extending it to others. We stand not for 
empire, but for self-determination. That is why we have a stake in the democratic aspirations that are now washing across 
the Arab world. We will support those revolutions with fidelity to our ideals, with the power of our example, and with an 
unwavering belief that all human beings deserve to live with freedom and dignity. 

Above all, we are a nation whose strength abroad has been anchored in opportunity for our citizens here at home. Over the 
last decade, we have spent a trillion dollars on war, at a time of rising debt and hard economic times. Now, we must invest 
in America's greatest resource -- our people. We must unleash innovation that creates new jobs and industries, while living 
within our means. We must rebuild our infrastructure and find new and clean sources of energy. And most of ail, after a 
decade of passionate debate, we must recapture the common purpose that we shared at the beginning of this time of war. 
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For our nation draws strength from our differences, and when our union is strong no hill is too steep, no horizon is beyond 
our reach. 

America, it is time to focus on nation building here at home. 

In this effort, we draw inspiration from our fellow Americans who have sacrificed so much on our behalf. To our troops, our 
veterans and their families, I speak for all Americans when I say that we will keep our sacred trust with you, and provide 
you with the care and benefits and opportunity that you deserve. 

I met some of these patriotic Americans at Fort Campbell. A while back, I spoke to the 101st Airborne that has fought to 
turn the tide in Afghanistan, and to the team that took out Osama bin Laden. Standing in front of a model of bin Laden's 
compound, the Navy SEAL who led that effort paid tribute to those who had been lost -- brothers and sisters in arms whose 
names are now written on bases where our troops stand guard overseas, and on headstones in quiet corners of our country 
where their memory will never be forgotten. This officer -- like so many others I've met on bases, in Baghdad and Bagram, 
and at Walter Reed and Bethesda Naval Hospita I -- spoke with humility about how his unit worked together as one, 
depending on each other, and trusting one another, as a family might do in a time of peril. 

That's a lesson worth remembering -- that we are all a part of one American family. Though we have known disagreement 
and division, we are bound together by the creed that is written into our founding documents, and a conviction that the 
United States of America is a country that can achieve whatever it sets out to accomplish. Now, let us finish the work at 
hand. Let us responsibly end these wars, and reclaim the American Dream that is at the center of our story. With 
confidence in our cause, with faith in our fellow citizens, and with hope in our hearts, let us go about the work of extending 
the promise of America -- for this generation, and the next. 

May God bless our troops. And may God bless the United States of America.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Today, the Obama administration released a revised draft of the 2017-2022 
Outer Continental Shelf Oil and Gas Leasing Program. The plan, which is expected to be finalized before 
President Obama leaves office, removes leasing in the Atlantic Ocean, which had been proposed in an 
earlier draft, but maintains new leasing in the Arctic Ocean and the Gulf of Mexico. In response, LCV 
President Gene Karpinski issued the following statement: 


“This plan is a huge win for everyone who treasures the east coast’s beaches. We applaud the 
Obama administration for listening to the voices of Atlantic coast communities, businesses, and 
elected officials, who have stood up in opposition to risky offshore drilling because it’s a dirty and 
dangerous business that threatens our beaches, our communities and our climate.

We urge President Obama to seize 
this opportunity to expand his climate leadership by continuing to build on the progress made in 
this draft and permanently protecting the Arctic and Atlantic Oceans from drilling and by charting a 
course for Gulf communities to move toward 100 percent clean energy.”

Progressive groups organizing a rally at the same Richmond-area hotel where House Majority Leader Eric Cantor (R-VA) was holding an event Wednesday were abruptly kicked out of the hotel and told by 
hotel management to remain off of its property during Cantor's event. 

Cantor held an Advisory Council gathering, closed to the media but open to constituents who registered ahead of time, at the Holiday Inn Koger Center in Richmond. A coalition of progressive Virginia 
organizing groups — Progress Virginia, OurDC, and Virginia Organizing — had booked rooms and a separate ballroom in the hotel to hold a "jobs rally" countering Cantor's event. According to organizers, 
the groups planned to invite Cantor to attend their rally after his own event, in the hope that he would listen to their concerns regarding job creation and unemployment. 

But just hours before the events were set to begin, the Holiday Inn canceled the groups' ballroom and room reservations and ordered the groups to remain off of hotel property during Cantor's meeting. 
According to organizers, hotel management falsely accused them of smoking in their rooms and used that as justification to cancel their reservations. A representative of Holiday Inn who only agreed 
speak on the condition of anonymity, however, said the hotel was seeking to avoid confrontation between the progressive groups and those attending the Cantor event. He would not comment on 
whether the hotel had any communications with Cantor or his staff regarding the progressive groups. 

Attempts to reach both Cantor's office and Holiday Inn's corporate offices for comment prior to publication were unsuccessful. In an interview with a local news station. Cantor acknowledged that he 
saw the protesters but said, "I don't see how that's productive. ... (It was) a very productive event. I'm not quite so sure how that was productive outside." 

After their reservations were canceled, the progressive groups assembled across the street and began marching to the hotel, where they were met by Virginia state police officers and hotel management 
demanding that they remain off Holiday Inn property. The protesters remained assembled between the Holiday Inn and the street, where they held signs protesting Cantor's record on job creation and his 
legislative priorities and chanted that they wanted Cantor to focus on jobs. Multiple protesters told stories of their unemployment over a megaphone as police and hotel management looked on. 

The protesters then marched back across the street, out of sight from the hotel, and held a rally similar to the one they had planned inside the hotel, with more stories of unemployment and hardship 
brought on by the economic recession. Watch video of the march: 

According to police, who said they were only enforcing the Holiday Inn's wishes to keep the protesters off of private property, there were no arrests during the protests.

Constituents Turned Away From “Public” Meeting Take Their Message Outside 


After An August Recess With Zero Public Meetings, Hundreds of Constituents Turn Out to Make Rep. Cantor Address the Jobs Crisis

RICHMOND, Va. - In an increasingly rare appearance in his district, Rep. Cantor was met with more than 200 of his constituents who are angry with their congressman about his inattention to the jobs 
crisis, his brinkmanship on the debt ceiling deal and his controversial stance on disaster funding. 

With no end to the jobs crisis in sight and growing discontent after a debt deal that will lead to further job losses, unemployed workers and community members in Rep. Cantor’s district have grown tired 
of Rep. Cantor avoiding them by holding seldom public events or town halls. 

His constituents took their concerns to him at his private quarterly Citizens Advisory Council meeting in Richmond on Wednesday. The campaign event, while described by Rep. Cantor as a “public 
event,” required constituents to jump through several hoops to attend. Candace Graham of Chesterfield was able to attend the event in spite of the hurdles. 

“I only saw the event listed on the Tea Party website and that’s how I knew it was happening. After signing up for the Advisory Council, you had to know to call his staff so that they put you on the list since no 
event information was actually sent out,” said Graham. “Our leaders in Washington work for us and we should not have to go to such lengths to be able to ask them a question. I’m surprised there wasn't 
someone asking for a secret password when I walked into the building!” 

In anticipation of many constituents being turned away at the door, organizers rented a ballroom in the hotel to hold a separate jobs rally. An hour prior to the start of Rep. Cantor’s event, the hotel 
manager abruptly told the organizers they had two minutes to leave the ballroom. Undeterred, the constituents filled the median across the street from the hotel and chanted “Jobs Now!” 

At the rally outside, unemployed Rep. Cantor constituents shared one story after the next of struggling to find work in the Richmond area. 


"I have two masters degrees and a lifetime of experience but I have been out of work for over a year. It is tough for me to need charity when I am so used to helping provide for others in the past. But my 
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Congressman, Rep. Cantor is deaf to people like me because he refuses to have a meeting about jobs," said constituent Marie Coons. “I signed up for his meeting but was denied access. Is it because I 
have not contributed to his campaign? Is it because I am not a Tea Party member? Or is it because I am unemployed and he is hiding from people like me?” 

"There are 40,000 unemployed people in this district and we cannot get a meeting by phone, in person or even a town hall meeting with Eric Cantor to talk about this crisis. These are our neighbors and 
friends and family who are struggling,” said constituent Marjorie Clark. "Now he won't even let us into his private meeting but stopped us from having our own meeting on jobs. What is he afraid of? Why 
won't he meet with us?" 

On top of facing unemployment, many residents are still without power and are facing substantial damage from Hurricane Irene and were outraged over Rep. Cantor’s comments that disaster funding 
should be offset with spending cuts. 

Those who were able to get inside the event found that Rep. Cantor cherry picked which constituents would be allowed to ask questions. 

“I had my hand up the entire time and watched as only Cantor supporters were chosen to ask questions. It seemed that only after clapping and smiling at everything that Rep. Cantor said was I handed the 
mic,” said Jeff Hunt of Richmond. “Finally, I was able to ask him why he does not support extending the payroll tax cut for a year. For a congressman who slavishly sticks to his tax cuts message, I cannot 
understand why he would not support a measure that cuts taxes for a majority of Americans and creates jobs.” 

On Monday, Cantor released a jobs memo that outlines a series of deregulations of environmental and safety protections. While rally goers were pleased that Rep. Cantor acknowledged the need for jobs, 
they were less than impressed with Rep. Cantor’s anemic jobs outline. 

“Rep. Cantor’s ‘jobs memo’ will not create jobs, it will create sick kids and unsafe drinking water,” said Virginia Organizing Board Member Ladelle McWhorter. “If Rep. Cantor was serious about 
creating jobs, he would end tax breaks and loopholes for CEOs, hedge fund managers and others, and make big, profitable corporations pay their fair share of taxes so America can invest in creating 
quality jobs here at home.”

Dear Law Center Community, 

The new phase major highway work that started on July 13 th has created some unexpected vibrations in the Gewirz residence 
building. Vibrations were felt on the floors, mainly located at the ground level and below. The vibrations are caused by the 
installation of 8' diameter steel casings being set in place at the ground level construction site on 1-395 adjacent to the Law 
Center. The casings installation will continue from July to the end of December according to BB&C (Balfour Beatty Construction). 

We've been informed our buildings are being monitored for vibration related damage. We have found none so far but will 
continue to monitor. BB&C assures there are no structural building concerns with the vibrations. 

We can expect the vibrations to continue and be felt in all buildings during the duration of the casing installation. A single 
casing takes approximately one hour to sink in place. BB&C has informed me they expect simultaneous casings installations in 
the future both on the North and South ends of the construction site. We'll work closely with BB&C to minimize inconveniences to 
the Law Center.

WASHINGTON -- Hillary Clinton’s campaign will hold a fundraiser in Washington on March 21 that will feature as 
one of its hosts Jeff Forbes, who until the end of last year worked as a lobbyist for the National Rifle Association. 

Forbes, a former chief of staff to former Sen. Max Baucus (D-Mont.), was registered as a lobbyist for the NRA 
Institute from 2009 until the end of 2015 on issues such as protecting Second Amendment rights, and regulation 
and gun control, according to lobbying disclosures. He donated $2,700 to the Clinton campaign in April when he 
was still registered to lobby against gun control. In addition, a colleague at his Forbes-Tate lobbying shop, 
Elizabeth Greer, also donated $2,700 while registered to lobby for the NRA. 

The donation, and Forbes' hosting of the upcoming fundraiser, may complicate a central part of Clinton's current 
broadside against her opponent, Sen. Bernie Sanders (l-Vt.). The former secretary of state has made support 
for gun control a major part of her primary campaign for the Democratic Party presidential nomination. She has 
been especially forceful in contrasting her longtime support for gun control laws to Sanders' record, noting his 
support for some NRA-backed initiatives in the past. 

In a televised CNN debate in October, Clinton attacked Sanders for voting against the 1994 gun control 
legislation known as the Brady Bill “five times” and for supporting legislation that extended immunity to gun 
manufacturers from lawsuits brought by victims of gun violence. Sanders has defended himself by noting his 
career D-minus rating from the NRA and that he currently endorses the same gun control legislation that Clinton 
touts. 

Asked about the Forbes' fundraiser, Josh Schwerin, a spokesman for the Clinton campaign, responded in an 
emailed statement, “Hillary Clinton is the only candidate with a record of standing up to the NRA and the more 
than 850,000 people who have contributed to her campaign know exactly where she stands.” 

Receiving contributions from lobbyists or ex-lobbyists for the NRA highlights the difficulty in promoting a 
progressive message on guns and many other issues while accepting money from registered lobbyists. Clinton 
declined to extendPresident Barack Obama’s ban on contributions from lobbyists to her own campaign. The 
Democratic National Committee has also stated it is ending the Obama ban on lobbyist contributions. 
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The lobbyist contribution ban was seen by many as largely symbolic (the CEOs and executives who employ the 
lobbyists could still donate), but it still helped to underscore Obama’s message that he was funded by small 
donors, even as he raised more money than any other candidate in the modern election period. Further, 
banning lobbyist contributions prevents the confusion of politicians calling for new gun controls or regulations on 
fracking or crackdowns on pharmaceutical companies while simultaneously taking money from those who are 
paid to ensure the opposite policy outcome.

Rep. Henry Waxman issued a strongly worded critique of the Bush administration’s use of the White House political affairs 
office to coordinate campaign-related travel by cabinet officials in the runup to the 2006 elections. 

The report concludes that there’s evidence previous presidents used the office to coordinate campaign travel, but not to the 
extent it was used by the White House under George W. Bush. 

“The White House Office of Political Affairs has been controversial since President Reagan created the office in 1981,” the 
report states. “There is evidence that other administrations, including President Clinton’s, used the office to coordinate travel 
for the President or cabinet officials. But the extent of political activity by the current White House and its deep and 
systematic reach into the federal agencies is unprecedented.” 

The report urges Congress to get rid of the political affairs office. “Congress should amend the Hatch Act, the federal law 
restricting political activity by federal officials, to eliminate the White House Office of Political Affairs. If the political affairs 
office is retained, its activities should be restructured to ensure that it serves the interests of the taxpayer, not the political 
party of the President.” 

At the White House, spokesman Scott Stanzel dismissed the report as a “transparent attempt to make political hay.” 

“With less than three weeks to go before Election Day, Democratic Congressman Henry Waxman has released a draft report 
on political activities in Washington in an attempt to score political points,” Stanzel said. He went on to say that “For many, 
many years, throughout Republican and Democrat administrations, there has been an Office of Political Affairs. The office is 
there to assist the president in his role as head of his party. 

“For decades, administrations have briefed their political appointees on the landscape in which they are working to implement 
the President’s vision and Cabinet officials have traveled to talk about the important priorities of the administration. 

“Rather than spend time focusing on Congressman Waxman’s transparent attempt to make political hay with his draft press 
report, we’ll continue to center our attention on more important matters like stabilizing the economy, keeping America safe 
and working with state and local officials in California to respond to the raging wildfires.” 

Rep. Tom Davis, the top Republican on the House Oversight and Government Reform Committee, said in a statement that he 
was “deeply skeptical about the methodology and seriousness” of Waxman’s report.

To clarify and correct the answer to your question this afternoon, the only completed industry retrofit is the 
Friendship Community Care retrofit. L’Oreal and Arlington are to be completed mid-January 2012, and Hendricks will 
be completed summer of 2012 (due to student schedules). 

On the residential side, there have been 135 retrofits completed to date with an additional 60 that will be completed by 
March 2012 (15 for Hendricks and 45 for UAMS and LR). Hendricks is the only industry partner (from the DOE 
funding) still doing the residential audits, the other 3 companies have completed the residential retrofit work.

EXETER. NEW HAMPSHIRE 
MONDAY. AUGUST 10. 2015 


It’s wonderful to be back in Exeter. Thank you, Danny, for that introduction. And thank you all 
for coming out today. I’ve been traveling all over New Hampshire, and everywhere from Dover 
to Nashua to Glen to Windham, people ask great questions. It must come from being the first 
primary state. So today, I want to talk just a little, and then I want to hear what’s on your mind. 


This election is about the choices we have to make as a country, and how they’ll shape the future 
for our children and grandchildren. I believe that, in America, if you work hard and do your part, 
you should be able to get ahead and stay ahead. That’s the basic bargain that’s always set our 
nation apart. And I want to make sure we strengthen that bargain, so it holds true for this 
generation and the next. 


Thanks to the hard work of people across the country, America has come back from the worst 
recession of our lifetimes. We’re standing again. But we’re not yet running the way we should. 
Corporate profits are near record highs - but most paychecks have barely budged. Costs for 
everything from childcare to prescription drugs are rising faster than wages. It’s no wonder that 
many Americans feel like the deck is stacked in favor of those at the top. 


We’ve got to do better. We’ve got to get incomes rising again, so more hard-working families 
can afford a middle-class life. That’s the central economic challenge of our time - and it’ll be my 
mission every single day I serve as President. We need strong growth... fair growth... and long- 
term growth. That’s how we’ll achieve lasting prosperity - by building an economy that we aN 
have a stake in, and that works for everyone . 


Today, I want to talk about one way we can ease the burden on families - and the single biggest 
way we can raise incomes: by making college affordable and available to every 
American. 


For millions of Americans, a college degree has been the ticket to a better life. My grandfather 
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worked his entire life in a lace mill, but my dad made it to college. He was able to start his own 
small business, and that made a huge difference in our lives. Then my parents saved for years 
so they could send me to a school across the country. They knew that they were setting me on 
the path to a better future. 


College still holds that promise. A lot has changed in this country - but that hasn’t. 


Parents who never had the chance to go to college themselves dream of seeing their kids get 
that degree, from the moment they’re born. High-schoolers - even middle-schoolers - are taking 
college prep courses and studying for the SAT. Full-time workers are taking courses online, even 
if that means heading straight from an eight-hour shift to a pile of homework. If that’s what it 
takes to get a better job - to give their kids better than they had - then they’ll do it. 


But here’s the problem. States are slashing education budgets. Colleges keep raising prices. 
In-state tuition and fees for public colleges increased by 42 percent between 2004 and 2014. But 
your incomes didn’t rise by that much, did they? So families are left facing a painful choice. 

Either you say, “We just can’t afford it,” and pass up on all the opportunities that a degree offers 
- or you do whatever it takes to pay for it, even if that means going deeply into debt. 


Now, for most people, the return on investment of a college degree is still worth it. On average, 
people with four-year degrees earn over half a million dollars more over their careers than people 
with high school degrees. But student debt is increasingly holding people back. Forty million 
Americans have student loans. Together, they owe more than a trillion dollars. New 
Hampshire’s students are carrying the highest debt in the country. And millions of Americans are 
delinquent or in default. Even if they do everything they can to pay their loans, they just can’t 
keep up. 


The cost of this debt is real - not just on balance sheets, but in people’s lives and futures. I’ve 
talked to people who have so much student debt, they’ve put off buying a house, changing jobs, 
starting a business - even getting married. I’ve met parents and grandparents who’ve co-signed 
loans and end up draining their savings or ruining their credit - all because they did what parents 
and grandparents are supposed to do - help out the next generation. 


There are students who take out loans to pay for an expensive degree from a for-profit institution 
- only to find little support once they actually enroll, or they graduate and discover that, when it 
comes to finding a job, their degree isn’t worth what they thought. 


Then there are the students who start college but never finish. They’re left with debt and no degree to 
show for it - the worst of both worlds. Over 40 percent of college students still haven’t graduated after 
six years — and many never do. It’s time to show some tough love to colleges and universities that let 
significant numbers of students fail, year after year. 

Here’s the bottom line. College is supposed to help people achieve their dreams. But more and 
more, paying for college is actually pushing people’s dreams further out of reach. And that’s just 
wrong. It’s a betrayal of everything college is supposed to represent - and everything families 
have worked so hard to achieve. 
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And you know, this is also about America creating the greatest workforce in the world in this 
century - just like we did in the last. The rest of the world is working as hard as they can to out- 
do us. China plans to double the number of students enrolled in college by 2030, which means 
they’ll have nearly 200 million college graduates. That’s more than our entire workforce! 
American workers can out-work and out-innovate anyone in the world. They deserve training 
and education that will help them do it. 


So we need to make some big changes. We need to transform how much higher education 
costs - and how those costs get paid. For too long, families have been left to bear the burden of 
crushing costs, underinvestment, and too little accountability. 


It’s time for a new college compact, where everyone does their part. We need to 
make a quality education affordable and available to everyone willing to work for it - 
without saddling them with decades of debt. 


I’ve been traveling the country for months, talking to students and families, educators, legislators, 
and experts of every stripe - including young progressive activists who’ve put the issue of debt- 
free college and affordability at the top of the national agenda. 


And today, I’m announcing my plan to put college within reach for everyone. We’re calling it the 
New College Compact. We’re posting it on our website, Facebook, Medium, Snapchat - just 
about everywhere we can think of. I hope you’ll check it out. But for now, here are the basics. 


Under the New College Compact, no family - and no student - should have to borrow to pay 
tuition at a public college. 


Schools will have to control their costs and show more accountability to their students. 


States will have to meet their obligation to invest in higher education. 


The federal government will increase its investment in education, and won’t profit off student 
loans. 


And everyone who has student debt will be able to refinance it at lower rates. 


That’s my plan. It’s ambitious - and we should be ambitious. But it’s also achievable. And it 
would make a big difference in people’s lives. 


The New College Compact comes down to two main goals. 


First, we’ll make sure that cost won’t be a barrier. 
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Under my plan, tuition will be affordable for every family. You’ll never have to take out a loan to 
pay for tuition at your state’s public university. We’ll make sure the federal government and the 
states step up to help pay the cost, so the burden doesn’t fall on families alone. 


Of course, these days, tuition isn’t enough. The cost of living at college has also been creeping 
up. So under my plan, students who qualify for Pell Grants will be able to use them for living 
expenses - and middle-class students will get more help to cover theirs, too. 


We’re also going to make community college free. That’s President Obama’s plan and we’re 
making it ours. And if students start at a community college and transfer to a four-year school, 
we’ll make sure their credits count and their transition is seamless. 


We’re going to work closely with Historically Black Colleges and Universities and Hispanic-Serving 
Institutions, because they serve some of America’s brightest students, who need the most 
support and too often have gotten the least of it. 


We’ll offer special help to college students who are parents, because when you help parents get 
an education, you’re helping their kids, too. 


And we’re going to help pay for college for students who perform national service. If you’re 
willing to tutor America’s kids or clean up our parks or help communities hit by disasters, the least 
we can do is support your education. 


Our second big goal is to make sure that debt won’t hold anyone back. 


For the millions of Americans who already have student debt, my plan will give you the chance to 
refinance at lower interest rates. If you can refinance your mortgage or your car loan, you should 
be able to refinance your student loan. It’s just wrong that people are locked into college loans at 
8, 9, even 10 percent. 


If you do end up taking out a loan - for example, to go to a private college or graduate school - 
we’ll cut your interest rates, so the government never makes a profit off your loan. 

We’ll make it easier to enroll in income-based repayment programs, so you’ll never have to pay more 
than 10 percent of what you make - and your debt will only last for a fixed period of time. It won’t hang 
over your head forever. 

We’re going to help borrowers who are in default get back on their feet. 

And we’ll crack down on predatory schools, lenders and bill collectors. If you defraud students, 
overcharge veterans, or mislead borrowers, we’re going to do everything we can to stop you. 

There’s a lot more in my New College Compact - from strengthening the G.l. Bill, so more 
veterans can get their degree... to making sure that colleges spend federal dollars on things that 
benefit students, like teaching and research - not marketing campaigns or big salaries for 
administrators. 
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And we’re going to do a lot to encourage innovation. Here’s one example. Workers are 
increasingly rebooting their careers through online programs - yet many students can’t use 
federal student aid to pay for them. If earning online certificates, badges, or nano-degrees helps 
people improve their job prospects, we should be making that option easier and more affordable. 
Under my plan, more students will be allowed to use student aid to pay for high-quality 
programs. And we’ll make sure that rules about accreditation don’t keep out promising online 
education companies. We want to keep quality high - without stifling innovation. 


Now, the reason I call this a College Compact is because it goes both ways. Everyone’s going to 
have to step up to the plate. We can’t fix the problem of rising costs and rising debt just by 
throwing more money at the problem. We can’t expect the federal government to just pay the bill 
for free. That’s not how America works. States will have to start investing in education again. 
Colleges will have to do better by their students. And Americans will have to work hard to put 
themselves through school, and to out-learn and out-hustle our competitors - just like they always 
have. 


But here’s the bottom line. An education shouldn’t be something just for those at the top. And it 
shouldn't be a burden. An education should be affordable - and available - to everyone. 


I remember how proud my parents were when I graduated college. I remember how proud Bill 
and I were to see Chelsea graduate - I’ll never forget how grown-up she looked that day. And 
even though my new granddaughter is already growing up faster than I’d like, I can’t wait to see 
her walk across a stage someday and receive her diploma. And I know that mothers and fathers 
and grandparents across the country feel the exact same way. 


I want every young person in America to have their shot at that moment. I want every hard- 
working parent out there to get the chance to see his or her child cross a stage - or to cross it 
themselves. America should be a place where those achievements are possible for anyone 
who’s willing to work hard to do their part. That’s the country I want to help build - for this 
generation and all the generations to come.

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WEDNESDAY. JANUARY 21. 2015 


Thank you, Winnipeg! Thank you Gary, Victor, and everyone at CIBC. 

I’m delighted to be here in the “The Peg.” I know sometimes you’re called the “Chicago of the 
North.” Well, as someone who grew up in the “Winnipeg of the South,” let me just say, I feel 
right at home. 

In fact, that’s how I feel whenever I come to Canada. Our two countries have so much in 
common. No two nations in the world are closer. No border is longer or more peaceful. No one 
trades more. Or shares more core values. 

Canada and the United States are strongest when we’re standing side-by-side. 

You can see it right here in Manitoba, where plans to link your hydro electricity with wind power 
produced in Minnesota hold the potential to reduce costs and increase use of clean energy on 
both sides of the border. 

You can see it in the courageous efforts of Canadian and American doctors and aid workers to 
bring help and hope to Ebola-ravaged West Africa. 

In so many ways, in so many places, the alliance between our two countries and the broader 
community of democracies remains a cornerstone of peace, prosperity, and progress. 

Today, that’s as important and urgent as ever. 

The recent terrorist attacks in Paris, and the foiled plot in Brussels, are stark reminders of the 
threats we face together. In the brutal burst of automatic gunfire we heard the echoes of 
Boston, London, Madrid, and so many others. 

It was only three months ago that Ottawa was targeted. Canadians pulled together then, just as 
Parisians and people across Europe and the world are doing now. Here in Winnipeg, that very 
night, you went to the polls and elected your first-ever Metis [May-TEES] mayor. Regardless of 
politics, it was a statement about the values of pluralism and openness that define our 
democracies. 

Those were the same values under assault in Paris. 

The slaughter of satirists and Jews sharpened the true contours of this struggle. It is not just a 
matter of law enforcement or military action. We are in a contest of ideas. 

Now, let’s be clear: Islam itself is not the adversary. The vast majority of Muslims are peaceful 
and tolerant people. We see that everyday in Canada and the United States, with so many of 
our neighbors and fellow citizens. 

But we can’t close our eyes to the fact that there is a distorted and dangerous strain of 
extremism within the Muslim world that continues to spread. Its adherents are few in number, 
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but they are causing profound damage - most especially to their own communities. 

With these vicious few, we are confronting an ideology of hate. A worldview based on tearing 
down and dividing rather than building up and bringing together. The claim to absolute truth. 

Total intolerance for the beliefs and rights of others. 

Like previous ideological struggles, this is a generational challenge. And it must be waged on 
many fronts. 

First, we have to craft our strategy in the Middle East with an eye to this battle of ideas. 

Canada, the United States and many other nations are working together to stop the spread of 
ISIS and other violent extremists in the region. These militants are targeting religious and ethnic 
minorities, kidnapping and beheading civilians, persecuting women, and attracting foreign fighters, 
including some with Western passports who could easily return home. 

This fight is crucial. And more broadly, we have to do everything we can to empower moderates 
and marginalize extremists throughout the Middle East and the wider Muslim world. 

It’s no coincidence that the places where minorities are persecuted and dissent is forbidden make 
fertile ground for radicalism. 

It’s also no coincidence that the women’s lives aren’t valued or their rights respected tend to be 
sources of conflict and instability. 

Too often concerns about these issues are dismissed as soft or second-tier. But they’re at the 
heart of this challenge. 

Second, we have to be smart about how we defend ourselves and go after terrorists. In addition 
to robust military and law enforcement actions, we also need to target terrorist financing, 
recruitment, and propaganda. That requires close international cooperation. And as Secretary 
of State, I worked hard with Canada and others to build up a network of global counterterrorism 
collaboration. 

We also have to do a better job contesting online space, including websites and chat rooms 
where extremists inspire and recruit followers. I’m proud of the work we’ve begun in this area, 
but there’s a lot more to do, as we can see from the success that ISIS continues to have online. 

Third, and this is the point I really want to emphasize today, we have to show the world that free 
people and free markets are still the hope of humanity. 

The great democracies have to set an example. Standing up for our values in our own countries 
and communities is just as crucial as promoting them abroad. 

And today there are many forces tugging at the fabric of our societies. Demagogues who play 
on fears of immigrants and minorities. Economic stagnation that hollows out communities and 
puts the dream of upward mobility out of reach for too many families. Deep frustrations that 
erode trust in our leaders, our institutions, even our neighbors. 
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We can’t give in to these forces of entropy. We have to go back to first principles. The values 
written into our democratic DNA. Freedom. Equality. Opportunity. Pluralism. 

We have to remember that whatever our differences, we’re all in this together. For our 
democracies to meet the tests ahead, all our people have to believe they have a stake in our 
prosperity and our future -- no matter where they’re from, what they look like, how they worship, 
or who they love. 

In the United States, we recently lost one of our wisest political sages, Mario Cuomo. He used to 
talk about the nation as a family. The “family of America.” We are all bound one to another, he 
said, and everyone needs a seat at the table. That’s democracy. 

Now, as a new grandmother, I like that idea quite a lot. Because ever child should have the 
same opportunities in life as my baby granddaughter. 

In the United States, that’s what we call the American Dream. But it really is a universal dream. 
It’s what’s always drawn people to our shores -- dreamers and dissidents and anyone willing to 
work hard to build a better life. Canada and the United States are both nations built by 
immigrants and energized by diversity. 

It hasn’t always been easy or smooth, but at our best, we welcome everyone into the family. We 
expand the circle of opportunity and equality wider and wider. We make room at the table. 

But today, across the world’s great democracies, we’re grappling with difficult questions that cut 
to the core of this promise. 

Can we relearn how to work together... and grow together? 

How do we make sure that new waves of immigrants enrich rather than embitter our 
communities? 

What will it take to give our young people the opportunities they need and deserve? 

As we answer these questions, there’s a lot we can learn from each other. 

Here in Canada, you’ve shown that the economic inequality that we see in the United States and 
many other countries isn’t inevitable -- despite facing similar long-term challenges from 
globalization and automation. You’ve invested in your middle class and it’s made a real 
difference. 

Last night, President Obama offered a vision for helping the middle class in the United States 
reclaim its seat at the table. The proposals he offered are an important start. And there is so 
much more to do — to bring a sense of security and possibility to families struggling with stagnant 
wages and sinking hopes... to restore sanity and balance to our politics... reform our broken 
immigration system... and re-stitch the fraying fabric of American life. 

The debates are different in each nation, but our fundamental goals are the same. And 
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everything I’ve seen and done around the world has convinced me that the future belongs to 
vibrant democracies like ours. 

Despite our many challenges, we are uniquely prepared to continue leading in the 21st century, 
just as we did in the 20th. 

You and I are fortunate to live in remarkably resilient and resourceful countries. And the things 
that make us who we are as Americans and Canadians - our diverse and open societies, our 
devotion to human rights and democratic values - give us a singular advantage in our increasingly 
interconnected and interdependent world. 

Extremism, authoritarianism, Putinism - none of them can compete with democracy at its best. 

That’s what we saw on the streets of Paris in the wake of the attacks as millions of people came 
together in solidarity. 

And there was no better symbol of the spirit of Paris than the young Muslim immigrant named 
Lassana [phonetics] who worked at the kosher market and risked his life to protect his Jewish 
customers. He said the market had become a new home and his colleagues and customers a 
“second family.” 

When the terrorist arrived and the gunfire began, Lassana moved quickly, hiding as many people 
as he could in the cold storage room and slipping out to help the police. 

“I didn’t know or care if they were Jews or Christians or Muslims,” he said afterwards. “We’re all 
in the same boat.” 

What a rebuke to the extremists’ hate. 

The French government is now granting Lassana full citizenship. But when it mattered most, he 
proved he was a citizen already. 

That’s the power of an open society. 

That’s why the future is ours -- if we come together and live our values.

Funding Comes as Thousands of Patients are Seeking Treatment for 9/11 
Related Illnesses, with Numbers Rising 

Funds to Expand Treatment to Residents, Office and Commercial Workers, 
Students, and Other Individuals 

Washington, DC - Senators Hillary Rodham Clinton, Charles Schumer, Frank 
Lautenberg, and Robert Menendez, along with Representatives Jerrold Nadler, 

Carolyn Maloney, and Vito Fossella today announced that the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees have approved an additional $108 million in federal 
funding to address the mounting health needs of those individuals who were exposed 
to environmental hazards released as a result of the September 11, 2001 attacks 
upon the World Trade Center. The money builds on the $50 million that was provided 
in the Emergency Supplemental Appropriations Bill that was signed into law earlier 
this year, bringing total funding for the year to $158 million. 

The latest funding increase includes $51.5 million in the Fiscal Year 2008 Labor, 

Health and Human Services (HHS) Appropriations Bill and $56.5 million in additional 
emergency spending. The bill, having been approved by the House-Senate 
Appropriations Committees, will now return to both chambers of Congress for final 
passage, whereupon it will be sent to the President for his signature. 

"The terrible tragedy of September 11 th continues to affect New Yorkers, from 
heroic first responders who rushed into the toxic cloud to search for survivors and 
have now become victims themselves, to residents who became ill even as they tried 
to rebuild the fabric of lower Manhattan. I am proud to have stood with them for six 
years as the lasting health effects of the terrorist attacks became clearer and 
clearer. Today's announcement marks another step toward addressing these 
enduring wounds," Senator Clinton said. "I strongly urge the President to abandon 
his veto threat. The New Yorkers and first responders from across the country who 
answered the call in our time of need have suffered enough and don't deserve to be 
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caught in the middle of a political squabble." 

"I urge the President to rescind his veto threat against this essential funding, which 
will enhance medical monitoring and treatment for our heroic 9-11 first responders. 
More than six years after the attacks, some first responders have developed 
debilitating conditions and diseases that will require long term care. They did not 
abandon us in our time of need, and we must not abandon them. I am heartened 
that this additional funding has been set aside for their treatment, and will press the 
fight for every dime needed to get this job done right," Senator Schumer said. 

"First responders, emergency workers and volunteers showed true courage during 
the recovery effort after the 9/11 terrorist attacks. Now, many of these brave men 
and women are suffering serious illnesses from the toxins at Ground Zero. I urge the 
President to rethink his irresponsible veto threat so these heroes can get the 
treatment they deserve," said Senator Lautenberg. 

"This funding will help address the needs of all those who deserve their government's 
attention and resources, whether they developed symptoms in the days after 9/11 or 
in the years after 9/11," said Senator Menendez. '"We must never forget' means that 
the federal government cannot ignore it's duty to care for those who are suffering 
just because six years have passed. After a long period of federal inaction, this year 
Congress has begun to deliver the type of commitment that these victims of 9/11 
deserve. We cannot rest until all of those who inhaled the toxic dust around Ground 
Zero are examined and those found to be sick are treated." 

"This landmark funding is a tremendous step toward caring for those who - six years 
later - are still suffering as a result of the 9/11 attacks on our nation," said 
Congressman Nadler. "As Abraham Lincoln said, we must 'care for him who shall 
have borne the battle.' We must also continue fighting for comprehensive health 
benefits for all those who have become sick as a result of the collapse of the World 
Trade Center, whether they be first responders, local residents, office workers, or 
students. And we must ensure a full and proper clean-up of all affected areas, so 
that no more innocent people will be harmed by the environmental scars of 9/11." 

"This landmark bill would for the very first time ensure a full year's funding for 
federal 9/11 health clinics," said Congresswoman Maloney. "In addition, these funds 
will help provide care not only to 9/11 responders, but to lower Manhattan residents, 
workers and students, as well. The New York delegation worked hard to make sure 
that in 2008, 9/11 health clinic doctors won't have to worry about keeping their doors 
open. I urge the President to support this funding and sign this important bill." 

"This funding will finally provide medical monitoring and treatment to all the unsung 
heroes of 9/11, including 9/11 responders, area workers, residents and others. It is 
also an important step forward in fulfilling our responsibility to help all those who are 
sick today as well as those who become ill in the future," said Congressman Vito 
Fossella. 

The $108 million in new funding will go towards monitoring and treatment activities 
administered by the National Institute for Occupational Safety and Health (NIOSH) to 
help those individuals who were exposed to the environmental hazards released on 
and after 9/11. The $51.5 million portion in the Fiscal Year 2008 Labor, Health and 
Human Services (HHS) Appropriations Bill also includes statutory language requiring 
the Department of Health and Human Services, through NIOSH, to expand the 
program beyond responders and rescue workers to entities that would provide 
services to residents, office and commercial workers, students, and other individuals 
who were exposed. Existing programs to serve those who were impacted include the 
centers in the Mount Sinai Consortium and the program run by the New York City 
Fire Department. 

The lawmakers said that the approved funding is a recognition of the importance of 
addressing the short and long-term health needs of those individuals who were 
exposed to the environmental hazards released as a result of the September 11, 
2001 attacks upon the World Trade Center, and affirms the commitment of the 
federal government to provide assistance to those whose physical and mental health 
was adversely impacted as a result of this exposure. More than six years after the 
attacks, persistent health effects have been documented among rescue and recovery 
workers, such as asthma, chronic sinusitis, and gastrointestinal conditions. Post- 
traumatic stress disorder (PTSD), anxiety, depression, and other health effects have 
also been diagnosed among those who have been exposed.

Subject: Fall 2014 Course Withdrawal Policies 


Dear colleagues, 

We recently sent an email to upperclass JD and LLM students, reminding them of the course withdrawal and course requirement 
policies (a revised version will be sent to first-year JD students closer to the time of their first take-home exam). As a reminder: 

• At this point, students can only withdraw from your class with the permission of an advisor (unless you teach a mini- 
course or bookend course that has not yet met). The process it outlined here: http://www.law.georgetown.edu/campus-services/ 
registrar/course-registration/Course-Withdrawals.cfm. If your class was enrolled by professor-permission, they will also need 
your approval. Special rules also apply to practicum courses, clinics and externships. 

• Also note that under the current policy, no withdrawals are permitted once work has been submitted for grading. This 
means if your first graded assignment (not including class participation) is due mid-semester, the due date of the assignment is 
the last day a student may withdraw from your class, absent exceptional circumstances (to be determined by the academic 
advisor approving the course withdrawal request). This is true regardless of whether or not they actually handed in the work. 

We encourage you to review this with your students before any graded assignments come due and direct them to the Student 
Handbook and/or the Office of the Registrar if they have any questions. 

Any student who has not timely withdrawn from your class is expected to meet all course requirements. Failing to hand in a final 
paper by the due date (including any extension) or take an exam will result in them receiving an Administrative F (AF) in the 
course. 

If you have communicated anything other than the above (as provided in more detail in the email to students, attached) to your 
students, please contact the Registrar, Denise Sangster. If you have any questions, please direct them to Denise or by replying to 
this email.

Dear Upperclass Students, 

Now that Fall 2014 add/drop is over, we want to remind you of Georgetown Law's policies regarding course withdrawals and 
completing course requirements (please see the Student Handbook, http://www.law.georgetown.edu/go/handbook). 

• A request to drop a Fall 2014 course will now be treated as request to withdraw from the course. If approved, the 
withdrawal will be reflected as a 'W' on your transcript. The exception is for mini-courses or bookend courses which have not 
yet met, in which case a student may request (by emailing lawreg@law.georgetown.edu) to be dropped from the course after the 
first class meeting but before the second class meeting. 

• You cannot request to withdraw from a course after the last day of class for the course. Please see http:// 
www.law.georgetown.edu/campus-services/registrar/course-registration/Course-Withdrawals.cfm for more information and to 
download the required course withdrawal form. Please note: 

o The last day of class for a course may be different than the official last day of classes listed in the Academic Calendar 

(e.g., a mini-course may end several weeks before the official end of the semester). 

o You need to meet with and obtain the signature of an advisor to withdraw from a course. Additional permissions are 

required for professor permission courses, as well as practicum courses and J.D. externships. Please make sure you obtain these 
permissions prior to meeting with an academic advisor. Clinics continue to have a separate withdrawal policy outlined in the

o If you have already submitted work for grading, a withdrawal is only permitted in exceptional circumstances. As has 

always been our policy, relief will be provided in instances of personal or medical emergencies when approved by an advisor. 

• There are consequences for failing to complete course requirements. If you have not been approved to withdraw from a 
course, you are expected to meet all course requirements. The following are the consequences for failing to timely do so, which 
are outlined in detail in the Student Handbook. 

o Late take-home exam penalties: 

Late return within 60 minutes. If you submit your take-home exam even one second late, you will be subject to severe 
penalties. First offenders will receive an Administrative Pass (AP) for the course if the course professor gives you a passing 
grade in the course. An AP is treated as a "pass" and you will receive credit in the course but the transcript legend will indicate 
that the student passed the course but failed to stop writing before the time allowed for the examination expired. If you fail the 
course, you will get an F. Second offenses under these same conditions will be investigated as a disciplinary offense which you 
may be required to report when you apply for admission to a bar. 

Late return after 60 minutes (but within 24 hours). These late-returns will be investigated as a disciplinary offense 
which you may be required to report when you apply for admission to a bar. 

If you download the exam but fail to submit your answers within 24 hours of the exam deadline, you will receive an 
Administrative F (AF) on the exam. 

o Failure to timely complete course requirements will result in an AF on your transcript. If you fail to timely sit for your 

exam (and were not approved for an exam deferral) or fail to download and submit a take-home exam or final paper, you will 
receive an AF for the course. An AF is treated as a "fail" and the transcript legend will indicate that you failed to take the exam or 
complete other course requirements. An AF will be calculated as an F in your cumulative GPA. 
o Receipt of AF and AP grades may affect your eligibility for graduation honors. 

• Relief from these penalties: 

o Take-home exams. Any student subject to the AP penalty has the right to request that the penalty be waived. There are 

procedures in place to deal with uploading problems (see below) but the penalties will not be waived absent proof from the 
student that the student stopped writing before time expired. 

o Extenuating circumstances. Students who miss an exam due to extenuating circumstances (illness or other emergency) 

may have their exam rescheduled subject to extemporaneous documentation. Students must respond to the Registrar within 24 
hours after email notice is sent to request the right to take the exam. Students who fail to respond will receive an AF for the 
course, which will appear on the Law Center transcript and will be calculated as an F in GPA. 

o Good-faith mistake (one-time relief). Students who miss an exam because of a "good-faith" mistake, like oversleeping, a 

car breaking down, or mistaking the time or day of the exam, have a one-time option of having their exam rescheduled with a one- 
step grade reduction (e.g., A to A-). Students must respond to the Registrar within 24 hours after email notice is sent to request 
the right to take the exam. Students who fail to respond (or who have already used this one-time option to reschedule) will 
receive an AF for the course, which will appear on the Law Center transcript and will be calculated as an F in GPA. 
o Submitting the wrong document (one-time relief). If you mistakenly submit the wrong examination or paper or the wrong 

version, and a genuine and timely correct document can be retrieved, you will have the option to have the right paper graded but 
take a one-step grade reduction (e.g., A to A-), or elect to take a withdrawal in the course. This relief is available only once and 
the error must be identified before grades are posted. Future erroneous submissions will be graded as originally submitted

The group, which advocates for 
public financing of elections, has identified more than 2,300 well-connected individuals, known as "bundlers," who 
have solicited contributions from friends and associates on behalf of a presidential candidate. [ABC News, 1/29/08]

First, at the top:

Finally, after an unprecedented and unconscionable delay, Senate 
Republicans allowed a vote to confirm Loretta Lynch as Attorney General. This is a happy ending 
to a shameful story. It’s beyond belief that a talented and qualified African American woman 
nominated to be our nation’s chief law enforcement officer was hung out to dry for months. At a 
time when we face real security and criminal justice challenges. And, I’m sorry, but pushing an 
ideological agenda at the expense of survivors of human trafficking is as low as it gets. There’s 
going to be plenty of time for politics as we head toward the next election. But common sense 
and common decency should still count for something, even in Washington. That’s what I’m out 
there working for and talking about, and it’s what you should demand of anyone running for 
office." 


And then lower down, on page six: 
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"The United States ranks 65 th out of 142 nations on equal pay. We should be number one! And 
by the way, anyone running for President who doesn’t think women deserve to be paid as well as 
men should have to explain to the American people exactly why not. And this isn’t just about 
women. So many of our families today depend on two incomes to make ends meet..."

FULL PREPARED REMARKS 

Thank you all very much. I appreciate the warm welcome to Pennsylvania, and the hospitality of Montgomery 
County Community College. 

Tomorrow will be the third and final presidential debate, and just 21 days -- who's counting?-- remain until 
Americans choose their next president. Over the last 21 days, we have seen once-sturdy Wall Street institutions 
vanish, we have seen huge swings in the market both down and up, and we have seen new federal 
commitments in the hundreds, hundreds of billions of dollars. We have seen how suddenly a crisis can unfold 
these last several weeks, and how great the costs can be in jobs, savings, lost opportunity and taxpayer's 
dollars. What we need to see now is swift and bold action to lead this country in a new direction, [cheers] 

If I am elected president. I will help to create jobs for Americans in the most effective way a president can do this 
- with tax cuts that are directed specifically to create jobs, and protect your life savings. I will stand up to the 
corrupt ways of Washington, the wasteful spending and the abuses of power and I will end these abuses, 
whatever it takes. I will lead reforms to help families keep their homes, and retirees to keep their savings, and 
college students to pay their tuition, and every citizen to afford health care, and America to reclaim its energy 
independence. We'll drill offshore and we'll drill now. These will be my priorities. We cannot spend the next four 
years as we have spent much of the last eight: waiting for our luck to change. The hour is late and our troubles 
are getting worse. We have to act immediately. We have to change direction now. We have to fight. We have to 
fight for America. And we must fight now. 

This is what we have to do. That is what I will do in my term as president, and when I leave office I can promise 
you that this nation will not be on the same path it is today. I will not play along with the same Washington games 
and gimmicks [yelling] that got us into this terrible mess in the first place, [cheers] I am going to Washington to 
fight for you. 

I will begin by making certain that the 700 billion dollars already committed to economic recovery is not used to 
further enrich the very people and institutions that invited these troubles with their own reckless conduct. Instead 
of just propping up institutions deemed "too big to fail" in this crisis, we will use more of this public money to help 
businesses and homeowners that may be too small to survive. 

I know you know, This financial crisis started with our housing crisis, and we cannot fix our markets and the 
economy until we fix the housing crisis. My plan will protect the value of your home and get it rising again by 
buying up bad mortgages and refinancing them so if your neighbor defaults he doesn't bring down the value of 
your house with him. I will direct the government to refinance troubled mortgages for homeowners and replace 
them with mortgages they can afford. This is what we did during the Great Depression and we can do it again. 
Helping families who face default, foreclosure, and possible bankruptcy helps all homeowners, and will begin the 
process of recovery from this crisis. With so much on the line, the moment requires that government act -- and 
as president I intend to act, quickly and decisively. 

When the government does [not] provide funds to shore up companies, the terms will be demanding, there will 
be complete transparency and the safety net for our financial system will not become a golden 
parachute for failed executives. Moreover, we will not merely inject billions of dollars into companies and 
walk away hoping for the best. We will require that those companies be reformed and restructured 
until they are sound assets again, and can be sold at no loss -- or perhaps even a profit -- to the 
taxpayers of America. 

And when that is accomplished, in each instance, government will relinquish its interest in these 
private companies. We're going to get government out of the business of bailouts and equity stakes, and 
back in the business of responsible regulation. We will learn from this crisis to prevent the next one, with 
much stricter oversight. No more wild overleveraging, no more liabilities concealed from the public

and from shareholders, no more bundling of assets to maximize profit by assuming insane risks. 
Those days are over on Wall Street. With new rules of public disclosure and accounting, my reforms will make 
certain these betrayals of shareholders and the public trust are never repeated. 

We must restore trust to our financial system. On my orders, the Department of the T reasury will guarantee one 
hundred percent of all savings accounts for a period of six months. This will calm the understandable fears of 
widespread bank failure, while also restoring rational judgment to the choices of the market. 

As president, I will also act to protect investors -- especially those relying on their investments for 
retirement, [cheers] Current rules mandate that investors must begin to sell off their IRAs and 401 Ks when they 
reach age 70 and one half years old. Those rules should be suspended to spare senior citizens from being 
forced to sell their stock just as the market is hurting the most. Under the emergency measure I propose, we will 
also cut the tax rate for withdrawals from tax-preferred retirement accounts from five to ten percent. Retirees 
have suffered enough and need relief, and the surest relief is to let them keep more of their own savings. 

It is essential that we avoid an exodus of capital from the market. Senator Obama yesterday offered up a 
proposal that would have the effect of encouraging early withdrawal of funds from 401 (k) accounts, by 
suspending penalties through 2009. This is an invitation to capital flight, and therefore to continued instability in 
the market, at a moment when exactly the opposite is needed. Any family that takes part in this will not see the 
benefits of the market recovery that smart policy can help bring about. In my administration, we will instead 
revive the market by attracting new investment. I will cut in half the capital gains tax on stocks purchased 
[cheers] and held for more than a year - from a rate of 15 to 7.5 percent. This vital measure will promote buying, 
raise asset values, help companies and shore up the pensions plans for workers and retirees. 

We should also not penalize Americans who are forced to sell investments in today's tough markets, [hooray!] ] 
will increase the amount of capital losses from $3,000 to $15,000, which can be deducted from your ordinary 
income in tax years 2008 and 2009. [cheers] So much of this decline in our markets and value destruction was 
due to the failure of Congress and the Administration to come out with a timely rescue package. Investors are 
always responsible for their investment decisions, but the hard earned savings of Americans 
should not be penalized by the erratic behavior of politicians. 

It will not be enough for the federal government to correct the excesses of Wall Street without reforming its own 
reckless practices. 

Spending in Washington is out of control and I am going to rein it in. As president, I will veto the pork barrel 
special interest projects that are wasting your tax dollars, driving up our debt, and weakening our dollar. I have 
proposed a one year spending freeze with certain exceptions for such things as defense and veteran care. We 
are going to use that year to turn Washington inside out and get rid of wasteful, inefficient programs that do no 
one any good. 

While we put government back on your side, we must reform our tax system to deliver needed tax relief to 
working Americans, and to create jobs. I will double the child deduction, from 3,500 dollars to 7,000 dollars. 

Every person in America who chooses it will receive a 5,000 dollars towards the purchase of health insurance -- 
health plans that will be theirs to keep, even if they change jobs or move to another state. And we will reduce the 
federal business tax rate from 35 percent -- the second-highest in the world -- to 25 percent. I am also proposing 
today that for those who are between jobs, we eliminate all taxes on unemployment benefits. It is unclear to me 
why the government taxes money it has just sent you, [crowd laughs, cheers] and we should relieve this burden 
from Americans who've been hit the hardest. 

Reducing business tax rates has the potential to stop and reverse the rise of unemployment, and could create 
millions of new jobs. Despite the frequent changes to my opponent's tax plans in recent months -- he seems to 
revise them with each new poll -- his plan to raise taxes on 50% of small business income has survived, [boos] 
And even as he rails against companies that shut down their plants and move overseas, he refuses to cut the 
tax rate that drives many of these companies away. 

A typical middle-class family of four making 42,000 dollars a year with health insurance will get 
4,350 more dollars under my plan than they would under Senator Obama's plan. That example of 
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42,000 a year in wages is especially relevant, because just last year Senator Obama voted to raise taxes on 
individuals making that amount, [boos] 

Senator Obama is also the same fellow who requested a million dollars a day in pork barrel earmarks [boos, 
yelling] ... who thinks that wasting 18 billion dollars a year in earmarks is not worth worrying about, who 
proposed a near doubling of the taxes on dividends and capital gains during the primary, who has voted 94 
times for tax increases or against tax cuts, who is promising almost a trillion dollars in new spending, [boos] who 
came to the Senate a few years ago and already earned the title of its most liberal member [boos] - this is the 
man who now presents himself as a tax cutter and champion of middle-class America, [boos, yelling] 

He is an eloquent speaker, but even he can't turn a record of supporting higher taxes into a credible promise to 
cut taxes. What he promises today is the opposite of what he has done his entire career. Perhaps never before 
in history have the American people been asked to risk so much based on so little. 

You can look at the record of what he's done or you can just go with your gut , but either way you're left with the 
same conclusion: Senator Obama is going to raise your taxes. And in this economy, raising taxes is the surest 
way to turn a recession into a depression. 

Senator Obama also promises to restrict international trade and risk access to foreign markets for American 
goods and services. The last President to raise taxes and restrict trade in a bad economy was Herbert 
Hoover. That didn't turn out to well. They say those who fail to learn the lessons of history are doomed to 
repeat them. Well, I know my history lessons, [crowd roars] and I sure won't make the mistakes Senator Obama 
will. And were my opponent elected with a Democratic Congress in power, not only would there be no check on 
mv opponent's reckless economic policies, there would be considerable pressure on him to tax and spend even 
more. 


This weekend, a plumber concerned that Senator Obama was going to raise his taxes asked him directly about 
his plan. The response was telling. Senator Obama explained to him that he was going to raise his taxes to 
quote "spread the wealth around." [boos, yelling] This explains how Senator Obama can promise an income tax 
cut for millions who aren't even paying income taxes right now. My friends, my plan isn't intended to force small 
businesses to cut jobs to pay higher taxes so we can "spread the wealth around." [grumbling] My plan is 
intended to create jobs and increase the wealth of all Americans. 

My plan for economic recovery does not require guesswork or blind faith from the American people , [yelling] You 
know my record. You don't have to hope I will do what I promise. When I say I will cut spending, you need only 
look at my record to know it's true. When I say I will defend taxpayers, you know it's true because it's what I've 
always done. When I say I will work across the aisle, you can see it in the results I've delivered. 

And when I say I will change Washington, you know I'll do it, [cheers - USA! USA!] because for me change isn't a 
political slogan, it's what I've been doing my whole career. 

I know you're worried. America is a great country, but we are at a moment of national crisis that will determine 
our future, [someone yells "We need you!"] Will we continue to lead the world's economies or will we be 
overtaken? Will the world become safer or more dangerous? Will our military remain the strongest in the world? 
Will our children and grandchildren's future be brighter than ours? 

My answer to you is yes. Yes, we will lead. Yes, we will prosper. Yes, we will be safer. Yes, we will pass on to 
our children a stronger, better country. But we must be prepared to act swiftly, boldly, with courage and wisdom, 
[yelling, laughter] 

I know what fear feels like. It's a thief in the night who robs your strength. 

I know what hopelessness feels like. It's an enemy who defeats your will. 

I felt those things once before. I will never let them in again. I'm an American. And I choose to fight, [crowd 
chants John McCain! john mccain!]

Democratic Media Group Ditches Ad Effort 

Progressive Media USA, the group organized to be the main soft-money advertising vehicle for Democrats in the fall, will dramatically scale back its 
efforts in deference to the wishes of the party's presumptive nominee. 

"Progressive Media will not be running an independent ad campaign this year," David Brock, the head of the organization, confirmed in a statement 
obtained by The Fix this morning. 

"Progressive Media was established to be an independent on-going progressive issue advocacy organization," Brock added. "We were not 
established for one issue, one candidate or one election cycle. But donors and potential donors are getting clear signals from the Obama camp 
through the news media and we recognize that reality." 

Those familiar with the group's decision cast it as largely the result of the stated desire of Sen. Barack Obama's campaign to not direct funds to 
outside organizations in hopes of better controlling the Democratic message in the fall. But the group was also struggling to raise the money 
necessary to be a major force in the presidential race and was riven by internal divisions. 

During a gathering of Obama's national finance committee earlier this month in Indianapolis, it was made clear to these top donors that they should 
concentrate on raising money for the candidate and not spend their time funding independent organizations of which Progressive Media USA is 
one. 

That warning made Progressive Media USA's already difficult task - raising tens of millions of dollars in short order from skeptical donors with the 
unsuccessful soft money efforts of 2004 still on their mind - almost impossible. Without buy-in (literally) from Obama's major donors, it's extremely 
unlikely deep-pocketed Clinton backers would fund the effort to help elect the Illinois senator on their own. 

The downscaling of Progressive Media USA is the latest chapter of the group's short but turbulent history. The group, which was initially led by 
Tom Matzzie, former Washington director for Moveon.org, was originally known as Campaign to Defend America when it was formed in the fall of 
2007. The budget for the effort, according to Matzzie, was $100 million. 

The group struggled to gain traction, however, and in early April liberal media critic David Brock took control of the group - promising a $40 million 
media onslaught against Sen. John McCain (Ariz.). 

(Those familiar with the group say that Brock and Matzzie were like oil and water stylistically, and their differences made it difficult to put everyone 
involved with the organization on the same page.) 

The reformed group drew immediate attention with an ad that painted McCain as a clone of President George W. Bush on the economy. But the 
extended ad campaign promised by many within Progressive Media USA never materialized - likely due to a lack of available resources. 

The financial struggles of Progressive Media USA are the rule not the exception in this presidential election. Soft-money groups seemed to have 
reached their zenith in 2004 when progressive-aligned organizations like America Coming Together and Media Fund as well as conservative- 
backed groups like Progress for America and Swift Boat Veterans for Truth had an undeniably large influence over the outcome of the election.

Four years later, outside groups on both sides of the aisle have experienced all sorts of problems in securing the cash to fund any sort of serious 
independent effort. That lack of success is particularly true at the presidential level, where Progressive Media USA's collapse comes on the heels 
of a decision to turn Freedom's Watch from a conservative-aligned presidential vehicle to one that spends its time and money on Flouse races. 

It's hard to imagine that big-dollar donors won't seek to exert their influence in some substantial way in the run-up to the 2008 election. But so far 
the vehicles that have tried to do just that have run out of gas after traveling just a few miles.

McCain Backer's Firm Pleaded Guilty To Funding 
Terrorist Group In Colombia 

The co-host of a recent top-dollar fundraiser for Sen. John McCain oversaw the payment of roughly $1.7 million 
to a Colombian paramilitary group that is today designated a terrorist organization by the United States. 

Carl H. Lindner Jr., the billionaire Cincinnati businessman, was CEO of Chiquita Brands International from 1984 
to 2001 , and remained on the company's board of directors until May 2002. Beginning under his tenure, 
Chiquita executives paid hundreds of thousands of dollars to the United Self-Defense Forces of Colombia 
(known by the Spanish acronym AUC), which is described by George Washington University's National 
Security Archive as an "illegal right-wing anti-guerrilla group tied to many of the country's most notorious civilian 
massacres." 

Following a Justice Department indictment last year, Chiquita admitted to illegally funding the paramilitaries 
and agreed to pay a $25 million fine. Chiquita's payments to the AUC began in 1997 and lasted seven years; 
roughly half of the funds came after the group was designated a Foreign Terrorist Organization by the U.S. 
State Department in 2001. 

According to the Justice Department, the payments "were reviewed and approved by senior executives" of 
Chiquita, who knew by no later than September 2000 "that the AUC was a violent, paramilitary organization." 

Late last week, Lindner co-hosted a $25,000-per-person fundraiser for McCain and the Republican Party in the 
wealthy Indian Hills neighborhood of Cincinnati, Ohio. The event raised about $2 million; Lindner also serves on 
McCain's Ohio Victory Team. 

While Lindner was CEO of Chiquita, the company began sending money to the AUC through its shipping 
subsidiary Banadex. A report by the Organization of American States states that Banadex also engaged in 
arms trafficking, helping to deliver 3,000 Nicaraguan AK-47 rifles and millions of rounds of ammunition to the 
AUC in 2001 . According to federal prosecutors, when company officials realized the arrangement was illegal, 
they switched to making the payments in cash. 

"We believe they saved people's lives," a Chiquita spokesman told Time magazine last year, alleging that the 
company was simply trying to avoid violence against their employees. 

Chiquita's funding of violent paramilitaries does not end with the right-wing AUC. The fruit giant "had been 
making similar payments to the leftist FARC and ELN guerrillas" since 1989, also on Lindner's watch. Those 
payments ended in 1997 as "control of the company's banana-growing area shifted" to the AUC, according to 
the Associated Press . 

McCain, who is currently visiting Colombia to promote free trade, has described FARC as "one of the worst" 
terrorist groups and accused his opponent, Sen. Barack Obama, of being unwilling to support Colombian 
President Uribe's anti-terrorist efforts. 

That the Arizona Republican is raising funds from a man whose company once paid that very same terrorist 
group seems likely to sully his charge. 

Aides to the Senator did not return request for comment, though they have repeatedly argued that the 
campaign does not have direct connections to companies represented by such fundraisers or advisers and, as 

such, should not be held accountable for their actions or presumed to be persuaded by their interests. 
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However, in the past, McCain has done favors on Lindner's behalf. Last May, the Washington Post reported 
that in the late 1990s, McCain "promoted a deal in Arizona's Tonto National Forest involving property part- 
owned by Great American Life Insurance, a company run by billionaire Carl H. Lindner Jr., a prolific contributor 
to national political parties and presidential candidates." 

Moreover, McCain's chief political adviser, Charlie Black, lobbied for Chiquita on two separate occasions in 
2001 . According to records, Black was paid $80,000 to work on foreign trade issues. 

Black, as the Huffinaton Post reported on Tuesday, has represented other controversial clients with operations 
in Colombia. From 2001 through 2007, his work brought his firm more than $1 .6 million in lobbying fees from 
Occidental Petroleum, a company whose security arm was accused of bombing a Colombian village and killing 
17 civilians in 1998.

I’ve heard from countless people who are hurt and 
disappointed by what I said yesterday at Nancy 
Reagan's funeral about the Reagans' record on HIV/ 
AIDS, and I understand why. The comment was just 
wrong, and I said so right away. 

The Reagans did not start a national conversation 
about HIV/AIDS. Unfortunately, the opposite is true. 
That distinction belongs to generations of brave men 
and women who started not just a conversation, but a 
movement that continues to this day. 

The AIDS crisis in America began as a quiet, deadly 
epidemic. When many in positions of power turned a 
blind eye, it was groups like ACT UP, Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis, and others that came forward to shatter 
the silence. They organized and marched, held die-ins 
on the steps of city halls and vigils in the streets. They 
fought alongside a few courageous voices in 
Washington, like U.S. Representative Henry Waxman, 
who spoke out from the floor of Congress. 

Then there were all the people whose names we don’t 
hear and maybe don't even know - the unsung heroes 
who fought on the front lines of the crisis, from hospital 
wards and bedsides, some with their last breath. 
Slowly, too slowly, ignorance was crowded out by 
information. People who had once closed their eyes 
opened their hearts. 

If not for those advocates, activists, and ordinary 
people, we would not be where we are in preventing 
and treating HIV/AIDS. Their courage and their refusal 
to accept silence as the status quo saved lives. 

We’ve come a long way since. But we still have work 
to do to eradicate this disease for good, and erase the 
stigma that is an echo of a shameful and painful period 
in our country’s history. 
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This is work that I’ve been committed to for a long time. 
As First Lady, I brought together world leaders to 
strategize and coordinate efforts to take on HIV/AIDS 
around the globe. In the Senate, I put forward legislation 
to expand global AIDS research and assistance, and 
increase prevention and education. And as Secretary 
of State, I launched a campaign to usher in an AIDS- 
free generation through prevention and treatment, 
targeting the populations at greatest risk of contracting 
HIV (including key populations at risk of discrimination), 
and investing in innovative research and technology. 

I believe there’s even more we can do together. For 
starters, we should call on Republican governors to put 
people’s health and well-being ahead of politics and 
extend Medicaid, which would provide health care to 
those living with HIV/AIDS. And we should cap out-of- 
pocket expenses, and hold companies like Turing and 
Valeant accountable when they attempt to gouge prices 
of lifesaving medications. And we should expand 
access to medications like PrEP. 

The AIDS crisis looks very different today. We’re still 
surrounded by memories of loved ones lost and lives 
cut short. But we’re also surrounded by survivors who 
are fighting harder than ever. We owe it to them, and to 
future generations, to continue that fight together. 

There are more options for treatment and prevention 
than ever before. More people with HIV are leading full, 
happy lives. For the first time, an AIDS-free generation 
is in sight. And we can’t let up until we reach that goal.

So, my take is that the best way for HRC to connect with this audience is to show some empathy as 
opposed self-deprecating humour which at some level is making the event about her.

Sept, li Anniversary Offers a Pause 
Amid the Clamor

Good morning on Friday, Sept, n, 2015, 14 years later. CNN has released its 
lineup for the Republican debate next week: Carly Fiorina will be promoted to 
the prime-time event, and the soft-spoken Ben Carson will share center stage 
with Donald J. Trump, offering a split-screen study in contrasts of the current 
Republican front-runners. But that is for next week. On Friday, there will be a 
relative break from the typical campaign noise as candidates and public officials 
attend memorials and read the names of the dead. 

For 14 years, politics has been postponed on the anniversary of the Sept. 11 attacks 
at the Pentagon and the World Trade Center that killed nearly 3,000 people and 
changed the country. This year is no exception. 

There will be few direct campaign events. Hillary Rodham Clinton, who as the 
junior senator from New York routinely took part in the anniversary ceremonies in 
Lower Manhattan, will have no public schedule. Bill Clinton, who has worked to 
raise money for the memorial for the victims of United Airlines Flight 93 that 
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crashed in a field near Shanksville, Pa., also has no public schedule. 

George W. Bush will be in Dallas, honoring the day at an exhibit at his presidential 
museum. Jeb Bush will read the names of those killed in the attacks at a ceremony 
in New Hampshire. 

Vice President Joseph R. Biden Jr. will take part in a ceremony at the Intrepid 
Sea, Air & Space Museum in Manhattan. 

And President Obama will take part in two ceremonies, one at the White House 
and another at a town-hall-style event with service members at Fort Meade, Md.

Iran Deal All but Assured, G.O.P. Seeks to Pin Blame on Democrats 
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Even many supporters of Mr. Obama’s nuclear accord say they expect Iran to 
breach the agreement, and Republicans have maneuvered aggressively to be sure 
that Democrats, who blocked efforts on Thursday to halt it, are held politically 
accountable if things go awry. 

As Senator Lindsey Graham of South Carolina said in a speech on the Senate 
floor on Thursday: “To my Democratic friends, you own this. You own every ‘i’ and 
every ‘t’ and every bullet. You own everything that is to follow, and it's going to be 
holy hell.” 

And Senator Marco Rubio of Florida said it was incumbent on Mr. Obama’s 
successor to repeal the accord. 

“Iran may have a supreme leader, but American does not,” Mr. Rubio said. “In this 
nation, we have a republic, and soon, we'll have new leaders not only in this 
chamber, but also in the executive branch. I pray in their first day in office they will 
revise this deal, or history will condemn us.” 

But Senator Richard J. Durbin of Illinois, the No. 2 Democrat, offered another 
thought: What if Iran complies and the plan works? 

“If this moves forward and the Iranians live with the agreement and don't breach it, 
some important things are going to happen in terms of inspectors on site, centrifuges 
destroyed, some amazing things that make the Middle East and Israel safer,” Mr. 
Durbin told reporters at the Capitol. 

“And for someone to announce as one of our would-be president candidates did on 
the floor here ‘I am going to blow this agreement away if I ever have the chance’ is 
really to ignore the possibility that it could work. And I want it to work.”

“Let’s talk about Donald Trump,” he said. “As Stephen Colbert said, let’s talk 
about the big orange elephant in the room.” 

The crowd laughed, and the candidate issued a clarification. 
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“That’s humor, Donald,” Mr. Bush said. “Don’t tweet. Please. Please.”

Mrs. MURRAY. Mr. President, I rise to express my support for the bankruptcy reform legislation. This legislation offers 
an imperfect but fairly balanced approach to reforming the bankruptcy system. Through the amendment process we have 
improved the bill, but it could be more fair to all sectors of our society. I am disappointed some good amendments that 
would have improved the legislation were rejected. The bankruptcy refonn legislation that passed the House a couple of 
weeks ago is less friendly to individuals in adverse circumstances not of their own doing. If this bankruptcy reform bill is 
weakened in conference, I will have a hard time supporting it. I will likely oppose a conference agreement that looks at all 
like the House bill. In recent years, consumer bankruptcy filings have dramatically increased. We debated bankruptcy 
reform in the last two Congresses. Those discussions showed our desire to elevate personal responsibility in consumer 
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financial transactions; to prevent bankruptcy filings from being used by consumers as a financial planning tool; and, to 
recapture the stigma associated with a bankruptcy filing. It is clear the system is broke, and bankruptcy reform is needed. 

I voted for bankruptcy refonn in both the 105th and 106th Congresses, and I plan to vote for this bill. Despite these votes, 
I have reservations about how the unintended consequences of this bill will affect the less fortunate. The bill will have an 
enormous impact on women and child support. The largest growing group of filers are women, usually single mothers. 
The bill’s overall philosophy of pushing debtors from chapter 7 to chapter 13 will have an unintended effect on women. 
They usually have fewer means and are more susceptible to crafty creditors seeking to intimidate and reaffirm their debts. 
They need the protection of chapter 7, but could be pushed into chapter 13. Women will also be disadvantaged by 
provisions in this bill that fail to prioritize domestic obligations. Under the provisions of this bill, women will find 
themselves competing with powerful commercial creditors for necessary resources, such as past-due child support, from 
spouses who are in bankruptcy. It is unfair to place the critical needs of families and single mothers trying to survive 
behind those of welloff commercial creditors. Another problem with this bill is the new filing requirements are very 
complex, which could result in unintended discrimination against lower-income individuals and families. Many low-income 
families don’t have the means to combat most creditors. Because debtors must prove they are filing for legitimate reasons, 
those without the means to combat powerful commercial interests will be placed at an unfair disadvantage. I was also 
disappointed that the U.S. Senate failed to adopt some very good amendments that would have significantly improved the 
bill. Senator KOHL offered an amendment that would have limited the practice of wealthy debtors shielding themselves 
from creditors in bankruptcy behind State homestead exemption laws that allow them to shelter large amounts of money in 
a new home. His amendment would have placed a national cap on this exemption, and limited the abusive practice of 
sheltering large amounts of money in large homes. I supported this needed amendment, but it was rejected on the floor of 
the Senate. Several amendments were also offered that would have restricted the marketing to and use of credit cards by 
young people. Credit card companies are aggressively marketing to young people, and many young people are getting into 
massive debt. Companies should only be allowed to offer credit cards to those who can pay for them. Finally, I am 
disappointed that amendments were rejected that would have limited predatory lending practices. Some of these predatory 
loans can have interest rates over 100%. I was pleased to see that the bill included language to end the practice of using 
the bankruptcy code to escape civil punishment for violence, intimidation or threats against individuals using family 
planning services. This provision was added in the Judiciary Committee and greatly improves the bill. It ensures that those 
who violate the law cannot escape justice through the bankruptcy laws. This critical provision of this bill that must not be 
stripped or drastically changed in conference. Overall, this is a decent bill that will improve on the current abuses of the 
bankruptcy system. While I have concerns over many of this bill’s provisions, I hope they can be dealt with in conference 
or in future legislation. This bill should be strengthened in conference, not weakened as has happened to other versions of 
bankruptcy legislation. I will closely examine a conference agreement with this in mind before voting to send this 
legislation to the President.

The grass-roots energy building around the minimum wage issue may upend Hillary Rodham 

Clinton ’s plans to ease into proposing specific economic policies. 
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The issue will be in the foreground on Wednesday, when fast-food and other low-wage workers 
plan a nationwide walkout that is expected to draw tens of thousands of people to rally support 
for a $15-an-hour minimum wage. The protest is the latest show of strength by the Fight for $15, 
a campaign that economists partly credit with the recent decisions by employers like Walmart 
and McDonald’s to raise the minimum wage they pay workers. 

The daylong strike may provide the first test for the campaign at managing the desire of voters 
and party activists for an aggressive approach to mitigating income inequality. Mrs. Clinton said 
that she was running for president because “the deck is still stacked in favor of those at the top,” 
but she has offered few details about how to bridge that gap. 


“The campaign is clearly going to have to come out with a position on it,” said Dean Baker, a 
progressive economist who met with economic advisers to Mrs. Clinton on other issues. “There is 
pressure on her to come up with a number.”

Unlike free trade or financial sector profits, the minimum wage issue is not one that in principle 
creates a political problem for Mrs. Clinton, who has long supported the policy. The challenge is 
the sheer speed at which the center of the debate has shifted, and the hunger among voters for 
action. 
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Already, moderate Democratic politicians around the country have begun to advocate substantial 
increases in the minimum wage, which is $7.25 an hour on the federal level although can be 
higher in states and localities. 

Mayor Rahm Emanuel of Chicago, a former Clinton White House aide, recently backed a 
measure raising the minimum wage in the city to $13 from $8.25 by 2019. Senator Patty Murray 
of Washington is lining up support among a wide array of Democratic senators for a proposal that 
would raise the minimum wage to $12 an hour by 2020. 

“The days of debating $9 or $10 an hour are over. The active debate is in the realm of $12 to 
$15,” said Adam Green, co-founder of the Progressive Change Campaign Committee, a grass- 
roots organizing group with nearly one million members. “In 2016, the Murray $12-an-hour 
position will be the floor, not the ceiling.” 

It is not just grass-roots activists and Mrs. Clinton’s fellow Democratic politicians who have come 
out in favor of a substantial wage increase. Those who attended the semiannual meeting this 
week of the Democracy Alliance, a network of wealthy progressive donors created with help from 
the billionaire investor George Soros and the insurance mogul Peter Lewis, reported that the 
minimum-wage campaign had become a topic of discussion as the donors grappled with income 
inequality. 

“Fast-food workers in the street for $15, that changes the conversation,” said Stephen M. 
Silberstein, a member of the Democracy Alliance, who also was executive producer of the recent 
documentary, Inequality for All. “You didn’t have that a couple years ago.” 

With a recent accumulation of economic literature suggesting that moderate increases in the 
minimum wage have little to no cost when it comes to employment, opposition even among 
economists in the business world has begun to melt. Last Thursday, the economic research 
department of Goldman Sachs, which is widely followed by policy makers, released an analysis 
of minimum wage increases that made no allusion to possible job losses. 

“It was remarkable to me,” said Jared Bernstein, a former economic adviser to Vice President 
Joseph R. Biden Jr. who is now a senior fellow at the Center on Budget and Policy Priorities. 
“There was no mention in the whole analysis of disemployment effects.” 

Even Republicans, whose party has long been skeptical of the minimum wage, have begun to 
soften their opposition. “I’m not for repealing the minimum wage,” Senator Marco Rubio of Florida 
said at a candidate forum in January. “But I can tell you, I don’t want people to make $10.10 an 
hour. I want them to make $30 an hour.” 

After the Republican-controlled legislature in Michigan balked at raising the minimum wage early 
last year, activists collected 300,000 signatures on behalf of a proposed ballot initiative to raise 
the state’s wage floor to $10.10 from $7.40, and index it to inflation thereafter. One day before 
activists planned to submit the petition, the Republican legislature passed an increase to $9.25, 
including the permanent cost-of-living adjustment. 

“There was terror that it would get on the November ballot,” said Saru Jayaraman, whose group 
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Restaurant Opportunities Centers United fights for wage increases for tipped workers. “There’s a 
lot of talk in Michigan of coming back and doing it again.” 

With the issue so volatile, Republicans are not the only one being overtaken by grass-roots 
developments. President Obama initially came out for a $9-an-hour minimum wage in his 2013 
State of the Union address , then embraced $10.10 later that year. Though it was a significant 
increase for a White House to advocate, many Democrats by that point had already set their 
sights substantially higher with the Fight for $15 campaign gaining prominence. 

“Progressives were pleased we rightly moved to $10.10,” said Gene Sperling, who was Mr. 
Obama’s top economic adviser between 201 1 and early 2014 and has also advised Mrs. Clinton. 
“But with Republicans blocking it in Congress, advocates understandably decided that it couldn’t 
compete with the type of impressive grass-roots passion they have been able to generate 
fighting for $15 city by city.” 

The White House has yet to take a position on Senator Murray’s proposal for a $12 minimum 
wage. 

Mrs. Clinton has voiced her support for the “fast-food and domestic workers all across our 
country who ask for nothing more than a living wage and a fair shot.” 

An aide said that, “she’s for an increase in the minimum wage, and she wants to have a 
conversation about the right target and timeline.” 

Even progressive economists argue that some caution is merited. Mr. Bernstein, a supporter of a 
substantial minimum wage increase with a reputation as being the Obama White House’s most 
liberal in-house economist, said that $15 an hour gave him pause because it was “out of sample.” 
That is, there was no precedent to demonstrate it wouldn’t cost jobs. 

The question of speed, though, may be especially sensitive for Mrs. Clinton. 

She may ultimately align with her party’s base on many economic issues. But any reluctance by 
Mrs. Clinton to say whether she explicitly supports the goals of the Fight for $15 campaign — or 
even how far toward them she would hope to come as president — could curb enthusiasm for 
her candidacy among progressives and low-income workers at the very moment she’s officially 
engaged. 

Mrs. Clinton, after all, promised in her announcement that she wanted to be a champion for 
“everyday Americans.” She pledged to labor on their behalf “so that you can do more than just 
get by. You can get ahead, and stay ahead.” 

“She has a massive challenge in the general election,” said Zephyr Teachout, the Fordham Law 
School professor who mounted an unexpectedly strong Democratic primary challenge to Gov. 
Andrew M. Cuomo of New York last year. “The strategy of silence and then gradual coming 
around does not lead people, even if the sentence polls well, to get out and organize.”
